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FOREWORD 


Henry  Bouquet,  who  was  to  have  an  important  part  in  the  first  wars 
waged  in  Pennsylvania,  was  born  in  Switzerland  in  1719  to  a prominent 
family  of  the  town  of  Rolle.  The  inn  which  the  Bouquet  family  kept, 
and  where  he  was  presumably  born,  still  looks  out  on  the  High  Street 
of  the  charming  little  town  and  over  the  blue  waters  of  Lake  Geneva. 
It  still  bears  the  name,  Hotel  de  la  Tete  Noire,  on  an  ancient  signboard 
with  a Negro’s  head. 

Virtually  no  memory  of  Henry  Bouquet  or  his  family  can  be  found 
there,  although  his  grandfather  Pierre  Bouquet  was  a Town  Councillor 
and,  for  a time,  President  of  the  Council;  and  the  Bouquet  family  had 
intermarried  with  other  leading  families  of  the  vicinity.  His  father  Isaac 
Barthelemy  Bouquet  married  Madeleine  Rolaz  of  a noble  family  which 
owned  several  chateaux.  Their  son  Henry  had  from  his  forebears  on  both 
sides  not  only  an  aristocratic  lineage  but  a tradition  of  professional  mili- 
tary service.  His  uncle  Louis  Bouquet  was  a lieutenant  general  in  the 
Dutch  army,  and  his  uncle  Albert  Rolaz  was  a captain  lieutenant.  Uncle 
Albert,  by  the  way,  was  to  be  the  grandfather  of  Albert  Gallatin,  another 
Swiss  who  became  famous  in  America. 

As  was  customary  in  his  family,  Henry  Bouquet  entered  upon  a mili- 
tary career,  enlisting  at  the  age  of  seventeen  in  one  of  the  Swiss  pro- 
fessional regiments  which  were  hired  by  various  European  powers. 
Technically  they  were  mercenaries  but  without  the  opprobrium  usually 
attached  to  that  term,  for  they  were  famous  for  their  steadfast  loyalty 
to  the  rulers  who  employed  them.  In  such  mercenary  forces  Bouquet 
served  first  the  Dutch  Republic  and  later  the  King  of  Sardinia,  and  rose 
to  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant  during  the  Italian  campaign  of  the  War 
of  the  Austrian  Succession.  He  gained  such  a reputation  that  the  Prince 
of  Orange,  head  of  the  Dutch  Republic,  engaged  him  as  a lieutenant 
colonel  in  his  own  Swiss  Guards  at  The  Hague. 

Little  is  known  about  Henry  Bouquet’s  education  and  training,  but 
they  must  have  been  thorough  and  good  to  give  him  the  broad  range 
of  intellectual  interests  which  is  apparent  in  his  letters.  He  developed  an 
interest  in  learning  and  science  which  was  not  generally  characteristic 
of  military  men,  and  he  became  a cultured  gentleman.  While  he  was  in 
the  Dutch  service  at  The  Hague,  he  improved  the  opportunity  to  extend 
his  knowledge  of  military  science,  mathematics,  and  other  branches  of 
learning,  and  to  make  the  acquaintance  of  various  leading  scholars.  The 
cultured  atmosphere  of  eighteenth-century  Holland  prepared  him  to 
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find  a congenial  place  in  the  intellectual  and  social  life  of  colonial  Phila- 
delphia. There,  in  a few  months  he  could  win  the  “Esteem,  Respect  & 
Affection”  of  Benjamin  Franklin.  He  would  write  a letter  introducing 
Franklin  to  the  scientist  Samuel  Konig  in  Europe;  and  Franklin,  in  turn, 
wrote  letters  recommending  the  colonel  to  learned  friends  in  Charleston, 
South  Carolina. 

The  opening  years  of  the  French  and  Indian  War  had  seen  the  defeat 
of  the  British  army  of  General  Edward  Braddock  in  its  attempt  to  drive 
the  French  from  western  Pennsylvania  in  1755.  The  British  government 
then  took  steps  to  build  up  its  forces  in  North  America  and  to  make 
more  effective  use  of  the  manpower  of  the  Middle  Colonies.  To  do  this, 
they  sought  trained  and  experienced  officers  in  Europe  who  were  to 
recruit  and  command  German-speaking  soldiers  from  these  colonies  for 
a new  Royal  American  Regiment.  Among  the  officers  thus  engaged  were 
Henry  Bouquet  and  his  friend  Frederick  Haldimand,  both  on  the  strong 
recommendation  of  Sir  Joseph  Yorke,  the  British  Ambassador  to  The 
Hague. 

Bouquet,  Haldimand,  and  other  officers  of  the  new  regiment  arrived 
in  America  in  the  summer  of  1756.  Recruiting  went  forward  successfully, 
and  the  battalion  raised  in  Pennsylvania  was  largely  Pennsylvania  Ger- 
man. In  December,  1756,  Bouquet  encountered  difficulty  in  finding 
quarters  for  his  men  in  Philadelphia,  but  finally  worked  out  a satisfactory 
agreement  through  negotiation  with  Benjamin  Franklin  as  leader  of  the 
Assembly.  In  1757,  Lord  Loudoun,  the  commander  in  chief,  sent  him 
with  a Royal  American  detachment  to  Charleston,  South  Carolina.  There 
the  problem  of  obtaining  quarters  for  his  men  and  officers  caused  even 
greater  difficulty  than  in  Philadelphia,  and  he  found  himself  longing  for 
Pennsylvania  as  his  “mother  Country  in  America.”  But  when  he 
attempted  to  negotiate  directly  with  the  leaders  of  the  South  Carolina 
legislature  as  he  had  with  Franklin  in  Pennsylvania,  he  aroused  the 
indignation  of  Governor  William  Henry  Lyttelton,  who  demanded  that 
Bouquet  be  transferred  elsewhere.  Loudoun  could  easily  yield  to  the 
Governor’s  complaint,  for  Bouquet  was  needed  in  Pennsylvania.  In  the 
spring  of  1758  he  was  recalled  to  Philadelphia  to  serve  as  second-in- 
command  to  Brigadier  General  John  Forbes  on  the  expedition  against 
the  French  at  Fort  Duquesne. 

Much  of  the  responsibility  for  carrying  out  this  campaign  devolved 
upon  Colonel  Bouquet,  because  General  Forbes  was  seriously  ill.  No 
small  part  of  its  success  was  due  to  Bouquet’s  organizing  ability  and  his 
patient  but  firm  handling  of  the  problems  involved  in  obtaining  supplies 
and  in  building  roads.  After  the  capture  of  Fort  Duquesne  in  November, 
1758,  Bouquet  led  a busy  life  strengthening  and  consolidating  the  British 
position  in  western  Pennsylvania  tinder  the  supervision  of  Generals

Monckton  and  Stanwix.  In  1760,  he  led  an  expedition  into  northwestern 
Pennsylvania  to  rebudd  Fort  Presque  Isle  and  the  other  forts  which  the 
French  had  abandoned  and  burned  the  year  before. 

When  the  Pontiac  War  broke  out  in  1763,  he  organized  an  expedition 
to  relieve  Fort  Pitt.  His  brilliant  victory  at  Bushy  Run  on  August  5 
and  6 virtually  ended  the  Indian  threat  in  western  Pennsylvania,  and 
his  expedition  into  the  Muskingum  valley  in  Ohio  late  in  1764  brought 
the  warring  tribes  to  complete  submission.  Even  more  than  the  vic- 
torious battle,  his  bloodless  campaign  into  the  Indian  country  brought 
him  fame.  He  was  raised  to  the  rank  of  brigadier  general,  and  placed 
in  command  of  the  Southern  District  of  North  America.  This  took  him 
to  Pensacola,  Florida,  where  he  caught  the  yellow  fever  and  died,  on 
September  2,  1765. 

Henry  Bouquet  was  a Swiss  officer  in  British  service  and  finally  a 
British  general,  but  he  was  an  American  figure  in  a sense  that  Amherst, 
Gage,  and  Monckton  never  were.  His  untimely  death  in  Florida  in  1765 
dissociated  him  from  the  later  idea  of  the  British  as  enemies,  and  he 
was  remembered  in  the  Middle  Colonies  and  in  the  back  country  as  a 
leader  and  protector,  so  that  he  even  entered  into  folklore.  Nor  was 
his  American  career  solely  connected  with  Pennsylvania;  it  was  also 
important  to  the  Carolinas,  Virginia,  and  Maryland,  and  indirectly  to 
the  states  created  from  the  Old  Northwest.  In  fact,  his  first  important 
assignment  in  America  had  been  to  organize  the  defenses  of  South  Caro- 
lina in  1757,  and  papers  relating  to  that  assignment  make  up  a large 
part  of  the  present  volume. 

Henry  Bouquet  was  hardly  a national  figure  in  the  sense  that  William 
Penn  or  Benjamin  Franklin  were.  His  field  of  activity  was  relatively 
narrow  and  his  career  was  brief.  Nevertheless,  his  papers  for  his  nine 
years  in  America  are  important  for  the  light  they  shed  not  only  on  mdi- 
tary  events  but  on  social  and  political  life. 

Henry  Bouquet’s  campaigns  and  his  victory  at  Bushy  Run  were  deter- 
mining events  in  the  historical  development  of  the  Keystone  State.  To 
mention  only  one  point,  if  Bouquet  had  not  succeeded  in  breaking  the 
Indian  power  at  Bushy  Run  and  of  the  Muskingum,  the  settlement  of 
western  Pennsylvania  might  have  been  delayed  for  many  years,  and  the 
Americans  of  revolutionary  days  would  not  have  had  a foothold  beyond 
the  mountains  to  establish  and  support  their  claims  to  the  western  ter- 
ritories. Such  great  things  depended  on  the  energies  and  abilities  of  this 
Swiss  soldier  in  the  employ  of  the  British,  “a  laborer  worthy  of  his  hire.” 

While  Henry  Bouquet  was  primarily  a military  man,  while  his  papers 
provide  essential  sources  for  military  movements  and  campaigns,  they 
are  far  from  being  limited  to  military  matters.  Within  their  shorter  time 
span  (1756-1765),  they  cover  just  as  wide  a spectrum  of  colonial  life 
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as  The  Papers  of  Sir  William  Johnson  do — and  perhaps  wider,  for  Sir 
William  never  indulged  in  an  exchange  of  witty  letters  and  poems  as 
Bouquet  did  with  his  friend  Lewis  Ourry.  Nor  do  the  great  New  Yorker’s 
papers  have  anything  like  the  revealing  anecdotes  and  penetrating  com- 
ment on  various  aspects  of  colonial  society  and  frontier  life  which  appear 
in  the  Bouquet  Papers — possibly  because  the  American  scene  was  new 
and  strange  to  Bouquet  and  some  of  his  correspondents. 

The  Bouquet  Papers  contain  a rich  store  of  information  on  Pennsyl- 
vania during  the  French  and  Indian  War  and  the  Pontiac  Uprising;  but, 
most  importantly,  they  serve  to  record  the  life,  the  achievements,  and 
the  ideas  of  a great  figure  in  Pennsylvania’s  colonial  history,  who  wrote 
his  name  indelibly  in  our  annals  in  less  than  nine  years. 

The  publication  of  substantial  portions  of  the  Bouquet  Papers  began 
almost  as  early  as  the  first  publication  of  papers  of  other  important  figures 
in  American  history.  In  1871,  an  entire  volume  of  the  Massachusetts 
Historical  Society  Collections  was  devoted  to  Bouquet  Papers;  they 
filled  more  than  half  a volume  of  the  Michigan  Pioneer  and  Historical 
Society  Collections  in  1891;  and  Mary  C.  Darlington  published  many 
of  them  in  Fort  Pitt  and  Letters  from  the  Frontier  ( 1892)  and  in  History 
of  Colonel  Henry  Bouquet  (1920).  These  publications,  useful  as  they 
were,  were  merely  representative;  they  drew  from  the  Bouquet  Papers 
materials  to  illuminate  a particular  facet  of  colonial  history.  This  can 
be  said,  too,  of  Wilderness  Chronicles  of  Northzuestern  Pennsylvania 
(1941),  in  which  selections  from  the  Bouquet  Papers  filled  the  latter  half. 

It  was  while  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Commission’s  research  project 
was  examining  and  studying  the  Bouquet  Papers  to  select  this  material 
that  the  idea  of  publishing  the  Papers  of  Henry  Bouquet  arose.  Actually 
the  first  suggestion  came  from  a business  man,  the  late  Ross  Pier  Wright, 
then  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission,  who  became  fascinated  by  the 
transcripts  made  by  the  project  and  proposed  that  they  be  published  to 
make  them  available  to  others.  While  scholars  specializing  in  this  period 
of  colonial  history  have  used  and  cited  the  published  volumes,  it  has 
been  the  amateurs  and  local  historians  from  whom  we  have  heard  most 
often.  They  pore  over  and  study  the  volumes,  work  out  details  and 
develop  inferences  for  their  own  localities,  and  sometimes  bombard  us 
with  questions. 

Thus  the  project  for  publishing  the  Papers  of  Henry  Bouquet  began 
in  the  days  of  WPA,  when  the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Survey  sponsored 
by  the  Commission  transcribed  the  Library  of  Congress  photocopies  of 
the  Bouquet  Collection  from  the  British  Museum,  and  succeeded  in 
publishing  about  half  the  collection  in  mimeographed,  unannotated  form, 
before  the  project  was  halted  by  the  end  of  WPA.  Even  this  rough  and 
utilitarian  publication  met  with  a considerable  demand  from  libraries, 
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historical  institutions,  and  researchers;  and  some  measure  of  its  value  may 
be  found  in  the  frequency  with  which  it  has  been  cited  in  books  and 
articles  on  the  period,  published  in  the  last  two  decades. 

The  mimeographed  edition  of  the  Papers  of  Col.  Henry  Bouquet, 
as  transcribed  and  published  by  the  WPA  Pennsylvania  Historical 
Survey,  was  useful  to  scholars,  but  it  was  never  completed,  the  number 
of  copies  produced  was  very  small,  and  it  was  temporary  by  its  very 
nature,  since  the  mimeograph  paper  deteriorated  rapidly.  At  least  nine 
series  of  the  British  Museum  collection  remained  to  be  done  when  the 
WPA  project  closed.  Three  of  these  were  largely  covered  in  the  printed 
Volume  II,  which  appeared  in  1951  and  included  the  correspondence 
with  General  John  Forbes  and  with  George  Washington.  Even  that  left 
the  combined  mimeographed  and  printed  editions  far  from  complete, 
the  more  so  because  many  other  Bouquet  letters  have  been  gathered  to 
fill  gaps  in  the  British  Museum  collection. 

As  a result  of  the  favorable  reception  of  the  mimeographed  edition, 
the  Pennsylvania  Historical  and  Museum  Commission  in  the  1940's 
planned  a seven-volume  letterpress  edition  of  the  Papers  of  Henry 
Bouquet,  and  in  1951  did  produce  an  initial  volume  covering  the  Forbes 
expedition,  June-December,  1758,  one  of  the  more  important  periods  in 
Bouquet’s  career.  It  was  felt  that  this  would  make  a good  beginning, 
but  it  appeared  as  Volume  II  in  accordance  with  its  order  in  the  planned 
series.  After  Volume  II  was  issued,  however,  additional  volumes  were 
delayed,  not  so  much  for  lack  of  interest  as  because  the  historical  staff 
became  deeply  involved  in  other  projects  to  meet  more  immediate  needs. 
In  recent  years,  more  attention  has  been  given  to  this  long-range  pub- 
lication project,  and  it  is  rewarding  now  to  issue  Volume  I on  the 
beginning  of  Bouquet’s  career  in  America. 

This  volume  is  not  to  be  considered  as  having  only  limited  interest  to 
Pennsylvanians,  even  if  part  of  it  seems  to  concern  South  Carolina  rather 
than  our  own  State.  When  Lieutenant  Colonel  Bouquet  first  arrived  in 
America  in  the  spring  of  1756,  he  was  stationed  at  Philadelphia  while 
men  were  being  recruited  for  the  Royal  American  Regiment  among  the 
Pennsylvania  Germans  and  other  settlers  in  the  Adiddle  Colonies.  In 
1757,  Bouquet  was  sent  with  a Royal  American  detachment  to  Charles- 
ton, South  Carolina,  where  he  remained  until  recalled  to  Pennsylvania 
in  the  spring  of  1758  to  take  part  in  the  expedition  against  the  French 
at  Fort  Duquesne.  Even  the  materials  relating  to  South  Carolina  are 
concerned  with  soldiers  from  Pennsylvania,  and  the  experience  which 
Bouquet  gained  during  this  first  independent  command  in  America  did 
not  come  amiss  during  the  later  period  of  his  career. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  few  sources  survive  to  document  the  story 
of  Bouquet’s  life  before  1757.  His  European  background,  training,  and 
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career  are  not  covered  by  his  Papers,  and  the  few  facts  which  may  be 
gathered  from  other  documents  are  often  tantalizingly  vague.  Indeed, 
until  recently  historians  have  had  to  rely  almost  entirely  on  one  source, 
the  brief  biographical  sketch  of  Bouquet  in  the  translator’s  preface  to  the 
French  edition  of  William  Smith’s  Historical  Account  of  the  Expedition 
Against  the  Ohio  Indians.  This  work  was  translated  by  C.  G.  F.  Dumas, 
and  published  in  Amsterdam  in  1769,  only  four  years  after  Bouquet’s 
death.  The  biography  is  therefore  almost  contemporary.  Francis  Park- 
man  included  a translation  of  this  life  among  the  introductory  material 
in  an  edition  of  the  Historical  Account  which  was  published  in  Cincin- 
nati, Ohio,  in  1868.  We  have  ventured  to  include  it  as  a supplement  to 
our  foreword,  since  on  every  point  which  could  be  verified  it  has  proved 
to  be  completely  reliable. 

This  volume  then  is  the  second  to  be  published,  but  it  is  actually 
Volume  I of  the  Papers  of  Henry  Bouquet.  Volume  II  was  issued  first, 
partly  in  the  hope  that  its  publication  would  help  in  bringing  to  light 
some  additional  material  for  the  more  obscure  early  period.  We  were 
largely  disappointed  in  this  hope,  but  some  important  information  on 
Bouquet’s  family  and  on  his  military  service  in  Europe  was  discovered 
by  Dr.  Paul-Emile  Schazmann  of  the  Swiss  National  Library.  Doctor 
Schazmann  prepared  this  information  as  an  article,  which  was  published 
as  “Henry  Bouquet  in  Switzerland”  in  Pennsylvania  History,  Volume 
XIX,  Number  3 (July,  1952),  pages  237-248.  For  its  valuable  material 
on  Bouquet’s  background  and  early  life,  it  is  reprinted  as  part  of  the 
introductory  section  of  this  volume,  with  some  additions  and  emendations 
suggested  by  Dr.  Schazmann.  It  largely  substantiates  the  accuracy  of 
the  biographical  sketch  by  C.  G.  F.  Dumas. 

In  this  printed  edition,  the  letters  and  documents  have  been  placed 
in  chronological  order  instead  of  retaining  any  arrangement  by  series  as 
in  the  British  Museum  collection  and  in  the  mimeographed  edition.  All 
the  letters  from  Bouquet,  all  the  significant  letters  to  Bouquet,  and  any 
important  related  material  within  the  period  have  been  included,  but 
duplicates,  accounts,  routine  reports,  and  similar  unimportant  materials 
have  been  omitted  or  published  only  as  abstracts. 

The  main  body  of  the  papers  of  Henry  Bouquet  forms  thirty  series 
of  the  British  Museum’s  Additional  Manuscripts,  Series  21631  to  21660. 
These  papers  are  not  complete.  Many  of  Bouquet’s  early  letters  and 
papers  were  destroyed  in  a fire  at  the  house  of  Robert  Callender  in 
November,  1758.  Still  others  of  the  period  following  appear  to  have 
been  lost.  Bouquet’s  remaining  papers,  after  his  death,  came  into  the 
possession  of  Frederick  Haldimand,  his  friend  and  executor,  and  were 
given  by  Haldimand’s  heirs  to  the  British  Museum,  together  with 
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Haldimand’s  own  papers.  For  this  reason  the  Bouquet  Papers  are 
sometimes  listed  as  part  of  the  Haldimand  Collection. 

Bouquet’s  letter  books  for  1757-1758,  covering  his  service  in  Carolina 
form  Series  21631  and  21632,  and  his  military  accounts  for  that  period 
are  in  Series  21633.  Series  21634  is  his  correspondence  with  Sir  Jeffery 
Amherst,  1759-1763,  and  Series  21635  is  made  up  of  governmental  instruc- 
tions to  Amherst,  1763.  Bouquet’s  correspondence  with  General  Thomas 
Gage,  1763-1765,  is  in  Series  21636  and  21637.  Series  21638  is  composed 
of  correspondence  with  Generals  Stanwix,  Gage,  Monckton,  and  others, 
1759-1765.  Series  21639  is  his  correspondence  with  Sir  John  St.  Clair 
and  Captain  James  Sinclair,  1758-1763,  and  Series  21640  is  his  cor- 
respondence with  the  Earl  of  Loudoun  and  Brigadier  General  John  Forbes, 
1757-1759.  Bouquet’s  letters  to  and  from  Colonel  George  Washington 
in  1758  form  Series  21641.  The  correspondence  with  his  friend  Lewis 
Ourry,  1758-1764,  is  in  Series  21642.  In  Series  21643  to  21651  are  let- 
ters to  Bouquet  from  various  persons,  his  general  incoming  correspon- 
dence from  1755  to  1765  (with  some  Ourry  family  letters,  1754-1755). 
His  general  outgoing  correspondence,  1758-1765,  is  in  Series  21652  and 
21653.  There  are  miscellaneous  accounts  and  returns,  1758-1765,  in 
Series  21654;  papers  relating  to  Indian  affairs,  1758-1765,  in  Series  21655; 
public  orders,  1761-1765,  in  Series  21656;  and  general  and  regimental 
orders,  1759-1764,  in  Series  21657.  Other  miscellaneous  papers,  1757- 
1765,  are  in  Series  21658.  Series  21659  is  the  cash  book  for  the  Carolina 
campaign,  1757-1758,  and  Series  21660  is  an  inventory  of  Bouquet’s 
belongings  made  after  his  death  at  Pensacola,  Florida,  September  2, 
1765. 

The  Library  of  Congress,  Manuscripts  Division,  has  photostatic  re- 
productions of  almost  all  of  the  Bouquet  Papers  in  the  British  Museum, 
and  the  Public  Archives  of  Canada  has  handwritten  transcripts  of  the 
complete  collection.  The  Library  of  Congress  copies  have  been  the  chief 
source  for  our  transcripts  from  the  main  Bouquet  collection,  and  we  are 
indebted  to  a long  succession  of  chiefs  of  the  Manuscripts  Division — St. 
George  L.  Sioussat,  Solon  J.  Buck,  David  C.  Mearns,  and  Roy  P.  Easier— 
for  their  interest,  patience,  and  co-operation  in  the  loan  of  photocopies, 
not  only  once  for  the  original  copying  but  repeatedly  for  the  checking 
and  verification  which  was  necessary.  The  Public  Archives  of  Canada 
was  also  most  kind  in  supplying  photocopies  of  certain  transcripts,  when 
we  wished  to  find  out  what  other  transcribers  had  made  of  certain 
passages. 

Most  of  the  material  for  this  volume  came  from  Series  21631  and  21632, 
including  correspondence  with  governors  of  the  southern  colonies  and 
with  regimental  and  commanding  officers.  It  dealt  with  quartering  and 
provisioning  the  troops,  fortifications,  and  regimental  affairs,  mainly  in 
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Carolina  and  Pennsylvania.  Scattered  items  came  from  other  series, 
21639,  21640,  21643,  21652,  21654,  and  21655,  including  miscellaneous 
correspondence  with  Loudoun,  Forbes,  Sir  John  St.  Clair,  Stanwix,  and 
regimental  officers,  and  dealing  with  regimental  affairs,  troop  move- 
ments, Indian  problems,  and  preparations  for  the  expedition  against  Fort 
Duquesne. 

Years  ago,  while  the  WPA  project  was  working  on  the  mimeographed 
Papers  of  Col.  Henry  Bouquet,  the  late  Max  Farrand,  the  Director  of 
the  Henry  E.  Huntington  Library  and  Art  Gallery,  Pasadena,  California, 
wrote  to  call  attention  to  the  numerous  Bouquet  items  in  various  col- 
lections in  that  great  depository,  and  to  suggest  that  such  material  should 
be  incorporated  with  the  publication  of  the  papers  from  the  main  collec- 
tion in  the  British  Museum.  This  volume  would  be  much  thinner  and 
less  complete  without  the  many  letters  from  the  Loudoun  Papers  in  the 
Henry  E.  Huntington  Library  and  Art  Gallery.  They  include  Loudoun- 
Bouquet  correspondence,  correspondence  with  governors  of  southern 
colonies  and  with  various  officers;  and  they  fill  in  details  about  regi- 
mental affairs,  fortifications,  the  expedition  against  Fort  Duquesne,  and 
Indian  problems.  The  Abercromby  Papers  provided  one  item  for  the 
publication  as  well  as  much  useful  reference  material.  Appreciation  is 
expressed  to  Dr.  Herbert  C.  Schulz,  Curator  of  the  Manuscript  Division, 
and  to  Harriet  McLoone,  Assistant  in  Manuscripts,  for  their  co-operation 
and  assistance. 

Various  other  depositories  have  supplied  letters  and  documents  for  this 
volume.  From  the  Library  of  Congress  came  a document  about  hospital 
quarters  and  supplies  in  the  Miscellaneous  Manuscripts,  Franklin  Papers; 
for  this  we  make  a second  acknowledgment  to  Roy  P.  Easier,  Chief, 
Manuscript  Division.  A companion  item  came  from  the  Benjamin 
Franklin  Papers  at  the  American  Philosophical  Society,  as  well  as  a letter 
from  Franklin  to  Bouquet,  for  which  we  are  indebted  to  Whitfield  J. 
Bell,  Jr.,  Librarian,  and  Murphy  D.  Smith,  Assistant  Librarian.  Five 
important  letters  and  documents  came  from  the  William  Henry  Lyttelton 
Papers  in  the  William  L.  Clements  Library,  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan,  for 
which  we  thank  its  Director,  Howard  W.  Peckham.  A few  items  for 
publication  and  much  reference  material  came  from  transcripts  and 
microfilm  in  the  Library  of  Congress  from  the  Public  Record  Office, 
London,  especially  Secretary  at  War,  In-Letters  [W.O.  1],  Amherst 
Papers  [W.O.  34],  and  Colonial  Office,  American  and  West  Indian  Papers 
[C.O.  5].  Thanks  are  expressed  to  Hownson  W.  Cole,  Curator  of  Manu- 
scripts, and  John  Melville  Jennings,  Librarian  of  the  Virginia  Historical 
Society,  Richmond,  for  two  letters  from  Governor  Dinwiddie  to  Bouquet;

T heir  long-continuing  interest  and  support  are  deeply 
appreciated. 

1 he  editorial  task  has  been  a joint  one,  limited  only  by  the  responsi- 
bilities of  Dr.  S.  K.  Stevens,  Executive  Director  of  the  Commission,  and 
of  Dr.  Donald  H.  Kent,  Director,  Bureau  of  Archives  and  History,  in 
other  phases  of  the  Commission’s  programs.  Mrs.  Autumn  L.  Leonard, 
Associate  Historian,  was  immediately  responsible  for  checking  the  tran- 
scripts, compiling  the  notes,  reading  the  proof,  and  preparing  the  index. 
Doctor  Stevens  formulated  the  plan  of  the  work,  exercised  general  super- 
vision, and  made  final  rulings  in  matters  of  editorial  policy.  Doctor  Kent 
was  responsible  for  the  general  form  of  the  work  and  for  reviewing  all 
the  materials  and  notes  as  well  as  the  transcripts  and  translations  from 
the  French.  Many  were  the  problems  of  identification,  the  doubtful  read- 
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ings,  the  questions  of  method,  and  the  like,  in  which  the  editors  and 
other  members  of  the  historical  staff  were  involved. 

Indeed,  this  circumstance  makes  it  difficult  to  draw7  a line  between  the 
editors  as  listed  on  the  title  pages  and  those  staff  members  whose  knowl- 
edge and  research  made  substantial  contributions  to  the  work.  1 hus, 
William  A.  Hunter,  Chief,  Division  of  History,  helped  to  eliminate  many 
an  error  or  ambiguity  through  his  thorough  knowledge  of  the  period  and 
his  critical  scholarship.  Harold  L.  Myers,  Associate  Historian  and  Chief 
of  the  Editorial  Section,  went  over  the  manuscript  carefully  to  set  it  up 
for  printing.  Dr.  Kenneth  Stuart,  of  the  faculty  of  Carson  Long  Insti- 
tute, worked  several  summers  to  help  in  the  transcribing  of  material  and 
in  research  for  the  notes.  Henry  E.  Down,  Associate  Archivist,  assisted 
in  reading  the  proof.  Special  acknowledgment  is  made  for  their  valuable 
part  in  this  work. 

Great  care  has  been  taken  to  make  a faithful  reproduction  of  the 
original  manuscripts,  within  the  limitations  of  making  printed  copies  of 
handwritten  materials.  For  example,  it  is  not  possible  to  show,  in  printed 
versions  of  the  drafts  for  letters,  all  the  insertions  between  the  lines  and 
in  the  margins;  they  must  be  rearranged  and  organized  into  uniform 
lines.  When  words  have  been  crossed  out  or  changed  in  the  original, 
brackets  are  placed  around  these  words  in  the  printed  version,  with  a 
dagger  referring  to  the  footnote  “Stricken  out.”  It  is  thus  possible  to 
see  both  the  original  and  the  revised  version  of  these  drafts. 

The  capitalization,  spelling,  grammar,  and  punctuation  are  the  same 
as  in  the  originals,  so  far  as  is  humanly  possible.  When  illegible  or  nearly 
illegible  words  could  be  determined  with  some  degree  of  certainty  from 
the  sense  of  the  sentence  or  in  other  ways,  they  were  supplied  in  brackets. 
When  there  was  any  doubt,  a question  mark  was  added.  When  a word 
or  words  had  to  be  omitted  entirely  because  of  illegibility,  this  is  shown 
by  a line  of  dots  in  brackets.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  indicate 
misspelled  words  or  grammatical  errors  by  the  use  of  sic.  When  there 
was  doubt  whether  a punctuation  mark  was  actually  a period  or  a colon, 
colon  or  semicolon,  question  mark  or  exclamation  point,  dash  or  period, 
the  most  likely  one  was  used.  The  tiny  period  or  dash  which  sometimes 
appears  under  a raised  letter  in  the  manuscripts  has  been  omitted. 

The  descriptions  of  the  letters  as  autograph  letters,  drafts,  etc.,  are 
intended  more  as  tentative  suggestions  than  as  a final  determination  of 
their  character.  Exhaustive  research  into  the  handwriting  might  result 
in  some  changes.  In  all  cases,  they  are  obvious  descriptions  made 
conservatively. 

The  names  of  senders  or  recipients  of  letters  have  been  bracketed  in 
the  headings  when  there  was  any  doubt  as  to  their  identification.  Dates 
missing  in  headings  have  been  supplied  in  brackets,  when  they  could  be 
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determined.  The  dates  in  the  running  heads  are  intended  as  a help  in 
using  the  volume. 

Notes  of  reference,  explanation,  and  identification  have  been  placed  at 
the  end  of  each  letter  or  document,  in  order  to  avoid  repeating  notes  in 
the  case  of  letters  in  French  and  their  translations.  The  chief  purpose 
of  the  notes  has  been  to  assist  the  reader  in  understanding  the  material, 
not  to  supply  unneeded  information  which  a person  interested  in  Bouquet 
and  his  period  could  be  presumed  to  know.  The  temptation  to  use  notes 
as  the  occasion  for  exhaustive  research  has  been  avoided;  that  is  left 
to  the  interested  reader.  Reference  is  duly  made  to  letters  or  documents 
mentioned  in  the  texts,  whether  printed  in  this  volume  or  elsewhere. 
Previous  publication  of  any  item  is  noted,  so  far  as  possible.  Transla- 
tions of  phrases  or  short  passages  in  French  are  supplied  in  the  notes, 
but  the  translations  of  entire  letters  in  French  immediately  follow  the 
originals.  Except  when  necessary  to  avoid  confusion,  persons  and  places 
have  been  identified  only  at  first  mention. 

Some  of  the  papers  have  been  omitted  for  lack  of  importance,  either 
because  they  had  little  connection  with  Bouquet  or  his  activities  or 
because  they  seemed  of  slight  interest.  In  such  cases,  even  though  the 
document  has  been  omitted,  the  heading  has  been  published  with  an 
abstract  or  summary  to  indicate  the  nature  of  the  contents.  Similarly, 
headings  have  been  supplied  for  missing  letters  of  Bouquet,  when 
from  mention  in  letters  he  received  or  in  subsequent  letters  it  is  known 
that  they  existed.  So  far  as  possible,  the  nature  of  the  contents  of  these 
missing  letters  has  been  supplied  by  conjecture  on  the  basis  of  replies 
or  later  mention. 

The  arrangement  of  the  papers  is  mainly  chronological.  Undated 
materials  have  been  placed  where  they  seemed  to  fit.  Short  chro- 
nologies outlining  the  principal  events  and  developments  have  been 
placed  at  intervals,  to  help  the  reader  in  finding  the  main  threads  as 
they  take  form.  The  index  is  intended  to  cover  only  proper  names,  rather 
than  subjects  and  topics.  References  to  Bouquet  have  been  indexed  only 
when  they  appear  in  the  body  of  a letter.  A list  of  the  letters  and  papers 
for  the  period  covered  by  this  volume  follows  the  table  of  contents. 

Our  thanks  are  again  repeated  to  everyone  who  has  helped  in  this 
undertaking.  So  many  have  helped  by  advice  or  information  or  encour- 
agement during  the  thirty-odd  years  since  this  project  began,  that  it  is 
wellnigh  impossible  to  be  sure  that  our  acknowledgments  are  really  com- 
plete. If  any  have  been  overlooked,  they  may  be  sure  that  the  omission 
was  not  intended.

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HENRY  BOUQUET  IN  SWITZERLAND 

By  Paul-Emile  Schazmann* 

Authors  speaking  of  Henry  Bouquet,  Colonel  of  the  Royal  American 
Regiment,  have  generally  said  that  he  was  born  at  Rolle  in  1715. 1 Others 
have  affirmed  that  he  was  seventeen  years  old  when  he  was  received  as 
a cadet  in  the  Regiment  of  Constant  in  Holland  in  1736,  which  would 
date  his  birth  in  1719.  Since  the  record  of  his  baptism  can  be  found 
neither  at  Rolle  nor  at  Lausanne,  where  all  the  baptismal  registers  for 
Rolle  and  all  the  neighboring  parishes  in  the  period  were  consulted  in  a 
visit  to  the  cathedral,  there  was  undoubtedly  an  oversight  by  the  clergy- 
man, and  only  hypotheses  can  be  made  as  to  the  year  of  Bouquet’s  birth. 
It  does  seem  more  likely,  nevertheless,  that  he  was  born  in  1719  rather 
than  in  1715.  Proof  has  been  found  that  he  became  a cadet  in  17362  and 
not  in  1732,  as  was  claimed  mistakenly  by  May  de  Romainmotier  and — 
following  him — by  Auguste  Burnand.3  It  is  scarcely  possible  that  he 
would  be  born  as  early  as  1715  and  become  a cadet  only  in  1736 — that 
is,  at  the  age  of  21.  As  for  the  other  detail,  the  first  original  official  record 
concerned  with  Henry  Bouquet  which  could  be  found  states  that  he  was 
born  at  Rolle.4  It  is  therefore  certain  that  he  was  born  at  Rolle,  and  it 
seems  likely  that  this  was  in  1719. 

Next,  it  is  known  from  several  sources  published  in  the  eighteenth 
century  that  Colonel  Henry  Bouquet  was  the  nephew  of  Louis  Bouquet, 
Lieutenant  General  in  the  service  of  Holland.5  The  works  of  the  Abbe 
Francois  Girard  and  of  May  de  Romainmotier  which  provide  this  detail 
appeared  during  the  lifetime  of  Louis  Bouquet;  therefore,  it  could  not 
have  been  imaginary.  The  Abbe  Franqois  Girard,  professor  at  Fribourg

...  A nephew  of  his,  probably  the  son  of  the  eldest  in  the  family, 
made  a brilliant  reputation  in  the  service  of  England,  with  the 
result  that  he  was  entrusted  with  a very  important  command  in 
America.  . . . 

This  Louis  Bouquet,  Henry’s  uncle,  was  himself  one  of  the  seven 
children6  of  Pierre  Bouquet,  Councillor  of  the  town  of  Rolle,  since  he 
was  the  brother  of  Jeanne-Danielle  Bouquet  who  married  Daniel  de 
Ribaupierre.  This  is  derived  from  the  genealogy  and  papers  of  the 
Ribaupierre  family,  edited  by  P.-L.  Bader  with  the  aid  of  Raoul 
Campiche,  archivist  at  Nyon.7  Now,  this  Jeanne-Danielle  Bouquet 
appears  in  several  documents  as  the  daughter  of  Pierre  Bouquet  or 
Boquet,  Councillor  of  the  town  of  Rolle,  particularly  in  the  record  of 
her  first  communion,  March  22,  1709. 

Here  then  is  our  Henry  Bouquet  the  grandson  of  Councillor  Pierre 
Bouquet,  belonging  to  a family  established  at  Rolle  for  a long  time,  a 
townsman  of  this  pretty  little  town  of  the  country  of  Vaud,  on  the 
highway  which  extends  along  Lake  Geneva  from  Lausanne  to  Geneva. 

This  Pierre  Bouquet  was  the  proprietor  of  a beautiful  house  called 
“The  Negro  Head,”8  on  the  north  side  of  the  highway  which  was  also 
the  main  street  of  Rolle.  The  house  was  surrounded  by  a garden  which 
also  reached  south  of  the  highway  as  far  as  the  shore  of  the  lake.  The 
“plans  of  the  town  and  territory  of  Rolle  made  in  the  year  1693”9  have 
at  folio  29  a plan  cf  this  part  of  the  town,  on  which  the  house  of  “The 
Negro  Head”  and  the  garden  are  sketched  perfectly,  with  the  name  of 
Pierre  Boquet  as  proprietor.  At  this  period  the  name  was  written  indif- 
ferently as  Boquet  or  Bouquet,  sometimes  on  the  same  line  of  a Council 
Register.  “The  Negro  Head”  was  a hotel  dating  from  the  year  1628. 
The  house  is  still  in  existence,  with  an  ancient  signboard  which  bears 
that  date  and  a Negro’s  head.  It  belonged  to  the  family  for  a long  time, 
for  a document  of  1671  speaks  of  “Sieur  Bouquet,  hoste  de  la  Teste 
Noire.”10  Pierre  Bouquet  was  not  only  a member  of  the  town  Council 
for  a long  time;  he  presided  over  it  from  August  8,  1711,  to  August  10, 
1712. 11  He  was,  therefore,  an  important  figure  in  the  region.  He  died

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in  1717;  and  his  widow,  born  Duval,  attended  a session  of  the  Council 
on  May  1,  1717,  with  her  oldest  son,  Isaac-Barthelemy  Bouquet,  in  order 
to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  late  Councillor  in  the  customary  way.12 

According  to  the  Abbe  Francois  Girard,  as  has  been  mentioned,  Henry 
Bouquet  was  probably  the  son  of  the  eldest  in  the  family,  and  therefore 
of  this  Isaac-Barthelemy.  There  are  even  more  reasons  to  suppose  that 
Henry  was  his  son.  Almost  all  the  sons  of  Pierre  Bouquet  died  child- 
less.13 Isaac-Barthelemy  and  Louis,  Henry’s  uncle,  are  the  only  sons  of 
Pierre  who  are  known  to  have  had  children.  Louis  married  a woman 
named  Bergier  from  Lausanne,  and  they  had  two  children  who  died 
young.14  Isaac-Barthelemy  married  Madeleine  Rolaz,  and  they  had 
among  other  children  a daughter,  “Madeleine-Elisabeth  Bouquet,  born 
August  10,  1723,  between  10  and  11  o’clock  in  the  evening,  [who]  has 
been  presented  [for  baptism]  at  Rolle  by  her  father,  August  17,  1723. ”15 
Eventually,  she  was  married  on  February  19,  1762,  at  Gilly,  parish  of 
Bursins  (in  the  country  of  Vaud),  to  Augustin-Gabriel  Roguin,  son  of 
J.-B.  Roguin-Goudet.  In  the  following  year,  1763,  when  the  Roguin- 
Bouquets  had  a daughter,  they  took  as  godfathers  Louis-Guillaume 
Roguin,  the  father’s  brother,  and  “Henri  Bouquet,  colonel  au  service 
d’Angleterre.”16  The  godfather  Henry  Bouquet,  according  to  the  usual 
custom  of  the  time,  was  very  probably  the  mother’s  brother  and  conse- 
quently the  son  of  Isaac-Barthelemy  Bouquet. 

It  can  then  be  affirmed  that  Colonel  Henry  Bouquet  was  the  grandson 
of  Pierre  Bouquet,  and  very  probably  the  son  of  his  oldest  son,  Isaac- 
Barthelemy  Bouquet,  and  of  his  wife  Madeleine  Rolaz  Bouquet.  The 
Rolaz  family  possessed  several  chateaux  in  the  region  of  Rolle  as  well  as 
titles  of  nobility;  and  one  of  them,  Irnbert  Rolaz,  had  been  a major  gen- 
eral in  the  service  of  Prussia  at  the  end  of  the  seventeenth  century.17 

Henry  Bouquet’s  relationship,  through  his  mother,  with  the  Rolaz 
family  of  Rolle  would  account  for  his  relationship  with  the  Gallatins, 
which  is  implied  by  an  allusion  in  an  unsigned  letter  to  Bouquet  from 
Rolle,  February  10,  1763. 18  In  fact,  Albert  Gallatin’s  mother  was  also 
a Rolaz  of  Rolle.  Henry  Rolaz,  Henry  Bouquet’s  uncle,  was  Seigneur

de  Maisery;  another  of  his  Rolaz  uncles  had  the  same  Christian  name 
as  Albert  Gallatin.  The  mother  of  Albert  Gallatin  was  Sophie-Albertine, 
nee  Rolaz,19  a first  cousin  of  Henry  Bouquet.  I he  Rolaz  family  held 
the  Seigneurie  du  Rozay,  in  the  district  of  Rolle,  and  that  of  Mezery  or 
Maisery,  near  Yverdon  in  the  canton  of  Vaud.-° 

Henry  Bouquet’s  aunt,  Jeanne-Danielle  Bouquet,  nicknamed  “Toton,” 
of  whom  we  have  already  spoken,  was  married  on  April  28,  1717,  at 
Crassier,  again  in  the  country  of  Vaud,  to  Daniel  de  Ribaupierre,  a 
townsman  of  Grandson  and  of  Rolle,  lord  of  the  manor  of  Allaman,  and 
administrator  of  the  barony  of  Prangins.  Barthelemy  and  Pierre-Isaac 
Bouquet,  “brothers  of  the  mother,”  were  the  godfathers  at  the  time  of 
the  birth  of  a daughter  to  Daniel  and  Jeanne  de  Ribaupierre  Bouquet.-'1 

The  father  of  Daniel  de  Ribaupierre  was  a notary  at  Rolle  from  1689 
to  1722.  Among  his  records  in  the  Cantonal  Archives  at  Lausanne  are 
some  documents  drawn  up  in  1721  in  the  name  of  “Marie  Duval,  widow 
of  Pierre  Bouquet,  [during  his]  lifetime  Councillor  of  Rolle,  acting  in 
the  name  and  as  guardian  of  her  children  by  authorization  of  Sieur 
Barthelemy  Bouquet,  one  of  her  sons,  and  of  the  noble  and  worthy 
Henry  G.  Rolaz,  Captain  and  Councillor  of  Rolle,  Seigneur  de  Maisery. 

Henry  Bouquet’s  mother,  Madeleine  Rolaz,  had  a brother,  J.  Fr.  Albert 
Henry  Rolaz,  who  was  captain  lieutenant  in  the  Regiment  of  Chambrier 
in  the  Dutch  service  after  1726,  as  well  as  a Councillor  of  Rolle.  On 
April  7,  1723,  at  Namur,  he  married  Madeleine-Esther  Rotgans  of  Utrecht. 
This  maternal  uncle  of  Henry  Bouquet  had  four  children,  of  whom  the 
fourth  was  Sophie-Albertine  who  married  Jean  Gallatin  of  Geneva.  They 
became  the  parents  of  the  famous  Albert  Gallatin.  His  mother  and  Henry 
Bouquet  were  first  cousins. 

Henry  Bouquet’s  maternal  grandfather  was  Ferdinand  Rolaz,  born  at 
Rolle  in  1645,  co-seigneur  of  Mezery,  doctor  of  laws  from  Calvin’s  Acad- 
emy at  Geneva,  and  husband  of  Elisabeth-Madeleine  Fatio  de  Duillier, 
who  was  the  daughter  of  Jean-Baptiste  Fatio  de  Duillier.  The  latter  was 
seigneur  of  Duillier,  a splendid  chateau  near  Nyon,  between  Rolle  and 
Geneva.  The  Fatio  family  were  natives  of  Chiavenna  and  had  gained 
wealth  at  Basel  before  they  became  established  at  Geneva  and  acquired 
the  seigneurie  of  Duillier. 

This  Fatio  de  Duillier  family  produced  two  noted  scholars,  both  sons 
of  Jean-Baptiste  Fatio,  and  therefore  both  great-uncles  of  Henry  Bouquet:

Whether  Henry  Bouquet  was  the  son  of  Isaac-Barthelemy  Bouquet  or 
of  one  of  his  brothers,  we  have  hence  established  that  this  nephew  of 
Louis  Bouquet  and  grandson  of  Pierre  Bouquet,  President  of  the  Town 
Council  of  Rolle,  and  proprietor  of  “The  Negro  Head”  and  of  several 
estates  in  the  vicinity,  belonged  to  a family  allied  to  the  three  most 
important  lines  of  Rolle  and  its  environs:  the  Rolaz  family,  the  Ribau- 
pierre  family,  and  the  Roguin  family,  for  Major  Augustin-Gabriel  Roguin 
had  also  been  received  as  a townsman  of  Rolle. 

Henry  Bouquet  left  his  native  town  and  this  family  connection,  which 
we  have  traced  with  as  many  details  as  possible  in  spite  of  the  lack  of 
some  important  documents.  Now  we  come  to  him  again  in  1736  in  a 
Swiss  regiment  in  Holland.  The  information  available  up  to  the  present 
as  to  the  beginning  of  his  military  career  outside  his  country  has  been 
very  inexact,  and  the  research  done  in  the  canton  of  Vaud  was  unreward- 
ing. Considering  that  the  pretty  town  of  Rolle  on  the  slope  of  a hill 
which  descends  to  one  of  the  most  marvellous  Swiss  lakes  at  the 
foot  of  the  Jura  Mountains  belonged  at  that  time  to  the  canton  of 
Berne  as  did  all  the  country  of  Vaud,  and  that  Vaud  did  not  become  an 
independent  canton  until  1803,  we  shifted  our  research  to  the  State 
Archives  of  Berne. 

The  manuscript  rolls  of  the  Swiss  regiments  in  the  service  of  Holland, 
kept  in  the  State  Archives  of  the  Canton  of  Berne,  at  Berne,  have  sev- 
eral references  to  Henry  Bouquet.  The  first  is  in  Volume  5 of  the  Hol- 
landisch  Cie  Rodel.”  It  is  recorded  in  the  “List  of  the  Company  of  Cap- 
tain Crousaz  in  the  Swiss  Regiment  of  Constant  from  October  1,  1735, 
to  October  1,  1736.”23  Henry  Bouquet  appears  on  the  roll  of  the  com- 
pany as 

No.  155.  Henry  Bouquet.  Place  of  Birth:  Rolle.  Bailiwick  or 

Seigneurie:  Morges.  Entered  the  Company:  April  24,  1736.

In  the  list  of  the  same  company  from  October  1,  1736,  to  October  1, 
1737,  Henry  Bouquet  appears  as  No.  130,  still  as  cadet,  with  the  same 
description  (place  of  birth,  etc.).  In  the  list  of  the  Company  Crousaz 
from  October  1,  1737,  to  October  1,  1738,  he  is  still  cadet;  he  is  No.  108. 
In  Volume  6 of  these  rolls  of  the  “Hollandisch  Cie  Rodel,”  which  con- 
tains the  lists  for  the  following  year,  Henry  Bouquet  no  longer  appears 
among  the  men  on  the  roll  but  under  the  heading,  “Enumeration  of 
those  who  left  the  Company  of  Captain  Crousaz  from  October  1,  1738, 
to  October  1,  1739.”25 

. . . Henry  Bouquet,  Rolle.  Entered  the  Company,  April  24,  1736. 

Cadet.  . . . Discharged,  April  4,  [1739]. 26 

Although  it  may  be  probable  that  Henry  Bouquet  entered  this  com- 
pany in  the  service  of  Holland  on  the  recommendation  of  his  uncle,  he 
owed  nothing  to  his  sponsorship  since  he  obtained  no  promotion.  The 
fact  that  he  became  an  ensign,  which  biographies27  mention,  is  not  con- 
firmed by  official  documents  and  is  not  an  officer’s  rank. 

Continuing  my  investigations,  which  were  very  complicated  as  no 
register  of  these  manuscripts  exists,  I next  examined  the  rolls  of  the 
Swiss  regiments  in  the  service  of  Sardinia.  This  is  what  I found:

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The  next  list  of  the  same  company  of  Roguin  indicates:  “4.  Henry 
Boucquet  [sic],  S.L.,  Rolle,  Morges.”  The  list  for  November  11,  1741, 
has:  . . 4.  Heinrich  Bouquet,  Unter  Lieutenant.”  That  for  Novem- 

ber 11,  1742,  repeats:  “Heinrich  Bouquet,  unter  lieutenant,  Rolle,  Vogtei 
oder  Herrschaft  Bern.”  The  list  for  November  11,  1743,  has  the  same 
information.29 

Augustin  Roguin  became  colonel  on  February  7,  1743.  Fie  was  killed 
on  July  19,  1744,  at  Chateau-Dauphin,  while  defending  the  entrench- 
ments of  Pietralonga.  It  was  not  until  much  later  that  his  nephew,  who 
was  also  an  officer  in  the  service  of  Sardinia  and  bore  the  same  given 
name,  married  Madeleine-Elisabeth  Bouquet,  the  daughter  of  Isaac- 
Barthelemy  Bouquet. 

The  next  volume  of  rolls,  “Sardinian  Company  of  Rodel,  Volume  II,”30 
reveals  that,  after  the  death  of  his  colonel,  Henry  Bouquet  went  into 
the  “Company  of  Colonel  Roy,  in  the  Swiss  Regiment  bearing  his  name, 
in  the  service  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Sardinia,  from  November  1, 
1743,  to  November  1,  1744.”  He  is  “No.  3.  Henry  Bouquet,  Lieutenant, 
from  Rolle,  Canton  or  jurisdiction:  Berne.”  The  following  roll,  for 
November  1,  1747,  lists  “Henry  Bouquet,  Lieutenant.”  The  final  mention 
is  as  follows: 

Return  of  those  who  have  left  the  Company  [of  Colonel  Roy]  since 

November  1,  1747  . . . Bouquet,  Henry,  Rolle,  Berne,  April  17, 
1748. 31 

Records  in  the  State  Archives  at  Turin,  Italy,  provide  a few  additional 
details.  The  King  of  Sardinia  signed  a commission  for  “Jean  Henri 
Bouquet”  as  second  lieutenant  on  May  19,  1739;  and  this  became  effec- 
tive on  June  l.32  He  was  promoted  to  lieutenant  on  August  10,  1744,  to 
replace  a Lieutenant  Pelissie  who  was  killed  at  Pietralonga  on  July  19;33 
and  became  “Aide-Major  en  second”  (roughly  equivalent  to  regimental 
adjutant)  on  March  8,  1745. 34  When  he  received  his  discharge,  Lieu- 
tenant “Rodolphe  Fivaz”  was  transferred  to  Colonel  Roy’s  Company  on 
May  1,  1748,  “in  place  of  Lt.  Bouquet.”35  The  difference  between  the

dates  given  at  Berne  and  at  Turin  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the 
Council  of  Berne  had  reserved  to  itself  the  confirmation  of  appointments, 
and  considered  them  effective  in  Bernese  rank  only  from  the  time  when 
they  were  thus  confirmed;  whde  in  the  regiment  and  in  Sardinia  the  date 
of  the  commission  was  what  counted.  Effectively  then  Henry  Bouquet 
entered  the  Swiss  regiment  in  the  service  of  Sardinia  on  June  1,  1739, 
and  left  it  on  May  1,  1748. 

The  rolls  of  the  Swiss  regiments  give  no  more  information  about  Henry 
Bouquet.  At  this  point  biographies  speak  of  his  enlistment  by  the  Prince 
of  Orange  and  then  of  his  appointment  in  this  prince’s  regiment  of  Swiss 
Guards.36  Bouquet  was  then  directly  in  the  service  of  Holland  and  no 
longer  connected  with  the  regiments  of  the  Swiss  colonels.  According  to 
information  kindly  supplied  by  the  Royal  Archives  of  The  Hague,  Henry 
Bouquet  was  captain  commandant  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel 
in  the  company  of  Swiss  Guards  of  Colonel  Weys  de  Molens.  The  record 
of  appointment  dates  only  from  May  1,  1755,  and  also  contains  the 
appointment  of  Frederick  Haldimand.37 

We  are  not  concerned  with  going  further  to  the  study  of  the  brilliant 
career  of  Henry  Bouquet  which  was  achieved  on  the  soil  of  glorious 
America,  where  magnificent  volumes  are  being  devoted  to  him  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Historical  and  Museum  Commission.  Our  purpose  has  been 
solely  to  seek  to  find  the  few  traces  of  his  origin  which  have  remained 
in  his  native  land  and  to  try  to  co-ordinate  them.

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SKETCH  OF  THE  LIFE  OF  THE  LATE  MR.  BOUQUET 

By  C.  G.  F.  Dumas* 

I have  yet  to  speak  of  the  late  Mr.  Bouquet,  the  chief  personage  of 
the  work.  I had  the  intention  of  writing  his  life;  and,  to  do  it  success- 
fully, I counted  on  aid  from  the  letters  from  Mr.  Bouquet  himself,  writ- 
ten at  different  times  to  various  relatives  and  friends.  He  used  his  pen 
as  skillfully  as  he  did  weapons,  which  is  saying  a great  deal.  Therefore, 
I did  not  despair  of  depicting  him  in  a manner  worthy  of  him  by  using 
his  own  colorings.  But  the  intrinsic  value  which  has  preserved  for  posterity 
the  papers  of  so  many  other  great  men  brought  misfortune  to  those  of 
Mr.  Bouquet.  Everyone  wanted  to  read  his  letters.  As  soon  as  they  arrived, 
they  were  snatched  up;  they  passed  into  the  hands  of  very  important 
people,  and  could  not  be  recovered  by  those  to  whom  they  had  been 
addressed.  In  a word,  they  disappeared;  and,  no  matter  how  I tried, 

1 was  unable  to  recover  a single  one.  All  that  I could  obtain  were 

some  dates  of  the  principal  events  of  his  life  which  I am  going  to  insert 

here  with  the  few  facts  I recall  hearing  reported  in  company  by  some 

of  his  friends.1 

Henry  Bouquet  had  goodly  stature,  superior  intelligence,  and,  under  a 
cold  and  imposing  expression,  a feeling  heart.  He  made  no  claim  to  the 
good  opinion  of  others,  neither  did  he  solicit  it.  One  was  compelled  to 
esteem  him;  and,  because  of  this,  many  men  of  his  profession  thought 
they  could  dispense  with  liking  him.  Firmness,  intrepidity,  calmness, 
presence  of  mind  in  the  greatest  dangers,  virtues  so  essential  in  a com- 
mander, were  natural  to  him.  His  presence  inspired  confidence  and  com- 
pelled respect;  it  reassured  and  yet  overawed. 

Fie  was  born  at  Rolle,2  in  the  Canton  of  Berne,  Switzerland.  In  1736, 
at  the  age  of  seventeen,  he  was  received  as  a cadet  in  the  Regiment  of

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Constant,  in  the  service  of  Their  High  Mightinesses,3  and  in  1738  he 
obtained  his  brevet  as  ensign  in  the  same  regiment.  From  that  he  passed 
into  the  Regiment  of  Roguin  in  the  service  of  the  Fling  of  Sardinia,4 
and  distinguished  himself  first  as  first  lieutenant,  and  afterward  as  adju- 
tant, in  the  ably-conducted  and  memorable  campaigns  of  the  war  which 
that  great  prince  sustained  against  the  combined  forces  of  France  and 
Spain.  At  the  battle  of  Cony,5  when  ordered  to  occupy  a piece  of  ground 
on  the  edge  of  a precipice,  he  led  them  there  in  such  a way  that  not  one 
of  the  troop  realized  that  they  were  within  two  steps  of  destruction, 
should  the  enemy  come  to  attack  them  there.  Meanwhile,  as  a calm 
spectator  of  the  movements  of  both  armies,  he  made  his  soldiers  observe, 
in  order  to  distract  their  attention,  that  these  movements  could  be  seen 
much  better  by  the  light  of  the  moon  than  in  broad  daylight. 

The  accounts,  as  accurate  as  they  were  interesting,  which  he  sent  to 
Holland  concerning  the  operations  of  these  campaigns,  came  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  His  Serene  Highness,  the  late  Prince  of  Orange,6  and  led  him 
to  engage  this  officer  in  the  service  of  the  Republic.  In  consequence, 
Mr.  Bouquet  entered  as  captain  commandant,  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant 
colonel,  into  the  Regiment  of  Swiss  Guards  newly  formed  at  The  Hague 
in  1748;  and  he  was  immediately  chosen  to  go,  together  with  Generals 
Burmannia7  and  Cornabe,8  to  receive  from  the  hands  of  the  French  the 
places  in  the  Low  Countries  which  they  were  to  evacuate,  and  to  arrange 
for  the  return  of  the  prisoners  of  war  which  France  handed  back  to  the 
Republic  in  conformity  with  the  Treaty  of  Aix-la-Chapelle.  A few  months 
later,  Lord  Middleton9  invited  him  to  accompany  him  on  his  travels  in 
France  and  Italy.

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On  his  return  to  The  Hague,  he  devoted  every  moment  which  his  regi- 
mental duties  allowed  to  the  thorough  study  of  the  military  art,  and 
especially  of  mathematics,  which  are  its  foundation.  The  intimate  rela- 
tions which  he  formed  with  Professors  Hemsterhuis,  Konig,  and  Alle- 
mand,10  and  with  several  other  learned  men  of  all  sorts,  greatly  facilitated 
his  acquisition  of  the  profound  knowledge  which  made  him  distinguish 
himself  even  more  in  later  years,  and  made  him  appear  with  such  promi- 
nence in  the  vast  theater  of  the  war  that  broke  out  between  England 
and  France  in  1754. 

As  this  war  obliged  England  to  send  troops  to  America,  it  was  pro- 
posed to  raise  a corps  under  the  name  of  Royal  Americans,11  composed 
of  three  battalions  under  a single  commander,  the  officers  of  which  were 
to  be  indifferently  either  Americans  or  foreigners,  provided  that  they 
were  men  of  ability  and  experience.  This  plan,  favored  by  the  Duke 
of  Cumberland,12  was  carried  into  execution,  although  mutilated  and 
altered  by  an  opposing  faction.  Mr.  Bouquet  and  his  close  friend  Mr. 
Haldimand13  were  the  first  to  be  considered,  and  to  be  urged  to  serve 
in  this  brigade  as  lieutenant  colonels.  Both  had  already  reached  that 
rank  at  The  Hague,  and  by  a singular  freak  of  fortune  the  officer  who 
was  to  command  them  in  America  was  their  junior  in  Europe.  This  made 
them  hesitate  for  some  time.  However,  at  the  earnest  persuasion  of  Sir 
Joseph  Yorke,14  and  upon  being  promised  that  they  should  be  placed 
immediately  as  colonels  commandant  on  a plane  of  equality  with  the

“Frederick  Haldimand  (1718-1791),  born  in  Neuchatel,  Switzerland,  had  an  early  career 
paralleling  Bouquet’s,  entering  the  Swiss  Guards  of  the  Prince  of  Orange  on  the  same  day, 
May  1,  1755.  Later,  he  rose  to  high  rank.  He  was  commander  in  chief  of  the  British 
army  in  North  America,  1773-1774,  and  governor  of  Quebec,  1778-1784;  and  was 
knighted  in  1785. 

“British  ambassador  at  The  Hague,  1751-1761. 
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colonel-in-chief  of  the  brigade,  they  let  themselves  be  won  over.15  As 
soon  as  their  decision  was  made,  they  were  instructed  to  enlist  for  the 
corps  a sufficient  number  of  other  good  men,  either  for  engineering  or 
for  the  artillery  service.  No  one  had  reason  to  regret  entrusting  this 
duty  to  them.  Most  of  these  officers  were  drawn  from  the  service  of  the 
[Dutch]  Republic,  and  answered  the  expectations  of  those  who  chose 
them  in  a manner  which  has  done  honor  to  both.16 

I have  not  gone  into  the  historical  details  of  the  plan  which  called  into 
existence  the  brigade  of  which  I have  just  spoken,  for  this  would  have 
led  me  too  far.  I shall  content  myself  with  saying  that  pure  chance 
caused  its  origin  and  made  it  find  favor,  but  that  its  happy  execution 
is  to  be  attributed  solely  to  Sir  Joseph  Yorke  and  to  his  patriotic  zeal. 
It  is  then  chiefly  to  him  that  the  British  Empire  owes  the  distinguished 
services  rendered  by  these  brave  officers. 

Returning  to  Mr.  Bouquet,  on  his  arrival  in  America,  his  integrity  as 
well  as  his  great  ability  soon  acquired  for  him  an  excellent  reputation  in 
the  Colonies,  notably  in  Pennsylvania  and  in  Virginia.  Respected  by  the 
soldiers,  well  regarded  by  everyone  who  took  part  in  the  internal  govern- 
ment of  these  Provinces,  esteemed  and  liked  by  both,  he  had  but  to  ask 
and  he  obtained  all  that  it  was  possible  to  grant,  because  they  believed 
that  he  asked  only  for  what  was  necessary  and  proper,  and  that  every- 
thing would  be  used  faithfully  in  the  service  of  the  King  and  the  Provinces. 
This  good  understanding  between  the  civil  and  military  authorities 
contributed  to  his  success  quite  as  much  as  his  ability. 

Immediately  after  peace  was  concluded  with  the  Indians,  the  King 
appointed  him  brigadier  general  and  commandant  of  his  troops  in  all 
the  southern  colonies  of  British  America.  He  died  at  Pensacola,17  la- 
mented by  his  friends  and  universally  regretted.  I hope  that  the  Colonies, 
which  I sincerely  love,  may  have  a long  succession  of  such  defenders. 
The  young  officers  who  read  this  will  permit  me  to  propose  him  as  a 
model  for  their  imitation,  and  as  an  example  well  fitted  to  arouse  a noble 
emulation  among  them.  It  is  in  his  honor  that  I have  undertaken  this 
translation,  and  it  is  to  his  memory  that  I dedicate  it. 


['There  seems  to  be  confusion  here,  for  Bouquet  and  Haldimand  could  hardly  have  ob- 
jected to  serving  under  Lord  Loudoun  as  colonel-in-chief.

This  morning  I dispatched  a party  of  seventy  men  with  all  the  tools 
which  we  have,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Rutherfurd,3  to  work  on 
the  roads  toward  Fort  Edward. 

Half  will  work  while  the  others  guard  them,  and  they  will  relieve  each 
other  in  turn.  They  are  to  have  a gill  of  rum  in  the  morning  and  one 
in  the  evening. 

As  soon  as  we  receive  the  tools  which  are  coming  from  Albany,  I shall 
employ  more  people;  I am  going  myself  to  watch  them  work  today  so 
that  they  follow  your  instructions,  my  lord.  That  is  the  best  way  to 
make  good  roads. 

The  cold  and  the  damp  are  causing  much  sickness  among  our  young 
soldiers,  who  are  not  accustomed  to  camping  and  sleeping  on  the  ground. 
The  doctors  believe  that  the  water  is  not  very  good  and  that  if  they 
were  given  a little  rum  in  the  morning,  that  would  prevent  dysentery.

The  only  storekeeper  we  have  has  fallen  very  ill.  I have  sent  word 
to  Mr.  Kilby4  at  Albany  to  send  another.

[Saratoga,  Nov.  4,  1756] 

The  part  of  the  fort1  at  Saratoga  (marked  A)  which  Your  Excellency 
had  designated  for  quartering  300  provincials  cannot  be  used: 

Because  the  ground  has  sunk  in  the  middle  more  than  eight  feet 
and  is  filled  with  water  every  time  it  rains; 

Because  there  are  three  sides  to  be  enclosed; 

Because  the  barracks  there  are  unfit,  without  chimneys,  and  would 
hold  only  sixty  men,  and  there  is  no  room,  because  of  the  low 
ground,  to  erect  others. 
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I he  ground  adjoining  (marked  B)  should  be  suitable  in  as  much  as  it 
is  high,  but  there  would  be  likewise  three  sides  to  be  enclosed,  and  the 
outer  part  would  be  without  protection. 

These  considerations  have  made  me  decide  to  select  the  spot  that  is 
marked  in  the  plan,  although  the  ground  there  may  be  low  in  one  place; 
but  with  an  exterior  ditch  around  the  stockades,  the  water  would  be 
prevented  from  entering,  and  by  means  of  a small  ditch  inside,  covered 
with  planks,  there  would  be  drainage  for  the  water  from  the  rain  and 
snow  which  would  fall  in  the  new  fort. 

All  this  water  would  drain  underneath  the  postern  (C)  which  is  the 
lowest  ground  of  the  entire  fort.  The  barracks  should  be  placed  on  the 
highest  part,  and  in  digging,  chimneys  like  those  of  our  barracks  could 
easily  be  constructed. 

The  storehouse  for  5 months’  provisions  should  be  placed  at  the  lower 
part,  with  the  first  floor  laid  upon  logs  to  prevent  dampness. 

All  this  work  could  be  done  in  a week,  with  300  men,  some  tools,  and 
some  nails,  under  the  direction  of  anyone  who  understands  it.  I have 
shown  the  ground  and  the  plan  to  Colonel  Fitch2  who  does  not  under- 
stand anything.  He  is  so  daunted  by  this  work  to  be  done  that  I doubt 
if  his  men  dare  undertake  it. 

He  would  hope  that  Your  Lordship  would  leave  only  100  men  in  this 
post,  and  that  then  they  could  be  accommodated  in  the  area  (marked 
A),  making  use  of  the  poor  barracks  that  are  there. 

The  cold  is  killing  our  sick  men,  as  we  have  no  means  of  protecting 
them  from  it.  May  I venture  to  beg  Your  Lordship  that  you  permit 
them  to  be  moved  to  the  Half  Moon,3  where  they  would  find  shelter  until 
they  can  be  embarked  on  the  first  sloops. 

I have  had  the  honor  of  laying  before  you  that  a party  of  Highlanders 
whom  we  received  from  Albany  were  sick,  and  that  we  were  unable  to 
do  anything  with  those  who  are  well  since  they  belong  in  the  regiment 
in  spite  of  themselves.  In  the  division  which  we  are  going  to  organize, 
these  men  will  be  dispersed  among  the  Marylanders,  the  Jersey  men, 
etc.,  and  will  find  themselves  too  far  from  the  regiment  which  they  ought 
to  rejoin,  so  that  they  might  as  well  be  sent  back  to  it. 

Since  these  men  are  entirely  useless  to  us,  and  more  a burden  than  a 
help,  I take  the  liberty  of  submitting  for  Your  Lordship’s  consideration, 
whether  it  would  not  be  expedient  to  leave  them  all  at  Albany  in  care 
of  an  officer  of  the  Highlanders,  so  that  they  could  be  re-entered  in  their 
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regiment  as  vacancies  occur,  and  we  should  continue  to  pay  them  until 
then.  This  officer  would  take  care  of  receiving  our  arms  and  clothing 
for  us,  rendering  an  account.

Corp11  Warmsdorf  being  examined  says:  that  the  prisoner  Hugh 
Frazer  being  desired  by  him  yesterday  in  the  Afternoon  to  make 
loom  at  the  Company  s fire  for  some  men  that  had  brought  wood, 
he  refused  to  make  room  & stood  between  him  & the  fire,  & upon 
the  Corpll’s  offering  to  put  him  Away  he  had  almost  push’d  him 
into  the  fire;  & the  Corp11  upon  this  fetch'd  a stick  & threatning  him 
with  a stick,  the  prisoner  twisted  it  out  of  his  hand,  & he  thereupon 
Acquainted  his  officers  & [had  the  prisoner  confined]!  having  received 
no  Satisfaction  from  them  he  went  to  Co11  Bouquet  who  ordered  him 
to  confine  the  prisoner. 

Witnes  Henry  Daut  of  the  same  Company  being  examined  says:  that 
what  he  saw  Agrees  with  the  Account  given  by  Corp11  Warmsdorf, 
only  with  this  difference  that  in  the  Corp11  and  the  prisoner’s  strugling 
about  the  fire  the  Corp11  gave  the  prisoner  a kick  on  the  shin:  & says 
there  were  no  wood  people  coming. 

Witnes  Thomas  Smith  of  the  same  Company  being  examined  Says:  that 
the  Corp11  Warmsdorf  came  to  the  fire  to  light  his  pipe  & wanting  a 
litle  more  room  gave  the  prisoner  a hitch  with  his  elbow  & upon  the 
prisoner’s  not  making  room  he  held  up  the  burning  stick  to  the  pris- 
oners face  who  held  up  his  Arm  & shov’d  it  off;  then  the  Corp11  made 
a kick  at  the  prisoner’s  shin  who  catch’d  him  by  the  leg  & the  Corp11 
fell:  then  the  Corp11  went  & return’d  with  his  Arms  & a stick  to  take 
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the  prisoner  to  the  Guard,  & threatning  the  prisoner  with  the  stick 
the  prisoner  took  the  stick  out  of  his  hand  & refused  to  go  prisoner. 

Witnes  Simon  Keller  of  the  same  Company  being  examined  says:  that 
the  Corp11  Warmsdorf  came  to  the  fire  to  light  his  pipe,  & the  prisoner 
being  in  his  way  he  gave  him  a shove  & push'd  him  from  the  fire;  the 
prisoner  returned  & insisted  on  being  at  the  fire,  & they  two  strugling, 
the  prisoner  gave  him  a kick  on  the  shins  upon  which  the  prisoner 
catch’d  hold  of  the  Corplls  leg  who  thereupon  fell;  the  Corp11  return’d 
with  a stick  in  his  hand,  & catch'd  hold  of  him  with  his  hand  in  order 
to  take  him  to  the  Guard,  And  he  refused  to  go.  the  Witnes  Simon 
Keller  also  declared  that  he  saw  no  body  with  the  Corp11  when  he 
came  to  the  fire. 

The  Prisoner  being  called  upon  to  make  his  defence  says:  that  he 
did  make  room  for  Corp11  Warmsdorf  when  he  came  to  the  fire  & 
that  the  Corp11  opened  a space  for  himself  larger  than  would  have 
served  twenty  men;  that  a parcel  of  men  coming  crowding  near  the 
fire  on  the  prisoner’s  other  hand  forced  him  back  Again  near  the 
place  where  he  had  been  before;  that  upon  this  the  Corp11  struck  at 
his  shins  & cut  his  stocking;  that  in  saving  his  hat  which  had  fallen 
off  his  head  he  happened  to  catch  hold  of  the  Corpll’s  leg  who  there- 
upon fell;  says  he  did  all  he  could  to  Avoid  the  Corp11  who  still 
followed  him;  & that  the  reason  he  refused  to  go  prisoner  with  the 
Corp11  was  that  every  body  told  him  not  to  go  for  that  he  had  done 
nothing  to  deserve  it.

Prisoner  Corporal  Warmsdorf  of  Co11  Young’s  Company  confined  by 
Co11  Young  for  being  drunk  & making  a disturbance  Amongst  the 
men;  & after  confining  Frazer  of  the  said  Company,  for  neglect  of 
duty  in  not  reporting  the  same  to  any  officer  of  the  Company. 

Witnes  Lieu1  Forbes  of  the  same  Company  being  examined  says:  that 
Hugh  Frazer  came  to  his  tent  & complained  to  him  & Lieu1  Frazer8 
that  the  Corp11  Warmsdorf  was  drunk  & was  making  a noise  & breed- 
ing a disturbance  Amongst  the  men,  & had  turn’d  a good  many  of 
them  from  the  fire,  & says  that  he  saw  the  mark  of  a stroke  on  Frazer’s 
stocking  & sent  for  the  Corp11  & thinking  the  Corp11  in  the  wrong  on 
examination,  & as  several  others  had  complained;  he  would  not  let 
the  prisoner  Frazer  take  down  his  stocking  to  show  his  leg;  but  to 
support  the  Corpll’s  Authority  amongst  the  men  reprimanded  Frazer, 
& desired  Mr  Frazer  to  reprimand  the  Corp11  & desire  there  might  be 
no  more  disturbance:  that  he  heard  no  more  of  the  Affair  till  next 
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morning  that  lie  heard  that  Corp11  Warmsdorf  had  confined  Frazer, 
being  ask’d  if  he  thought  the  Corp11  was  drunk  says:  that  so  far  as 
he  could  juge  of  a man  whose  language  he  did  not  understand,  he 
believes  he  was  drunk:  Says,  no  report  was  made  by  the  prisoner 
Y\  armsdorf  to  Any  Officer  of  the  Company  of  his  having  confined 
Hugh  Frazer.  Lieu1  Forbes  Adds,  that  he  has  had  several  complaints 
against  Warmsdorf  before  for  making  disturbance,  but  knowing  him 
to  be  a weak  man  had  always  been  at  pains  to  discourage  them. 

Witnes  Lieu1  Frazer  of  the  Same  Company  Agrees  with  Lieu1  Forbes’s 
evidence;  says  many  complained  agt  him  /the  prisoner/  for  having 
made  a disturbance  about  the  fire,  & that  seeing  the  Corp11  was  in  the 
wrong  he  reprimanded  him;  desired  him  to  go  to  his  Company  & be 
quiet,  & thinks  he  was  in  liquor:  says  no  report  was  made  by  the 
Prisoner  Warmsdorf  of  his  having  confined  Frazer. 

Witnes  Henry  Daut  being  ask  d if  he  thought  Corp11  Warmsdorf  was  in 
liquor  at  the  time  above  mentioned,  says  he  can’t  tell. 

Witnes  Thomas  Smith  says,  the  Corp11  was  in  liquor. 

Witnes  Simon  Keller  says,  he  can’t  say  if  he  was  in  liquor,  but  he  was 
passionate. 

1 he  Prisoner  Corp11  Warmsdorf  being  called  on  to  make  his  defence, 
denies  his  being  drunk;  says  he  did  not  know  he  was  to  make  a Re- 
port to  the  officers  but  desired  Serj1  McCleod  to  write  a billet  for 
him  to  take  to  the  Guard,  telling  him  he  had  orders  from  Co11  Bouquet 
to  confine  him.  says,  that  having  told  a Serj1  he  was  to  confine  Frazer 
he  thought  that  was  sufficient  As  he  Supposed  the  serj1  would  tell 
the  proper  Officer. 

Witnes  Serfi  Wakerberg9  of  the  Same  Company  being  examined  for  the 
prisoner  says:  that  the  prisoner  told  him  he  had  got  orders  from 
Co11  Bouquet  to  confine  Frazer,  & that  thereupon  he,  Wakerberg,  bid 
him  take  him;  & says,  that  Warmsdorf  added,  that  nothing  had 
provok’d  him  so  much  As  to  be  thrown  down  by  a private  man.  being 
ask’d  if  he  thought  he  was  drunk,  says,  he  did  not  give  Attention 
enough  to  be  Able  to  juge. 

It  is  the  Oppinion  of  the  Court  Martial  that  the  Prisoner  Hugh  Frazer  is 
not  guilty  of  having  Abused  Corp11  Warmsdorf,  & that  therefore  he 
be  Acquitted.

The  Court  Martial  of  Yesterday’s  date  being  ordered  by  IP  Co11 
Bouquet  to  Again  meet  & reconsider  their  Sentences  passed  upon  the 
prisoners  Hugh  Frazer  & Corporal  Warmsdorf  both  of  IP  Co11  Young’s 
Company  are  of  their  former  Oppinions  for  these  Reasons:  That 
Corp11  Warmsdorf  was  so  far  from  being  in  the  execution  of  his  office 
that  he  was  breeding  a disturbance  instead  of  quelling  one,  nor  could 
Hugh  Frazer  be  juged  guilty  of  a breach  of  the  5th  Article  of  the  2d 
Section  of  the  Articles  of  War,  if  he  run  from  a riotous  & drunk  Cor- 
poral who  wanted  to  confine  him,  & made  a complaint  to  the  Com- 
missioned Officers  of  the  Company.  The  Prisoner  Corporal  Warmsdorf 
is  evidently  guilty  of  Abusing  his  Authority  As  Corporal  in  breeding 
a disturbance;  is  guilty  of  a breach  of  the  abovementioned  Article  of 
war  in  disobeying  the  orders  of  two  of  his  Superior  Officers,  who  find- 
ing him  in  the  wrong  had  ordered  him  to  return  to  his  company  & be 
quiet,  before  he  confined  Hugh  Frazer  who  had  complained  to  his 
officers  of  him;  the  Prisoner  Corp11  Warmsdorf  is  also  guilty  of  a breach 
of  Regimental  orders  in  not  Acquainting  Any  Officer  of  the  Company 
that  he  had  confined  Hugh  Frazer.

My  lord, 

You  have  directed  me  to  give  you  an  account  of  the  special  cases  which 
might  occur  in  the  battalion,  in  connection  with  regimental  court  martials. 
There  is  one  now  which  I cannot  refrain  from  bringing  to  your  attention. 

Corporal  Warmsdorff,  Saxon,  of  Colonel  Young’s  company,  came  the 
third  of  this  month  to  complain  to  me  that  a soldier  of  the  same  company 
had  abused  him,  and  had  refused  to  obey  him  when  he  intended  to  take 
him  as  prisoner  to  the  guardhouse. 

As  I had  no  reason  from  the  corporal’s  report  to  believe  him  drunk, 
I told  him  to  have  this  man  taken  into  custody,  without  finding  out  at 
the  time  more  about  what  the  trouble  was. 

Yesterday,  the  4th,  Colonel  Young  told  me,  before  leaving,  that  the 
corporal  of  his  company  had  misinformed  me,  and  that  he  had  had  him 
arrested,  and  informed  me  in  writing  what  he  was  accused  of.  I called  a 
court  martial  to  try  this  case. 

You  see  in  this,  my  lord,  what  is  involved.  It  appears  to  me,  from  all 
the  witnesses  and  likewise  from  the  confession  of  the  soldier,  that  he 
refused  to  obey  his  corporal.  Lieutenant  Colonel  Haldimand  and  Major 
Robertson,1  to  whom  I reported  this  court  martial,  agree  with  me  that 
the  soldier  was  lacking  in  the  obedience  he  owed  to  the  corporal,  and 
that  he  should  never  have  been  acquitted. 

I made  inquiry  of  the  president,  and  told  him  that  in  the  matter  of 
the  soldier  I disagreed  with  the  court;  and  that  I noticed  in  the  cor- 
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poral’s  sentence  that  he  had  been  adjudged  guilty  of  negligence  in  his 
duty,  which  was  not  brought  out  in  the  course  of  the  evidence,  since 
he  made  his  report  to  the  sergeant  of  the  week,  Wackerberg,  and  since, 
according  to  regulations,  it  was  the  sergeant  who  should  inform  the 
officers  of  the  company  about  it. 

Captain  Cochrane  responded  that  this  was  the  court's  opinion,  that 
he  was  sorry  I should  hold  another,  but  that  he  was  not  obliged  to  give 
me  any  reason  for  their  proceedings. 

I gave  orders  for  the  same  court  to  reassemble  and  consider  the  case 
again,  and  I requested  Major  Robertson  to  show  the  president  the  articles 
of  war  which  it  would  appear  that  the  soldier  had  violated. 

You  will  see,  my  lord,  that  these  gentlemen  are  upholding  their  first 
judgment. 

There  is  here  a question  of  discipline,  and  on  this  matter  I believe 
there  can  be  no  trifling.  It  is  the  foundation  of  the  whole  service;  it 
cannot  be  neglected  without  producing  inevitable  disorders.  We  have 
young,  ignorant  soldiers.  They  have  difficulty  in  understanding  that  a cor- 
poral who  eats  and  sleeps  with  them  can  have  the  authority  to  give  them 
orders. 

This  soldier  refused  to  obey  in  front  of  an  entire  company.  If  he 
remains  unpunished,  I fear  that  the  authority  of  corporals  may  be  very 
hard  to  establish. 

I am  adding  no  further  reflection  about  this  affair,  on  which  I beg  you, 
my  lord,  to  send  me  your  orders.

Letter  from  the  Earl  of  Loudoun  to  Hys  Excellency 
Sir  Charles  Hardy1  Knight  at  New  York 

Albany  21st  November  1756 

Dear  Sir 

When  I writ  to  you  by  the  Express,  I could  not  detain  him  so  long, 
as  fully  to  State  the  Points  relative  to  The  Command  of  the  Troops  in 

His  Excellency  Sir  Charles  Hardy  Knight 
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the  different  Provinces,-  which  would  he  verry  easily  done,  if  I were 
to  have  no  Body  to  deal  with  in  that  way  but  You,  as  there  could  never 
be  a difference  between  us:  But  when  we  Consider,  that  in  whatever 
manner  it  is  Settled  with  You,  that  must  be  the  Rule  in  every  other 
Province,  it  requires  a more  Serious  Consideration. 

In  order  to  State  this  Case  it  will  be  necessary  to  look  back  to  the 
begining  of  things  in  this  Country. 

The  first  Settlers  in  General  were  Adventurers  to  whom  the  then  Gov- 
ernment, gave  such  Charters  on  Patterns,  as  they  thought  propper  to 
ask;  from  whence  has  arose  that  great  variety  of  different  Governments 
on  this  Continent;  when  they  grew  more  Considerable,  the  Goverment 
appointed  Governors  to  them,  with  Powers  Civil  and  Military,  expecting 
they  should  Support  themselves  against  the  Indians,  then  their  only 
Enemies;  but  as  the  Colonies  began  to  Flourish,  our  Neighbours  grew 
Jealous  of  them,  which  obliged  the  Goverment  at  home  to  send  Fleets 
to  Protect  them. 

In  process  of  time  our  Neighbours  began  to  make  encroachments,  and 
after  to  raise  Regular  Troops;  and  at  last  Transported  Troops  from 
France,  to  Support  and  push  on  those  encroachments  Still  further. 

On  this  the  Goverment  found  themselves  under  the  necessity  of  send- 
ing Regular  Troops  from  home,  with  a General  Officer3  to  Command 
them,  and  all  Military  Affairs  in  this  Country;  On  which  Occasion  the 
King  gave  a Commission,  in  the  same  form  with  those  he  gives  to  the 
Generals  he  appoints  to  Command  Armies  in  Europe,  not  Conceiving 
that  the  Governors  would  interfere  in  that  Point;  and  as  that  General 
lived  but  a Short  time,  and  the  King  was  Absent,  when  the  accounts  of 
His  death  arrived,  the  Regency  sent  out  immediately  a Commission  in 
the  same  form  to  a General4  on  the  Spot,  to  take  the  Command  as  his 
predecessor  had  it. 

When  the  King  returned  and  they  found  from  the  Representations  of 
both  Generals  that  disputes  had  arose  with  the  Governors  about  the 
Command,  and  the  difficulties  of  Carrying  on  the  Service  whilst  those 
disputes  Subsisted  to  Support  which  the  Governors  Argued,  that  by 
Virtue  of  their  Commissions  under  the  great  Seal,  they  were  Captains 
General  and  Commanders  in  Chief  in  their  Own  Provinces;  and  that  no 
Commission  Could  Supercede  them,  unless  it  was  likewise  under  the 
Great  Seal. 

The  Goverment  disapproving  of  this  manner  of  Proceeding  in  the 
Governors,  and  seeing  that  whilst  Governors  pretended  to  the  Command 
of  the  Troops,  that  happened  to  be  at  that  time  in  their  Goverments,  the 
greatest  Confusion  might  arise,  and  the  Troops  be  Rendered  almost 
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totally  useless;  and  as  the  Present  Situation  of  things,  will  Afford  a Case, 
where  it  might  easily  happen,  if  the  Governors  had  the  Command  of  the 
Troops  in  their  Province,  I shall  beg  leave  to  State  it,  as  it  throws  great 
light  in  to  the  Case. 

During  this  Winter  the  droops  are  Proposd  to  be  quartered  /I  shall 
begin  at  the  South/  in  Maryland,  Pensylvania,  the  Jerseys,  New  York, 
and  in  New  England;  and  three  Regiments  in  Nova  Scotia,  where  the 
Governor  as  an  Officer  is  directly  under  the  General’s  Command;  but  as 
Governor  Acts  by  a Pattent  under  the  Great  Seal. 

It  is  not  unnatural  to  Suppose,  that  in  the  Present  Situation,  where 
the  Enemy  are  making  Attacks  on  almost  every  Colony,  that  each  Gov- 
ernor should  form  a Plan  for  the  next  Campaign,  that  appears  to  him 
the  most  Advantageous  for  his  own  Colony;  each  of  the  Governors  differ 
from  one  another  in  their  Plan,  and  the  General  should  have  still  a dif- 
ferent Plan,  either  of  his  own  forming,  or  by  directions  from  His  Master 
/This  State  of  things  the  more  Readily  Occured  to  me  from  having  had 
different  Plans  sent  me  from  most  of  the  Colonies/  from  where  the  Con- 
sequnces  that  must  Arrise  from  the  Governors  having  the  Command  of 
the  Troops  in  their  Province  must  naturally  occur  to  You. 

The  King  foreseeing  this,  in  order  to  put  a total  End  to  this  dispute, 
and  the  inconveniencies  arising  from  it  to  the  Service,  when  he  thought 
Propper  to  make  a new  appointment  of  General  Officers  to  Command  in 
this  Country;  not  only  gave  them  a Commission  in  the  Usual  form,  but 
likewise  gave  a Commission  under  the  Great  Seal;  in  which  he  not  only 
gave  him  the  Command  of  all  Troops  employed,  and  to  be  employed  in 
this  Country,  but  in  this  Commission  he  has  thought  it  proper,  to  carry 
this  point  so  far,  as  to  Provide,  in  case  the  General  he  has  appointed  should 
happen  to  die,  either  by  any  Natural  or  Accidental  cause,  he  has  in  the 
Commissions  nominated  Successors  to  him,  in  the  Natural  Rotation  of 
the  Army,  and  so  to  Continue  till  His  Majesty’s  pleasure  was  known; 
so  that  whatever  number  of  People  at  the  head  of  the  Army  were  to  die, 
the  Eldest  Officer  here,  would  Enjoy  the  Command  of  the  Troops,  by 
that  Commission  under  the  Great  Seal,  with  the  same  Powers,  that  the 
present  possessor  has  it;  so  that  in  no  shape  it  can  devolve  to  any  of 
the  Governors,  except  they  should  be  Officers  in  this  Army,  and  on  the 
Staff. 

I have  here  laid  a Series  of  Facts  before  you  from  whence  it  appears, 
that  if  the  Several  Governors,  are  to  have  any  Command  of  the  Troops, 
whilst  within  their  Respective  Provinces,  the  Service  for  which  they  were 
sent,  might,  & naturally  would,  be  disappointed,  from  the  Various 
Oppinions  & Interest  of  the  Governors  & their  Colonies 
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And  it  likewise  appears  that  His  Majesty  being  Sensible  of  the  Incon- 
venience that  must  arise  from  such  an  unprecedented  Command,  where 
each  Governor  Commands  the  Whole,  or  any  Part  of  the  Troops,  that 
happen  to  be  within  the  Limits  of  their  Goverment,  and  may  employ 
them  in  any  part  of  it,  in  what  Service  he  thinks  Propper;  and  prevent 
their  being  drawn  from  thence  by  any  other  Authority  on  this  Continent, 
whatever  the  Emergency  may  be;  for  if  the  Governor  Commands  the 
Troops  in  any  Part  of  his  Goverment,  the  same  Right  must  extend  to 
every  part  of  that  Goverment;  therefore  You  see;  His  Majesty  has  not 
only  thought  proper,  to  appoint  General  Officers  to  Command  the  Troops, 
by  His  Commission  under  the  Great  Seal,  in  order  to  Continue  ye  Com- 
mand in  the  Military  Men  of  the  Army,  whatever  Casualties  may  happen 
to  those  at  present  in  the  Command,  and  in  all  events,  totally  to  prevent 
the  Governors  from  having  any  interfering  in  the  Command  of  ye  Troops, 
to  whatever  Rank  in  the  Army  the  Command  May  decend. 

Those  things  shew,  what  care  His  Majesty  has  taken  to  divest  the 
civil  Power  of  all  Command  over  the  Troops  in  this  Country,  whilst  he 
shall  think  proper  to  Appoint  General  Officers  to  Continue  here  to  Com- 
mand them,  and  at  the  same  time  shew  You,  how  impossible  it  is,  for 
those  in  that  Command,  to  depart  from  His  Majesties  Orders,  which  he 
has  taken  so  much  care  to  Establish. 

The  next  Point  to  Mention  is  Punctilios,  if  I may  Use  the  Expression 
on  this  Occasion;  such  as  giving  the  parole  to,  & Receiving  Reports  from 
the  Troops  within  their  Province,  those  are  Ensigns  of  Command,  and 
if  the  Right  of  Command  should  ever  again  be  disputed,  might  be  brought 
as  arguments,  of  Concessions  made  in  that  Point;  which  the  General  that 
Commands  cannot  Justify  himself  from  giving  way  in,  either  from  his 
Commission  or  Directions;  therefore,  I could  wish,  they  never  come  to 
be  mentioned  at  all,  as  he  has  it  not  in  his  Power  to  agree  to,  and  would 
be  sorry  to  be  forc’d  to  Refuse. 

As  to  the  Military  honours  to  be  paid  by  the  Troops,  I imagine  the 
proper  way  of  Settling  them,  should  be  according  to  the  Rank  the  King 
has  given  to  the  different  Persons,  in  Councils  of  War;  in  which  Case  it 
will  Stand  thus;  the  Person  who  Now  Commands,  has  a Right  to  three 
Roughs  of  the  Drum,  rested  Arms,  and  the  Officers  to  Salute. 

Governors  and  Commanders  in  Chief,  in  their  own  Provinces,  the 
same;  with  two  Roughs  of  the  Drum. 

Out  of  their  Provinces  the  Same,  but  the  Officers  not  to  Salute. 

I am  sorry  to  find  you  meet  with  so  much  trouble  from  Your  People 
in  Providing  for  the  Quartering  of  the  Troops;  and  that  so  far  as  I am 
informed,  the  Method  they  Propose  will  not  answer  their  purpose  in  any

Point,  from  two  reasons;  first  they  make  difficulty  in  finding  Quarters  for 
a Batallion,  which  now  will  probably  consist  of  little  more  than  four  hun- 
dred Men;  Whereas  I hope  verry  soon  to  raise  that  Battalion  to  a I h ou- 
sand  Men;  and  if  I do  Not  the  Service  will  go  on  verry  111  next  Year;  for 
this  they  seem  not  to  have  the  least  Consideration. 

Nor  do  I find  that  they  have  ever  thought  of  Quartering  the  Officers, 
who  have  an  absolute  Right  to  their  Quarters  likewise. 

Those  things  give  me  great  uneasiness  as  they  seem  to  lead,  to  Oblige 
me  to  do  things,  which  I would  gladly  Avoid,  by  every  Justifiable  means; 
and  I believe  You  will  agree  with  me,  that  were  I to  acquaint  the  Gov- 
erment,  that  the  People  of  New  York  did  not  Chuse  to  give  Quarters  to 
the  Battalion,  I had  acquainted  them,  I thought  necessary  for  the  Service 
should  be  there,  /&  which  I am  sure  they  will  agree,  is  absolutely  Nec- 
essary for  the  Service/  and  that  for  that  Reason,  I had  been  forced  to 
remove  them,  to  some  other  Quarters,  and  every  other  Quarter  has  Just 
the  same  Right  to  refuse  Receiving  them,  if  they  have  any;  I beleive  You 
cannot  doubt,  but  the  Answer  would  be  that  the  Town  of  New  York, 
were  Most  undutifull  Subjects;  & that  I was  the  most  improper  Man,  to 
be  entrusted  with  the  Command  of  d roops  in  this  Country. 

I wish  those  Gentlemen  who  dispute  the  Point  of  Quarters,  would 
Consider,  that  altho,  in  time  of  Peace,  Quartering  of  Troops  is  Confined 
to  Publick  houses,  yet  that  in  time  of  War,  the  Practice  has  always  been, 
in  every  Country  without  Exception,  that  no  house  has  been  exempt 
from  Quartering  the  Troops,  the  General  thought  Proper  to  have  in  any 
Place  for  carrying  on  the  Service,  and  from  this  Rule,  the  People  of  the 
first  Fashion,  in  England,  have  not  been  exempted;  and  the  Necessity 
has  always  Justified  the  proceeding  in  every  disinterested  Man’s  Mind; 
for  I do  not  know  any  Instance  of  its’  ever  having  been  Complained  of; 
tho’  I have  seen  it  Often  Practised,  and  I am  sure,  if  ever  any  Juncture 
Justified  Quartering  in  any  Place,  the  Present  will  Justify  me,  for  Quar- 
tering a Battalion  in  New  York;  [Nor]t  Nay  if  I had  asked  Quarters  for 
two  Battalions,  in  the  present  situation  of  things,  I should  have  been 
fully  Justified;  but  I chuse  to  do  every  thing,  with  all  the  Moderation, 
the  Carrying  on  the  Service  will  permit.

Monsieur 

La  Perte  cruelle  que  fait  le  Colonel  Stanwix  de  Son  fils1  unique,  ne  me 
permet  pas  de  lui  ecrire  les  embarras  oil  je  me  trouve  pour  les  Quartiers 
du  pr  Bataillon  dans  cette  Ville.  Je  m’adresse  a vous,  Monsieur,  pour  les 
lui  commumquer  Si  vous  le  juges  convenable,  ou  a Mr  le  Col  Dusseaux.2 

J'arrivay  igy  le  7e  au  Soir,  et  quoi  que  le  Captne  Tullikens3  y fut  depuis

Us  ne  repondent  point  quand  on  leur  demande  le  Logem1  pour  1000 
homes  Suivant  les  ordres5  de  Mylord  auxquels  ils  n’ont  fait  que  peu 
d’attention. 

Ils  refusent  de  donner  un  hopital.  Ils  n’accordent  pour  Logem1  aux 
Officiers  que  le  Choix  des  meilleures  Tavernes  destines  aux  Soldats.  Ils 
me  firent  esperer  avant  hier  de  me  donner  le  nouvel  hopital:  Le  Captne 
Tullikens  l’alla  voir  avec  le  maire,6  et  trouva  qu’on  y pourroit  loger  500 
homes,  en  leur  batissant  quelques  cuisines  de  hors  et  leur  fournissant  les 
Lits  & utencilles. 

Ils  n’ont  pas  voulu  entrer  dans  cette  depense  et  Sont  revenus  hier 
definitivement  aux  Public  houses. 

Je  n’ay  aucune  nouvelle  du  Bataillon,  mais  S’il  n’est  point  arrive 
d’accident  ils  doivent  arriver  ce  Soir  a Francfurt7  a 5 milles  d’L^y,  et 
demain  matin  ils  entreront  en  Ville: 
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Je  Suis  convaincu  que  la  moitie  des  Cabarets  quitteront  leurs  En- 
seignes,  et  que  nos  gens  ne  pourront  etre  loges. 

Je  Suis  egalement  certain  que  je  n'aurai  aucune  Reponse  Satisfaisante 
aux  Representations  que  je  ferai  faire  en  ce  Cas  au  Maire,  et  au 
Gouverneur. 

Si  j’avois  des  ordres  je  serois  fort  a mon  aise,  mais  comme  Mylord  n'a 
pu  prevoir  une  telle  obstination  vous  Scaves  que  je  n’en  ay  point. 

Je  ne  Scais  point  ce  que  je  ferai.  Les  Circomstances  en  decideront, 
mais  j’eviterai  autant  qu’il  Sera  possible  d'en  venir  a aucune  Extremite 
que  je  n’aye  receu  des  ordres.

Philadelphia,  December  10,  1756 
Sir, 

Colonel  Stanwix’s  cruel  loss  of  his  only  son1  does  not  permit  me  to 
write  him  the  difficulties  in  which  I find  myself  as  to  the  quarters  for  the 
first  battalion  in  this  city.  I am  addressing  myself  to  you,  Sir,  so  that 
you  may  pass  them  on  to  him  if  you  think  it  suitable,  or  to  Colonel 
Dusseaux.2 

I arrived  here  the  7th  in  the  evening,  and  although  Captain  Tullikens3 
had  been  here  four  days,  he  had  not  been  able  to  get  any  reply  concern- 
ing our  lodgings. 

Finally,  on  the  8th  the  Assembly  passed  a law4  to  compel  tavernkeepers 
to  lodge  the  soldiers,  and  consequently  we  were  delivered  billets  on  the 
public  houses  for  500  men.  These  gentlemen  know  just  as  well  as  we 
do,  that  these  houses  absolutely  cannot  admit  and  lodge  all  these  men, 
having  put  twenty  men  in  taverns  which  do  not  have  three  beds. 

All  the  remonstrances  from  the  Governor  and  from  us  resulted  only  in 
assurances  that  our  soldiers  would  do  very  well  there. 

They  do  not  reply  at  all  when  they  are  asked  lodging  for  1000  men, 
following  His  Lordship’s  orders,5  to  which  they  have  paid  but  little 
attention. 

They  refuse  to  provide  a hospital.  For  lodging  the  officers  they  grant 
only  the  choice  of  the  better  taverns  destined  for  the  soldiers.  Up  to 
yesterday  they  gave  me  hope  of  getting  the  new  hospital.  Captain  Tulli- 
kens went  to  see  it  with  the  mayor,6  and  found  that  500  men  could  be 
lodged  there,  by  building  them  some  kitchens  outside  and  furnishing 
them  beds  and  utensils. 

They  did  not  wish  to  go  to  this  expense,  and  yesterday  went  back 
definitely  to  the  idea  of  public  houses. 

I have  no  news  of  the  battalion,  but  if  no  accident  has  occurred,  they 
are  to  arrive  this  evening  at  Frankfort,7  five  miles  from  here;  and  to- 
morrow morning  they  will  enter  the  city. 

I am  convinced  that  half  of  the  taverns  will  give  up  their  signs  [i.e.,  go 
out  of  business],  and  that  our  men  will  not  be  able  to  get  lodging. 
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I am  equally  certain  that  I shall  get  no  satisfactory  reply  to  the 
remonstrances  which  I shall  have  made  in  that  case  to  the  mayor,  and 
to  the  Governor. 

If  I had  orders,  I should  be  much  at  ease,  but  as  His  Lordship  could 
not  foresee  such  obstinacy,  you  know  that  I have  none. 

I do  not  know  what  I shall  do.  Circumstances  will  decide  it,  but  I 
shall  avoid,  so  far  as  possible,  going  to  any  extreme  before  I receive 
orders. 

If  Frankfort  quarters  were  passable,  I should  have  the  battalion  return 
there,  but  there  are  only  some  wretched  houses,  where  our  soldiers  could 
not  stay  without  beds  or  straw. 

There  is  smallpox  in  most  of  the  houses,  and  if  our  young  men  are 
crowded  in  the  taverns,  they  will  very  soon  be  infected,  especially  as 
there  is  no  hospital. 

Many  men  have  caught  it.  Three  men  died  of  it  yesterday  morning, 
and  we  have  a number  of  men  sick  with  it. 

We  have  made  the  apportionment  of  the  recruits,  each  battalion  get- 
ting 113  men;  and  we  shall  [have]  some  more  of  them  today. 

In  general,  these  are  good,  and  much  [better]  than  the  first.  We  have 
selected  forty  grenadiers  from  them. 

The  third  battalion  embarked  here  yesterday  to  go  to  its  quarters,8 
after  exchanging  part  of  our  arms,  the  rest  which  is  with  the  equipment 
not  being  expected  until  today. 

The  arms  are  absolutely  ruined  by  the  recruits,  who  have  changed 
their  bayonets,  lost  and  broken  a number  of  guns.  It  will  take  us  all 
winter  to  put  them  back  in  shape. 

The  cold  has  been  so  sharp  that  when  the  equipment  of  the  [.  . .]t 
battalion9  was  embarked  in  the  evening  at  Trenton,  the  next  day  the 
river  was  frozen,  and  the  day  following  the  battalion  crossed  it  on  the 
ice.  In  such  weather  it  is  cruel  to  encounter  such  poor  hosts.  All  the 
other  battalions  will  be  lodged  without  trouble.  I beg  you,  Sir,  to  have 
orders  sent  to  me  by  the  return  of  this  express,  regarding  the  course  I 
am  to  take  in  case  of  refusal  of  lodgings,  and  to  believe  me  with  the 
greatest  respect,

Philadelphia,  December  15,  1756 

I expected  that  Mr.  Ecuyer1  would  not  leave  until  this  evening,  but 
he  is  embarking  at  noon,  and  I have  only  time  to  write  you  a couple  of 
words. 
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The  battalion  arrived  here  Monday.  The  soldiers  were  lodged  in  the 
taverns  where  they  do  very  badly,  most  of  them  without  beds.  The 
officers  could  not  be  lodged  in  the  unsuitable  quarters  which  had  been 
allotted  to  them  in  cookshops. 

If  the  governor  had  not  been  here,  at  the  risk  of  whatever  might  hap- 
pen, I should  have  had  them  all  lodged  willy  nilly  in  private  homes,  but 
as  he  is  present,  it  is  for  him  to  do  it  wffio  has  the  power. 

I have  no  hospital  yet,  and  you  will  see  by  the  enclosed  letter  of  the 
surgeon  major-  the  necessity  of  establishing  one  immediately,  which  I 
beg  you  to  represent  to  His  Lordship  on  my  behalf. 

I await  today  the  return  of  the  courier  with  orders  from  His  Excellency. 
If  I do  not  receive  any,  I shall  induce  the  governor  to  use  his  powers,  and 
I shall  uphold  them. 

Mr.  Ecuyer  will  tell  you  that,  while  entering  the  city  on  horseback 
at  the  head  of  the  battalion,  a farmer  rogue  mounted  on  a nag  lashed 

at  me  with  his  whip,  which  missed  me,  fortunately  for  him.  He  was  at 

once  beaten  up  and  taken  to  prison  where  he  still  is,  and  I expect  to  get 

satisfaction  for  this  attack  on  the  complaints  I made  about  it  to  the 

mayor.  That  is  the  third  incident  of  this  kind  to  occur.  The  outcome 
has  not  been  pleasant  for  this  riffraff,  and  I hope  that  we  shall  succeed 
in  inspiring  them  with  fear  of  the  red  coats. 

Everything  most  abominable  that  nature  has  produced,  and  everything 
most  detestable  that  corruption  can  add  to  it,  such  are  the  honest  in- 
habitants of  this  province.  A weak  government  puts  the  capstone  on 
their  insolence,  and  if  order  is  not  established  there,  the  authority  of  the 
King  and  of  his  Parliament  will  soon  be  no  longer  recognized. 

I await  impatiently  the  arrival  of  General  Webb  to  relieve  me  of  the 
political  game  and  of  all  dealings  with  the  civil  authorities.  I shall  have 
enough  and  too  much  with  military  matters  alone. 

If  the  uniforms  have  not  gone,  I beg  you  to  hurry  them,  and  to  send 
me  the  geographic  charts  to  cover  our  blank  walls.  It  will  not  be  neces- 
sary to  ,send  me  the  desk;  keep  it  at  New  York.  If  I have  not  put 
Martme’s  Medicinal  Essays  among  my  books,  do  me  the  favor  of  sending 
it  at  your  convenience.  It  is  a treatise  on  the  thermometer.  I have  found 
an  excellent  one  of  Bird’s  which  corresponds  to  the  degrees  of  the  small 
ones  of  I rince.  As  for  the  large  kind,  they  are  completely  ruined;  they 
must  be  sent  back.  Farewell,  my  best  regards  to  your  hosts.  I miss  New 
York  very  much,  and  detest  this  cursed  town.

1.  That  they  Should  be  deprived  of  that  way  of  drawing  reinforcements 
from  the  South,  during  the  whole  year,  and  be  reduced  to  S*  Laurent’s 
River  whose  Navigation  opened  only  for  a few  months  is  liable  to  be 
Stopt  by  the  English  men  of  war. 

2.  The  French's  forces  would  be  diminished  by  the  loss  of  the  garrisons 
of  all  the  little  Forts  built  upon  the  Ohio  to  Secure  that  long  com- 
munication with  the  Mississipi. 

3.  The  actual  Possession  of  the  vast  Tract  of  Lands  between  the  Lakes, 
Mississipi,  Virginia,  and  both  Carolina  would  ascertain  to  us  the 
Friendship  of  the  Indians  in  that  Country,  or  at  least  prevent  their 
conjunction  with  the  French 

4.  Besides  that  both  French  and  Indians  would  be  hindered  to  assault 
us  on  that  Side,  wich  is  very  evident  they  will  do,  if  not  prevented; 
the  back  Parts  of  our  Provinces  lying  quit  open  to  their  Invasion. 

Those  are  part  of  the  advantages  arrising  from  the  taking  of 
F.  d.  Q.  but  there  are  some  more  to  be  considered.  For  if  we  look 
to  the  North,  we  see  plainly  that  the  Fall  of  their  principal  Fort 
must  be  followed  by  the  loss  of  all  the  Small  Forts  intended  to  Secure 
the  communication  to  Lake  Erie. 

Supposing  now  we  had  succeed  in  that  attemt,  we  could  build 
a Strong  Fort  upon  the  Isthmus  of  Lake  Erie,2  or  inlarge  the  old 
one;  carry  there  a good  Stok  of  munitions,  and  Provisions  build  Ves- 
sels to  make  ourselves  Masters  of  the  Lake:  then  if  the  French  had 
business  enough  in  other  Parts,  it  would  perhaps  not  be  impossible 
to  form  an  attack  upon  Nia[gara]  and  by  the  taking  of  that  Fort 
repare  at  large  the  loss  of  Osw[ego]3  wich  could  be  built  up  again. 

The  promising  advantages  of  that  Expedition  are  certainly  very 
great;  but  Such  a remote  Enterprise  being  full  of  difficulties,  and 
liable  to  large  Expenses,  it  remains  to  consider  wether  the  means  in 
our  hands  are  Sufficient  to  undertake  it  with  Some  Probability  of 
Succes.

To  conclude  I Say  that  if  the  Scheme  Should  miscarry,  it  would 
Still  prove  an  useful  Diversion,  without  exposing  in  the  least  our 
reputation,  since  no  General  officer  being  concerned  in  it,  and  but 
a few  Regulars,  it  would  only  be  looked  upon  as  a Party.

ON  THE  OHIO1

[c.  March  18,  1757] 

1.  One  thousand  men  to  be  At  Fort  Cumberland  by  the  first  of  April; 
or  assoon  [sic]  afterwards  as  possible. 

Two  hundred  of  these  to  garrison  Fort  Cumw  Eight  hundred  to  Ad- 
vance to  the  Little  Meadows,2  or  there  abouts;  and  raise  a Redoubt  or 
Some  Works  according  to  the  Nature  of  the  ground,  for  the  Reception 
of  Stores,  for  the  benefit  of  Convoys,  & to  help  to  keep  the  Communica- 
tion open  after  We  have  got  more  to  the  Westward;  And  in  the  mean 
time,  Whilst  the  rest  of  the  troops  were  assembling,  and  this  work  Carry- 
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ing  on — The  Carriage  Horses  & Waggons  to  make  Several  trips,  from 
Cumberld  to  the  meadows,  which  would  throw  in  a very  Considerable 
quantity  of  Stores  & provisions  at  that  place  before  the  Work  of  defence 
was  absolutely  Compleated,  and  the  Main  Body  ready  to  join  them. 

2.  The  Place  of  Defence  at  the  Little  meadow  being  finished,  and  a 
Reception  made  for  the  Stores  S;  provisions  at  place,  It  is  be  Supposd 
that  you  are  jomd  by  400  more  men — When  you  are  to  March  about 
1,000  to  the  great  Crossing,3  and  there  Raise  a Redoubt  or  Some  Sort 
of  Works  to  Answer  the  Same  End  with  those  at  the  Little  meadows  A 
Sufficient  Number  of  men  being  left  in  the  mean  time  at  the  Little  Mea- 
dows to  garrison  that  place  & Escort  the  Convoys  to  the  Crossing,  for 
you  are  to  keep  the  Carriage  horses  & Wagons  employd  without  inter- 
ruption and  by  the  time  that  you  have  the  place  of  defence  finishd  at 
the  Great  Crossing,  It  is  to  be  Expected  that  You  have  as  great  a Stock 
of  provisions  &ca  at  that  place  as  you  had,  when  you  left  the  Little 
meadows.  It  is  now  to  be  observed,  that  you  will  not  find  it  necessary 
to  Carry  Salt  provisions  further  than  the  great  Crossing,  as  Beef  will 
begin  to  be  in  Season. 

NB  To  forward  the  Execution  of  this  plan  [it  is  necessaryjt  it  is  neces- 
sary to  be  Supplyd  with  great  plenty  of  Arms,  & that  the  Draffts  from 
Farfax,  Prince  William,  & Cuppeper4  be  orderd  out  immediatly  after 
the  [Resolve],  [that]+  all  Sorts  of  necessary  tools  be  prepard  beforehand. 

Supposing  we  marchd  from  Cumberland  about  the  first  of  April;  and 
had  been  join'd  by  the  400  men  above  mentiond  It  is  reasonable  to 
Expect  we  Should  [arrive  at  Gisjt  have  finishd  the  Works  at  the  Cross- 
ing, and  lodg’d  a Large  Quantity  of  Flower  at  that  place  by  the  last  of 
May  and  be  ready  to  March  to  Gist’s  plantation5 — or  any  other  place 
where  it  Should  seem  necessary  to  erect  any  works  to  the  Westward  of 
Youghgeni. 

It  is  now  to  be  Observed,  that  you  Should,  by  the  last  of  May,  and 
before  you  march  from  the  Great  Crossing  be  joind  by  Your  many 
Bodys,  or  a Force  which  you  judge  Sufficent  to  oppose  any  Attempt  of 
the  Enemy,  who  by  this  time  are  not  only  informd  of  yr  designs,  but  like 
wise  have  had  time  Assemble  all  the  Force  they  can  Expect  to  oppose 
you. 

You  are  at  the  Same  time  to  remark,  that  they  will  not  wait  any 
considerable  time  after  they  are  reinforced,  before  they  come  to  Attack 
you;  because  they  cannot  be  supplyd  w*  provisions  at  DuQuesne  without 
Consuming  the  stock  necessary  for  that  Garrison.

Small  Train  of  Artillery,  and 
three  thousand  men  well  appointed,  you  will  make  yourself  Master  of 
Fort  du  Quesne  & Remove  the  Cause  of  our  great  misfortunes:  But  in 
case  Artillery  & other  Requisits  for  the  Reduction  of  the  place,  is  not  to 
be  got. — It  is  then  most  advisable  to  build  strong  works  on  the  River 
Above  there,  to  Cut  off  their  Communication  w*  the  Lakes,  Intercept  their 
Convoys  & distress  them  in  all  possible  manner. 

Whilst  these  troops  are  employd  in  making  those  regular  advances  to 
the  Ohio  on  this  Quarter  It  would  be  Advisable  to  march  about  500  men 
towards  the  Mouth  of  the  Great  Convavy,6  where  they  are  to  fortify 
themselves  and  make  an  EstablishnT  on  that  part  of  the  Ohio. — 

This  Body  might  [Body  might]!  attack  the  Shanoe  or  Delaware  towns 
near  to  that  place,  if  they  Should  find  it  practicable;  But  at  any  Rate,  a 
Motion  of  Troops  on  that  Quarter,  and  [making  or]!  Erecting  a Fort 
thereabouts  would  occasion  the  Shanoes  & Delawares  to  Remove  to  a 
greater  distance,  would  awe  the  Hostile  Indians  & prevent  their  sending 
any  Succour  to  DuQusene,  lest  Our  troops  should  in  the  meantime  fall 
upon  their  Towns,  & destroy  their  Wives  and  Children  [in  the  meantime]!

My  Lord 

In  Obedience  to  your  Lordships  Command  To  Col  Stanwix,  L1  Colonel 
Beuquet  L4  Col  Young  Capt.  Munster  & Capt  Tulekins  to  enquire  into 
the  Conduct  of  Capt  Gmeling’s  being  Accused  by  Capt  Pell  for  having 
fraudulently  taken  away  a quantity]  of  Tea  out  of  the  Transport  ship 
Europa,  do  report  to  your  Lordship.1 

That  Capt  Gmeling2  appeard  and  his  Petition3  to  your  Lordship  was 
[reced]  setting  forth  his  earnest  desire  that  a Strick'd  enquiry  should  be 
made  into  the  Cause  of  a Scandolus  accusation  of  Capt  Gemeling  by  Mr 
Pell  that  he  said  Capt:  Gmeling  did  take  away  a quantity  of  Tea  about 
twenty  four  pounds  out  of  the  Transport  Europa. 

Capt  Pell  being  Examined  says  that  he  do’s  accuse  Capt:  Gmeling  of 
having  taken  out  of  a Locker  in  the  State  room  about  twenty  four 
poun[ds]  of  Tea. 

Lawrence  Wessells  Cabin  boy  says  that  he  saw  Capt  Gmeling  take 
out  of  a Locker  a quantity  of  Tea  and  gave  it  to  his  Servant,  and  the 
Said  Wessells  then  went  and  informed  the  Surgeon  of  the  Ship  Mr  Alexr 
Moor, 

Conrade  [Iffingerjtt  Capt.  Gmelings  later  Servant  being  Examind 
says  that  he  saw  no  Tea  on  board  or  Recd  at  any  time  Tea  from  Capt. 
Gmeling,  that  after  Capt  Gmeling  and  his  Baggage  was  landed  he  Of- 
ferd  Mr  Thompson  Mate  of  the  Ship  at  his  lodgins  in  the  Apothecarys 
shop  some  Canisters  of  Tea  but  do’s  not  know  how  many. 

Mr  John  Thompson  Mate  of  the  Europa  says  that  he  did  search  Capt 
Gmelings  Baggage  on  shore  after  about  three  hour’s  from  its  being  Land’d 
and  that  Capt  Gmeling  refused  to  have  his  Baggage  search’d  on  Board 
but  forced  it  on  shore  the  Said  Thompson  further  says  that  he  was  offerd 
by  Capt  Gmeling  [in  an  Apothecarys  Shop]t  three  pound  Canisters  of 
Tea  in  an  Apothecarys  Shop  in  Philadelphia  the  Lodgings  of  Capt: 
Gmeling,  but  that  he  refused  to  accept  of  it,  and  further  says  that  there 
was  in  the  Ship  Canisters  of  Tea  of  different  Sizes,  but  do’s  not  say  it 
was  the  Tea  brought  from  the  Ship,  and  that  the  Said  Thompson  gave

taken  from  some  Sailors  on  Board, 

Capt  Gmeling  being  called  up  on  says  that  he  did  offer  Ramsay  to 
search  his  Baggage  on  board,  or  on  Shore  and  Offer’d  him  his  Keys,  says 
that  the  three  pounds  of  Tea  he  Offer’d  to  Thompson  at  his  Lodgins  was 
Thompsons  own  Tea,  which  he  took  care  of  for  him  at  his  own  desire 
[in  the  Ship ] .T 

John  George  Snider  Apothecary  says  that  the  Baggage  of  Capt  Gmel- 
ing was  brought  on  Shore  to  his  house  and  that  a large  Chest  was  wett 
coming  on  Shore,  that  Mr  Snider  broak  open  the  Chest  before  Capt 
Gmeling  the  Key  being  rusty  & found  there  in  three  pound  of  Tea  which 
Capt.  Gmeling  said  belongd  to  Thompson  which  afterwards  Thompson 

being  come  refused  to  take,  and  Capt  Gmeling  said  he  woud  [ ]tt 

not  have  any  thing  to  do  with  it  but  gave  it  Mrs  Snider,  said  Snider 
further  says  that  nothing  was  open’d  but  before  him  & no  more  tea  found 
there  but  three  pounds  which  Capt:  Gmeling  had  said  belong’d  to 
Thompson

[TRANSLATION] 

Philadelphia,  April  18,  1757. 

My  dear  Sir  John,1 

I have  received  your  letter  of  the  11th  of  this  month.  Your  poor  state 
of  health  afflicts  me  more  than  I can  tell  you.  We  must  then  separate, 
since  your  doctors  are  sending  you  to  England,2  but  will  you  be  able  to 
bear  the  discomforts  of  this  voyage?  Would  it  not  be  better  to  follow 
the  counsel  of  those  who  advise  country  air?  By  choosing  a healthy  and 
agreeable  location,  and  especially  by  no  longer  occupying  your  mind  with 
work  and  business,  you  might  be  able  to  recover  your  health,  or  at  least 
restore  it  sufficiently  to  undertake  such  a iong  voyage  without  danger. 

Whatever  decision  you  take,  my  wishes  for  your  recovery  will  follow 
you  everywhere.  Besides  your  health,  nothing  affects  me  so  much  as  the 
friendship  you  have  kindly  shown  me,  the  effects  of  which  I have  con- 
stantly felt  since  my  arrival  in  America.  I feel  the  full  value  of  a friend 
and  patron  like  you,  above  the  prejudices  which  are  too  common  in  your 
nation.  You  see  our  situation;  it  is  disagreeable.  Your  advice  and  your 
example  sustained  me,  and  would  have  made  everything  bearable.  There 
will  remain,  after  your  departure,  only  a steady  zeal  which  will  be  as  use- 
less to  the  service  as  to  myself.  Our  chief  alone  has  not  treated  us  as 
foreigners;  he  has  always  upheld  and  honored  us  with  his  favors;  but  his 
protection  cannot  extinguish  an  antipathy  so  openly  manifested.  I see 
that  it  bursts  forth  at  every  opportunity.  And  I am  troubled  about  the 
future.  Everyone  can  make  mistakes,  and  who  can  count  on  holding  out 
in  the  long  run  if  everything  is  held  against  him,  and  if  nothing  is  par- 
doned? The  affair  of  Captain  Steiner3  has  pained  me  very  much.  He  has 
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certainly  been  in  the  wrong.  I am  not  prejudiced  in  his  favor,  but  have 
they  not  exaggerated  his  faults?  Doesn't  a foreigner  deserve  some  indul- 
gence, if  in  so  short  a time  he  could  not  become  acquainted  with  all  your 
customs  and  unwritten  rules?  And  when  he  offers  to  repair  his  mistake 
by  all  the  measures  which  his  honor  and  his  rank  can  permit,  ought  he 
to  be  humiliated  to  the  point  of  becoming  contemptible  in  the  eyes  of 
a whole  battalion?  Finally,  ought  an  officer  who  has  served  honorably, 
and  who  has  the  honor  to  bear  the  King’s  commission  as  captain,  to  be 
put  completely  on  a level  with  a mate  who  has  neither  rank  nor 
commission? 

I am  counting  on  you,  my  dear  Sir  John,  to  make  His  Lordship  see 
this  affair  in  a more  favorable  light.  We  have  only  him  to  depend  on, 
and  if  he  abandons  us  for  a moment,  we  are  done  for.  As  soon  as  he 
becomes  displeased  with  us,  he  opens  the  door  to  all  who  seek  to  injure 
us,  and  we  shall  lose  the  consideration  which  his  favor  alone  gives  us  and 
without  which  we  cannot  serve  well. 

Your  reflections  regarding  the  fourth  battalion  are  very  justifiable.  The 
general  discontent  I notice  there  gives  me  new  troubles  every  day.  If 
Mr.  P[revost]4  had  been  willing  to  follow  the  advice  which  Hald[imand]4 
and  I gave  him  on  his  arrival,  he  would  have  spared  himself  many  troubles, 
and  us,  too.  The  advice  was  such  that  we  might  wish  it  known  to  every- 
one. We  are  very  far  from  approving  the  haughtiness  with  which  he  is 
charged,  and  we  ourselves  have  behaved  differently  enough  that  we  ought 
not  to  be  suspected  of  having  any  part  in  what  has  happened.  However, 
we  shall  feel  the  effect  of  it,  and  the  foreigners,  without  distinction,  will 
be  involved  in  the  prejudice  held  against  him.  Haldfimand]  and  I have 
made  a definite  plan  never  to  enter  any  faction  whatever,  and  we  limit 
ourselves  to  serving  during  the  war  with  the  attention  and  energy  which 
can  be  expected  of  upright  men  who  mean  to  do  right. 

We  entered  this  service  with  the  hope  of  gaining  steady  advancement, 
in  the  only  regiment  where  we  can  serve.  I think  we  have  been  mistaken 
about  this;  and  that,  since  we  are  at  the  foot  of  the  list  of  lieutenant 
colonels,  we  can  no  longer  hope  to  obtain  command  of  a battalion.  But 
no  matter  how  we  are  treated  in  this  regard,  all  my  life  I shall  retain  the 
most  profound  gratitude  for  the  favors  which  the  Duke5  has  heaped  upon 
us  through  all  his  kindnesses  in  the  course  of  this  affair;  and  if  we  do  not 
give  him  all  the  service  of  which  he  believed  us  capable,  I hope  that  His 
Royal  Highness  will  have  some  regard  to  the  circumstances  in  which  we 
are  placed.  When  we  become  useless  at  the  peace,  if  the  national  antipa- 
thy still  continues,  we  shall  then  be  able  to  retire  honorably  and  without 
ingratitude. 
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Pardon,  my  dear  Sir  John,  for  tiring  you  with  such  disagreeable  details; 
but  my  head  has  been  full  of  them,  and  1 can  speak  to  no  one  but  you 
about  them. 

I am  very  much  obliged  to  you  for  the  good  counsels,  and  the  enlight- 
enment you  give  about  my  Carolina  expedition.  I have  been  very  flat- 
tered by  the  honor  which  His  Lordship  has  done  me,  in  entrusting  a 
command  of  this  importance  to  me.  I know  Governor  Littleton,  and  I 
expect  easily  to  work  in  cooperation  with  him.  On  every  occasion  I have 
observed  the  truth  of  the  character  you  give  the  Americans.  And  I have 
discovered  through  my  experience  at  Philadelphia  that  with  much 
patience,  good  temper,  and  firmness  it  is  not  impossible  to  succeed  with 
them.  I arrived  there  in  critical  enough  circumstances,  without  orders  or 
instructions,  and  with  every  mind  prejudiced  against  us.  However,  I 
had  the  good  fortune  to  make  the  best  quarters  in  America  there,  while 
pleasing  everybody.  I know  that  it  isn’t  to  me  that  the  success  is  cred- 
ited, but  I am  little  concerned  about  reputation,  provided  good  is  done. 
In  case  of  need,  Frfanklin]  and  the  whole  city  would  be  able  to  answer 
for  this. 

The  delay  which  my  embarkation  is  suffering  makes  me  fear  that  my 
arrangement  of  troops  may  be  altered.  Governor  D[enny]  promised  to 
furnish  His  Lordship  200  men  for  this  expedition,  but  as  he  neglected  to 
inform  the  Assembly  about  it  in  time,  I doubt  if  they  can  be  ready. 
Conr[ad]  Weiser  has  gone  to  work  so  well  to  oblige  me  that  he  has  found 
his  contingent  in  the  battalion  that  he  commands,  but  the  rest  will  not 
be  so  easy  to  get. 

Whatever  place  I go  to,  I should  be  very  much  delighted  to  have  news 
from  you.  I beg  you  to  let  me  know  if  you  leave  or  not,  so  that  I can 
write  you  accordingly.  Details  which  might  interest  you  in  this  country, 
would  be  very  unimportant  to  you  in  England. 

Farewell,  my  dear  Sir  John,  do  not  forget  me.  You  will  always  find 
in  me  a friend  as  sincere  as  he  is  useless.  I thank  you  for  what  you  tell 
me  about  Lieutenant  Howarth6— an  upright  man  is  always  a great  help.

As  by  this  destination,  the  first  Battalion  is  to  be  Equally  divided, 
between  Col°  Stanwix  and  you;5  And  as  each  of  you  have  many  more 
Troops,  under  your  Command,  than  the  Five  Companys  of  the  Regi- 
ment;6 I am  sensible  neither  of  you  can  carry  on  the  Service  without  a 
(Quarter  Master  and  an  Adjutant;  I therefore  do  allow,  that  there  should 
for  the  present  be  Persons  appointed  to  Act  as  an  Additional  Adjutant 
and  Qur  Master  to  that  Battalion  and  2s  Sterling  allowed  to  each  of  them 
per  diem,  during  the  Battalion’s  being  so  divided;  And  Colonel  Stanwix 
will  Settle  with  you,  whether  the  Real  Adjutant  and  Quarter  Master,  go 
with  you,  or  Stay  with  him.7

You  will  likewise  apply  to  Governor  Denny9  to  have  the  200  Men  from 
his  Province  in  Readiness  to  set  out  along  with  you  for  South  Carolina 
under  the  Convoy  of  Captain  Arbuthnot,  who  will  sail  from  this  on 
Tuesday  to  take  you  under  his  Charge,  and  will  give  you  all  Possible 
Assistance.

Philadelphia,  herewith  transmitted  to  You;  in  Which,  and  a Copy  of  my 
Letter4  to  Governor  Lyttleton,  likewise  transmitted,  You  will  see  the 
general  Plan  of  the  Troops  as  it  occurs  to  me,  subject  to  yr  Alterations, 
as  the  Situation  & Circumstances  of  Affairs  may  require 

With  Respect  to  Quarters  & Hospitals,  you  are  to  direct  yourself  ac- 
cording to  the  Acts  of  Parliam1  now  in  force,  & where  such  do  not  direct 
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You,  the  Agreement  made  at  Philadelphia  is  to  be  yr  Rule:  But  where 
the  Necessity  of  the  Service  requires,  You  are  to  act  as  your  own  Pru- 
dence shall  direct  you,  having  a proper  regard  to  the  Ease  & Safety  of 
His  Majesty’s  Subjects,  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  the  Good  of  the 
Service. 

In  all  cases  when  it  is  impossible,  from  the  Distance,  to  have  particular 
Instructions  from  me,  you  are  to  consult  with  the  respective  Governors, 
and  act  in  Conformity  thereto,  as  far  as  in  your  Judgment  and  prudence, 
you  shall  judge  proper  for  carrying  on  His  Majesty’s  Service. 

The  Contractors  for  Provisions,  are  obliged  to  have  in  the  several  places 
appointed,  a sufficient  Quantity  of  Provisions,  for  the  Troops  destin'd  for 
the  different  Services,  but  when  found  necessary  to  transport  them  fur- 
ther, you  are  to  hire  Carriages,  which  are  to  be  paid  according  to  the 
Regulations  of  the  different  provinces,  or  if  no  such  Regulations  Subsist, 
according  to  the  best  & cheapest  bargain  you  can  make,  & this  to  serve 
for  a Rule,  for  all  Carriages  you  may  have  Occasion  to  employ. 

As  to  the  Quantity  of  provisions  to  be  issued,  either  fresh  or  Salt,  the 
following  is  the  Regulation. 

I he  Allowance  of  each  person  victualled  by  the  Contractors  for  one 
Week  is  as  follows: 

7 th  of  bread  ....  or  in  Lieu  thereof  7 lb  Flour 

7th  Beef  or  in  Lieu  thereof  4 lb  Pork 

3 Pints  peas,  1 lb  Cheese,  or  in  lieu  thereof  6 ozs  butter 

1 lb  Flour  or  in  lieu  thereof  Zi  lb  Rice 

As  to  holding  General  Courts  Martial;  all  the  Regular  Troops  are  to 
be  tryd  by  Courts  Martial,  composed  of  the  Officers  belonging  to  the 
Army,  except  where  there  may  not  be  a sufficient  Number  of  such,  in 
which  Case,  You  are  to  compleat  the  necessary  Number  from  the  Provin- 
cial Officers. 

The  Provincial  Troops,  for  small  Crimes,  are  to  be  tried  by  Courts 
Martial  composed  of  their  own  Officers,  but  in  Case  of  Crimes  of  a higher 
Nature,  they  are  to  be  tried  by  Courts  Martial,  composed  of  Officers  of 
the  Regular  Troops,  wth  some  of  the  Provincials  mixed  wth  them. 

And  I herewith  send  You  a power  of  holding  Courts  Martial,4  as  far 
extended,  as  His  Majesty  has  thought  proper  to  extend  to  Governor 
Lawrence  who  commands  three  Regiments  in  Nova  Scotia. 

Doctor  McLeane  is  to  attend  you  as  1st  Surgeon  with  a Mate:5  The 
Provincials  have  Surgeons  of  their  own,  but  in  Cases  of  Necessity,  it  is 
required  that  You  & they  will  be  aiding  & assisting  to  each  Other 
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No  Cartel  can  be  Settled  with  an  Enemy  who  never  observe  any,  Ex- 
cept their  own  Advantage  is  concerned. 

As  to  Indian  Affairs,  His  Majesty  has  been  pleased  to  appoint  Mr  Atkin, 
and  has  given  him  proper  powers  for  that  Effect,  So  that  his  Advice  and 
Concurrence  is  Necessary  to  settle  with  them;  And  where  Access  cannot 
be  had  to  consult  with  him,  they,  the  Indians,  must  be  referrd  to  a Con- 
ference with  him.  I have  sent  you  Bills  to  the  Extent  of  ^5062" — to 
be  transacted  at  Chas  Town  (for  Subsistence,  Contingents  and  Recruit- 
ing) where  they  may  be  Sold  to  advantage  which  You  are  to  keep  an 
Account  of 

As  to  the  Money  to  be  given  to  the  Officers  that  shall  be  sent  upon 
Detachment,  you  are  the  best  Judge  of  the  Quantity,  always  remembring, 
that  as  these  Detatchments  have  the  King’s  Provisions,  and  None  or  few 
Opportunities  of  expending  Money,  less  Sums  may  be  requisite  to  send 
out  with  them,  taking  care  always  to  account  with  them  when  they  are 
calld  in. 

Workers  are  to  be  paid  according  to  the  fixed  prices  of  the  provinces, 
or  according  to  the  best  bargain  you  can  Make;  and  I herewith  Send 
You  the  prices  fixed  by  the  Standing  Order  for  Soldiers  when  employed6 
As  to  the  Time  of  keeping  the  Regular  Troops  in  the  Field,  or  detain- 
ing the  Provincials,  the  Exigencies  of  the  Service  is  the  only  Rule  that 
can  be  laid  down

Extract,  out  of  the  Orderly  Book 

Albany  Monday  the  13th  Septr  1756 
being  the  Regulation  of  the  Pay,  of  the  Labourers  and  Artificers. 

Whereas  it  is  necessary  to  employ  a Certain  Number  of  Soldiers,  to 
carry  on  His  Majestys  Works  at  Albany,  the  following  Regulations  are 
to  be  Observed. 

The  Artificers  and  Labourers,  are  to  Parade  at  6 oClock  in  the  Morn- 
ing, in  Order  to  be  detach’d  to  their  Respective  Works,  and  are  to  Work 
9 hours  every  day,  from  Six,  to  Twelve;  half  an  hour  being  allowed  for 
Breakfast,  and  in  the  afternoon  from  half  an  hour  after  two,  till  Six  at 
Night,  for  which  each  Labourer  is  to  be  paid,  nine  pence  pr  day,  and 
every  Artificer  employ’d  as  above  Fifteen  Pence,  and  every  Serjeant  Fif- 
teen Pence  pr  Day,  all  New  York  Currency.  The  Serjeants  and  all  Over- 
seers of  the  Works,  are  to  take  their  Instructions,  and  make  their  Reports 
to  the  Chief  Engineer. 

A Serjeant  and  Corporal  of  each  Regiment,  is  to  Parade  the  Labourers 
required,  and  to  deliver  them  together  with  their  Names  to  the  overseers.

MINUTES  OF  A MEETING  WITH  THE  SOUTHERN  GOVERNORS

[March  15,  1757] 

MINUTES  taken  at  a Meeting  of  the  Governors  of  North  Carolina,1 
Virginia2  Maryland,3  and  Pensilvania  with  the  Earl  of  Loudoun  Com- 
mander in  Chief  of  His  Majesty’s  Forces  in  North  America  began  at 
Philadelphia  March  15  and  Continued  by  Several  Ajournments  to 
March  1757. 

The  Meeting  having  been  inform’d  by  the  Earl  of  Loudoun  that  there 
was  a Plan,  aproved  by  His  Majesty,  of  employing  the  greatest  Part  of 
the  Troops  this  Campaign  to  the  Northward,  And  that  he  had  Invited 
them  to  this  meeting,  in  Order,  to  Concert  in  Conjunction  with  them,  a 
Plan,  for  the  defence  of  the  Southern  Provinces,  whilst  the  other  Opera- 
tions were  Carrying  on 

His  Lordship  further  Acquainted  them,  that,  He  was  Willing  to  leave 
for  the  defence  of  the  Southern  Provinces,  One  Battalion  to  be  Com- 
pleated  to  One  Thousand  men,  and  the  Three  Independent  Comp38  in 
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South  Carolina  of  One  Hundred  men  Each,  which  may  amount  to  200 
Effective  Men 

And  that  He  thought  it  Necessary  for  the  Security  of  the  whole,  that 
the  several  Provinces  should  Furnish  by  the  following  Proportions

And  the  Several  Governors  do  Engage  to  use  their  best  Endeavours 
with  their  Several  Provinces,  to  Raise  and  Support  the  above  Number 
to  Act  in  Conjunction  with  the  Regular  Forces,  and  under  the  Command 
of  His  Majesty’s  General,  or  the  Officer,  properly  Authoriz’d  according 
to  His  Majesty’s  Regulation.

And  to  prevent  any  Mistake  hereafter  arising  in  relation  to  any  demand 
that  may  be  made,  Tis  agreed  that  the  several  Provinces  shall  maintain 
the  Remainder  of  the  Troops  raised  by  them,  for  the  Service  in  every 
Article,  as  on  this  Occasion,  they  are  entirely  employed  in  the  defence, 
and  for  the  Security  of  their  Respective  Provinces. 

And  it  is  further  agreed  that  We,  the  Governors,  shall  in  Our  respective 
Provinces  take  Particular  Care  to  Form  such  Regulations,  and  to  see 
them  properly  Executed,  that  in  all  time  Coming  Carriages  for  Trans- 
porting the  Bagage  of  His  Majesty’s  Troops  shall  be  prepared  at  Stated 
reasonable  Rates,  And  that  all  the  Troops  of  whatever  denomination 
Either  passing  through  Our  Provinces,  or  while  in  fix’d  Quarters  therein, 
shall  in  time  of  Peace  be  properly  Quarterd,  and  in  time  of  War,  What- 
ever Number  of  Troops  the  Commander  in  Chief  may  Judge  Necessary 
for  defence,  or  Carrying  on  the  General  Service,  shall  be  Quarterd 
According  to  Custom  or  the  Exigencies  of  Service.

Sir 

I was  Extremely  sorry  we  could  not  have  the  Pleasure  and  advantage 
of  Your  assistance  at  the  meeting  of  the  Governors  of  the  Southern 
Provinces  at  Philadelphia,1  but  since  the  distance  made  that  impossible, 
You  will  see  that  we  have  had  the  greatest  attention  to  your  Province, 
and  as  far  as  we  possibly  could  spare  Men  have  given  you  a Force  to 
defend  it. 

Inclosed  you  have  one  Copy  of  the  Minut’s  where  the  whole  Force 
raised  for  the  Southern  Province  is  mentiond. 

As  the  Objection  your  Province  has  Generaly  made  to  raising  any 
Considerable  Number  of  Men,  is  on  account  of  the  great  Number  of 
Blacks,  that  they  are  affraid  of  their  rising,  if  they  shou’d  move  many 
of  their  White  Men  to  their  Frontiers;  that  objection  is  now  removed, 
as  the  additional  Force  sent  is  sufficient  to  keep  them  in  awe, — I have 
sent  Colonel  Bouquet  to  Command  the  Troops  on  this  occasion  who  is 
a very  good  Officer,  and  one  that  I flatter  myself  you  will  be  perfectly 
pleased  with,  and  I must  beg  to  reccomend  him  to  you  in  the  most 
Earnest  manner. 

As  it’s  impossible  at  this  distance  to  fix  a Plan  absolutely,  the  one  I 
have  recommended  to  him  for  His  out  sett,  but  to:  be  Subject  to  His 
alteration  according  to  the  circumstances  and  Situation  of  affairs,  is  that, 
the  500  Men  to  be  raised  in  South  Carolina  should  be  posted  on  the 
Frontiers  and  in  your  advanced  Posts,  that  the  other  Provincial  Troops 
should  be  posted  within  them  according  to  the  Situation  of  the  Country 
and  where  the  danger  may  be  apprehended  by  the  Intelligence  you  may 
receive,  and  so  as  either  to  support  them,  or  defend  other  Posts. 

As  to  the  Regular  Forces  it  appears  to  me,  (unacquainted  as  I am 
with  the  Country)  that  they  ought  to  be  keept  near  Charles  Town  as 
that  is  the  place  of  greatest  importance; 

I think  advancing  the  South  Carolina  Troops  is  the  most  reasonable, 
both  becouse  they  most  be  best  acquainted  with  Your  Frontiers,  and  as 
it  would  be  Improper  for  me  to  put  the  Mother  Country  to  the  Extra- 
ordinary Expence  of  Transporting  Provisions  at  that  distance,  except 
there  were  an  absolute  Necessity  for  it,  and  as  your  Province  is  Rich, 
and  at  the  same  time  can  from  being  in  use  of  Furnishing  from  the  Neigh- 
bourhood of  those  Parts,  do  it  much  Cheaper  than  we  can  with  the  Kings 
Provision  from  Charles  Town. 


His  Excellency  Governor  Lyttleton. 
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And  for  the  same  reason  I desire  to  Advance  the  other  Provincial  Troops 
no  further  than  is  Necessary  to  Prevent  that  Extraordinary  Expence 
which  must  attend  the  Providing  them  at  a distance. 

And  as  Charles  Town  is  of  the  greatest  consequence,  I think  that  Lieu- 
tenant Colonel  Bouquet  with  the  Regulars  shou’d  be  Posted  in  the 
Neighbourhood  of  it,  both  for  it’s  security,  and  to  distribute  his  Orders 
to  the  more  distant  parts,  and  to  give  them  all  necessary  releif  and 
assistance  in  case  of  any  Attack  on  them. 

You  will  perceive  that  I have  ordered  100  Men  of  the  Virginia  Troops 
into  the  Forts  built  by  that  dominion  in  the  Cherrokee  Country,2  for  the 
Security  of  that  Post,  (and  as  it  is  as  I am  inform’d)  within  Nine  miles 
of  the  Fort  built  by  your  Province  at  Chota,3  I think  you  should  reinforce 
that  Fort  by  part  of  Your  People,  as  what  can  be  spared  from  Virginia 
is  not  Sufficient  to  secure  that  Fortress,  which  is  in  your  Province,  and 
Tends  Principaly  to  your  Security,  which  if  it  should  fall  into  the  Enemys 
hands  will  be  a strength  for  them  to  Ahoy  us,  from. 

And  as  the  Force  is  sent  there  entirely  for  the  protection  of  the  Valu- 
able and  rich  Province  of  South  Carolina;  I do  expect  they  will  supply 
that  Garrison  with  Provisions  at  their  own  Expence. 

And  I must  further  beg  of  You,  to  give  all  necessary  assistance  to 
Colonel  Bouquet,  both  by  giving  him  all  intelligence,  and  giving  him  all 
Possible  Aid  in  supplying  him  with  whatever  may  be  necessary  for  carry- 
ing on  the  Service. 

I have  sent  Mr  Atkin  to  you,  whom  the  King  has  been  Pleas’d  to 
appoint  to  the  management  of  all  the  Southern  Indians,  He  is  a Counsellor 
of  your  own  Province,  and  I hope  will  be  agreeable  to  you,  I shall  give 
him  all  necessary  assistance  from  hence,  and  I cannot  doubt  your  Prov- 
ince will  supply  Him  with  what  may  be  wanted  for  carrying  on  that,  so 
neccessary  not  only  for  the  Prosperity  but  even  the  saf’ty  of  all  the 
Southern  Provinces, 

I have  talk’d  with  the  Governors  of  the  other  Southern  Provinces  on 
this  subject  who  will  use  their  Influence  with  their  Assemblys  for  this 
purpose,  and  I am  sure  from  your  Knowledge  in  publick  affairs  you  will 
see  the  necessity  there  is  of  bringing  the  Assemblys  of  the  different 
Provinces  in  America,  to  bear  a share  in  the  defence  of  the  whole,  which 
the  Mother  Country  is  expending  such  large  sums  on  at  Present.

Instructions  for  Appointed  Deputy  Judge  Advocate. 

When  the  Court  is  Met,  which  is  to  Consist  of  a President,  being  a 
Field  Officer,  and  12  Officers,  none  under  the  Degree  of  a Commissioned 
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Officer,  You  are  to  administer  to  the  Members  the  following  Oaths,  which 
you  will  find  among  the  Articles  of  War  for  the  present  Year  Viz4 

“You  shall  well  and  truly  try  & Determine  according  to  “your  Evi- 
dence”, &ca. 

I A,  B;  Do  Swear  that  I will  duly  administer  Justice  according  to  the 
Rules  and  Articles,  &ca. 

Begining  in  both  with  the  President,  whom  /as  a Token  of  particular 
Respect/  You  are  to  Swear  Singly,  and  then  You  may  proceed  to  Swear 
the  other  Members  by  as  many  at  once  as  may  be  Convenient. 

You  are  then  yourself  to  take  an  Oath,  which  the  President  is  to  ad- 
minister in  the  Words  prescribed  by  the  Act  of  Parliament  for  Punishing 
Mutiny  and  Desertion. 

You  are  also  to  administer  an  Oath  to  every  Person,  who  hath  any 
thing  to  give  in  Evidence  for  or  against  the  Prisoner. 

You  are  to  take  particular  care  to  Record  all  Evidence  that  shall  be 
given,  and  what  is  Offered  by  the  Prisoner  in  his  own  Defence,  observing 
in  Your  Minutes,  and  especially  in  all  Cases  of  that  great  Weight  where 
Life  is  Concern’d,  what  may  make  for  the  Prisoner,  as  well  as  what  is 
urged  against  him;  For  Instance,  in  Cases  of  Desertion,  you  are  to  write 
down  the  time  when  the  Person  enlisted,  whether  proved  by  Certificate, 
or  admitted  by  the  Prisoner;  or  whether  he  has  received  Pay;  what  time 
he  Deserted,  and  where  he  was  when  he  was  taken  as  a Deserter,  and 
any  other  things  you  shall  find  Material:  And  you  are  also  to  exact  in 
taking  the  Particulars  of  the  sentence. 

When  all  this  is  done,  You  are  to  draw  out  in  a fair  Charecter  a Draught 
of  the  Proceedings  /as  near  as  the  Circumstances  will  admit/  in  the 
following  Terms,  which  is  to  be  signed  by  the  President,  and  to  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Judge  Advocate  General  at  his  Office  in  Privy  Garden  by 
the  verry  first  Oppertunity;  and  that  as  well  in  Cases  where  the  Sentence 
is  Confirmed  by  the  Commander  in  Chief  upon  the  Spot,  as  where  the 
Proceedings  are  to  be  laid  before  His  Majesty  for  his  Approbation  of 
the  Sentence;  in  the  former  Case  you  will  express  the  said  Commander 
in  Chief’s  Confirmation  of  the  Sentence;  and  in  both  you  will  remember 
that  it  is  Not  to  be  executed,  nor  made  publick,  ’till  duly  Confirmed  by 
the  proper  Authority. 

As  to  any  other  Matters  that  may  Occur,  You  are  to  have  regard  to 
the  Act  of  Parliament,  and  the  Articles  of  War  NB:  It  belongs  to  the 
Office  of  Judge  Advocate  to  State  ye  Accusation  to  the  Court  against 
the  Prisoner,  to  Prosecute  in  His  Majesty’s  Name;  to  take  Care  Never-

By  the  measures  taken  about  the  200  men  of  this  Province,  I See  that 
we  Shall  not  get  them:5  Your  LordShip  may  perhaps  remember  that 
from  the  beginning  I foresaw  this  disapointment:  If  proper  means  had 
been  employed,  I dare  Say  those  men  Should  have  been  found:  & Col. 
Weiser  alone  could  have  given  100,  out  of  his  Battaillon.  I hope  to  meet 
with  a better  Success  in  Virginia,  but  in  case  the  400  men  of  that  Domin- 
ion were  not  ready,  I Should  desire  to  know  how  long  I can  wait  for 
them,  not  to  increase  too  much  the  Expenses  of  the  Transports.6 
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We  Shall  be  ready  to  Sail  as  soon  we  have  got  the  Water  Casks,  and 
Tools  wich  are  to  be  made  new,  and  will  not  be  done  before  8,  or  10 
days.

Copy  of  the  Earl  of  Loudoun’s  Circular  Letter 
to  the  Governors  of  North  & South  Carolina  & Georgia 

New  York  May  5th  1757. 

Sir/ 

As  I have  received  a Copy  of  a Letter  from  One  of  His  Majestys  Prin- 
cipal Secretaries  of  State1  to  You  Signifying  His  Majesty’s  Pleasure  that 
You  shou’d  apply  to  your  Councils  & Assembly  in  the  Strongest  Manner 
to  raise  with  the  utmost  Expedition  as  large  a Number  of  Provincial 
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I loops  as  may  be,  for  the  Service  of  the  ensuing  Campaigns,  over  & 
above  what  they  shall  judge  necessary  for  the  immediate  defence  of  their 
own  Province 

And  as  I am  now  preparing  agreeable  to  His  Majesty’s  Orders  to  me, 
to  leave  this  province,  wth  the  Transports  in  order  to  join  the  Fleet  & 
succours  from  Europe,  Tis  necessary  to  acquaint  You,  that  I shall  leave 
Major  General  Webb  to  command  at  Albany  & the  Forts  with  a Body  of 
His  Majesty's  Regular  Forces,  together  with  the  Troops  raised  by  the 
Northern  Colonies,2  who  will  have  the  principal  Command  during  my 
Absence 

And  that  in  Consequence  of  the  plan  settled  at  the  Meeting  I had  with 
the  Governors  of  the  southern  Provinces  at  Philadelphia,  I leave  Col0 
Stanwix  with  five  Companies  of  the  l9t  Battalion  of  the  Royal  Amer: 
Regiment  to  take  post  in  the  back  part  of  Pensilvania3  & to  have  the 
Command  of  the  remaining  parts  of  the  Pensilvania  Troops:  The  Troops 
raised  in  Maryland  & the  remaining  part  of  the  Troops,  raised  in  Virginia 

And  that  I detach  Ll  Col0  Bouquet  with  the  other  5 Comp8  of  that 
Battalion  to  South  Carolina  who  carrys  with  him  200  of  the  Pensilvania 
Troops:  400  of  the  Virginia  Troops,4  & have  ordered  200  of  the  Troops 
raised  by  North  Carolina,  to  meet  him  in  South  Carolina,5  where  he  is 
to  take  the  Command  of  His  Majesty’s  Three  Independant  Companys6  & 
Likewise  of  the  Troops  raised  by  the  Province  of  South  Carolina,7  for 
the  Security  of  that  and  the  most  Southernly  Provinces. 

And  in  order  to  prevent  any  Dispute  hereafter,  it  will  be  necessary 
here  to  remind  you,  that  at  that  Meeting  it  was  settled  & is  agreeable 
to  His  Majesty’s  Orders  from  His  Principal  Secretary  of  State,  that  I 
should  Supply  the  provincial  Troops,  detachd  fm  Pensylvania  Virginia 
& North  Carolina,  to  South  Carolina;  but  that  the  Provincial  Troops  who 
remain  & are  employed  for  the  defence  of  their  Respective  Provinces, 
shoud  be  entirely  Supported  & maintaind  by  the  Province,  by  whom 
they  are  raised. 

As  the  Plan  we  had  Settled  before  the  Arrival  of  His  Majesty’s  Orders 
by  His  Principal  Secretary  of  State,  I hope  if  punctually  & speedily 
executed  on  Your  part,  will  prevent  any  immediate  Danger,  I must  rec- 
ommend it  to  You,  in  the  most  earnest  Manner,  That  you  will  immedi- 
atly  in  Consequence  of  His  Majesty’s  Orders  signify’d  to  You,  sett  about 
raising  & getting  in  Readiness  a considerable  Force,  to  be  ready  to  join 
and  Support  the  Troops  already  agreed  upon  to  be  raised  for  the  Public 
Service. 

And  that  You  will  in  the  mean  Time  give  Orders  that  the  Militia  of 
your  Province  should  be  properly  armed  & furnishd  with  Amunition,  & 
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have  a standing  order  to  march  to  the  Aid  & Assistance  of  the  Forces 
already  appointed,  on  the  Requisition  of  the  Commander  of  them  And 
that  this  Order  shoud  be  more  particularly  given  & enforced  in  such 
Parts  of  your  Provinces,  as  are  most  situated  to  those  Forces,  or  the 
passes  thro’  which  the  Enemy  can  Enter,  wthout  waiting  for  any  fur- 
ther orders  fm  you 

From  your  Zeal  for  the  Public  Service  I cannot  doubt  of  your  comply- 
ing with  this  Recommendation,  & hope  if  the  necessary  Orders  are  given, 
& strictly  obey’d  by  them,  to  receive  the  Same  benefit  from  yr  Militia 
that  we  did  lately  on  the  Enemy’s  Attempt  on  Fort  Wm  Henry* 1 2 * 4 * * * 8  from 
the  Militia  of  the  upper  part  of  this  Country 

I shall  send  a Copy  of  this  to  L*  Col0  Bouquet,  to  whom  by  ChaB 
Town  South  Carolina,  I desire  you  will  communicate,  the  Orders  you 
give,  & to  whom,  that  He  may  know  what  Officer  of  yr  Militia  to  call

The  five  Companys  of  the  Royal  Americans  having  Sailed  from  Phila- 
delphia the  16th  Instant,  arrived  safely  the  23th  at  Hamton  Road  in 
James's  River. 

I came  here  yesterday  to  wait  on  Governour  Dinwiddie  who  acquaints 
me  that  200  men  of  the  Province1  are  expected  to  day  in  d own,  and  will 
be  ready  to  embark  at  Hamton  Saturday  next.2 

The  remaining  men  are  not  yet  raised:  The  assembly  has  agreed 
this  day  to  Compleat  their  Contingent  with  the  Militia,  in  case  the 
Bounty  money  should  prove  uneffectual  to  raise  men. 

But  as  the  money  Seems  to  be  as  difficult  to  collect  as  the  Men,  that 
business  will  go  on  but  Slowly,  not  withstanding  the  Endeavours  of  Gov- 
ernour Dinwiddie  who  has  employed  all  possible  means  to  forward  that 
Service. 

I could  get  here  no  Intelligence  about  the  200  Men  from  North  Car- 
olina. I hope  to  find  them  at  Charles  Town. 

As  I thought  I Could  negotiate  Small  Bills  with  more  advantage  for 
the  Government,  Mr  Hunter3  has  given  me  in  Small  notes  the  value  of 
the  two  large  ones,  I received  by  your  LordShips  Warrants  for  the  6 
months  Pay,  and  the  Contingencies. 

I Shall  be  tomorrow  at  Hamton  to  have  the  100  Barils  of  Gun  Powder, 
and  the  Lead  put  on  board  of  the  Transports.4

repay  them.  I have  contracted  for  150  Steers  until  I can  hear  from 
Mr  Stead3  the  Agent  Victualler  to  know  the  price  there;  and  in  what 
Number  and  different  times  he  wou’d  have  them  delivered,  as  the  Dis- 
temper is  on  the  road  in  South  Carolina;  Pitch  and  Tar  we  cou’d  send 
but  they  have  laid  a Duty  upon  it,  wch  amounts  to  a prohibition,  and  I 
have  wrote  to  Govr  Lyttelton  to  have  it  taken  off  or  at  least  suspended 
for  so  much  as  we  shall  send  to  supply  the  pay  of  the  Troops  and  Cloath- 
ing,  which  we  must  have  from  thence;  As  it  will  take  some  time  to  raise 
and  prepare  the  Troops.  I have  wrote  to  Mr  Lyttelton,  and  since  I have 
got  Your  Excellency’s  Letter  to  Col1’  Bouquet4  that  if  they  want  Aid 
immediately  I will  march  the  Company  in  our  Western  fort5  upon  the 
first  Notice  to  their  Aid  50  Men;  and  the  other  Company  of  50  as  soon 
as  they  are  compleated,  and  replace  them  with  the  Company  now  rais- 
ing, and  send  the  first  compleat  Company  of  100  Men  to  make  up  our

The  Exchange  is  700  Currency  PC1  and  there  is  no  Appearance  that 
it  will  rise  or  fall.  The  large  Quantity  of  Rice  and  Indigo  exported  to 
England  is  very  near  sufficient  for  all  the  Remittances  in  London.  And 
it  is  this  last  Commodity  that  hath  brought  the  Exchange  so  low,  having 
been  last  year  750  PCS

I will  not  comply  to  such  Terms,  and  having  Money  enough  of  my 
own  for  some  time,  I hope  to  keep  up  the  Exchange  till  I can  hear  from 
you. 

I think  it  wou'd  be  proper  that  You  should  send  me  some  ready  Cash, 
if  not  for  the  present,  at  least  the  next  Supply,  let  it  be  Dollars  or 
Pistoles.  The  Dollar  goes  for  31  Ship  & the  Pistole  for  _£5"  15"  in  this 
Currency  (they  must  be  weighd)  the  Guinea  £1"  7"  The  Shilg  7 p. 

I dont  find  that  this  hot  Climate  will  agree  with  me,  neither  find  I 
things  quite  so  well  as  had  been  represented.  But  I hope  by  the  constant 
endeavours  of  the  Governor,  that  we  shall  soon  be  able  to  set  matters  in 
a better  Condition. 

We  have  had  Intelligence  that  the  French  had  great  Forces  at  Cape 
Francois,2  but  we  do  not  know  where  they  intend  to  employ  them. 

I shall  be  extremely  glad  to  hear  from  you  and  beg  the  favour  to  be 
inform’d  of  the  Northern  News. 

When  the  Oranges  [sh]t  will  be  ripe,  I will  discharge  my  Debt,  but 
shall  never  be  able  to  acquit  me  of  the  Obligations  I owe  you  for  your 
Kind  Reception  at  Hamton.3

Charleston,  June  23,  1757. 
Sir, 

I have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that,  having  embarked  at  Philadelphia, 
by  His  Lordship's  order,  on  the  16th  of  May  with  five  companies  of  the 
1st  Battalion  of  the  R.  A.  R.  under  the  escort  of  the  warship  Guarland, 
we  reached  Hamton  Road  in  Virginia  on  the  23rd.1  I was  supposed  to 
take  400  of  the  troops  from  this  province;  but  as  they  had  not  all  been 
levied,  Governor  Dinwiddie  could  give  me  only  two  companies  with  as- 
surance he  would  send  the  other  two. 

We  set  sail  the  31st,  and  arrived  here  the  16th  of  the  present  month. 
I found  here  a letter2  from  Governor  Dobbs,  who  informs  me  that  the 
200  men  from  North  Carolina  who  were  to  be  sent  to  Charlestown  were 
not  ready,  but  that  he  would  prepare  the  expedition  as  soon  as  possible. 

As  Governor  Littleton  received  His  Lordship’s  letters  with  the  arrange- 
ments made  at  Philadelphia  with  the  governors  for  the  defence  of  the 
southern  provinces  only  a few  days  before  our  arrival,  he  had  not  yet 
been  able  to  take  any  measures  for  the  levy  of  500  men,  which  were  to 
form  the  South  Carolina  contingent.  But  he  immediately  convened  the 
assembly,  and  presented  the  necessity  of  proceeding  without  delay  to  that 
levy  so  effectively,  that  I have  just  learned  that  it  was  decided  to  raise 
500  men,  besides  the  200  already  raised.  You  will  see  by  that,  Sir,  that 
the  2000  men,  which  His  Lordship  had  intended  for  the  security  of  the 
three  southern  provinces,  are  reduced  for  the  present  to  the  600  men  I 
have  brought,  and  to  the  three  independent  companies,  for  which  I en- 
close the  returns3 — begging,  Sir,  that  you  will  be  kind  enough  to  send 
them  to  England  with  the  returns  of  the  other  troops  under  your 
command. 

These  three  independent  companies  furnish  the  garrisons  for  all  the 
forts.4  There  are  only  65  men  in  the  town.  When  I reviewed  them,  I 
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found  nineteen  men  who  were  unfit  for  the  service.  1 enclose  their 
names/'  following  1 1 is  Lordship’s  orders.  I shall  immediately  discharge 
all  those  here  who  have  not  had  sufficient  service  for  invalids'  rights.  As 
for  the  others,  the  governor  will  send  them  to  England  by  the  first  war- 
ship, in  order  to  recommend  them  to  the  Chelsea  Hospital.1 2 3 * * 6 * 8 

1 he  place  is  somewhat  fortified  on  the  side  toward  the  sea,  but  entirely 
open  on  the  land  side;  and  the  greater  part  of  the  fort,  etc.  is  in  very 
bad  condition.  However,  as  the  assembly  seems  disposed  to  make  every 
effort  to  repair  it,  I hope  that  things  can  be  put  in  better  order  during 
the  campaign. 

According  to  the  last  advices  received  from  the  governor  of  Providence 
Island,7  the  Irencb  had  sent  several  warships  and  transports  toward  the 
Mississippi,  and  still  had  thirty  sail  at  Cape  Francois.  Their  destination 
is  unknown. 

By  a letter  from  the  Secretary  of  State,8  Governor  Littleton  was  in- 
formed that,  on  his  representation  of  the  necessity  of  providing  for  the 
defence  ol  this  province,  one  of  the  newly-raised  battalions  of  High- 
landers9 received  orders  to  sail  from  Ireland  to  Charlestown,  under  the 
command  of  Lieut.  Col.  Montgommery.10  They  are  expected  very  soon. 
But  this  arrangement  may  be  changed,  if  His  Lordship’s  plan  arrives 
before  their  departure. 

The  lack  of  posts  and  of  communication  between  this  province  and 
the  North  will  not  permit  me  to  report  to  you  regularly  on  everything 
that  happens  here,  but  I shall  neglect  no  opportunity  for  doing  so.

BOUQUET  TO  STANWIX

Cha8  Town  23d  June  1757. 

To  Col:  Stanwix 
Sir 

After  a long  Passage  we  landed  Safe  here  the  15th  Ins4  the  Smallpox 
having  unhappily  broke  out  amongst  our  Men  in  Virginia,  I was  obliged 
to  leave  two  men  behind,  which  I recommended  to  Coll:  Hunter,  who 
will  send  them  to  Philadelphia  or  to  this  place  as  he  shall  find  Opportu- 
nity, 3 or  4 more  having  fallen  Sick  at  sea,  I landed  them  on  an  Island 
near  Tow'n. 

The  people  are  so  afraid  of  this  Distemper  that  I was  doubtful  if  they 
wou’d  let  us  come  in  Town,  to  prevent  all  Inconveniencys  I have  en- 
camped the  5 Companys  2 Mile  off.1  the  Infection  I hope  is  now  over, 
but  we  shall  remain  there  the  w'hole  Summer,  the  place  being  healthier,  & 
not  quite  so  hot  as  the  Town. 

We  had  but  5 sick  men  when  we  landed  and  their  Number  is  near  50 
now,  which  is  attributed  to  the  Water  generally  bad  in  this  Country,  the 
Change  of  Climate  and  the  unavoidable  excesses  of  drinking  the  first 
days.  We  have  taken  all  possible  precaution  to  prevent  an  Increase,  But 
we  shall  still  have  great  Numbers  of  Sick. 

I met  here  with  the  same  difficulty  as  in  Philadelphia,  but  not  the 
same  unwillingness.  We  have  no  Quarters  fitted  out,  and  if  they  do  not 
build  Barracks,  we  shall  be  very  badly  accommodated,  having  no  beds, 
nor  Straw,  nor  any  thing  to  lie  upon.  The  Governor  has  called  the  As- 
sembly together  and  I hope  they  will  fall  upon  proper  measures  on  that 
Subject. 

As  they  have  no  Corporation  nor  Mayor,  every  thing  is  to  be  Settled 
by  the  Assembly;  Mr  Littleton  does  every  thing  in  his  power  to  see  us 
furnishd  with  all  Necessarys,  & as  he  has  a great  Influence  and  Ability, 
I hope  that  wTe  shall  be  properly  provided,  with  Time  & Patience. 
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I he  Governor  having  received  only  3 days  before  our  Arrival  the 
Resolutions  taken  at  the  Meeting  of  Philadelphia  with  the  2 Letters 
from  Ld  Loudoun,2  he  has  not  been  able  to  comply  with  their  Contents, 
about  the  raising  of  the  500  Men  in  this  Province.  In  his  Speech  yester- 
day he  had  laid  the  Matter  before  the  Assembly  in  the  warmest  & 
strongest  Expressions;  They  have  not  yet  given  their  Answer,  but  I am 
in  Expectation  that  they  will  agree  to  enable  him  to  raise  the  said  Forces 
& more. 

I he  200  Men  from  N.  Carolina  are  not  yet  raised.  Governor  Dobbs 
acquaints  me  that  he  does  his  utmost  to  forward  them,  and  he  expects 
to  send  them  very  soon. 

By  this  Account  you  see  that  the  2000  men  intended  for  the  security 
of  the  three  Southern  Provinces  are  reduced  to  600.  I am  afraid  that  you 
will  meet  with  the  same  disappointment  in  yr  department. 

I fall  equally  very  short  in  my  Expectations  in  regard  to  the  strength 
of  this  Place,  where  I find  no  fortifications,  but  everything  in  Ruins.  I 
hope  that  the  Assembly  will  grant  proper  Sums  to  be  employed  that 
Way,  but  there  is  a good  deal  to  do. 

We  have  Intelligence  from  the  Governor  of  Providence,  that  besides 
several  Men  of  War  & Transports  saild  to  the  Mississippi  the  French  had 
30  Sail  more  of  them  at  Cape  Francois.  It  is  not  yet  known  if  these  last 
Forces  are  intended  against  this  place  or  Jamaica.  The  Militia  of  that 
Island  is  raised  and  pretty  numerous,  with  a great  spirit  for  their  defence. 
The  whole  amount  of  our  Militia  in  this  Province  is  only  7000  men,  Scat- 
tered & separated  by  prodigious  Distances,  Fort  Loudoun3  being  500  miles 
from  this  place. 

I have  found  about  70  Men  of  the  3 independent  Companys  here,  and 
amongst  them  obliged  to  discharge  23,  absolutely  unfit  for  service,  most 
of  them  being  old  Soldiers,  I shall  recommend  to  Chelsea,  and  send  ’em 
home  by  the  first  Man  of  War  The  others  shall  be  discharged  here,  The 
rest  of  the  Men  are  in  Garrisons  in  different  Forts  & I shall  not  be  able 
to  see  them,  ’till  new  Forces  are  raised  to  relieve  them. 

The  Governor  has  received  a Letter  from  the  secretary  of  State  who 
informs  him  that  one  of  the  new  raised  Regiments  of  Flighlanders  com- 
manded by  L‘  Coll  Montgomery  was  ordered  to  come  directly  from  Ire- 
land to  S°  Carolina,  where  we  do  expect  them  daily.  In  case  that 
Destination  has  not  been  alter’d,  I believe  there  will  be  sufficient  forces 
for  the  defence  of  the  3 provinces,  and  that  the  Americans  cou’d  be  sent 
back  to  you. 

I wish  with  all  my  heart  to  receive  Such  Orders,  this  hot  Climate  not 
agreeing  at  all  with  us.

Charlestown  the  23rt  June  1757 
Sir 

I have  the  pleasure  to  acquaint  you  of  our  safe  arrival,  after  a very 
long  passage  we  landed  here  the  15th  Instant. 

The  Americans  are  encamp’d,  and  your  Troops  quarterd  in  Town. 
Mr  Stead  tells  me  he  will  supply  them  with  Money,  arising  from  the 
product  of  your  provisions,  which  are  very  valuable  in  this  Country 
where  flower  is  scarce. 

Governor  Littleton  having  not  received  till  lately  Lord  Loudouns  Let- 
ters, with  the  Minutes  of  the  late  Meetings  at  Philadelphia,  could  not 
take  the  necessary  Measures  for  the  raising  of  the  Provincials. 

The  Assembly  is  now  sitting,  and  I hope  will  grant  the  necessary  funds 
for  that  Service.  I have  not  yet  receiv’d  the  200  Men  of  North  Carolina 
Governor  Dobbs  writes  me  they  shall  soon  be  ready.1 

We  have  Intelligence  that  the  French  have  about  30  Sail  of  Men  of 
War  and  Transports  at  Cape  Francois,  and  it  was  Supposed  these  Forces 
wou'd  be  intended  against  Jamaica  or  this  Place 
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I take  the  Liberty  to  recommend  to  yr  care  the  sending  of  the  Re- 
mainder of  your  forces  here  when  you  will  find  it  possible.  But  1 must 
acquaint  you  that  larger  Ships  shou'd  be  hired,  the  People  having  been 
far  too  much  crouded  in  this  Embarkation.

BOUQUET  TO  LOUDOUN

Charles  Town  Sth  Carolina  23  June  1757. 

My  lord 

After  a long  Passage,  I have  the  pleasure  to  inform  your  LordShip  that 
the  five  Companys  of  the  Royal  Americans,  with  the  two  Companys 
Provincial  d roops  of  Virginia  arrived  Safe  in  this  Place  the  15th  Instant. 

1 he  Small  Pox  having  unluckily  broken  out  amongst  the  americans,1 
I lefft  two  men  Sized  with  that  distemper  in  a Safe  Place  in  Virginia,  in 
hope  to  prevent  its  Spreading  farther:  but  we  got  Soon  after  3 more  in 
our  Passage  here. 

I he  inhabitants  are  So  frigthned  at  the  mere  name  of  that  disease 
that  I apprehend  they  would  not  receive  us;  I aquainted  the  Governor 
of  that  misfortune,  and  we  have  taken  proper  measures  to  prevent  any 
Communication  with  the  Sick;  The  rest  of  the  men  are  encamped  two 
miles  from  the  Town.2 

I believe  the  Infection  is  now  over,  having  had  no  body  taken  ill  Since 
we  landed. 

The  water  is  generaly  So  bad  in  this  Country,  and  the  heat  So  con- 
tinual that  we  have  already  upwards  of  30  men  Sick,  tho’  we  had  only 
five  when  we  landed. 

The  two  Expresses  Send  with  your  LordShips  Letters3  to  Governor 
Littleton  arrived  only  a few  days  before  us,  So  that  we  have  found 
nothing  done:  No  Provincials  raised,  nor  proper  Quarters  provided. 

l he  assembly  hath  immediately  been  called,  and  yesterday  the  Gov- 
ernor expressed  in  his  Speech  in  the  warmest  and  Strongest  manner,  the 
necessity  of  complying  with  your  LordShip’s  and  the  minister  of  State 
Directions,  for  the  immediate  raising  of  a Sufficient  Force  to  act  in  Con- 
junction  with  his  Majesty’s  and  adjacent  Colonies  Troops:  They  have 
given  today  the  most  favourable  general  answer;  It  is  not  yet  known 
what  Resolution  will  be  taken  about  the  number  to  be  raised;  but  it  is 
expected  they  will  go  over  the  500:  The  Transports  being  under  Sail, 
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I Shall  have  no  Time  to  inform  your  LordShip  of  it  today,  but  I Shall 
do  it  by  the  first  oportunity4 

I receive  from  Mr  Littleton  all  possible  assistance;  his  constant  en- 
deavors to  forward  the  Service,  and  his  influence  in  his  Province  gives 
me  great  hopes  to  bring  things  in  a better  Condition:  I am  very  happy 
to  have  found  a man  of  So  much  activity,  aplication,  and  ability  in  the 
distressed  Condition  matters  are  in  these  Parts. 

T he  200  men  of  N.  Carolina  are  not  yet  all  raised  Governor  Dobbs 
aquaints  me  that  he  Shall  be  able  to  Send  them  Soon.5  Therefore  the 
2000  men  yr  LordShip  intended  for  the  Security  of  the  3 southern  Prov- 
inces are  reduced  for  the  present  to  600,  and  the  3 Independent  Com- 
panys.  I have  inspected  the  65  men  the  Said  Independents  have  here 
in  Town  and  in  that  Small  number,  I find  19  men  absolutely  unfit  for 
Service;  According  to  yr  LordShips  Comand9  I have  discharged  here  all 
those  who  by  their  Short  services  had  no  Right  to  the  Invalids,  and  for 
the  other  who  are  old  soldiers,  the  Governor  will  Send  them  home  to  be 
recommanded  to  Chelsea. 

These  Companys  appears  to  be  in  a very  indifferent  Order:  their  arms 
are  old  and  worn  out;  and  they  had  no  Camp  Equipage,  which  I have 
ordered  them  to  provide  immediatly. 

As  Soon  as  we  have  Sufficient  Forces  of  this  Province  to  relieve  them 
in  the  Forts  on  the  Frontiers  I Shall  bring  them  together,  to  put  them 
under  a better  Discipline. 

This  Town  hath  Some  old  Fortifications  towards  the  Sea,  but  the  back 
Part  is  quit  open,  and  in  Supposing  that  the  assembly  will  grant  the 
necessary  Sums  to  fortify  the  Land  Side;  It  will  Still  prove  a difficult 
task,  by  the  considerable  number  of  houses  Scattered  all  around.  Not- 
withstanding these  Inconveniences,  we  Shall  endeavour  to  put  it  in  a 
tolerable  State  of  Defense  this  Campaign  and  next  winter. 

Fort  Johnson6  wants  all  Sorts  of  repair,  and  several  other  Forts  are  in 
Ruins:  Some  new  Forts  must  be  built,  chiefffy  at  Port  Royal,7  the  most 
Considerable  Harbour  in  these  Parts,  and  the  only  one  fit  for  large  men 
of  War:  We  have  a tolerable  quantity  of  artillery,  but  only  27,  18  Pond- 
ers; the  rest  being  of  a Small  Bore,  and  consequently  of  little  Service. 

By  the  Intelligences  received  lately  from  Providence,  the  French  had 
Send  Some  Men  of  War  and  Transports  to  the  Mississipy,  and  they  had 
about  30  Sails  more  at  Cape  frangois,  the  destination  of  which  was  un- 
known but  Supposed  to  be  intended  against  Jamaica,  or  this  Province. 

Governor  Littleton  hath  been  informed  by  the  secretary  of  State  that 
one  Bataillon  of  the  new  raised  Hyglanders  was  ordered  from  Ireland  to 
this  Place,  and  was  to  Stay  here  for  the  defense  of  the  Province,  under 
Comand  of  Lieu4  Colonel  Montgommery;  they  are  daily  expected,  but 
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their  destination  may  probably  have  been  altered  when  yr  LordShips  dis- 
position hath  been  known  at  home. 

I Inclose  the  Returns  of  the  Forces  actually  here,  and  I direct  the 
Same  to  Gen1  Webb  to  be  forwarded  over  to  England;  I Shall  Send  one 
mySelff  to  Gen1  Napier  by  the  Arundel  man  of  War,  which  is  to  Sail  in 
a fortnight. 

I am  to  much  unaquainted  yet  with  the  State  of  this  Province  to  give 
yr  EordShip  any  account  of  it,  as  far  as  I can  See  there  is  a very  little 
Prospect  to  raise  men  for  the  Bataillon. 

I have  informed  Mr  Hunter  of  the  difficulties  of  Selling  Bills  in  this 
Place,  and  desired  him  to  Send  Some  money  in  case  of  any  further  Sup- 
ply, to  keep  up  the  Exchange,  which  is  actually  at  700  p'G1 

1 he  Dollar  goes  only  for  31  Sh:  this  Currency  or  4 and  6d  Sterl:  I pay 
the  men  at  the  rate  of  4S  8d.  as  ordered:  I hear  Some  Complaints  about 
it,  but  I Shall  make  no  Change  till  it  may  be  possible  to  receive  your 
LordShips  orders.

Sir 

I congratulate  you  upon  your  safe  Arrival  in  Carolina  & sincerely  re- 
joice that  there  is  a prospect  of  our  being  taken  so  good  care  of. 

The  circumstances  of  this  Province  are  very  easily  stated,  for  except 
500  Stand  of  Arms,  & 40  Barrels  of  Powder,  lately  granted  by  His  Majesty 
for  the  Use  of  our  Militia,  we  are  entirely  destitute  of  useful  Military 
Stores. 

Properly  speaking  we  have  no  forts  in  the  whole  Province,  but  there 
are  four  places  that  are  still  call’d  so,  Frederica,1  St  Simons,2  Fort 
William3  & Augusta,4  which  are  capable  of  no  Defence,  being  altogether 
in  Ruins.5 

The  former  three  lie  upon  the  Sea  Islands,  towards  the  Southern 
Boundaries,  & were  erected  by  General  Oglethorpe.5  That  at  Frederica 
was  built  of  a Composition  of  Lime  calld  Tabby,  of  a square  figure  with 
four  Bastions,  and  a little  Redoubt  towards  the  Harbour;  but  it  is  now 
quite  ruinous,  and  the  Ditch  fill’d  up. 

There  are  fifty  odd  Cannon  scatter'd  about  it,  of  different  Sizes  from 
eighteen  to  six  Pounders;  many  of  them  honey  comb’d,  the  carriages  quite 
decay’d  & but  three  or  four  mounted  and  fit  for  present  service.  There  are 
besides,  a good  many  Shot,  some  Grenades  & other  Shells  & two  tolerable 
Mortars  & some  Cohorns.  The  Barracks  are  in  good  Repair.  Tis  gar- 
ison’d  by  a Detachment  of  about  30  Men  from  the  Independent  Com- 
panies of  South  Carolina. 

Sl  Simons  was  a little  square  Fort  built  of  Wood,  & is  now  utterly 
decay’d.  There  are  nine  tolerable  Guns  of  eighteen  Pounders  that  lie 
buried  in  the  Sand:  & the  few  Men  posted  there,  are  rather  Marks  of  our 
Right  than  of  our  Strength.  The  Condition  of  Fort  William  is  similar; 
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but  I am  told  there  is  not  above  one  or  two  Guns  near  it.  I sent  lately 
a Representation  of  the  State  of  Augusta  to  Govr  Lyttleton,  which  I 
receiv’d  from  the  Commanding  Officer7  of  that  Place,  & which  shews  it 
to  be  in  the  same  circumstances  with  the  rest.  We  have  in  the  Store 
house  here  some  Grenades,  twenty  Swivels,  twenty  small  Carriage  Guns; 
the  latter  much  honey  comb’d  & without  Carriages. 

I have  thought  that  the  building  of  Logg  Forts  in  proper  Situations 
might  be  one  Means  of  Security,  by  affording  places  of  Retreat  where 
people  might  make  a Stand  in  case  of  a Sudden  Attack,  untill  Assistance 
might  arrive;  And  for  this  & other  purposes  I have  call’d  the  Assembly 
together,  who  are  now  deliberating  upon  the  best  Method  to  be  taken 
for  their  Construction.  They  will  not  be  lasting  things,  but  I hope  will 
answer  the  present  Occasion,  & be  such  too  as  may  be  defended,  if  we 
can  obtain  any  Share  of  these  Troops,  or  have  any  rais’d  for  ourselves. 

Thus  Sir  I have  given  you  the  best  Account  of  things  here,  that  I can 
obtain  from  information,  for  I have  been  too  busy,  & too  Short  a Time 
in  the  Country  to  have  had  an  Opportunity  of  inspecting  things  myself. 
You  see  by  it  that  we  are  greatly  expos’d,  incapable  of  resisting  even 
the  Slightest  Attack,  having  as  yet  neither  Forts,  nor  Magazines,  nor 
funds  of  any  kind.  The  whole  people  of  the  province  do  not  amount  to 
Five  Thousand  Whites,  & two  thousand  Negroes;  & those  of  the  former 
fit  to  bear  Arms  do  not  exceed  Seven  hundred  & fifty,  which  are  rather 
better  than  Militia  usually  are,  as  many  of  them  have  been  Soldiers,  but 
are  so  dispers’d,  that  they  could  afford  but  very  little  help  to  each  other 
upon  any  Sudden  Emergency. 

Considering  the  great  Importance  of  this  Province,  it’s  excellent  Situa- 
tion, natural  Advantages,  it’s  being  a Frontier  against  the  Spaniards  & 
the  Creek  Indians,8  who  are  a very  formidable  Nation,  and  of  how  great 
Consequence  it  wou’d  be  in  the  hands  of  the  French,  I am  astonished 
that  it  is  left  so  defenceless.  Without  a Military  Establishment,  Govern- 
ment will  never  be  respected,  the  Laws  cannot  operate  effectually,  the 
Indians  will  be  insolent  & wanton,  and  our  Enemies  laid  under  a great 
Temptation  to  attack  us.  I will  therefore  hope  that  some  of  those  Troops, 
that  are  destin’d  for  these  parts  will  be  canton’d  among  us.  Six  Months 
ago,  when  alarms  ran  very  high,  & the  Indians  from  some  untoward  Ac- 
cidents, were  upon  the  point  of  Committing  hostilities,  my  Predecessor9 
was  address’d  to  raise  some  Troops  for  the  Defence  of  the  Colony.  He 
accordingly  set  on  foot  the  raising  three  Troops  of  Rangers,  which  was 
without,  I may  say,  contrary  to  Instructions,  but  the  Exigence  requir’d 
it.  The  Province  being  unable  to  subsist  these  Men,  the  Governor  drew 
Bills  on  Lord  Loudoun  for  that  purpose,  some  of  which  were  accepted, 
others  were  not. 
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In  the  Interim,  the  Circumstances  of  the  French,  the  Address  made 
use  of,  &:  the  Disposition  of  those  Savages,  brought  about  a Pacification, 
but  Still  the  Necessity  of  keeping  these  Troops  on  foot,  remain'd.  For 
the  P rovince  was  threatned  with  foreign  Attacks  but  the  Number  in- 
tended to  be  rais’d,  could  not  be  compleated  for  want  of  a proper  fund. 

I he  Expedient  then  made  use  of  was  to  give  Certificates  of  the  Service, 
which  by  an  Endorsement  of  the  Captains,  k an  Expectation  that  the 
Posture  of  Affairs  would  justify  the  Measure,  & consequently  that  the 
Governors  would  discharge  them,  became  negotiable. 

I hings  were  in  this  Situation  at  my  Arrival,  since  which  there  have  not 
been  at  one  1 ime  above  forty  Men  kept  up,  and  latterly  not  more  than 
twenty  Odd  that  are  still  maintain’d  by  the  same  Means.  I wrote  very 
amply  & strenously  to  Lord  Loudoun  upon  this  Subject,  in  expectation 
that  I should  be  fully  authoriz’d  by  him,  either  to  establish  or  disband 
those  Men,  but  to  none  of  the  several  Letters  that  I sent,  have  I receiv’d 
one  Word  of  Answer.  As  You  are  lately  come  from  his  Lordship,  I hope 
he  has  furnishd  you  with  Instructions  relative  to  this  Point,  about  which 
I have  been  not  a little  impatient  and  embarrassed.  If  you  can  afford  me 
any  Information  herein  it  will  much  oblige  me. 

I do  not  know  exactly  what  Number  of  Men  we  could  be  able  to  raise 
in  Case  of  an  Invasion,  but  our  Captains  of  the  Rangers  tell  me  they 
could  compleat  their  Companys,  which  were  originally  to  be  of  Seventy 
each,  could  they  have  immediate  Orders  for  that  purpose. 

You  may  depend  Sir,  that  no  material  Information  that  comes  to  my 
knowledge  shall  be  kept  from  you.  I wou’d  not  for  your  Sake  wish  to 
see  you  here,  but  if  either  Curiosity  or  Business  brings  you  among  us,  it 
will  afford  me  a Singular  pleasure,  being

Charlestown  June  30th  1757. 
Sir 

I take  this  first  Opportunity  to  inform  your  Excellency  of  my  Arrival 
in  this  place,  with  five  Companys  of  the  Royal  Americans,  and  200  Men 
of  the  Provincial  Troops  of  Virginia.  I expect  the  remaining  Contingent 
of  that  Dominion,  with  the  two  Companys  of  Pensilvania,  which  were 
not  ready  when  I left  Philadelphia. 

I receiv’d  by  Governor  Littleton  yr  Letter  of  the  30th  May,1  where  I 
see  that  the  two  Companys  of  your  Province  were  not  raised  then,  as 
soon  as  they  will  be  raised  and  fitted  out  for  marching  with  their  Camp 
Equipage,  I beg  the  favour  of  your  Excellency  to  send  them  here,  and 
if  possible  to  let  me  know  the  time  of  their  Arrival,  in  order  to  provide 
Quarters  and  Provisions  for  them. 

Our  Assembly  here  is  actually  framing  a Bill  for  the  raising  of  a con- 
siderable Body  of  Forces,  and  the  Reparation  of  the  Fortifications. 

Mr  Stead  hath  answer’d  your  Letter  about  the  Provisions  to  be  sent 
here,  for  the  pay  of  your  Troops,  and  is  of  Opinion  that  Flower  is  [ of ] T 
the  most  advantageous  Commodity. 

I am  extremely  obliged  to  your  Excellency  for  the  Disposition  of  the 
Militia  and  the  Orders,  sent  to  that  Purpose,  I hope  to  have  no  Occasion 
to  disturb  them  this  Campaign;  and  believe,  as  you  do  that  our  prepara- 
tions will  prevent  the  Enemy  to  form  any  Attack  on  these  Colonies. 

Governor  Littleton  expects  one  Batallion  of  the  new  raised  High- 
landers,2 which  had  orders  to  Sail  directly  from  Ireland  to  this  Place 
under  the  Command  of  Lieut  Col:  Montgommery.

Sir 

I have  the  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  according  to  Lord  Loudoune’s 
orders  I was  sent  in  May  last  from  Philadelphia  to  this  place,  to  take 
the  comand  of  all  the  Troops  rais’d  or  to  be  rais’d  for  the  Defence  of 
Georgia,  South  and  North  Carolina 
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These  Troops  were  propos’d  to  be  made  up  of  five  Companys  of  the 
first  Batallion  of  the  Royal  American  Regiment. 

200  Men  of  the  Pensylvania  Provincial  Troops 


400  of  Virginia 

200  of  North  Carolina 

500  to  be  raised  in  S°  Carolina,  and  His  Majesty’s  three  inde- 


pendent Companys  in  this  Province. 

For  the  present  these  forces  consist  only  in  the  above  five  Companys 
of  the  R1  Americans,  Two  Companys  of  Virginia,  and  the  three  Inde- 
pendent Companys  whereof  I transmit  you  the  Returns,  the  rest  is  not 
yet  raised. 

I landed  here  the  15th  June,  and  found  this  town  in  a defenceless  con- 
dition. Some  Works  indeed  have  been  rais’d  towards  the  Sea,  but  the 
new  ones  are  far  from  being  finish’d,  and  the  old  are  altogether  in  Ruins. 
The  Land  side  lies  quite  open.  A great  part  of  the  Artillery  bury’d  in 
the  Sand,  and  without  Carriages  or  Gunners. 

In  regard  to  the  different  Forts  in  the  province  here  are  the  Reports 
made  to  the  Governor,  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  Fortifications,  and 
the  Officers  who  command  in  the  Forts.2

The  only  Defence  of  the  Harbour  is  a small 
Triangular  Fort,  scarce  capable  to  contain  40 
Men.  The  Rampart  and  Battery  in  a Ruinous 
Condition. 

The  Barracks  intirely  gone  to  decay,  affording 
neither  Shelter  from  Wind  nor  Rain.  The  Walls 
in  divers  places  broken  down  to  the  Ground. 
The  Canons  dismounted  and  so  rusted,  that  no 
more  than  five  are  fit  for  immediate  Service, 
were  they  on  Carriages,  one  18,  one  12  one 
6 Pounders  are  spik’d.  All  the  Carriages  quite 
rotten,  and  no  Sign  of  a Platform  to  be  seen. 
The  Works  some  part  fallen,  and  other  parts 
expected  to  fall  every  day,  the  whole  in  a ruinous 
Condition. 

The  Ramparts  daily  falling,  the  Ditch  capable 
of  being  leap’d  over,  even  by  the  Indian  Chil- 
dren, who  with  ease  also  climb  the  Rampart  at 
any  part. 

The  powder  Magazine  is  a small  Log  building 
incapable  of  resisting  the  least  Shower  of  Rain. 
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Fort  Loudoun.  (on  Tanassee  River  in  the  Upper  Cherakees,  at 

500  miles  from  this  place)  That  Fort  is  new 
built,  but  unfinished. 

There  is  the  Condition  in  which  I find  the  military  State  of  this  prov- 
ince: Georgia  is  still  in  a worse  situation,  as  you  may  see  by  the  inclosed 
Copy  of  the  Letter  Governor  Ellis  writes  to  me.8 

We  are  in  a General  Want  of  all  sort  of  Stores,  chiefly  of  heavy  Can- 
nons, having  only  seven  & twenty  18  Pounders;  the  other  are  of  a small 
size,  & consequently  of  very  little  service.  We  have  very  few  or  no  Shot. 

The  Governor  who  takes  all  possible  means  to  forward  the  Service,  has 
prevail’d  on  the  Assembly  to  raise  700  Provincials,  & to  grant  ten  thou- 
sand pound  Sterling  for  Reparations  of  the  old  Works,  and  building  of 
new  Ones. 

Tho’  I am  not  a very  great  Engineer,  I shall  do  my  utmost  to  put  this 
town  first,  then  the  Forts  in  a tolerable  State  of  Defence. 

As  soon  as  possible  I will  send  you  the  Plan7  of  this  place  & harbour 
as  they  now  stand,  with  the  Reparations  & new  Works  that  I think  are 
necessary. 

By  all  the  Intelligences  we  receive  from  the  South,  it  appears  that 
the  French  have  considerable  Forces  at  Cape  Francois,  and  in  their  Set- 
tlements on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  Mobile,  Albama  & Missisippi. 

No  Larger  Ship  than  a Fregatte  of  20  Guns  can  come  over  our  Barr,  but 
Port  Royal,  at  70  miles  from  here,  is  a fine  harbour  for  60  Guns  Ships. 
The  Governor  proposes  to  have  a Fort  built  there,  but  we  have  neither 
Time  nor  Money,  to  undertake  so  much  Work  for  the  present. 

Engineers  are  extremely  wanted  in  America.  Two  or  three  could  direct 
the  Fortifications  of  all  the  Colonies,  & save  large  Sums  that  the  people 
are  laying  out  in  slight  Works,  which  soon  fall  in  Decay,  and  require  con- 
siderable Expences  to  be  kept  in  repair;  and  after  all,  are  generally  use- 
less, by  their  bad  Construction. 

I have  by  Lord  Loudoun’s  express  command  inspected  here  the  three 
independent  Companys,  and  out  of  the  69  Men  who  were  here,  the  rest 
being  in  the  Forts,  1 found  17  totally  unfit  for  Service,  6 of  them  being 
very  old  Soldiers  are  recommended  for  Chelsea’s  Hospital,  and  Capt 
Knight  Comander  of  his  Majesty’s  Ship  Arundel,  has  receiv’d  them  on 
board  at  the  Request  of  Govern1'  Littleton,  the  remaining  11  have  been 
discharg’d  here. 

Give  me  leave  Sir  to  take  this  Opportunity  to  thank  You  for  all  your 
favours  to  me  in  London.  I wish  I cou’d  be  able  to  be  of  any  service  to

By  Lord  Loudoun’s  express  command,2  I have  inspected  here  the  three 
Independent  Companys,  & out  of  the  69  Men  left  in  this  town  (the  rest 
being  in  the  Torts)  I have  dischargd  17  Men  totally  unfit  for  Service. 
6 of  them  being  very  old  Soldiers  are  recommended  to  Chealsea’s  Hos- 
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pital,  & sent  home  by  his  Majesty’s  Ship  Arundel  Capt  Knight 
Commander. 

This  town  and  all  the  Forts  in  these  Parts  are  in  an  entire  defenceless 

Condition.  But  as  this  Province  hath  granted  ten  Thousand  Pounds 

Sterling  to  be  apply’d  in  Fortifications,  I shall  do  my  utmost  to  put

Sir  J J 

I beg  you  will  forgive  my  Backwardness  in  answering  your  Letter  of 
the  24  June.  I was  every  day  in  Expectation  to  set  out  for  Port  Royal 
and  Fort  Augusta  in  your  Province,  & flattered  myself  to  have  the  plea- 
sure to  see  you,  but  several  Circumstances  have  prevented  my  Journey 
that  Way. 

I thank  you  for  the  full  & distinct  Account  you  was  pleas’d  to  give  me 
of  the  military  State  of  your  province. 

It  is  with  concern  that  I find  myself  unable  to  help  you  effectually  in 
the  distressed  Condition  I perceive  things  are,  but  I shall  do  my  utmost, 
as  soon  as  the  Troops  I expect  are  arrived. 

The  forts  in  your  Province  are  in  such  a decay  that  it  woud  perhaps 
be  a greater  Expence  to  repair  them  than  to  build  new  ones,  and  for 
the  present  I do  believe  that  your  intended  Log  forts  will  be  serviceable 
for  Retreats,  and  if  you  permit  me  to  give  my  Opinion,  I think  that  they 
shou’d  be  Spatious  enough  to  contain  all  the  People  about  them,  & be 
provided  with  Wells  or  Cisterns,  & Store  houses  for  Provisions,  and  Am- 
munition Wood  &c. 

I see  there  is  a good  Quantity  of  Cannons  scatterd  in  the  Forts,  I can- 
not percieve  that  they  may  be  of  any  Use  in  such  Places  as  F*  Simons 
and  Fort  William,  and  believe  they  should  be  carried  away,  and  all 
clean’d,  painted  and  put  upon  proper  Carriages.  In  case  the  Shot, 
Grenades  and  Shells  shou’d  be  mixed,  they  ought  to  be  put  in  Seperate 
Heaps. 

The  Expence  of  repairing  your  Artillery  will  not  be  very  great,  and 
shall  be  of  a great  use. 
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I am  sorry  that  I can  afford  you  no  Information  in  Regard  to  your 
Companys  of  Rangers.  Lord  Loudoun  did  never  mention  any  thing  to 
me  relating  to  them.  I shall  acquaint  him  of  their  Situation,  as  I have 
done  in  my  Letters  to  England.  Such  a Body  of  Troops  would  be  ex- 
tremely useful,  and  I wish  they  may  be  maintained. 

Governor  Littleton  acquaints  me  of  your  desire  of  having  100  Men 
sent  to  Georgia.  1 ho'  I am  very  weak  here  for  the  present,  I shall  send 
them  as  soon  as  you  let  me  know,  if  You  can  subsist  them  at  the  Province 
of  Georgias  Expence  with  the  same  Allowance  they  receive  here.  Viz* 


For  one  Week. 

7 lb  Bread,  or  in  lieu  thereof  ...  7 lb  flower 

7 lb  of  Beef  or  4 lb  Pork 

3 Pints  of  Pease.  1 lb  Cheese,  or  6 oz  Butter 

1 lb  Flour — or  /2  lb  Rice 


In  case  that  your  Province  shoud  not  be  able  to  Support  that  Expence, 
I will  see  if  I can  find  means  to  provide  them  myself  at  the  King's 
Expences.  But  in  this  Case  you  shou’d  furnish  the  necessarys,  Trans- 
ports or  Carriages. 

As  soon  as  we  see  our  Works  here  going  on,  Governor  Littleton  and  I 
will  set  out  for  Port  Royal,1  You  shall  be  informed  of  the  Day,  and  if

The  Service  requiring  some  Alteration  in  ye  Garrisons  of  the  Forts,  you 
are  hereby  orderd  & directed  to  march  with  two  Serjeants  one  Corporal 
& twenty  nine  private  Men  of  his  Majestys  three  Independ1  Companys 
from  this  place  to  Fort  George2  (Keowee)  where  you  are  to  relieve  Ensign 
Bogges3  & to  take  the  Comand  of  that  Fort,  and  of  the  Garrison  actually 
there.  Likewise  you  are  to  take  in  Charge  the  Artillery,  Amunition  & 
Stores  in  the  said  fort,  giving  a Receipt  thereof  to  Ensign  Bogges,  who 
is  to  repair  forthwith  to  Fort  Loudoun  in  the  Upper  Cherakees,  there  to 
remain  in  room  of  Lieut  Howard4  order’d  down  to  Charles  town. 

As  soon  as  you  are  arrived  at  Fort  George  you  are  to  inspect  the 
Fortifications  and  to  employ  your  Men  in  repairing  the  same,  and  inclos- 
ing the  Fort  with  Stokadoes. 

You  will  send  me  by  first  Opportunity  an  Account  of  every  thing  there 
& of  the  tools  and  other  Materials  necessary  to  carry  on  the  Works.  And 
for  as  much  as  his  Excellency  the  Earl  of  Loudoun  General  & Commander 
in  chief  in  North  America  has  been  pleas’d  to  appoint  me  to  take  the 
Command  of  all  the  Troops  rais’d  or  to  be  rais’d  in  Georgia  South  & 
North  Carolina  You  are  to  receive  no  Orders  or  Directions  in  military 
Matters  except  from  me,  or  other  your  Superior  Officers  under  my 
Command. 

But  as  to  Indian  Affairs  you  are  to  observe  & follow  such  Directions 
as  you  shall  receive  from  time  to  time  from  the  Governor  of  this  Province 
without  any  further  orders  from  me. 

You  are  to  furnish  the  necessary  Escorts  from  your  fort  to  fort  Lou- 
doun, & to  agree  with  a Capn  P Demere5  of  the  more  convenient  way  of 
performing  that  Service.

Recruiting  Instructions  given  to  Lieut1  Shrubsole1  of  His  Majesty’s 
Independent  Company  commanded  by  Capt  Raymd  Demere,  & Ensign 
Evans2  of  the  R:  A:  R: 

By  Henry  Bouquet  Esqr  Lieut  Coll:  of  the  first  Batallion  of  His  Ma- 
jesty’s Royal  American  Regiment,  comanding  all  the  Troops  raised,  or 
to  be  raised  in  North  & South  Carolina  & Georgia. 

By  Virtue  of  the  Power  & Authority  to  me  given  by  his  Excellency  the 
R1  Hon’ble  the  Earl  of  Loudoun,  General  and  Commander  in  chief  &c. 
These  are  to  authorize  you  by  Beat  of  Drum  or  otherwise  to  raise  in 
any  County  or  part  of  the  Colonies  on  this  Continent,  so  many  Voluntiers 
as  are  or  shall  be  wanting  to  recruit  or  fill  up  His  Majestys  three  Inde- 
pendent Companys  under  my  Command. 

You  are  not  to  enlist  any  Man  under  five  feet  four  Inches  high,  or 
above  the  Age  of  thirty  five  years,  or  a Papist  or  a French  Deserter. 

Your  Recruits  must  be  broad  shoulderd,  well  limb’d,  and  without 
Infirmities,  Ruptures,  Scal’d  heads  or  sore  legs,  but  every  Way  fit  for 
the  Service. 

You  are  to  recruit  upon  honour,  and  to  keep  proper  Accts  of  your 
Expences. 

You  are  to  use  your  best  endeavours  to  make  the  Men  you  enlist,  lay 
out  their  enlisting  money  on  Necessarys,  such  as  Shirts  Shoes  & Stockings. 

You  are  to  try  to  enlist  every  Man  without  Restriction  of  Time,  and 
to  enlist  no  Man  for  less  than  four  Years,  and  to  the  End  of  the  then  next 
ensuing  Campaign  after  the  said  term. 

You  are  to  conform  yourself  strictly  to  the  Act  of  Parliament,  and  to 
have  the  men  you  enlist  attested  before  a Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  the 
two  Sections  of  the  Art.  of  War  concerning  Mutiny  & Desertion  read  to 
them. 

After  a Man  Hath  been  duly  enlisted  and  attested,  you  are  not  to  dis- 
charge him,  or  suffer  him  to  be  discharged  upon  any  pretext  whatsoever. 
But  when  you  have  a Certain  Number  of  Recruits,  you  are  to  send  them 
with  a Sergeant  or  a Corporal  to  Charles  Town. 
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You  are  to  use  your  best  endeavours  to  discover  Deserters,  and  to  cause 
them  to  be  apprehended.  And  You  will  apply  to  His  Majesty’s  Justices 
of  the  Peace,  or  other  Magistrates  to  carry  into  Execution  the  53d  Art: 
of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  against  all  Persons  concern'd  in  harbouring 
concealing  or  assisting  Deserters,  knowing  them  to  be  such.  Or  buying 
or  receiving  their  Arms,  Cloths  or  other  Furniture  belonging  to  the  King. 

And  all  Magistrates,  Justices  of  the  Peace,  Constables  and  civil  Officers 
are  required  to  be  assisting  to  You,  as  there  shall  be  Occasion.

Charleston,  July  20,  1757 

The  most  pressing  need  for  the  safety  of  this  city  being  to  protect  it 
on  the  side  toward  the  sea,  I have  the  honor  to  propose  to  your  excel- 
lency the  precautions  that  seem  necessary  to  me,  and  the  work  it  will 
be  expedient  to  do  for  its  defense  on  that  side.1 

1.  All  the  wood  and  brush  around  Fort  Johnson  should  be  cut  as  far 
as  cannon  range,  that  is,  about  1000  or  1200  yards  from  the  fort,  and  the 
timber  left  on  the  place. 

2.  If  the  water  inside  the  fort  is  fit  for  use  and  sufficient  to  supply  a 
garrison  of  150  men,  it  will  be  necessary  to  repair  the  wells  or  dig  a new 
one,  and  as  a precautionary  measure,  to  add  a properly  protected  cistern 
(tank)  kept  full  of  rainwater. 

3.  The  slight  elevation  overlooking  the  fort,  where  I had  proposed  to 
build  a redoubt,  must  be  leveled,  and  the  earth  taken  from  it  can  be 
used  to  fill  in  the  marsh  to  the  right  of  the  fort  where  new  works  are  to 
be  erected. 

4.  Construct  a battery  of  twelve  cannons  adjoining  the  old  battery 
down  along  the  sea. 

5.  Tear  down  the  upper  battery  and  replace  it  with  a parapet  for 
musketry. 

6.  Enlarge  the  fort  by  adding  horn-work  in  accordance  with  plan 
given,  and  build  quarters  for  100  to  150  men  there,  two  small  powder 
magazines,  and  another  for  the  provisions  with  a shelter  for  gun  car- 
riages, cords,  fuses,  bullets,  tools,  etc. 

For  the  Channels 

7.  Close  all  the  small  channels  of  the  bay  by  sinking  old  boats  loaded 
with  sand. 

8.  As  to  the  large  channel,  which  extends  1000  yards  from  the  fort:  I 
propose  to  close  it  by  means  of  a reinforced  cable  (a  boom)  placed  be- 
tween the  sandbank  in  front  of  the  fort,  and  the  opposite  extremity  of 
the  large  channel,  about  500  yards  wide  at  this  point,  leaving  only  the 
space  necessary  to  maneuver  one  ship  between  the  end  of  the  cable  and 
the  sandbank. 

This  is  how  this  bar  (a  boom)  is  constructed  and  placed: 

Take  two  large  cables,  400  yards  long  and  a sufficient  quantity  of  logs 
30  to  40  feet  long  and  8 inches  in  diameter. 

Two  boats  are  anchored  at  the  extremity  of  the  channel,  each  one  with 
a sheet  anchor  to  which  are  attached  the  two  cables  joining  them  together. 
When  the  cables  are  joined  together,  they  are  covered  with  the  logs 
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which  are  tied  to  the  cables  with  ropes  three  or  four  inches  in  diameter. 
As  many  logs  are  added  as  may  be  needed  to  make  it  about  six  feet  thick. 
The  whole  is  held  together  at  intervals  with  iron  hoops  riveted  and  nailed 
to  the  wood. 

The  two  large  anchors  are  then  dropped,  allowing  enough  cable  or 
chain  to  let  them  reach  bottom,  and  the  work  is  continued  up  to  the  place 
decided  on,  when  the  other  two  anchors  are  dropped  to  make  the  end 
of  the  bar  secure. 

To  protect  it  better  against  the  violent  shock  of  a vessel  driven  by 
the  wind  and  tide  fifty  to  sixty  yards  of  cable  should  be  attached  to  the 
apparatus,  which  will  be  held  by  the  anchors  forty  or  fifty  yards  from 
the  shore. 

With  the  help  of  the  cables,  not  only  is  the  bar  reinforced,  but  if  the 
enemy  should  succeed  in  breaking  through,  there  would  be  only  one 
opening  and  the  rest  of  the  channel  would  remain  closed. 

To  protect  the  timbers  from  worms,  they  can  be  toughened  with  a 
mixture  of  tar  and  sand. 

This  apparatus  will  be  strong  enough  to  resist  a fleet;  but  as  we  have 

nothing  to  fear  but  frigates  of  twenty  to  thirty  cannons,  perhaps  a line 

of  large  oaks,  securely  fastened  end  to  end  with  iron  chains  might  answer 

for  the  present.  Your  Excellency  will  judge  which  of  these  devices 

should  be  used.  T r ,,

Memorandum  regarding  the  barracks  to  be  built  at  Charleston  to  lodge 
rhe  troops  sent  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor. 

July  21,  1757 

The  plan  of  the  barracks,  presented  by  Your  Excellency’s  order  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Fortifications,1  is  as  plain  and  inexpensive  as  possible. 

It  merely  calls  for  a building  of  boards  without  chimneys  two  stories 
high  in  order  to  reduce  the  cost  of  construction,  with  some  rooms  in  the 
wings  for  officers’  lodgings.  The  commissioners  with  the  expense  limited 
to  the  4,000  allowed  by  the  Assembly  for  this  purpose,  propose  to 
build  them  only  one  story  high,  with  rooms  without  boarded  ceiling  and 
flooring. 

As  such  quarters  would  not  be  suitable,  I felt  it  my  duty  to  explain 
the  drawbacks  to  Your  Excellency,  begging  you  to  inform  the  commis- 
sioners about  them. 

I will  say  no  more  about  the  incontestable  right  of  the  King’s  troops 
for  lodgings  in  the  villages  where  they  are  quartered.  This  point  is 
understood. 

When  I asked  for  barracks  instead  of  quarters  in  the  houses,  my  only 
aim  was  to  render  the  sojourn  of  the  troops  in  the  town  less  burdensome 
to  the  people,  and  to  give  the  officers  better  facilities  for  maintaining 
correct  discipline. 

The  condition  of  a soldier  ought  not  to  be  the  worse  for  this,  but  he 
ought  to  be  practically  as  well  off  in  the  barracks  as  he  would  be  in  a 
private  home,  and  has  been  everywhere  else  in  America. 

In  New  York  they  have  built  two-story  brick  barracks  with  very  good 
rooms,  with  chimneys  and  window.  They  are  furnished  with  beds,  tables, 
benches,  and  necessary  utensils  for  the  soldier’s  cooking.  Those  who  could 
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not  be  accommodated  there,  were  quartered  in  private  houses,  rented  for 
that  purpose,  and  likewise  provided  with  all  the  necessities. 

In  Philadelphia,  these  same  soldiers  of  the  Royal  American  Regiment 
were  quartered  in  private  homes  or  in  houses  rented  by  the  city,  and 
everywhere  they  had  good  rooms,  with  chimneys,  necessary  utensils,  and 
beds  with  a straw  mattress  on  which  there  was  a woolen  blanket,  sheets, 
and  a pillow,  with  a second  blanket  for  covering,  besides  the  beer,  fire, 
salt,  etc.,  specified  in  the  Act  of  Parliament. 

The  favorable  inclinations  the  people  of  this  province  have  shown  for 
the  comfort  of  the  soldiers,  leave  no  doubt  that  they  are  to  be  as  well 
treated  here  as  they  were  in  the  north. 

Besides,  Your  Excellency  knows  that  my  orders  state  that  the  ar- 
rangements made  at  Philadelphia  for  quarters  and  hospitals  are  to  be 
followed  in  this  province. 

It  is  on  account  of  these  precedents  and  orders  that  I have  the  honor 
of  pointing  out  to  Your  Excellency  that  the  barracks  the  Commissioners 
proposed  are  by  no  means  suitable. 

Lodgings  without  floors  are  too  damp  and  unhealthy,  and  in  planning 
them  with  but  a single  story,  one  loses  the  advantage  of  keeping  them 
under  the  observation  of  a single  guard,  which  keeps  the  soldiers  from 
roving  around  the  town  at  night  and  prevents  any  trouble. 

Building  them  two  stories  high  is  less  expensive  since  it  saves  half 
the  planks  and  the  roof. 

The  Commissioners  proposed  lodging  the  officers  in  brick  barracks.  I 
find  two  disadvantages  in  that:  one,  that  not  having  the  soldiers  under 
their  observation,  they  would  not  be  able  to  keep  them  in  order  as 
readily;  the  other,  that  nothing  can  be  gained  by  this  arrangement  since 
the  lodgings  occupied  by  the  officers  are  limited  by  the  number  of 
soldiers  these  barracks  can  accommodate  and  for  whom  it  will  also  be 
necessary  to  provide  other  rooms. 

If  the  amount  provided  is  not  sufficient  to  construct  all  the  barracks 
necessary,  it  could  always  be  used  to  follow  the  specifications  as  far  as 
it  may  be  stretched  and  lodging  for  the  rest  of  the  troops  could  be  pro- 
vided in  some  way  or  other. 

As  we  cannot  have  the  soldiers  camp  out  in  the  rainy  seasons,  we  can- 
not begin  too  soon  to  take  the  necessary  measures  to  get  them  under 
cover  in  suitable  quarters  such  as  Lord  Loudoun  has  established  wherever 
there  have  been  troops.

May  it  please  your  Excellency. 

We  have  carefully  perused  Col:  Bouquet’s  Letter1  directed  to  your 
Excellency  which  you  was  pleas’d  to  deliver  to  us.  And  respecting  those 
six  particulars  wch  th’  Col:  takes  notice  of  in  the  first  part  of  his  Letter, 
we  shall  pay  a due  attention  to  them,  by  taking  the  necessary  Steps  to 
procure  the  several  Works  therein  recomended,  to  be  constructed  as 
expeditiously  as  possible. 

But  concerning  the  8th  Paragraph  of  the  Sd  Letter,  which  exhibits  a 
plan  for  constructing  & fixing  a Boom  across  the  great  Channel  between 
the  middle  Ground  & Fort  Johnson,  we  beg  leave  to  observe  to  your 
Excellency. 

1.  That  it  is  impossible  to  procure  in  this  province  cables  which  are 
mentioned  in  the  scheme.  Nor  do  we  apprehend  that  any  workmen  in 
this  Country  are  [able]+  Capable  of  putting  such  a design  in  Execution. 

2.  That  if  such  Cables  cou’d  be  had  & the  Work  could  be  done,  Yet 
the  Enemy  could  easily  in  the  Night,  or  even  in  the  day,  destroy  a 
Machine  depending  upon  Cables,  by  covertly  or  openly  cutting  them. 

3.  It  is  doubtful  whether  the  Timber  in  the  Boom  would  be  Sufficient 
to  buoy  up  & float  the  Weight  of  Iron  & Cordage  that  would  hang 
upon  it. 

4.  But  the  Expence  attending  this  Work  is  an  insuperable  Objection 
to  it,  as  appears  by  the  following  Estimate.

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Add  to  this  the  great  Expence  of  keeping  it  in  Repair  & the  Danger 
of  it’s  being  totally  demolish’d  by  a Hurricane. 

With  Respect  to  the  Machine  of  large  Oaks  proposed  in  the  Close  of 
the  Letter  to  be  conjoined  with  iron  Chains,  it  is  liable  to  some  of  the 
above  objections,  particularly  we  apprehend  with  all  Submission  that  the 
Oak  of  this  Country  is  So  heavy,  that  it  will  not  float  even  without  Iron. 

These  few  Remarks  we  [by  some]!  humbly  submit  to  your  Excellency’s 
Consideration.  And  beg  Leave  to  subscribe  our  selves  with  all  due

Excellency  sends  you  the  necessary  instructions  relative  to  the  report  made 
by  the  Little  Carpenter.2  I beg  you,  Sir,  to  follow  them  exactly,  and  I 
advise  you  to  use  all  the  means  that  you  find  most  suitable  to  get  infor- 
mation about  the  affairs  of  the  Indians,  the  nature  of  the  country  sepa- 
rating you  from  the  French  settlements,  and  especially  the  courses  of  the 
rivers,  their  extent,  depth,  falls,  etc.,  so  that  when  needed  we  shall  have 
the  necessary  information.  The  French  use  the  Indians  for  spies.  Could 
you  not  induce  some  of  them  to  reconnoiter  their  forts  and  learn  the 
approximate  strength  of  their  garrisons?  I hope  to  have  news  of  you 
from  your  brother,3  and  shortly  from  Mr.  Howarth.4

According  to  your  Excellency's  letter  to  me  of  the  30  May,1  which  I 
answer’d  the  30th  June,  I suppose  the  200  Men  of  your  Province  to  be 
ready  by  this  Time,  & beg  to  have  them  sent  here,  as  soon  as  possible. 

South  Carolina  beginning  only  to  raise  it’s  Contingent,  our  Forces  in 
this  Province  are  very  inconsiderable  by  the  Disappointment  of  the  400 
Men  from  Pensylvania  & Virginia.  The  Frontiers  are  of  great  Extent,  & 
the  Forts  cannot  be  garrison'd  properly  ’till  I receive  reinforcements. 

Upon  Governor  Ellis’  repeated  Instances  I am  obliged  to  send  him 
100  Men2  to  secure  Georgia  against  the  Attempts  of  the  Privateers3  who 
infest  their  Coast,  and  I remain  here  with  about  500  Men. 

I have  Ld  Loudoun’s  Orders4  to  raise  as  many  Volunteers  as  possible 
to  compleat  his  Majestys  Regular  Forces.  Besides  the  Officers  already 
employ’d  to  recruit  in  this  Province,  I send  actually  four  more  to  North 
Carolina  (Viz1)  Lieut8  Bentinck5  & Phillips6  to  Rowan  County,7  & Lieuts 
Hay8  & Jenkins9  to  New  Bern.  I beg  leave  to  recommend  them  to  your 
Protection  and  Assistance. 

In  order  to  prevent  any  Obstruction  in  the  Execution  of  the  Orders 
they  have  receiv’d  from  me,  I hope  your  Excellency  will  be  pleas’d  to 
enjoyn  all  the  Magistrates,  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  other  Civil  Officers 
in  your  Province  to  be  assisting  unto  them  in  providing  Quarters,  neces- 
sary Carriages,  & securing  Deserters,  as  there  shall  be  Occasion. 

Unacquainted  as  I am  with  the  Country,  I cannot  fix  upon  the  most 
proper  Quarters  for  them  to  go.  But  I shall  take  it  as  a particular  favour, 
if  your  Excellency  will  give  them  the  necessary  Directions. 

The  Distance  making  it  difficult  to  send  them  money  to  recruit,  if 
more  be  wanted,  I shall  take  the  Liberty  to  send  you  Bills  of  Exchange. 
Or  if  it  was  more  convenient  to  you,  I woud  repay  here  to  your  Troops, 
the  Money  you  wou'd  advance  to  these  Officers. 

Your  Excellency  will  oblige  me  to  let  me  know  the  amount  of  your 
Militia,  beside  the  Provincials  in  pay,  & the  Number  & Condition  of  your 
Forts,  Artillery  and  Ammunition.

The  Service  requiring  a considerable  Number  of  Recruits  for  his 
Majestys  Forces,  you  are  hereby  directed  to  repair  forthwith  to  that 
part  of  North  Carolina  near  Yadkin  River,1  with  2 Serjeants  2 Corporals 
and  one  Drummer,  k there  to  raise  as  many  Volunteers  as  possible. 

I write  to  his  Excellency  Governor  Dobbs,  to  Send  the  necessary  Or- 
ders to  the  Magistrates,2  to  be  assisting  unto  you. 

Besides  the  general  Instructions3  you  have  receiv'd  from  me,  k which 
you  are  to  follow  exactly,  I shall  add  here  some  particular  Directions 
When  you  enlist  an  indented  Serv1,  you  are  to  give  his  Master  (if 
required)  a Certificate  that  such  a Man  was  inlisted  for  the  Regiment. 
But  you  are  not  to  pay  yourself  for  the  remaining  time  of  the  Indenture. 

In  Case  you  cou’d  find  proper  people  to  be  employed  in  Recruiting, 
you  are  to  make  an  Agreement  with  them  at  a fixed  Sum  for  each  Man 
they  shall  enlist,  agreeable  to  your  Instructions. 

You  are  to  conform  yourselfs  strictly  to  the  Act  of  Parliament,  k to 
have  the  Men  you  enlist  attested  before  a Justice  of  the  peace,  and  the 
two  Sections  of  the  Art:  of  War,  concerning  Mutiny  k Desertion  read 
to  them 
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After  a Man  hath  been  duly  enlisted  & attested,  you  are  not  to  dis- 
charge him,  or  Suffer  him  to  be  discharged  upon  any  pretext  whatsoever. 
But  when  you  have  a Certain  Number  of  Recruits,  you  are  to  Send  them 
with  a Serjeant  or  a Corporal  to  Charles  Town. 

You  are  to  use  your  best  endeavours  to  discover  Deserters,  & to  Cause 
them  to  be  apprehended.  And  you  will  apply  to  His  Majestys  Justices 
of  the  Peace,  or  other  Magistrates  to  carry  into  Execution  the  53d  Art. 
of  the  Act  of  Parliament  against  all  persons  concerned  in  harbouring  con- 
cealing or  assisting  Deserters,  knowing  them  to  be  such.  Or  buying  or 
receiving  their  Arms,  Cloths,  or  other  Furniture  belonging  to  the  King. 

For  each  Man  brought  to  you  or  enlisted  by  you  or  your  serjeants, 
Corporals,  or  Drummer,  you  are  to  allow  him  one  Dollar  out  of  the  Three 
pounds  agreed  for  each  Man. 

The  Distance  being  great,  you  are  to  send  to  Cha9  Town  no  less  than 
40  Men  at  once,  except  You  had  an  Opportunity  to  embark  them.4 

You  are  to  keep  your  Men  under  a good  Discipline,  & to  prevent  any 
Complaints,  in  paying  regularly  all  your  Expences. 

Besides  the  Subsistance,  yr  Recruits  shall  be  allowed  four  pence  Sterling 
p Diem  in  Lieu  of  Provisions. 

In  every  Place  when  you  intend  to  recruit,  you  are  to  apply  to  the 
Chief  Magistrate,  before  you  beat  the  Drum,  and  to  shew  him  your 
Orders. 

I desire  you  to  acquaint  me  of  your  success  by  all  Opportunitys. 

I shall  inform  his  Excellency  the  Earl  of  Loudoun  of  your  Zeal  and 
Activity  in  the  performance  of  this  Service

Chas  Town  the  7th  August  1757 
Sir. 

I had  yesterday  the  favour  of  your  Excellency’s  Letter  of  the  19th 
July.1 

It  is  with  great  Satisfaction  I see  your  200  Men  almost  compleat.  I 
was  in  hopes  that  there  should  be  no  difficulty  in  sending  them  here  as 
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soon  as  they  could  be  raised.  But  I find  that  they  are  stopp'd  for  want 
of  Money.  I wish  my  Lrl  Loudoun  had  been  informed  of  that  Circum- 
stance, at  the  meeting  in  Philadelphia.  For  my  part  I can  do  nothing  in 
that  Particular,  having  no  power  or  Direction  whatsoever  relatively  to 
the  pay  of  the  Provincial  Troops. 

I hear  that  you  could  find,  by  Several  Merchants  here  the  Credit  you 
may  want,  if  your  Assembly  hath  provided  for  the  Security  of  the 
Payment. 

I wrote  to  your  Excellency  Yesterday  by  two  Officers  Sent  to  North 
Carolina  to  recruit,  and  propose  if  it  was  agreeable  to  you  to  furnish 
them  with  the  Money  they  should  want  there  for  that  Service,  And  that 
I would  repay  it  here  to  your  Troops. 

I must  beg  leave  to  tell  you  that  they  are  extremely  wanted,  and  that 
in  case  of  any  Danger,  I should  be  unable  to  provide  for  the  Defence  of 
this  Province,  if  deprived  of  the  forces  agreed  to  be  sent  here:  Chiefly 
at  this  Juncture  that  I cannot  expect  the  400  from  Pensylvania  & Vir- 
ginia, as  long  as  they  have  the  Enemy  at  their  Doors.  Your  Excellency 
who  knows  my  Scituation,  will  certainly  be  sensible  of  it,  & I hope  will 
be  pleased  to  send  me  these  200  Men  wthout  loss  of  Time.2 

The  Distance  between  your  Province  and  Charles  Town  is  too  great 
to  send  for  them;  when  the  Ennemy  would  be  attempting  upon  us,  they 
would  be  exposed  to  be  taken  at  Sea  or  intercepted  by  Land. 

The  French  have  3 Privateers  Sounding  the  Coasts  of  Georgia.  It  is 
likely  that  they  have  some  Design,  which  cannot  be  prevented  or  dis- 
composed more  effectually  than  in  making  in  Time  the  best  Dispositions 
we  are  able  to  do. 

I do  not  expect  any  Longer  the  Highlanders,3  supposing  their  Destina- 
tion to  have  been  altered,  as  soon  as  his  Ld  Ship’s  Plan  had  been  known 
at  home.  Or  that  they  will  be  stopp'd  to  the  N°ward  upon  the  Supposi- 
tion that  we  are  strong  enough  here. 

I am  very  glad  that  his  Majesty  hath  been  pleased  to  recommend  a 
Supply  for  the  different  Colonies,  and  I am  persuaded  that  Lord  Loudoun 
will  have  a proper  Regard  to  your  Circumstances,  & the  Expences  sup- 
ported by  your  Province  for  the  Service 

But  at  the  Same  time,  it  occurs  to  me  that  in  Sending  your  Contin- 
gent of  Troops,  you  acquire  still  a more  unquestionable  Title  to  that 
Gratification. 

Governor  Lyttleton  will  answer  the  Article  your  Excellency  mentions, 
about  the  Dutys  upon  Pitch  & Tar:4  I wish  that  you  may  find  here  all 
the  facility  you  can  expect  for  the  pay  of  your  Troops. 
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The  Beeves  already  sent,  & the  Flour  you  can  embark  with  the  Men, 
will  supply  their  pay  for  some  Time.  And  they  can  besides  get  a good 
deal  of  Money  in  working  on  the  Fortifications,  which  with  the  King’s 
Provisions  will  be  sufficient  to  maintain  them,  ’till  you  can  afford  their 
full  pay 

The  News  of  the  Major’s5  better  health  is  extremely  agreeable  to  me. 
I beg  leave  to  present  my  best  Complim*8  to  him,  and  flatter  myself  to 
have  the  Pleasure  of  his  Company  & Assistance  in  Case  of  any  Emergency.

Sir 

I have  receiv’d  your  last  Letter2  with  your  Representations  upon  the 
Scarcity  & high  Price  of  Provisions.  I laid  the  matter  before  the  Gov- 
ernor, who  has  ordered  the  Commissary  General  Mr  Pinkney3  to  Supply 
your  Garrison  at  the  same  rates  that  Provisions  sell  for  in  Charles  Town. 
MrPinkney  tells  me  that  it  will  be  better  that  yourself  agree  with  some 
People  there,  or  the  Bearer  Peter  Krim4  to  furnish  you  with  the  Provi- 
sions you  may  want  and  to  deliver  them  up  to  you  at  the  Market  price 
in  this  Town.  The  Province  shall  pay  all  the  Expences  of  Carriages,  and 
your  Men  having  their  Pay,  and  the  two  pence  Sterl8  allowed  by  the 
Province,  will  be  exactly  in  the  Same  Situation  they  were  in  Town,  & 
have  no  Occasion  to  complain. 

As  it  is  highly  necessary  to  have  a Stock  of  Provisions  in  Store  at  all 
times,  you  are  to  agree  with  the  bearer  or  any  other,  to  establish  a 
Magazine  of  Provisions  for  one  Month,  of  Flour,  Salt  Meat  & Cattle,  if 
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you  can  feed  them  about  the  Fort,  and  in  Case  you  should  take  some 
of  these  Spare  Provisions  to  prevent  their  being  Spoiled,  you  are  to  reim- 
place  them,  in  order  to  keep  always  that  Magazine  compleat. 

As  I set  out  today  with  the  Governor  for  Port  Royale,  I refer  you  to 
Mr  Pinkney’s  Letter5  upon  this  Subject. 

I shall  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  by  all  Opportunitys,  and  to  convince 
you  that  I am  most  sincerely  g.^  ^

TAYLOR  TO  ELLIS

Copy  of  a Letter  from  Lieu*  Charles  Taylor1 
to  Govern1-  Ellis,  dated  at  Frederica  13  Augst  1757. 

Sir 

In  answer  to  yours  of  the  14th  July  last  I am  about  to  give  you  now 
Sir  a succinct  Acc1  of  the  present  Situation  & Conditions  of  the  Fortifica- 
tions of  Frederica,  Fl  Simons  & Fort  William  with  the  Number  Size  & 
Condition  of  the  Canon,  also  the  Quantity  & Quality  of  their  Appendages. 

The  Fort  at  Frederica  altogether  is  so  much  out  of  Repair,  that  it 
could  not,  but  with  the  greatest  difficulty,  withstand  the  faint  & irregular 
Attempts  of  an  Indian  Enemy. 

On  a Greatly  decayd  Bastion  are  5 pieces  of  Cannon,  3 of  which  are  12 
pound1-8  the  Carriages  of  the  12  Pound1-8  are  so  rotten,  that  were  the 
pieces  to  be  fired,  nay  moved  from  their  present  Situation,  the  Carriages 
would  give  way,  & the  Canon  consequently  fall  to  the  Earth.  The  2 Nine 
pounders  which  I have  caused  to  be  placed  there,  are  fit  for  immediate 
Service,  but  the  Carriages  are  much  impaird. 

About  a Quarter  of  a Mile  down  the  River  to  the  Southward  of  the 
Fort  is  a Battery  upon  which  are  12  pieces  of  Canon,  all  12  pound1-8  but 
their  Carriages  are  so  much  consumed,  that  parts  only  barely  support 
the  pieces. 
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Near  the  Fort  are  3 brass  mortar  pieces  of  different  sizes,  one  of  which 
has  a Flaw  or  Crack  in  it.  There  are  also  1 Eighteen  pound1-,  4 Twelve 
pound™  3 Nine  poundrs  & 6 Six  poundrs  which  wth  4 Four  pound™  sent 
from  hence  some  time  ago,  for  the  Service  of  the  midway  district  makes 
in  all  35  pieces  of  good  Advance  Besides  there  Are  6 pieces  of  Canon  of 
6 & 4 pound™  that  from  lying  in  Water  &c  are  eat  up  with  Rust. 

Within  the  Fort  are  several  Hundd  Weight  of  Canon  Ball  of  18,  12,  9, 
6 & 4lbs  with  a great  Number  of  Bombs  of  diff 1 Sizes  also  hand  Granades; 
but  the  powder  within  the  Bombs  & Grenades  is  Spoilt  for  want  of  due 
care  being  taken  of  them.

400  Black  Flints,  Musket  Catriges  ready  made  & c — Several  Iron  Wheels 
with  other  Iron  Work  belonging  to  the  Catridges  that  are  rotted 

I cannot  pass  over  Frederica  without  acquainting  you  Sir  of  the  deplor- 
able Situation  we  are  in  for  Want  of  Musketts  wth  all  other  Accoutrem49 
necessary  to  equip  the  Soldier.  Several  of  these  Arms  we  have  are  quite 
unfit  for  Service,  from  long  use,  Salt  Water  &ca.  I have  long  ago  applyed 
to  Govr  Littleton  for  this  one  Needful,  but  in  vain. 

When  in  the  Time  of  Gen1  Ogletheorpe  the  Spainards  batterd  down 
the  Fortifications  at  F4  Simons,  they  carryed  away  & destroyed  most  of 
the  Canon.  A few  light  Peices  I am  informed  were  left  unhurt,  but  they 
are  since  wash’d  away  into  the  Sea,  or  buried  in  the  Sand,  So  that  ’tis 
uncertain  where  they  are  to  be  found,  or  if  they  were  found  they  must 
assuredly  be  Spoiled. 

Little  better  is  the  State  of  Fort  William,  that  [than]  that  at  Frederica. 
This  Fort  is  situated  on  the  south  Side  of  Cumberland’s  Island,  about  50 
Miles  distant  from  Frederica  South  West — It  has  been  greatly  hurt  by  a 
great  Hurricane,  when  an  Inundation  of  the  Sea  demolished  the  greatest 
part  of  its  Ramparts  &ca.  On  that  part  which  fronts  the  Inlett,  are  two 
Eighteen  pound™  upon  moving  platforms,  neither  of  which  can  be  fired, 
from  the  badness  of  their  Carriages.  On  two  opposite  Angles  are  two 
4 pound™  their  Carriages  are  quite  decayed.  In  the  Fort  house,  which  is 
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in  danger  of  falling  by  every  high  Wind,  stands  1 six  poundr  that  is  every 
Way  serviceable. 

There  are  likewise  Seven  Swivels  planted  round  the  Fort,  all  which 
may  be  made  fit  for  Action  wth  a little  Repair.  In  the  Fort  is  100w4  of 
Powder  made  up  into  Canon  Cartridges.

This  is  the  Condition  of  ye  Southern  Frontier,  where  40  fine  pieces  of 
Canon  lay  dormant,  besides  Swivels  & Mortar  Pieces,  when  they  Seem  to 
be  ordained  for  such  a Season  as  the  present. 

1 am  confidently  informed  Sir,  that  there  are  50  Creek  Indians  at  the 
River  S4  Juans,4  & am  informed  further  that  a Number  of  Indians,  (I 
believe  an  inconsiderable  one)  are  gone  from  the  Settlement  of  S4  Illy5 
to  join  them.  They  say  themselves  that  they  are  going  with  an  Intention 
to  fall  upon  a Fort  belonging  to  the  Spain'13  near  S4  Augustine,  Which 
Fort  is  garrisoned  by  Negroes  whom  they  hope  to  bring  away,  in  order 
that  they  may  dispose  of  them  to  the  English  as  Slaves.  But  as  they 
are  as  perfidious  as  Savage,  there  can  be  no  reliance  upon  their  designs 
Depend  Sir,  that  no  Alacrity  shall  be  wanting  to  prevent  the  Enemy's 
Hostilities  or  depredations,  that  is  in  the  circumscribed  Power  of

Augustine  Lately  came  from  the  Serjeant  Major  there,  to  purchase  Cat- 
tle &c  in  this  Province.  Several  people  have  solicited  in  favour  of  the 
Spainards,  but  the  Savages  are  deaf  to  all  Entreaties. 

Agreeable  to  tbe  Contents  of  mine  yesterday,  I hear  by  the  same  Boat 
that  the  Long  Warrior  (a  Chief  among  the  Creeks)  is  gone  wth  a Number 
of  Ind  ians  against  the  Spainards.  You  can  best  foresee  Sir  if  this  is  likely 
to  lead  us  into  fresh  Broils.

Second  Party  en  a raporte,  un  Scalp  que  Ton  croit  etre  d'un  Officier.  Ce 
Poste  doit  etre  fort  eloigne,  etant  a 16  Journees  de  Fort  Loudoun,4  qui 
est  a 500  miles,  d’Icy,  et  ou  nous  avons  100  homes  de  Compe  Inde- 
pendantes,  et  quelques  Provinciaux.  Les  Virginiens  ont  bati  un  Fort5  a 
5 oil  6 miles  de  Fort  Loudoun,  que  My  Lord  m’avoit  recommande  de 
faire  garder,  mais  outre  qu’etant  si  pres  de  l'autre  il  est  inutile  a une  telle 
distance.

Ce  Fort  et  tous  les 
autres  tant  dans  cette  Province  qu’en  Georgia,  sont  tout  ouverts,  et  sans 
defense.  J ’employe  les  Garnisons  a les  fermer  et  reparer.  La  Ville  n’etoit 
pas  en  meilleur  Etat,  mais  l’Assemblee  ayant  vote  £7000"  Sterl:  pour 
etre  employes  en  Fortifications,  et  a reparer  l’Artillerie  qui  etoit  la  plupart 
sans  Affut,  et  enterree  dans  le  Sable.  Il  y actuellement  cent  Pieces  de 
Canon  en  Batterie,  nettoyes,  eprouves,  et  montes,  mais  la  plupart  de  petit 
Calibre. 

Le  Fort  Johnson  qui  defend  le  Port  Sera  agrandi,  et  aura  une  nouvelle 
batterie  de  12  Pieces,  avec  du  Longement  pour  300  homes  au  Lieu  de 
40  qu’il  contenoit. 

On  travaille  continuellement  a fermer  la  Ville,  et  cet  ouvrage  ne  sera 
pas  fini  d’un  an.

Charleston,  August  25,  1757. 

I had  the  honor  to  write  you  on  the  23rd  of  June1  when  I sent  you 
that  month’s  reports.  I am  herewith  enclosing  those  of  July  and  August2 
by  which  you  will  see,  Sir,  that  our  forces  have  not  increased. 

The  two  hundred  men  from  North  Carolina  are  nearly  recruited,  but 
Governor  Dobbs  writes  me  that  he  cannot  send  them,  for  want  of  money 
to  pay  them.  I no  longer  expect  anything  from  Pennsylvania  or  Virginia. 
The  regiment  this  province  was  to  levy  does  not  yet  have  a single  man, 
and  the  officers’  commissions  haven’t  even  been  processed. 

I hope  no  harm  will  result  from  all  these  delays.  The  enemy  appears 
to  be  very  quiet,  and  occupied  only  in  repairing  their  forts.  A chief  of 
the  Cherokees  named  “Little  Carpenter”  has  discovered  a new  fort3  that 
the  French  are  building  on  the  Ohio.  Since  then  a second  party  has 
brought  back  a scalp,  which  is  believed  to  be  an  officer’s.  This  fort  must 
be  some  distance  from  here,  since  it  is  sixteen  days’  journey  from  Fort 
Loudoun4  which  is  500  miles  from  here,  w'here  we  have  a hundred  men 
of  the  Independent  Company  and  a few  provincials.  The  Virginians  have 
built  a fort5  five  or  six  miles  from  Fort  Loudoun  which  His  Lordship  asked 
me  to  have  guarded;  but  besides  being  so  near  the  other  one,  it  is  useless 
at  such  a distance.  It  is  worth  nothing  in  itself,  having  been  built  only 
to  please  the  Indians. 

I have  reinforced  the  garrison  at  Fort  Prince  George  (Kevee)  in  the 
Lower  Cherokees,  300  miles  from  here,  which  will  insure  communication 
with  Fort  Loudoun.  There  are  at  present  sixty  men  there.  This  fort  and 
all  the  others  in  this  province  and  Georgia  are  left  open  and  defenceless. 
I am  having  the  garrisons  enclose  and  repair  them.  The  town  is  in  no 
better  condition,  but  the  assembly  has  voted  £7 000  sterling  to  be  used 
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for  the  fortifications  and  to  repair  the  artillery,  most  of  which  are  without 
mountings  and  buried  in  the  sand.  There  are  actually  a hundred  cannons 
in  battery  there,  cleaned,  tested  and  mounted,  but  most  of  them  are  of 
small  caliber. 

Fort  Johnson  which  defends  the  harbor  will  be  enlarged  and  will  have 
a new  battery  of  twelve  pieces,  and  quarters  for  300  men  instead  of  the 
forty  it  did  hold. 

They  are  working  constantly  to  enclose  the  town,  but  this  work  will 
not  be  finished  for  a year. 

Since  Port  Royal  is  the  most  important  port  of  the  province  and  can 
harbor  vessels  of  sixty  to  seventy  cannon,  I have  been  there  with  the 
Governor  and  have  had  a fort6  laid  out  there,  for  which  the  Assembly 
has  provided  an  appropriation  of  1 500  sterling. 

There  is  another  appropriation  to  build  one  at  George  Town,7  on  the 
north  side,  but  we  already  have  too  much  work. 

Governor  Ellis  is  having  the  town  of  Savannah  entrenched,  and  is 
building  four  stockaded  forts  in  his  province  for  the  security  of  the 
inhabitants.  I sent  him  a hundred  men  to  reinforce  the  provincial  troops 
from  Virginia,  for  protection  against  small  privateers  which  cruise  almost 
continually  along  their  coast.  There  is  also  some  artillery  left  in  the  sand 
by  General  Oglethorpe,  which  they  will  use. 

Men  are  so  scarce  in  this  province,  that  I shall  have  difficulty  in  com- 
pleting the  five  companies  of  Royal  Americans.  I sent  four  officers8  to 
recruit  in  North  Carolina  which  is  more  thickly  populated.  I have  not 
vet  heard  if  they  have  been  successful. 

The  city  is  constructing  barracks  for  600  men.  The  continual  rains 
have  driven  us  from  the  camp  and  the  soldiers  are  very  badly  housed, 
while  they  are  waiting  for  their  quarters  to  be  ready. 

Mr.  Atkins,  who  is  in  charge  of  all  Indian  affairs,  has  not  yet  arrived 
here,  where  he  will  be  very  necessary. 

My  Lord  has  filled  the  vacant  posts  in  this  division.  Capt.  Jocelyn,9 
Lieut.  Billings10  and  Ensign  Fasch11  arrived  here  the  8th  of  this  month. 

We  have  no  news  from  the  West  Indies.

Letter  to  Colonel  Stanwix 
p post  to  Phila. 

Cha8town  25th  Augst  1757. 

Dear  Colonel 

I hope  you  have  received  my  Letter  of  the  23d  June  with  the  return 
of  that  month.1  I inclose  you  those  of  July  & August;2  with  the  new 
one  agreeable  to  the  form  sent  by  Mr  Barnsley,3  I transmit  the  Same  to 
his  LdShip. 

Nothing  extraordinary  has  happen’d  Since  my  last,  the  continual  Rains 
have  driven  us  out  of  the  Camp,  & our  Men  are  quartered  in  Town  very 
badly,  till  the  new  Barracks  are  made,  which  will  be  in  about  one  Month 
hence. 

They  are  pretty  well  in  Regard  to  their  health,  having  only  27  Sick. 
We  have  lost  few  Men  by  Desertion,  & clear’d  them  to  the  24th  June 
according  to  your  order.  We  shall  account  regularly  every  13  Weeks,  to 
be  always  equal  with  you. 

The  Scarcity  of  Men  in  this  Province  has  obliged  me  to  send  six 
Officers4  a Recruiting,  four  of  them  to  North  Carolina  at  3 & 400  Miles 
from  this  place,  if  I can  compleat  the  five  Companys,  it  will  be  all,  & 
with  great  pains  & Expences. 

The  Lawyers,  Justices  of  the  Peace,  & in  general  the  whole  people  are 
eternally  against  us;  Lieu4  Evans  has  been  sent  here  prisoner  from  George 
Town  for  some  Quarrel  in  recruiting  not  worth  mentioning.  I can  have 
no  Satisfaction  for  it,  & I hope  for  no  Assistance  in  that  Respect,  ’till 
we  receive  an  Act  from  England  extensive  to  this  Continent.  The  Impo- 
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sitions  of  the  public  houses,  the  Denial  of  Quarters,  Carriages  & Ferryages 
make  it  very  near  impossible  to  carry  on  the  service.  But  I suppose  that 
you  have  enough  of  the  like  obstacles  to  struggle  with,  not  to  tire  you 
with  the  Acc1 * 3 *  of  ours.  We  shall  do  the  best  we  can,  & what  we  shall  not 
be  able  to  get,  we  shall  do  without. 

You  have  given  me  the  best  Major5  I know  in  the  World,  I had  a very 
high  Opinion  of  him  but  he  exceeds  it  every  day.  He  takes  all  possible 
Pains  to  Keep  our  Men  in  order  & to  prevent  the  sad  Effects  of  Rum. 
We  have  got  a Number  of  such  drunken  dirty  fellows  that  we  shall  never 
make  anything  of  them.  I suppose  that  you  have  met  with  the  same 
Disappointments  we  do  here,  the  2000  Men  are  still  reduced  to  the  five 
Companys  & 170  Virginians,  out  of  the  last  I send  tomorrow  100  Men  to 
Georgia,  and  the  Independents  are  all  scattered  in  the  different  Forts, 
some  at  500  Miles.  The  Commissions  for  the  Officers  who  are  to  raise 
the  Regiment  of  this  Province  are  not  issued  out  this  day,  and  not  a singD 
Man  inlisted.  Governor  Dobbs  writes  that  he  has  no  Money  to  send  hip 
two  Companys.  Such  are  our  present  forces. 

I have  been  lately  at  Port  Royal  where  a Fort  is  to  be  built6  to  protect 
them  against  Privateers;  I shall  take  the  same  Journey  to  the  Northward. 

Our  Artillery  is  finally  in  pretty  good  Order,  and  we  work  continually 
on  the  Fortifications. 

Capt.  Jocelyn,  Lieu*  Billings,  and  Ens11  Fasch  arrived  here  the  8th  Ins11 
I am  very  well  pleased  wth  this  Acquisition. 

We  have  no  News  at  all,  every  thing  is  quiet  here,  I wish  you  may 
find  it  so  about  you. 

I have  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  at  War7  and  to  Gen1  Napier  the 
Returns  of  June  and  July,  & to  Gen1  Webb  the  Return  of  August.  Gov- 
ernor Littleton  desires  his  best  Compliments  to  You.

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BOUQUET  TO  LOUDOUN

To  His  Excellency  the  Earl  of  Loudoun 

Cha8  Town  the  25th  Aug8t  1757 

My  Lord 

Since  my  last  of  the  23ci  June* 1  nothing  material  has  happend  in  these 
parts,  the  Continual  Rains  we  have  had  this  Summer  have  obliged  me  to 
bring  the  Americans  to  Town  where  they  lie  under  Cover,  till  their 
quarters  be  fitted  out. 

The  Assembly  has  voted  four  Thousand  pounds  Curry  to  build  barracks 
for  five  hundred  men,  & the  old  ones  will  do  for  200  more.  I am  not  cer- 
tain yet  if  we  shall  get  the  necessary  Furniture  in  these  Quarters,  these 
People  being  very  saving,  tho  the  Province  is  rich  & able  to  bear  that 
Expence,  they’re  extremely  pleased  to  have  soldiers  to  protect  their 

Plantations,  but  will  feel  no  inconveniences  from  them  making  no  great 
difference  between  a soldier  & a Negro. 

Everything  goes  here  as  slowly  as  in  any  other  part  of  America  and 
patience  is  the  chief  Quality  [for  a Man  in]t  to  carry  on  Business. 

We  find  that  The  Men  are  very  scarce  [in  this  Province] t and  gener- 
ally averse  to  the  Service.  I have  employ’d  two  Officers  to  recruit  in  this 
Province,  who  with  great  trouble  & Expences  have  raised  twelve  Men, 
but  they  met  with  so  many  Obstructions  from  the  people  & Magistrates 
that  I don’t  expect  any  Success,  unless  the  Parliament  would  pass  an 
Act  calculated  entirely  for  this  Continent.  I have  sent  four  other  Officers 
to  N Carolina,  but  I am  not  yet  informed  [of  the]t  What  progress  they 
have  made. 

I have  heard  Nothing  of  the  200  Men  from  Pensilvania  nor  of  the  200 
from  Virginia.  Neither  has  Govr  Dobbs  sent  the  two  Companys  of  his 
Province.  He  finds  great  Difficulttys  to  get  Money  for  their  pay,  I doubt 
whether  we  shall  see  either  of  them. 

The  Assembly  of  S°  Carolina  has  voted  two  Months  ago  a Sum  to  take 
into  pay,  on  the  same  Terms  as  the  Kings  regular  Troops  500  Men  be- 
sides the  200  already  raised:  These  Last  who  had  a higher  pay  before, 
have  been  disbanded  & no  new  ones  raised  yet,  by  which  Means  the 
Forces  of  this  Province  from  200  Men,  are  realy  reduced  to  Nothing. 

The  Comissions  for  the  Officers  of  the  new  Regiment  [ s ] t are  issued  & 
the  Govr  has  given  the  Command  of  it,  [whose]t  with  the  Rank  of  L1 
Coll:  to  Lieu1  Howarth  of  Cap1  Goldsmiths  independant  Company. 
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As  he  is  a good  Officer  and  very  fit  for  that  Employment  I have  agreed 
to  it,  ’till  yr  Lordshp’s  pleasure  shall  be  known. 

The  Want  of  th  ese  Provincials  has  put  it  out  of  my  power  to  relieve 
the  Independ1  Compys  on  the  Frontiers  tho’  it  is  extremely  necessary  to 
have  them  down  together  I have  reasons  to  believe  that  a good  many  of 
their  men  are  to  be  discharged  but  of  Six  Men  that  they  have  at  Fort 
Frederick2  I found  four  of  them  entirety  unfit  for  Service  by  reason  of 
their  Infirmities,  & old  age,  the  fifth  fifty'  four  years  old  but  able  to  serve, 
& the  Sixth  [only]t  a good  Man. 

[Those  then  company  having]t  from  this  first  Establishment  [they]! 
having  been  destined  for  the  Province  of  S.  C.  they  receive  no  Provisions 
as  the  other  Regular  Troops,  but  in  lieu  [of  theft  thereof  [they]+  are 
allowed  2 pence  Sterling  P day  and  even  now  that  the  Provincial  Troops 
have  been  put  on  the  same  footing  with  the  Regulars,  in  point  of  pay  & 
Provisions,  no  Alteration  has  been  made  for  the  Independants. 

I hope  that  the  Govr  will  prevail  on  the  next  Assembly  to  make  pro- 
visions for  them,  but  in  case  he  shou’d  not  succeed,  I beg  to  have  your 
LdShip's  Orders  upon  it  as  they  cannot  well  lie  under  that  [differenceft 
distinction,  which  [woudft  might  be  attended  wth  some  inconveniences 
in  the  Service. 

These  Companys  having  been  compleated  tho  with  [ lazy] T indifferent 
Men,  the  Capts  complain  of  want  of  Funds  to  [reemplace  at  once  all  the 
Deffetives]t  recruit  but  I hope  to  remove  that  Difficulty  & to  engage 
them  to  find  Money  and  Men  as  soon  as  I shall  have  them  together. 

The  disbanding  of  the  few  Provincial  Forces,  has  obliged  me  to  send 
up  to  Fort  Prince  George  the  Remaindr  of  the  three  Companys  amount- 
ing to  about  30  Men  to  reinforce  the  Garrison  & repair  that  Fort. 

Upon  Goverr  Ellis’s  repeated  Instances,  I have  sent  [to  him]t  to  Savan- 
nah one  Company  of  the  Virginians  to  protect  his  Province  against  the 
Insults  of  Privateers  who  are  almost  continually  cruizing  on  that  Coast. 

The  Situation  of  our  Indian  Affairs  [are]t  is  very  good,  the  Cherokees 
Seem  to  be  our  Sincere  friends,  & have  made  the  Path  to  the  French 
bloody,  the  Little  Carpenter  has  discovered  a new  Fort,3  which  they 
have  built  on  the  Ohio,  at  16  Journeys  from  Fort  Loudoun;  since  that 
Time  another  Party  of  Indians  have  brought  a Scalp  from  thence  taken 
to  be  the  Scalp  of  an  Officer. 

The  Creeks  [were  veryjt  who  are  a numerous  Nation  & reputed  good 
Warriors,  stand  still  Neutrals,  but  it  is  apprehended  were  they  to  declare, 
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it  vvou’d  be  [against  us]!  in  favour  of  the  French,  being  Kept  in  Subjec- 
tion by  their  [French]!  Settlements. 

Mr  Atkins  is  not  yet  come,  tho’  greatly  wanted. 

After  our  Arrival  here,  I had  the  Following  Reports  from  the  different 
Forts  in  S°  Carolina.4 

NB.  taken  from  G.  Napiers  Letter5 

Your  LdShip  was  informed  at  Philadelphia  that  the  Province  of  Vir- 
ginia had  built  a Fort  in  the  upper  Cherokees  whose  Garrison  I was  to 
reinforce,  but  that  Fort  being  only  seven  Miles  from  Fort  Loudoun,  I 
heard  from  [thejt  some  officers  Who  have  seen  it,  that  it  is  a meer  bub- 
ble, constructed  to  humour  the  Indians.  It  is  a Square  of  30  Paces,  wth 
two  little  Bastions,  [with]!  and  small  Gorges  of  4 feet  & Garrisond  by  a 
Single  old  Cherokee  who  lives  there.  Its  proximity  to  Fort  Loudoun  woud 
equally  render  it  useless  at  Such  a Distance,  even  if  it  was  a good  place. 

1 his  Town  was  quite  defenceless,  great  Part  of  the  Canons  wth  out 
Carriages,  some  buried  in  the  Sand,  and  the  people  living  in  all  the  secur- 
ity of  a profound  peace.  Such  is,  My  Lord,  the  Condition  in  which  we 
found  the  military  State  of  this  Province;  Georgia  &c.  Since  our  first 
appearance  everything  seems  to  have  taken  a new  Life,  the[ir]t  Spirits 
are  raised  & everybody  appears  well  disposed  for  the  common  Defence 
of  the  Country,  (as  far  as  it  does  not  interfere  with  [their]!  private 
Interest  or  Conveniences.) 

The  Assembly  [having]!  has  granted  Ten  Thousand  Pound  Sterl:  to 
be  employed  in  Fortifications. 

Fort  Johnson,  which  could  Scarce  contain  forty  men  [Shall]!  will  be 
enlarged  & Lodgements  made  for  200,  with  a new  Battery  of  twelve  or 
fifteen  Guns. 

The  Works  in  Town  towards  the  Sea,  are  carry’d  on  with  great  Chear- 
fulness,  And  some  out  Works  will  be  raised  on  the  Land  Side;  the  Marshes 
which  surround  the  Town  that  Way,  make  its’  situation  naturally  Strong. 

We  have  cleaned,  painted  & proved  all  the  Artillery,  & have  actually 
in  Town  Ninety  One  Canons  of  difp  Sizes  mounted  in  Battery,  and 
forty  five  more,  that  want  only  Carnages  besides  an  old  Mortar  without 
Shells,  some  Cohorns,  & the  Artillery  at  Fort  Johnson. 

The  Voluntier  Strodman  who  has  always  served  abroad  in  the  Artillery 
is  very  useful  to  us  in  that  part,  as  Lieut  Hess  in  the  Fortifications. 

Port  Royall  being  of  great  importance  for  its  Harbour  I have  been 
there  with  the  Governr  & directed  a new  Fort  to  be  built.  The  Assembly 
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had  appropriated  fifteen  hundred  Pounds  Sterl:  for  it,  which  Sum  will 
be  very  near  Sufficient.  It's  Situation  is  extremely  convenient  & will 
afford  a good  defence  to  the  Channel  & the  Town,  the  Work  will  imme- 
diatly  be  put  in  execcution. 

The  Province  desires  that  another  Fort  may  be  erected  at  George 
Town,  Seventy  Miles  to  the  Northward.  We  shall  do  it  in  time. 

The  difP  Forts  to  the  S°Ward  of  Georgia  are  in  such  dismal  Condition 
that  I propose  to  take  a Journey  that  way,  [to]t  and  see  at  the  same 
time  Fort  Moore  & Fort  Augusta.  I shall  put  in  Repair  the  most  impor- 
tant, of  these  Forts  & give  over  all  the  rest 

Some  Artillery  left  by  Gen* 1 * * * *  Oglethorpe,  lies  scatterd  & buried  in  that 
Province;  we  shall  make  the  best  of  it.  (Some  light  Pieces  have  likewise 
been  discoverd  in  the  Sand  near  Peresburg. )6 

We  are  here  in  a general  Want  of  all  Sort  of  Stores,  chiefly  [of ] t of 
Canon  Balls  & Shells.  Instructions  in  that  particular  have  been  given  to 
Mr  Wright  the  new  Agent  in  London 

The  Militia  of  this  Province  amounts  to  about  six  thousand  badly 
armed  Men.  I have  proposed  to  the  Governr  some  hints  that  he  has 
approved  of  as  to  form  in  each  Regim1  a Company  of  Workmen,  and 
another  of  Guides,  A Company  of  volunteers  ready  to  march  upon  any 
Emergency,  and  to  form  in  Town  a Corps  of  Artillery,  which  last  Article 
has  already  been  [put  in  Execution]!  comply’d  with. 

The  Militia  of  the  Town  is  exercised  by  our  Serjeant  Major,  & I have 
proposed  that  every  Regm1  of  Militia  shoud  send  to  Chas  Town  a Man 
or  two,  to  learn  the  Exercise 

I have  [ had ] t met  with  no  difficulty  for  the  Command,  & in  every 
Measure  [ I ] t have  agreed  perfectly  with  the  Governor. 

We  had  a meeting  at  Beaufort  with  Govr  Ellis,  who  takes  all  possible 
means  to  raise  the  people  of  Georgia,  from  the  wretched  condition  they 
were  in. 

He  is  inclosing  the  Town  of  Savannah  with  a good  Entrenchm1  [Moores 
Fort  & Fort  August.  I shall  put  in  the  most  important  In  that  Fort  & 
give  them  the  rest]!  & building  [Forts]!  Stockadoe  Forts.  The  Affairs 
of  that  Province  coud  not  be  in  better  hands,  They  are  earnestly  desirous 
of  having  a Company  of  Rangers  in  the  Kings  Pay  & [I  beleive]!  for 
what  I know  that  Establishm1  woud  be  of  [very  good]!  great  Service  in

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Regulation  of  [ different  ]+  some  points  of  Consequence  for  the  Service 
such  as  Ferryage  Quarters  & Carriage  for  the  Troops  & [to  settle ] T the 
Price  to  be  paid  for  Provisions  by  the  Soldiers,  when  sent  upon  Parties 
or  recruiting,  the  People  having  so  immoderately  imposed  upon  us,  that 
there  is  no  carrying  on  the  service  at  such  a Rate. 

Cap1  Jocelyn,  Lieu1  Billings  & Ensign  Fasch  arrived  here  the  8th  In- 
stant, & have  completed  the  Vacancys  of  the  Division.  I am  extremely 
pleased  with  that  Acquisition,  and  most  particularly  obliged  to  yr  LdSp 
for  the  favour  conferrd  on  young  Fasch. 

I have  sent  regularly  the  Returns  to  General  Webb,  and  to  the  Secre- 
tary at  War  & Gen1  Napier  in  England. 

I understand  that  the  Virginia  Regiment  has  two  hunda  Men  over  & 
above  it’s  Complim*  [the  Recruits]!  there  being  so  few  Recruits  to  be 
got  here,  I beg  leave  to  propose  to  your  LdShip  that  in  Case  the  two 
Companys  shoud  be  [sent]!  order’d  back  to  their  Province,  we  might 
enlist  Such  of  them  as  would  chuse  to  enter  into  the  Americans. 

I mention  only  these  Troops  [because]!  as  they  belong  to  your  LdShips 
Government;  but  the  same  could  be  extended  to  all  the  provincial  Troops 
[when  sent  home,  when]!  on  being  recalld  home  and  they  would  find 
it  easy  to  compleat  themselves  again. 

Governr  Ellis  received  lately  a Letter  from  your  Lordship  by  a Vessel 
from  N York;  there  were  other  Dispatches  for  Govr  Littleton,  which  Were 
sent  to  him  by  Express  from  Savannah,  but  unluckly  that  paquet  has 
been  lost  in  the  River  by  an  Accident.7  I do  not  know  if  there  were  any 
Orders  for  me.  By  a Vessel  from  Bristol,  we  hear  that  she  Sail’d  from 
Ireland  in  Company  of  the  Falkland  Man  of  War  & Ten  Transports,  hav- 
ing on  board  the  Batallion  of  Highlanders  Commanded  by  Lieu1  Col. 
Montgomery,  bound  to  this  Place.  She  left  them  5 Weeks  ago,  & they 
are  expected  daily.8  That  Strong  Reinforcement  is  more  than  sufficient 
to  make  up  all  our  defficiences  in  Provincial  Troops.  I shall  inform  your 
LdShip  of  their  Arrival  by  the  first  Opportunity. 

I see  by  Col.  Young  & Coll  Haldimands  Letters,  that  Col  Prevost  has 
wrote  to  England,  to  obtain  Leave  to  resign  his  Commission.9  I was  not 
a little  surprized  at  it,  but  if  it  is  the  Case,  I take  the  Liberty  to  recom- 
mend myself  very  respectfully  to  your  LdShip  [petition]!  for  the  Com- 
mand of  that  Battalion  the  only  Way  of  Preferment  left  open  to  us  in 
the  Service.

Sir 

I send  you  one  Company  of  the  Provincial  Troops  of  Virginia,  as  you 
have  desired.  Capt  Mercer  being  sick,  Lieu1  Stuart  hath  the  Command 
of  the  Same.  I beg  leave  to  recommend  him  to  you,  as  well  as  the  two 
other  Officers.  I have  ordered  him  to  follow  all  your  Directions  concern- 
ing these  Troops,  that  they  may  be  employ’d  in  any  part  of  your  province 
that  you  shall  think  proper.  Mr  Stead,  our  Contractor,  hath  taken  proper 
Measures  to  supply  them  with  provisions.  As  to  Quarters,  Wood  & Can- 
dles, we  have  agreed  that  they  should  be  supplyed  by  your  Province. 

By  a ship  from  Bristol,  we  hear  that  the  Batallion  of  Highlanders  com- 
manded by  Lieu1  Col;  Montgommery,  is  upon  our  Coasts,  & is  expected 
here  every  day.  With  such  an  Augmentation  of  forces,  I shall  be  able  to 
assist  you  more  effectually;  and  if  you  cou’d  conveniently  Quarter  the 
other  Companys  of  the  Virginia  Regiment,  I would  send  them  to  you,  to 
have  them  together  under  the  Command  of  L.  Col  Stevens2  (but  this 
point  between  us.) 
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Amongst  our  Recruits  raised  in  this  Province,  we  find  a Man  accused 
of  having  committed  a Murder  in  Georgia,  his  Name  is  Peter  Slowman; 
I beg  you  would  enquire  into  the  Fact.3  The  Man  is  arrested,  and  I shall 
deliver  him  up  to  anybody  you  will  be  pleas’d  to  appoint  to  receive  him. 

I hear  that  amongst  the  Cannons  left  in  Georgia  by  GenL  Oglethorpe, 
there  are  Several  18  poundrs,  chiefly  at  Frederica.  I should  be  obliged  to 
you  to  let  me  know  exactly  the  Number  you  have  in  all.  And  as  Cannons 
of  that  Size,  should  rather  be  inconvenient  to  You,  I would  propose  to 
exchange  them  for  9 and  12  pounders,  Which  are  of  a more  convenient 
Size  for  your  Stockado  Forts,  will  produce  the  same  Effect,  and  exhaust 
less  powder.  As  we  are  in  great  want  of  large  Cannons  here,  I could 
employ  them  very  usefully  in  our  Batteries  Toward  the  sea. 

I hope  you  did  return  safe  to  ye  Capital,4  That  Journey  proved  very 
agreeable  to  me  by  having  the  pleasure  of  your  acquaintance.5  I wish  I 
could  find  an  Opportunity  to  convince  you  of  my  great  Regard  for  you, 
and  Sincere  Wishes  for  the  Success  of  all  your  useful  Designs.

I received  the  27th  your  Letter  of  the  18  Inst2  & am  very  glad  to  know 
your  safe  Arrival  at  home.  I wrote  you  by  Lieuc  Stuart3  who  commands 
the  100  Men  I have  sent  You:  They  embarked  the  27th  in  2 good  Schooners 
& shall  go  about  7 Leagues  by  Sea.  I hope  they  will  meet  with  no  Danger 
& arrive  Safe  at  Savannah. 
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I acquainted  you  that  we  expect  every  Moment  the  Regiment  of  High- 
land1 2 *'8 & that  by  this  Reinforcement,  I should  be  enabled  to  Send  more 
Troops  if  wanted.  I [ n ] case  you  chuse  to  have  the  Remainder  of  the 
Virginia  Regiment  about  90  Men,  I will  send  them,  but  I beg  you  not  to 
mention  the  Offers. 

The  Sad  Condition  of  your  Forts  induces  me  to  take  a Journey  there, 
when  there,  when  I see  Coll  Montgommery  arriv’d,  and  our  Works  here 
go  on. 

I propose  to  begin  by  Fort  Augusta  and  come  down  the  River  to  Savan- 
nah, where  I expect  the  Pleasure  to  see  you,  then  proceed  to  the 
Southward. 

The  Approbation  Ld  Loudoun  gives  to  your  Rangers,  is  very  agreeable 
to  me  I hope  to  see  Soon  proper  Measures  taken  to  forward  that  impor- 
tant Service.4 

You  are  very  good  Sir  to  have  remember’d  the  Art:  of  Recruits;  if  your 
Officer  could  by  himself,  or  any  other  people,  procure  me  some  Men,  & 
conform  to  the  Rules  I take  the  Liberty  to  inclose,5  I wou’d  pay  him 
Two  or  even  Three  pounds  Sterling  for  each  of  such  good  Men,  beside 
the  Subsistance  from  the  day  they  are  enlisted.  Their  Subsistance  or 
Pay  is  6 Stg  p diem,  besides  Clothing  & the  Kings  Provisions.  If  he  can- 
not undertake  it,  I will  send  an  Officer  & some  Men,  to  any  part  of  the 
Country,  he  would  direct  them  to  go. 

I have  had  no  Letters  from  Lord  Loudoun,  & no  News  from  the 
Northward. 

A New  York  Vessel  is  just  arrived  but  had  a Six  Weeks  passage. 

I beg  you  will  be  persuaded  that  in  every  Opportunity,  I shall  give  to 
your  Province  all  the  Assistance  in  my  power.  It  would  be  a great  Satis- 
faction to  me,  if  I could  contribute  in  the  least  to  the  Welfare  & Safety 
of  a Country  that  You  are  raising  from  a Wretched  condition,  to  a state 
of  plenty  & happiness

We  are  very  uneasy 
about  it,  by  the  difficulty  of  hearing  from  His  Lordship  at  such  a distance. 

This  Schooner  sailing  tomorrow  for  Philadelphia,  I shall  take  the  first

I find  officers  are  little  estimed 
in  this  Service,  to  be  Sent  like  Pedlars,  or  Pack  Horsemen  without  proper 
guard,  thro’  this  Wood  Bind  Country;  Look  upon  it,  both  in  this  light 
a very  Hard  and  Excessive  ill  usage  to  be  forced  to  the  hazard  of  being 
Robed,  & Scalped:  This  cannot  be  the  Intention  of  the  Service,  for  a 
man  to  be  Killed  out  of  his  Caracter.  therefore  I hope  your  Excellency 
will  be  So  good  as  to  represent2  this  to  Coll.  Bouquet;  that  [tjhere  may 
be  Some  other  method  ordered  when  officers  are  relieved  for  I declare 
I am  quite  averse  to  Such  Treatments;  I have  aplied  to  Cap1  Demere3 
and  He  informs  me  that  he  Cannot  Spare  any,  being  very  apprehensive 
of  the  Ennimy,  the  Tillies  People  continue  very  Insolent,  and  harbour 
the  Shawanese.4

As  I understand,  that  Lieutenant  Colonel  Montgommery,  has  a great 
many  Supernumerary  Men  along  with  his  Battalion;  You  are  therefore 
hereby  required,  upon  his  Arrival  in  Carolina,  to  draught  those  Super- 
numeraries in  the  following  manner. 

1st — You  are  to  choose  out,  from  his  whole  numbers  of  Men  that  are 
along  with  him,  five  hundred  including  Corporals,  who  are  to  be  sett  a 
part  for  his  own  Regiment. 

2fl — The  whole  remaining  Men,  are  then  to  be  properly  Sized,  & drawn 
up  into  Front  Centre  and  rear  Ranks;  then,  according  to  the  number 
of  Supernumeraries  that  are  to  be  draughted,  You  and  he  will  settle 
according  to  the  Numbers,  and  draw  for  them  by  files  as  they  stand;

And  in  order  that  I may  settle,  how  they  are  to  be  paid  for,  he  must 
send  me  a Copy  of  his  recruiting  Account,2  Stating  the  time  from  whence 
the  Pay  of  his  Battalion  Commenced;  The  Sum  allowed  by  Government, 
for  the  Enlisting  each  Man;  With  a true  State  of  the  Sums  paid,  for 
recruiting  and  Subsisting  of  each  Man.  With  the  numbers  that  his  Regi- 
ment consisted  of,  from  the  24,h  of  December  last,  and  so  forward  Weekly, 
to  the  24th  of  June.  You  will  likewise  direct  him,  to  send  me  an  Account, 
to  what  time  the  Pay  of  the  Regiment  has  been  Issued,  from  the  Pay 
Office,  into  his  Agents  hands;  and  to  what  time  his  Regiment  has  received 
Money  for  their  Subsistence,  And  what  Provision  is  made,  for  supporting 
of  his  Regiment  in  Carolina;  that  I may  give  Orders  accordingly.

Sir, 

I have  sent  you  my  Orders  of  this  Date,  in  Relation  to  drafting  the 
Supernumeraries  of  Ll  Col"  Montgomery’s  Battalion  into  the  Royal 
American  Regiment;  but  as  I understand  there  are  a good  Many  Low 
Country  Men1  mixed  with  the  Highlanders  in  both  those  Regiments,  and 
as  I am  of  Opinion  that  the  Low  Country  Men  will  do  full  as  well  in  the 


Lieut.  Col0  Bouquet. 
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other  Regiments,  & that  it  will  be  better  to  keep  the  Real  Highlanders 
incorporated  together  in  a Corp;  Notwithstanding  of  the  Orders  of  this 
Date,  I do  allow  you,  that  in  Case  you  find  that  you  can  settle  with  Lieut. 
Col0  Montgomery  to  receive  those  Low  Country  Men,  without  a Draft 
out  of  the  Whole,  & they  appear  to  you  to  answer  your  purpose;  In  that 
[Case]  you  are  at  Liberty  to  depart  from  the  said  Order  in  so  far. 

But  if  any  Disputes  shou’d  be  likely  to  arise  in  receiving  the  Drafts  or 
Supernumeraries,  then  the  aforementioned  Order,  is  to  be  the  Rule  by 
which  you  are  to  act. 

I have  sent  you  200  Firelocks,  Bayonets  & Cartridge  Boxes,  for  arming 
those  Men  when  you  receive  them,  and  Cloathing  for  the  same  Number. 

As  I have  received  but  one  Return2  from  you  since  you  left  me,  I can 
not  judge  of  the  Number  of  Recruits  you  either  have  got,  or  that  I may 
depend  on  your  being  able  to  get  during  the  Winter,  therefore  the  only 
Directions  I can  give  you  is,  That  in  Case  You  find  you  will  be  able  to 
Compleat  the  5 Companies  of  the  first  Battalion,  during  the  Winter,  you 
will  send  of  the  Supernumeraries  to  join  the  Battalions  now  in  Pensyl- 
vania;  But  if  you  find  that  you  are  not  likely  to  compleat  the  five  Com- 
panies, which  I do  not  imagine  can  be  the  Case  in  that  wide  Country, 
you  are  to  keep  such  a Number  of  the  Supernumeraries  as  will  enable 
you  to  compleat  them  by  the  Spring. 

I have  ordered  Lieut.  Sutherland3  of  Lt4  Colonel  Montgomery’s  Bat- 
talion, to  take  the  Charge  of  the  Stores,  a List  of  which  you  have 
Enclosed. 

I have  likewise  sent  by  him  the  Sum  of  _£30004  in  specie,  in  order  to 
prevent  the  lowering  of  the  Exchange,  I have  sent  this  Money  the  Rather 
because  I have  at  present  no  Account  to  what  Time  the  Highlanders  have 
been  paid  up,  nor  what  Care  has  been  taken  to  remitt  their  pay  to  them, 
for  at  present  I have  received  no  Information  or  Direction  about  them, 
but  that  they  carry  Supernumeraries5  with  them  to  about  the  Number 
of  300,  & by  a Letter  from  L4  Col0  Fraser3  yesterday,  from  Halifax,  I find 
he  has  130  Supernumeraries  with  him. 

Bills  shall  be  sent  you  for  the  subsistance  of  the  Troops,  which  you 
will  issue  to  the  Highlanders  in  the  same  Manner  as  to  the  five  Companies, 
and  by  the  same  Rules,  keeping  a regular  Account. 

As  you  have  now  so  great  a Body  of  Regular  Troops,  I do  not  see  any 
Necessity  for  keeping  the  200  Provincial  Troops  any  longer  with  you, 
therefore  as  soon  as  they  can  be  spared,  I wou’d  have  them  returned  to 
Virginia  at  the  Expence  of  that  Province,  and  as  I have  begg’d  of  the 
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Governor  to  apply  to  the  Station  Ship  to  convoy  them  into  the  Capes 
of  Virginia,  that  will  be  a proper  Opportunity  for  sending  the  Super- 
numeraries, as  the  same  Convoy  will  serve  for  both;  for  this  Purpose  you 
will  detach  such  a Number  of  Officers,  as  you  shall  see  necessary  to  take 
Care  of  them,  whilst  on  board  the  Sloops,  which  you  must  hire  for  that 
Purpose,  & I wou’d  have  them  sent  up  the  Chesapeak  Bay  to  Lancaster 
in  Pensylvania,  & that  you  shou'd  acquaint  Coll>  Stanwix  who  will  order 
proper  Officers  to  receive  them. 

Next  as  to  Quarters,  I have  writ  to  the  Governor7  to  prepare  them 
immediately;  for  you  will  find  this  an  essential  Article,  and  if  great  Care 
is  not  taken  of  those  raw  Men  just  come  from  a cold  Climate,  you  will 
be  in  great  Danger  of  loosing  a great  many  of  them  this  Winter;  for 
which  Reason  when  you  draft  them  I wou’d  leave  them  Compleat  1000 
Private. 

You  will  remember  the  Instructions8  I gave  you  as  to  the  distant  Forts, 
& keep  your  People  as  much  as  the  Nature  of  the  Country  and  the 
Service  will  permit,  under  your  own  Eye.

An  Account  of  the  Monies  you  have  issued  to  the  Detatchment  of  the 
Royal  Americans  under  your  Command,  for  their  Subsistence  up  to  the 
24th  Instant. 

An  Account  of  the  Monies  you  have  issued  for  recruiting  them  & other 
Regimental  Contingencies,  up  to  the  said  Time. 

A Third  for  the  Monies  disbursed  by  you  for  Contingencies  relative  to 
your  Command, 

And  a fourth  Account  of  the  Monies  you  shall  have  issued  for  the  Sub- 
sistance  of  the  Highlanders  from  their  Arrival  in  Carolina  up  to  the  24th 
of  September. 

And  at  Christmas  next,  you  will  observe  to  send  me  the  like  Accounts 
up  to  that  Time;  and  to  take  particular  Care  to  have  all  those  Accounts 
supported  by  proper  Vouchers. 

Since  writing  the  above  I have  seen  Mr  Hunter,  by  whom  I learn  that 
remitting  of  Bills  instead  of  Specie,  is  a saving  to  the  publick;  I have 
therefore  directed  him  to  draw  a Number  of  them  in  your  Favour  to  the 
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Amount  of  £5000.  instead  of  the  £3000.  mentioned  in  my  Letter  to  be 
sent  you  by  L*  Sutherland. 

When  you  have  received  their  Amount,  you  will  send  him  a Receipt10 
for  them,  that  he  may  apply  to  Mr  Mortier  for  his  Receipts  as  Cash 
received  from  the  Contractors.  I have  not  sent  you  any  Powder,  as  I 
understand  the  Highlanders  carry  a large  Quantity  with  them.

Brink  of  the  Styx.  The  Effects  of  wch  I yet  too  sensibly  Feel  to  be  able 
to  Venture  abroad. 

A Few  hours  agoe  I was  sent  to  by  his  Ld  Ship’s  orders,  for  a Fresh 
supply  of  Bills  of  Echange  to  ye  Amount  of  /5,00c)1  Sterg  made  payable, 
& to  be  sent  to  you,  the  Profitt  arrising  by  ye  sale  of  those  Bills,  between 
their  Produce  & ye  4/8  a Dollar,  after  Deducting  one  pr  C‘  for  Negotiating; 
is  ye  property  of  the  Publick.  I am  therefore  to  Beg  (as  I am  Accountable 
for  all  Profitt  made  on  Exchange.)  that  you  would  be  pleas'd  to  order 
ye  Person  that  does  your  Busines  to  Let  me  know  ye  amount  of  such 
Profitt  when  ys  Bills  are  sold,  that  I may  give  ye  Proper  creditt.

Sir 

I have  received  your  Letters-  and  am  very  sorry  for  your  Indisposi- 
tion, I hope  you  will  soon  recover  your  health,  but  if  it  shoud  happen 
otherwise,  I shall  send  an  Officer  to  relieve  you  if  you  chuse  it. 
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I have  given  you  Directions  to  furnish  from  your  Garrison  all  the  nec- 
essary Escorts  to  Fort  Loudoun,  & desired  you  to  agree  with  Capt  Deinere 
of  the  most  convenient  way  to  do  it.3  Notwithstanding  I see  that  Ens 
Bogges  is  not  gone  up  agreeable  to  his  Orders  for  want  of  an  Escort,4  I 
did  not  imagine  that  that  Officer  should  want  one,  when  the  Traders  go 
every  day  up  and  down  unmolested.  You  are  the  best  Judge  of  it,  and  if 
you  find  that  an  Escort  is  necessary  for  his  Safety  let  him  have  one,  but 
I understand  that  the  Orders  be  executed  punctually. 

I have  done  all  what  was  in  my  power  to  see  your  Garrison  properly 
supply’d  with  provisions  and  obtained  that  they  should  be  delivered  to 
them  at  your  Fort,  at  the  same  rate  as  they  are  bought  here  in  Town. 
The  Province  paying  all  the  Expences  of  Carriages. 

You  have  moreover  been  authorized  by  the  Governor  to  give  a Gill 
of  Rum  to  each  Man  who  works  in  the  Fort.  These  Considerations  shoud 
have  engaged  them  to  behave  better  than  you  acquaint  me  they  have 
done,  they  must  not  imagine  that  they  have  their  Liberty  to  work  or 
not,  All  the  King’s  Troops  are  obliged  to  do  it  when  order'd. 

Nevertheless  in  regard  to  your  Representation,  I have  apply'd  again 
to  the  Governor  and  obtained  an  Allowance  of  two  Gills  of  Rum  pr  day, 
to  each  Man  employed  in  repairing  the  Fort.  These  two  Gills  can  be 
delivered  at  Fort  Prince  George  at  the  rate  of  Three  pence  half  penny 
Sterling,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  province. 

I hope  that  you  will  hear  of  no  more  Complaints.  Therefore  I direct 
you  to  oblige  them  to  work,  and  if  any  of  them  shou’d  refuse  it,  you  are 
to  confine  him,  and  I shall  have  him  punished  for  his  Disobedience. 

You  are  to  go  on  in  Stockading  the  Fort,  'till  you  receive  further 
Directions. 

After  your  Men  shall  have  cut  down,  and  put  in  piles,  a good  Quantity 
of  Punchons  in  the  Woods,  you  may  hire  horses  or  Carts,  to  carry  them 
to  the  Fort,  and  draw  upon  the  Commissary  for  their  pay. 

For  the  Guard  house,  Well  and  Barracks,  a Carpenter  shall  be  sent 
up  to  you  with  the  necessary  Ropes  and  Chains.  I expect  that  you  will 
find  no  more  Difficulties  in  carrying  that  Work  on. 

The  Highland  Batallion  commanded  by  Colonel  Montgommery  is  ar- 
rived, and  the  Carolina  Regiment5  is  raising.  I hope  to  be  able  to  relieve 
you  before  Winter  and  wish  You  a better  health.

I do  not  know 
what  Lord  Loudoun  will  do  with  all  the  Regulars  who  are  here,  but  I 
suppose  that  He  will  order  some  of  them  back  to  the  N°ward  next  Winter, 
or  rather  in  the  Spring,  in  which  case  your  Troops  could  still  be  wanted. 
For  the  present  I think  it  will  be  sufficient  to  Keep  them  in  readiness  at 
any  Event. 

We  have  no  News  except  what  your  Excellency  may  see  in  the  News 
papers,  The  last  Vessels  from  Europe  having  had  very  long  Passages. 

I take  the  Liberty  to  recommend  to  your  Excellencys  Protection  the 
Officers  and  Men,  I was  forced  to  send  to  your  Province,  by  the  great 
Scarcity  of  Men  in  these  Parts,  and  our  Want  of  Recruits  to  compleat 
the  Americans.  I beg  your  Excellency  will  issue  the  necessary  Orders 
that  they  may  get  Quarters:  and  as  they  complain  exteremely  that  they 
have  been  imposed  upon  in  an  exorbitant  manner,  for  the  price  of  Pro- 
visions, I wish  that  some  Regulations  could  be  made  in  your  Province 
in  that  regard,  agreable  to  the  Act  of  Parliament,  without  which  it  will 
be  impossible  to  carry  on  the  Service  in  this  Continent. 

Since  your  Troops  are  not  to  come  here  for  the  present,  I desire  your 
Excellency  wou’d  let  me  know  who  I could  repay  the  Money  that  may 
be  advanced  to  our  Officers  for  the  Recruits. 

I beg  leave  to  offer  my  Service  to  Major  Dobbs,2  and  remain  very

I have  the  honour  to  inform  your  LordShip  that  the  first  Highland 
Bataillon  commanded  by  L1  Coll.  Montgomery  landed  here  the  3d  inst. 
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Your  LordShip  will  See  by  the  inclosed  Return  that  they  have  106 
Supernumerary  men.  They  were  very  healthy  when  they  arrived,  hut 
grow  very  Sickly. 

That  Battalion  is  in  extreme  good  order,  and  will  Soon  be  formed  un- 
der the  direction  of  Such  good  officers  as  the  Colonel,  and  Major  Grant.1 
Mr  Rich.  Sutherland  Ensn  in  the  Americans  has  got  in  this  Battalion  a 
Lieuts  Commission  in  date  of  the  8th  January,  and  he  is  the  third. 

Nine  out  of  their  ten  Transports  being  under  Charter  Party  to  be  con- 
voyed back  to  the  Thames,  refuse  to  be  discharged  here,  till  a Man  of 
War  may  be  had  for  that  Service,  which  delay  will  be  attended  with  a 
considerable  Expence  to  the  Government. 

They  have  brought  150  Barrils  of  Gun  Powder  and  the  Same  Sort  of 
Beds  that  we  imported  from  England. 

Upon  their  arrival,  I have  Sent  an  Express  to  Governor  Dobbs  to 
desire  him  not  to  send  here  the  200  men  of  his  Provincials,  but  to  keep 
them  in  his  Province,  where  he  has  more  facility  to  pay  them. 

The  whole  Country  is  So  unhealthy  at  this  season  that  the  officers  as 
well  as  the  men  I had  Sent  out  for  recruiting,  are  fallen  Sick,  and  I am 
obliged  to  recall  them,  after  very  little  Success,  and  great  Expences. 

I transmitted  to  your  LordShip  the  Returns  of  the  Forces  here,  for 
July  and  August,2  in  my  last  of  the  25th  August  Sent  by  land,  of  which 
a duplicate  Shall  go  by  the  first  Vessell  to  Philadelphia,  or  N.  York. 
Nothing  material  has  happened  here  Since

I received  yesterday  the  favour  of  yours  of  the  28th  August,1 2  and  am 
extremely  obliged  to  your  Excellency  for  your  Care  of  our  Recruiting 
Officers.  I have  order’d  Lieu1  Hay  to  Newbern,  and  as  I see  that  his 
Party  is  sickly  and  the  Expences  very  great  for  want  of  proper  Regula- 
tions on  this  Continent  to  fix  the  Rate  of  Provisions,  I do  not  intend 
they  shall  go  any  farther,  but  to  stay  at  Newbern  or  thereabouts  till 
the  beginning  of  November  next. 

I had  the  honour  to  write  to  your  Excellency  the  10th  Ins12  by  Lieu1 
Billing,  to  inform  you  that  in  Consequence  of  the  Arrival  of  the  Highland 
Batallion  here,  your  Provincial  Troops  might  remain  in  your  Province, 
and  I am  glad  to  see  by  your  letter  that  he  will  arrive  time  enough  to 
prevent  their  embarking.  I refer  myself  to  that  Letter  in  that  Respect. 

The  News  of  the  /50,000"3  Granted  for  the  Benefit  of  Virginia  & the 
two  Carolinas  is  very  agreeable  to  me;  Such  a Gratification  was  flighty 
necessary  to  enable  the  said  Provinces,  to  support  the  extraordinary  Ex- 
pences, the  Service  requires  from  them.

I have  your  Letters  of  the  first  Sept1'  & 5th  Ditto2  where  I am  extremely 
sorry  to  see  the  bad  State  of  yr  health.  I send  Ensign  McIntosh3  to 
relieve  you,  and  you  may  give  up  to  him  the  Command  of  your  Lort  & 
Garrison,  with  the  Account  of  the  public  Stores  &ca.  I wish  that  the 
Distance  wd  have  admitted  to  relieve  you  sooner,  but  as  the  command 
you  are  entrusted  wh  is  of  great  Importance  in  the  present  Juncture  of 
Affairs,  I beg  you  (if  your  health  will  admit  of  it)  to  stay  in  the  Lort  & 
to  keep  Ensign  MTntosh  to  help  you:  And  if  you  do  not  find  yourself 
able  to  remain  any  longer,  you  will  give  to  him  all  the  Directions  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  the  Stockading,  and  other  business  of  the  Service.4 

The  Act  of  Parliament  mentions  nothing  about  the  pay  of  Soldiers 
when  employ  d in  Working,  and  Lord  Loudoun  (as  I told  you  here) 
never  paid  those  employed  to  build  P4  Edward  and  W Henry,  allowing 
them  only  two  Gils  of  Rum  p day  for  their  Labour.  I have  done  my 
utmost  to  obtain  more  for  your  Men,  but  without  Success,  So  that  they 
must  be  Satisfy  d to  be  used  like  the  other  Regulars  in  the  Army.  As 
soon  as  Circumstances  will  permit  I will  relieve  them,  but  I expect  that 
they  perform  their  Duty  strictly.  The  Governor  has  given  order  that 
the  Materials  wanted  to  carry  on  the  Works  in  your  Ports  shou’d  be 
sent  up.  You  know  Sir  [that]f  the  Situation  of  Affairs,  & that  We  cannot 
have  all  the  facility  we  Con’d  wish,  to  carry  on  the  Service,  but  we  must 
endeavour  to  do  what  remains  in  our  power  to  forward  it 

Capt  Demere'1  is  arrived,  and  has  acquainted  me  of  the  Reasons  of 
his  clearing  the  two  Deserters.  As  long  as  the  Indians  behave  decently, 
I shall  approve  of  all  reasonable  Pleasures  taken  to  keep  up  the  Lnend- 
ship  with  them;  but  I will  not  that  they  obtain  any  favour  when  they 
ask  it  with  Authority.  We  are  to  be  their  friends,  and  not  their  Slaves; 
Let  it  be  your  utmost  Rule  to  entertain  Peace  & Lriendship  with  them, 
but  don’t  allow  them  to  give  us  Laws.  I hope  this  cool  Weather  will 
put  an  End  to  your  Indisposition.

Dear  Sir 

I had  the  favour  of  your  Letters  of  the  31  ult°  & the  5th  In9tl  I thank 
you  for  the  good  Care  that  you  was  pleas’d  to  take  of  the  Troops,2  & I 
hope  you  shall  be  satisfyd  of  their  behavior.  I explain’d  myself  improp- 
erly in  writing  to  you  about  Wood  & Candles,3  my  Intention  was  not  to 
make  any  alteration  in  what  we  had  agreed  upon,  but  you  must  be  so 
good  as  to  make  some  allowance  for  my  writing  in  a Language  I am  so 
little  master  of,  or  give  me  leave  to  express  myself  in  Lrench.  As  I shall 
remain  in  my  present  State  you  may  depend  upon  me  that  I shall  put 
your  province  to  no  Expence  whatsoever,  and  if  You  find  that  some  little 
Necessaries  are  absolutely  wanted  like  Candles  for  the  Guard  Room  or 
the  like,  I am  ready  at  any  time  to  pay  for  it. 

I have  no  Lund  to  provide  Rum  for  any  d roops,  so  your  Garrison  is 
to  do  without  it. 

d he  Arrival  of  the  Highland  Battalion  tho’  very  agreeable,  is  accom- 
pany’d  with  a great  deal  of  Trouble  to  me  in  Regard  to  their  Quarters. 
I shall  always  prefer  to  make  two  Campaigns,  than  to  settle  the  Quarters 
in  any  of  our  American  downs. 

d he  general  Situation  of  Affairs  cannot  be  worse  for  us,  the  Loss  of 
Lort  Wm  Henry,  and  of  it’s  Garrison  (that  cannot  serve  for  18  Months) 
is  very  afflicting,  but  nothing  like  the  Disappointment  of  our  great  Ex- 
pedition, by  the  Superior  forces  of  the  Enemy,  which  hath  occasiond  the 
Return  of  Lord  Loudoun  to  N.  York.4 

By  the  examination  taken  in  regard  to  Sloagman  all  the  appearances 
are  against  him,  but  it  will  still  prove  very  difficult  to  bring  him  to  a 
Confession.  I have  transmitted  those  papers  to  our  Chief  Justice5  who 
hath  promised  me  to  take  that  Man  from  me  to  be  kept  in  the  public 
Jayl,  till  you  send  for  him  if  you  choose  to  prosecute  him. 

The  Exchange  of  Artillery  is  very  agreeable  to  Govr  Littleton  & to  me. 
I desired  his  Excellency  to  write  you  something  about  it.  I think  that 
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with  the  first  Opportunity  you  could  send  us,  (at  the  Expence  of  S° 
Carolina)  the  pieces  you  intend  for  us,  but  previously  I believe  that 
they  should  be  proved  on  the  Spot,  to  avoid  any  useless  Expence  in  case 
they  should  burst,  which  is  likely  to  happen  by  the  little  care  that  has 
been  taken  of  them. 

As  I hope  to  be  at  the  End  of  the  next  Month  in  yr  Province  I delay 
'till  then  to  settle  with  you  what  shall  be  more  convenient  for  the  Security 
of  the  Frontiers. 

The  Disappointment  I met  with  in  Regard  to  the  Provincial  Troops  of 
S°  Carolina  put  it  out  of  my  power  to  dispose  of  the  Independent  Com- 
panys,  actually  employed  in  our  different  Forts,  and  at  too  great  a Dis- 
tance to  be  relieved  by  the  Regular  Troops,  that  I am  to  keep  together 
by  my  Instructions. 

But  I find  by  You  that  their  Establishment  is  more  suitable  to  the 

State  of  Georgia  than  that  of  the  other  Troops,  and  as  soon  as  it  will 

be  possible,  I am  disposed  to  employ  them  that  way. 

I do  believe  that  to  send  you  more  Troops  for  the  present  wou'd  rather 
be  burthensome  to  your  Town,  but  at  any  time  that  you  desire  to  have 
any  reinforcement,  you  shall  have  them  without  Delay. 

In  going  to  Fort  Augusta,  I will  leave  an  Officer  there,  to  endeavour 
to  get  some  Mien  by  means  of  the  Captn  you  intend  to  apply  to  for  that 
Service.  The  partys  I had  to  the  N.Ward  having  had  no  success  by  the 

Intemperature  of  the  Season,  that  hath  made  them  all  sickly,  It  is  a 

new  Reason  to  try  another  Way,  our  Men  decreasing  very  fast  by  Death 
& Desertion.  I give  you  a thousand  Thanks  for  your  kind  offices  in  that 
Regard.  I shall  be  extremely  pleased  to  see  the  Considerable  Progress 
you  have  made  in  your  Fortifications,  tho’  it  will  be  a Reproach  of  our 
Slothfulness.  Sed  non  omnibus  licet  adire  Corinthum.6

Sir 

I received  Yesterday  the  favour  of  yr  Excellys  Letter  of  the  10th 
Ins11  I hope  that  my  two  Letters  of  the  10th  & 15th2  are  arrived  in  Time 
to  prevent  the  Embarkation  of  your  Troops.  I shoud  be  sorry  if  they 
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had  miscarry’d,  chiefly  after  Y.  E.  has  been  pleased  to  acquaint  me  that 
your  Men  are  only  listed  for  6 Months.  I beg  leave  to  observe  that  such 
a Term  is  too  short,  & that  the  Service  that  can  be  had  of  these  Troops 
will  never  be  equal  to  the  Expence  of  raising  and  cloathing  them. 

The  Provinces  of  Pensilvania,  Virginia  and  South  Carolina  had  for- 
merly the  same  method,  but  having  found  the  Inconveniences  of  it,  they 
inlist  now  for  the  whole  War.  And  for  my  part  I woud  rather  have  no 
Troops  than  to  be  at  the  Trouble  & expence  to  form  them,  & when  the 
could  begin  to  be  able  to  perform  their  Duty,  be  oblig’d  to  disband  them. 

By  the  Situation  of  N Carolina,  I see  no  appearance  that  any  Troops 
will  be  employed  there.  But  as  the  Case  may  happen  I leave  it  to  your 
Excellency’s  Consideration  if  it  wou’d  not  be  a proper  precaution  to 
make  such  Laws  and  Regulations  as  shou'd  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the 
Service,  & answer  the  same  purposes  of  the  Act  of  Parliament;  which 
being  not  calculated  for  this  Continent,  cannot  be  applyd  without  some 
Alterations. 

The  Difficulties  which  occur  every  day  to  me  in  this  Province  for  want 
of  such  Regulations,  make  me  sensible  of  their  Necessity,  and  I expect 
that  the  new  Assembly  will  provide  for  it. 

In  Case  Y.  E.  woud  disband  your  two  Companys  actually,  or  after  the 
Six  Months  they  have  agreed  to  serve,  I shoud  take  it  as  a particular 
favour,  if  our  Recruiting  Officers  were  allowed  to  enlist  those  of  them, 
who  would  enter  in  the  Americans.  It  is  not  in  my  power  to  change  the 
Conditions,  and  I can  inlist  no  Man  for  less  than  four  Years. 

I am  convinc'd  by  the  bad  success  of  the  different  partys  I had  sent 
out,  that  it  very  near  impossible  to  get  Recruits  in  these  Parts,  tho’  they

It  would  be  useless  to  spend  more  money  about  it,  & I have 
ordered  Lieuts  Hay  & Jenkins  to  come  back,  as  soon  as  they  see  no  ap- 
pearance of  better  Success. 

Since  the  last  bad  News  from  the  Northward  relating  to  the  Loss  of 
F W Henry,  and  the  arrival  of  his  LllShip  at  N York,  we  have  heard 
Nothing  from  those  parts  or  Europe. 

Our  Troops  here  are  very  sickly;  The  Highland  Battalion  having  over 
four  hundred  Sick

Sir" 

On  the  5th  of  this  month  1 had  the  Pleasure  to  receive  two  Letters 
from  you,  dated  august  25th  & Sep*  10th1  and  shall  give  you  my  Senti- 
ments and  directions  upon  the  Paragraphs  that  requires  Answers,  in  the 
Order  they  Lie  before  me. 

The  Kings  Troops  having  a Right  to  Quarters,  which  Includes  Firing, 
Candles  Bedding,  and  Utensils  for  dressing  Victuals;  the  Province  will 
not  fulfill  the  Obligation  it  is  under  to  the  Troops  by  building  Barracks 
foi  them,  if  they  do  not  Provide  the  necessary  Utensils  and  Furniture, 
without  which  Barracks  are  Useless,  and  cannot  be  called  Quarters. 

The  Reinforcement  you  have  lately  received  will  so  abundantly  supply 
the  want  of  the  200.  men,  you  had  reason  to  Expect  from  each  of  the 
Governments  of  Pensilvania  and  Virginia,  and  of  the  Two  Comp8  from 
Governor  Dobbs,  that  /however  bleameable  the  authors  of  this  measure 
may  be/  their  not  marching  to  south  Carolina  is  turned  out  a Lucky  dis- 
apointment,  as  they  wou’d  have  had  the  Trouble  of  going  back  to  their 
several  Countrys. 

I am  glad  that  Governor  Lyttleton  has  found  a proper  Officer  to  com- 
mand the  Provincial  Regiment-  in  Lieu*  Howarth:  Besides  the  advan- 
tage this  Gentleman  will  derive  from  this  Command,  His  Pay  and  Rank 
will  be  continued  to  him,  as  if  he  served  with  his  Comp>’ 

The  Troops  employed  in  the  Same  Service  Ought  to  be  on  the  same 
Footing,  I shall  therefore  allow  Provisions  for  the  Independent  Companys 
as,  for  the  other  I roops,  And  in  the  Consideration  of  the  saving  of  Two 
Pence  Sterling  a day  on  each  man  which  the  Province  will  make,  I must 
insist  that  the  Assembly  will  take  upon  itself  the  Expence  of  sending  the 
Provisions  to  the  Back  Settlements 

The  Captain  of  every  Independent  Company  is  obliged  to  keep  his 
Company  Compleat,  if  he  had  no  other  fund  than  the  Warrant  men 
allowed  him,  but  if  those  who  Command  the  Carolina  Companies,  shou’d 
represent  their  Case  as  Singular,  Please  to  call  for  a Return  of  the  Com- 
panies for  five  years  Past,  and  you’ll  be  satisfied  that  sufficient  Funds 
are  not  wanting — at  all  events  you  will  order  these  Companies  to  be 
compleated  with  Serviceable  men,  with  all  Expendition,  and  the  sooner 
you  discharge  all  the  unserviceable  Men,  the  Recruiting  Fund  will  be 
the  greater. 
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I he  Virginia  Troops  are  to  be  sent  Home  for  for  the  defence  of  their 
own  Country;  you  will  therefore  recall  the  Company  you  sent  to  Savan- 
nah,3 and  send  for  the  Protection  of  Georgia,  what  other  Troops  you 
think  necessary  for  this  Service. 

I thank  you  for  the  distinct  Account  you  have  given  me  of  the  State 
of  the  Forts:3  The  condition  of  that  in  the  Upper  Cherokees  has  been 
represented  to  me,  in  a very  different  Light  from  Virginia. 

Tho’  I cou'd  expect  no  Less  from  Men  of  your  and  Mr  Lyttletons 
Character,  it  gives  me  Infinite  Pleasure  to  be  assured  by  you,  that  you 
and  he  perfectly  agree  in  every  Measure;  The  Act3  he  is  proposing  for 
the  Regulation  of  Ferries,  Quarters  Carriages,  & Provisions,  I hope  will 
take  Place,  and  that  the  Example  may  be  followed  by  the  other  Colonies, 
in  all  which,  Regulations  of  this  kind  are  wanted  in  some  degree,  but  in 
Carolina  I fancy,  they  are  absolutely  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  service. 

I do  not  think  myself  at  Liberty  to  to  Establish  the  Ranging  Company3 
Governor  Ellis  requires  especially  as  so  large  a body  of  Troops  have  been 
sent  into  the  Neighborhood;  out  of  which  you  will  detach  such  a number 
as  you  think  necessary,  and  can  be  spared  for  the  service  of  that  Colony, 
and  these  if  Possible,  I wou’d  have  you  take  from  the  Independent 
Companies. 

As  the  Virginia  Troops  are  going  home  for  the  defence  of  their  own 
Country,  the  Province  wou’d  have  reason  to  think  itself  hardly  Used,  if 
the  Men  raised  at  it’s  Expence,  were  to  be  allowed  to  enlist  in  the  Army; 
I cannot  therefore  allow  you  to  enlist  any  of  the  Provincial  Troops. 

Whenever  I knew  that  Lieu1  Colonel  Montgomerys  Battalion  was  des- 
tined for  Carolina  I sent  you  Particular  Instructions,4  in  relation  to  them, 
which  I hope  you  received,  and  doubt  not  will  follow. 

I hope  before  you  receive  this  a Man  of  War  has  been  found  to  Con- 
voy the  Transport  Ships  to  England;  if  not  you  will  apply  to  the  Gov- 
ernor, who  sensible  of  the  Impropriety  of  keeping  so  many  Ships  Idle, 
at  the  Expence  of  the  Government,  will  Join  with  you  in  an  application 
to  the  Eldest  Sea  Officer  in  your  neighborhood  to  order  a Man  of  War 
for  this  Purpose,  but  if  no  Man  of  War  can  be  got,  you  will  then  dis- 
charge the  Transports  and  order  them  Home,  and  if  any  of  the  Masters 
disobey,  take  a formal  Protest  that  the  ship  is  no  Longer  Entitled  to 
Pay,  and  send  it  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Navy.  As  all  Transport 
Ships  are  valued,  when  taken  into  the  Service,  and  this  Value  is  to  be 
Paid  to  the  Owners,  if  the  Ship  be  taken  by  the  Enemy,  it  is  the  Gov- 
ernm18  Interest  they  shou’d  have  Convoy;  but  the  Masters  have  no  inter- 
est in  refusing  to  sail  without,  nor  can  be  at  no  Loss  thereby,  unless  by 
being  deprived  of  the  Benefit  of  being  Paid  for  Lying  Still,  such  as  desire

with  their  Request,  as  it  is  Beneficial  for  the  Government,  and  this  Trans- 
action must  be  managed  by  the  Agent  of  the  Transports5  under  your  direc- 
tion I am  &ca.

I had  the  Honour  to  transmit  you  in  July  last  by  the  Arundel  Man 
of  War  the  Returns  for  June  & July  with  my  Remarks  upon  the  Military 
State  of  this  province1 

I inclose  here  the  Returns  for  August  & September.2  There  is  Nothing 
new  in  these  Parts.  We  go  on  wth  our  Fortifications  as  fast  as  the  Cir- 
cumstances will  admit. 

The  Highlanders  landed  here  the  1st  Sep1'3  they  are  very  Sickly,  but 
the  Air  beginning  to  cool,  and  the  Winter  being  pretty  Sharp  in  this 
Country,  I hope  that  they  will  soon  recover. 

I hear  that  Col  Dusseaux  died4  the  9th  Sepr  & that  Col  Prevost  has 
written  to  His  Royal  Highness5  to  obtain  Leave  to  resign  his  Commis- 
sion. By  which,  Two  of  the  American  Battalions  being  vacant,  I take 
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the  Liberty  to  apply  to  You  on  this  Occasion,  to  recommand  me  to  His 
Royal  Highness’s  high  Protection. 

Limited  by  the  Act  of  Parham"’  to  this  Regiment,  We  have  no  other 
hopes  of  Preferment  Left  to  us.  I have  no  favour  or  Protection  to  expect 
to  expect  from  any  body  in  England,  But  I know  that  Assiduity  & Zeal 
for  the  Service  are  the  best  Recommendations  with  His  Royal  Highness. 

You  have  been  our  constant  Patron  in  England.  I flatter  myself  that 
You  will  not  forget  us  in  America.

I o Col  Hunter 
Dear  Sir 

I had  the  11th  Instant  the  favour  of  your  Letter  of  the  8th  September,1 
& was  extremely  glad  to  hear  of  your  happy  Recovery':  I am  very  anxious 
about  you,  having  no  Ansr  from  you  & knowing  your  Punctuality. 

I wish  you  had  seen  that  Lettr2  before  you  advisd  his  L'1  Ship  that 
Bills  were  more  advantageous  than  Specie,  for  the  pay  of  the  Forces  here. 
^ ou  have  Put  me  by  it  to  some  Inconveniences,  as  the  Circumstances 
are  still  the  same  as  when  we  landed.  Nobody  will  undertake  the  nego- 
tiating of  the  Bills  for  less  than  2 pr  C.  It  has  been  by  mere  chance  that 
I have  found  at  different  Times  the  necessary  Money  for  the  Pay  of  the 
Americans,  but  that  precarious  Way  will  not  do  for  the  future,'  having 
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now  to  Subsist  Col:  Montgomerys  Battalion.  I can  pay  the  whole  to 
Christmas  next,  but  then  I do  not  know  where  to  place  a Single  Bill. 
As  you  have  two  Months  before  you,  I hope  this  Letter  will  come  in  your 
hands  in  time  to  provide  for  it. 

The  Market  of  Indigo  will  soon  break  out,  & there  is  then  such  a 
Quantity  of  Bills  there,  that  there  will  be  no  negotiating  of  ours,  ’till  in 
the  Spring. 

I have  reason  to  think  that  the  chief  Merchants  in  Town  have  agreed 
together  not  to  take  these  Bills  under  2 pC4  & after  4 Months  experience 
I see  nothing  more  to  be  done  than  to  take  one  of  the  following  Measures. 

That  you,  or  Mr  Mortier,  or  any  body  acquainted  with  this  place  do 
write  to  some  Merch4  to  engage  him  to  undertake  the  said  negotiating  of 
Bills  at  1 pC4  you  may  perhaps  succeed,  where  I cannot. 

Or  to  send  a sufficient  Quantity  of  Specie  to  pay  till  proper  Opportunity 
offers,  to  sell  the  Bill  when  a Vessel  sails  for  England. 

Or  finally  to  allow  2 pC4  for  negotiating  & in  that  Case  Mr  Benj  Smith3 
has  offer’d  me  to  undertake  it,  & he  is  the  only  Man  of  Credit  I could 
find  that  would  do  it. 

You  must  be  sensible  that  if  the  Bills  could  be  sold,  I would  not  take 
the  Trouble  & Risk  of  receiving  & keeping  Money. 

I wish  I cou’d  have  spard  you  that  Incumbrance,  & to  the  Public  the 
Expence  of  sending  Specie,  but  it  is  not  in  my  Power. 

I refer  you  to  my  first  Letter  for  the  Value  of  the  different  Coins  here, 
as  there  has  been  no  alteration  since. 

The  considerable  Number  of  Ships  from  this  place  taken  by  the  French, 
obliges  the  Merchants  to  take  six  Bills  in  each  Sett,  you  know  that  I 
have  only  four,  which  is  a Discredit  to  them:  So  if  you  could  send  me  a 
5th  & 6th  Copy,  (tho  not  engraved)  that  might  forward  the  Sale  of  them. 
I was  obliged  to  do  it  myself  but  it  would  be  of  no  Value. 

I inclose  you  the  Two  Receipts4  you  desire,  but  as  in  your  Letter  You 
do  not  mention,  if  you  remain  at  N.  York,  or  have  set  out  for  Hampton, 
I have  by  Precaution  sent  a Third  of  these  Receipts  to  his  Lop  by  Sea, 
& shall  transmit  him  the  4th  by  Land,  that  they  may  be  deliverd  without 
Loss  of  Time  to  the  Deputy  pay  Master  General. 

I have  sold  all  the  first  Bills  I received  from  you  at  Hampton  at  700 
pC4  except  one  of  but  as  I must  pay  the  Contingent  & recruiting 

Expence  in  true  Sterling  & the  Troops  only  at  4/8  p Dollar,  the  Profit 
remaining  is  to  be  found  in  my  Accts  sent  to  his  Lop,  of  which  I send 
You  an  Abstract.5 

For  the  future  I believe  that  You  should  send  me  two  sorts  of  Receipts, 
one  Specifying  the  Dollar  at  4/8  for  the  Subsistance  of  the  Troops,  and 
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the  other  in  true  sterling  for  Contingencies,  which  I cannot  pay  at  that 
Rate. 

Lord  Loudoun  has  orderd  me  to  send  back  the  Virginia  Troops  as  soon 
as  they  could  be  spared  here.  I find  that  I cannot  well  do  without  Them 
’till  January  next  & if  they  are  to  go  at  that  time,  Transports  must  be 
hired  for  for  them  in  Virginia  at  the  Expence  of  that  Province,  as  there 
are  none  to  be  had  here  at  any  Rate. 

They  could  be  Loaded  with  Provisions  for  this  Place,  & your  Troops 
might  be  paid  out  of  the  produce  of  the  Cargoe. 

I suppose  that  you  will  receive  some  Directions  about  it  from  his  Lop 
or  the  Governor,  & when  you  have  occasion  to  write  to  them,  I beg  you 
will  mention  something  of  it,  & give  me  early  Notice  of  their  Intention 
that  I may  send  in  time  for  the  Company  which  is  in  Georgia. 

The  Irregularity  of  the  Posts  makes  it  very  difficult  to  concert  Meas- 
ures with  You;  I wish  your  Governor  & his  Neighbours  would  settle 
something  for  their  better  Regulation,  at  least  during  the  War,  or  keep  a 
Pilot  Boat  to  go  coasting  from  N York  to  Charles  Town,  by  which  means 
we  would  have  a double  Chance  for  our  Letters. 

We  have  no  News  here,  all  is  quiet  about  us;  We  have  not  been  used 
well,  having  not  yet  got  Quarters  nor  any  furnitures  for  the  Troops.  As 
the  new  Assembly  is  sitting,  I expect  a proper  Resolution  on  that  Subject. 

We  have  Lost  a good  Number  of  Men  by  Death  and  Desertion,  owing 
in  part  to  the  bad  Accomodations  given  us.  The  heat  is  now  over,  I 
shoud  be  very  sorry  to  have  another  to  pass  here:  The  whole  Province  is 
sick;  I have  kept  my  health  extremely  well,  but  I dont  Like  the  Country 
for  all  that. 

I hope  your  Lady  and  Family  are  well,  & beg  you  will  make  my  Com- 
pliments acceptable  to  them.  If  Cap1  Arbuthnot  is  not  yet  gone,  I wish 
him  a good  Passage,  I expect  to  see  him  settled  in  Virginia  with  his 
Family,  I am  now  a fit  Man  to  keep  Company  with  him,  & furnish  him 
with  some  new  Strokes  to  demolish  his  good  friends  the  Carolinians. 

I have  been  extremely  glad  to  receive  Letters  from  you,  & chiefly  to 
confirm  your  entire  Recovery.  Your  two  Companies0  have  near  3 Months 
pay  due  to  them.  If  you  can  forward  their  pay,  I recommend  them  to 
your  good  Care.

Tho’  they  Sailed  from  Ireland  with  113  Supernum:  they  have  already 
lost  So  many  men,  that  they  want  all  what  remains  to  compleat  the 
Batallion  at  1000  Private. 

The  air  begins  now  to  cool,  and  the  Winter  being  pretty  Sharp  in  this 
Country,  I hope  their  Sick  men  will  Soon  recover,  and  Season  them- 
selves by  and  by  to  the  Climate. 

Excepting  Quarters  which  was  not  in  our  power  to  provide  conve- 
niently, they  are  well  taken  care  of,  having  good  fresh  Provisions,  a gill 
of  Rum  pr  day  to  mix  with  Water,  Peper,  Salt,  Vinaigar  &e 

Proper  care  Shall  be  taken  of  the  Cloathing,  200  firelocks,  Bayonets, 
and  Cartridges  boxes,  intended  for  the  Draughts,  till  your  Lop  will  be 
pleased  to  dispose  of  them. 

I inclose  a Return  of  the  Cloathing4  received  for  the  five  Companies 
which  has  been  a little  damaged.  I hope  your  Lop  hath  received  the 
Returns  of  July  and  August  inclosed  in  my  Letters  of  the  25th  aug:  and 
10th  7ber,  with  the  return  of  the  Highl:  Batall:J 

I have  received  the  new  Bills  for  ^5000  St.  the  Dollar  at  4S.  8d.  Mr 
Hunter  desires  me  to  Send  him  by  the  Post  two  Receipts’  of  that  Sum, 
which  I do  accordingly,  directed  to  Hamton;  but  as  he  does  not  mention 
whether  he  Shall  be  there,  or  at  N.  York,  I take  the  liberty  to  transmit 
here  the  third  to  be  given  to  Mr  Mortier,  if  your  Lop  think  it  necessary. 
I am  Sorry  Mr  Hunter  had  not  received  the  Letter  I wrote  to  him  in 
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June  last,7  before  he  desired  your  Lop  to  order  Bills  in  Stead  of  Specie: 
This  put  me  to  Some  Inconveniencies  as  I find  no  body  here  who  will 
negotiate  the  Bills  for  less  than  2 pr  Cent,  which  would  not  be  the  case, 
if  I had  received  part  in  Specie  having  reasons  to  Suspect  that  the  Chief 
Merchants  have  agreed  to  force  me  to  comply  with  their  terms. 

I have  kept  up  to  this  day  the  Exchange  at  700  pCent  but  with  So 
much  trouble,  and  in  Such  a precarious  way,  that  there  is  no  dependance 
upon  it  for  the  future. 

Mr  B.  Smith  the  Speaker  is  the  only  man  I could  find  who  would  en- 
gage even  at  2 pC1  to  find  constantly  the  money:  After  four  months 
Experience,  I do  not  See  any  other  Way  for  the  Contractors  than  to 
allow  the  Said  2 pCl  or  to  Send  half  of  the  Sums  in  Specie,  to  give  time 
to  Sell  the  Bills  occasionally. 

If  they  would  write  themselves  to  Some  merchants  here,  they  might 
perhaps  induce  them  to  undertake  it  at  1 pCl  But  I declare  that  I can 
find  no  body  who  will  do  it. 

I mention  all  this  to  Mr  Hunter  who  must  be  Sensible  that  if  the 
Bills  could  be  negotiated  for  1 prCl  I would  not  take  upon  me  the  trouble 
and  risk  of  receiving  and  keeping  money. 

The  Highlanders  having  drawn  from  Ireland  upon  Mr  Calcraft  for  Sev- 
eral articles  in  advance  of  their  Subsistance  to  the  23ci  Instant;  I Shall 
begin  to  pay  them  the  24th  October  on  the  Same  manner  as  the  Americans, 
at  4S.  8d  the  Dollar. 

I have  by  Chance  found  this  day  money  to  pay  the  whole  to  Christmas 
next:  And  as  the  Market  of  Indigo  will  break  out  Soon,  Bills  will  be  here 
in  Such  a plenty,  that  there  will  be  no  negotiating  of  ours  till  in  the 
Spring,  when  that  Shower  Shall  be  over. 

Your  Lop  has  been  pleased  to  order  the  Virginia  d roops  to  be  Sent 
back  as  Soon  as  they  could  be  Spared:  I wish  it  was  possible  to  ease  actu- 
ally the  Government  of  the  Expence  of  their  Provisions:  But  I beg  leave 
to  represent  that  we  cannot  well  do  without  them  till  January  next. 

Tho’  there  is  a considerable  number  of  Regulars  here  1 he  Highlanders 
are  quite  raw  men,  and  will  not  be  able  to  be  employed  before  that  time, 
Chieffly  as  they  have  So  great  a number  of  Sick,  and  among  them  Several 
Serjeants  and  Corporals. 

The  three  Independant  Companies  are  on  the  Frontiers  and  the  Provin- 
cial Regim4  has  not  yet  70  men.  Therefore  the  real  Forces  consist  for  the 
present  of  the  Americans  only,  reduced  by  Sickness  to  300  men  fit  for 

duty. 

I have  informed  your  Lop  that  I had  Sent  100  men  to  Georgia, 
and  a 100  more  are  wanted  at  Port  Roy1  to  work  on  the  new  Fort,8 
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and  with  the  militia  thereabouts  jointly  protect  that  Harbour  against 
Privateers. 

It  is  not  well  possible  to  carry  on  the  Service  in  this  wide  Country 
without  Provincials,  it  would  be  the  ruin  of  the  Troops,  if  they  were 
Scattered  4,  & 500  miles  on  the  Frontiers,  besides  the  immense  Expense 
of  Supporting  them  with  Provisions  at  that  distance. 

By  the  measures  taken  here,  I See  plainly  that  their  Provincial  Regi- 
ment can  never  be  raised,  unless  the  Assembly  will  agree  to  the  Proposi- 
tion I have  made  to  the  Governor,  and  pass  a Law  to  oblige  the  militia 
to  Serve  by  lots  2,  or  3 years  in  the  Provincials:  But  I do  not  expect 
to  See  it  done. 

The  Winchelsea  having  parted  with  the  Sloop  in  a Storm  and  carried 
away  her  masts,  arrived  here  the  11th  extremely  disabled.  Capn  Hale'1 
tells  me  that  he  doubts  if  he  Shall  be  able  to  refit  her  in  three  Months, 
by  the  difficulty  of  getting  here  Masts,  and  Shrouds.  If  your  Lop  think 
proper  to  Send  back  the  Virginians  in  January:  1 ransports  must  be 
hired  for  them  in  Virginia,  as  there  are  none  to  be  had  here  at  any  rate. 
I believe  Col.  Hunter  could  easily  provide  them  from  Hamton,  and  give 
me  early  notice  of  it  that  I might  Send  in  time  for  those  in  Georgia.  This 
method  would  prevent  any  difficulty  for  the  Pay  of  these  Transports, 
which  otherwise  I apprehend  would  be  the  Case,  no  money  being  ever 
Seen  from  that  Province,  even  for  the  Pay  of  their  Troops:  I hey  could 
load  these  Sloops  with  Provisions  for  this  Place,  and  Pay  with  the  Cargo 
the  3 months  pay  actually  due  to  their  men. 

The  irregularity  of  the  Post  makes  it  impossible  to  concert  any  mea- 
sure from  this  Place.  I have  been  above  three  months  before  I could 
receive  an  answer  from  Governor  Hinwiddie:  and  no  Express  can  make 
any  dispatch,  till  proper  Stages  are  fixed,  with  one  horse  in  Each,  by 
which  means  the  Letters  could  go  in  15  days  to  N.  York,  and  in  less 
time  if  the  Courriers  were  changed  in  each  Province. 

The  accounts  I have  the  honour  to  transmit  to  your  Lop10  are  Sup- 
ported by  a Voucher11  that  will  I hope  be  Sufficient.  I keep  all  the 
original  Papers  with  me,  till  I may  deliver  them  Safely. 

I have  been  as  Saving  as  possible  for  the  Governm1  having  made  no 
Scruple  to  charge  the  Province  with  what  I coulci  of  public  Expences, 
Such  as  Carriages  of  Provisions,  when  in  Camp,  Ferriages,  Expresses 
Sent  to  the  Forts,  Reparation  of  Artillery  &c  and  if  I could  Succeed,  they 
Should  even  pay  for  the  Carriages  that  might  be  wanted  for  the  Service 
in  the  Province:  I have  acted  So  upon  conviction  that  they  are  able  to 
bear  these  Expences  and  the  more  So,  when  I Saw  how  averse  they  were 
to  Spend  their  money  in  providing  Quarters,  and  necessarys  for  the 
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Troops.  I am  Sensible  that  if  your  Lop  disaproves  of  my  conduct  in 
that  respect,  it  will  be  easy  to  indemnify  them. 

Georgia  is  in  a quite  different  Situation,  and  tho’  extremely  poor,  they 
have  done  a good  deal,  influenced  by  their  Governor,  who  is  Still  inde- 
fatigable in  providing  for  their  Safety  and  welfare.  As  they  are  a Fron- 
tier to  the  two  Powers  in  N.  America,  and  utterly  unable  by  themselves 
to  repair  their  decayed  Forts,  I take  the  Liberty  to  Submit  to  your  Lops 
Consideration,  if  it  Should  not  be  necessary  to  have  the  Said  Forts  re- 
paired, and  the  Garrisons  Supplied  with  Provisions  and  Utensils,  at  the 
Government’s  Expense? 

Augusta  and  F[r]ederica,12  are  the  most  considerable  of  these  Forts, 

but  by  report  in  Such  a bad  Condition,  that  it  would  perhaps  be  cheaper 
to  build  new  ones,  than  to  repair  them:  Fort  William12  is  only  an  ad- 
vanced Post  kept  to  ascertain  our  Right  of  Possession  over  the  Lands, 
as  the  Limits  are  not  well  fixed  with  the  Spaniards. 

I intended  to  take  a Journey  that  way  to  enable  me  to  give  a full  ac- 
count of  it,  but  as  it  would  take  one  month,  I dare  not  in  the  present 
circumstances  absent  my  Self  So  Long,  till  I receive  further  orders  from 
your  Lop. 

I have  tried  all  possible  Methods  to  raise  men  in  these  Provinces,  and 
with  great  Expences  have  had  little  Success:  There  are  men  enough 
Scattered  in  the  back  Part  of  the  two  Carolinas,  but  they  find  Such 
encouragement  and  high  Wages  for  their  labour,  that  they  despise  our 
Pay,  and  those  who  inlist,  being  the  worste,  desert  very  Soon. 

The  Country  is  So  unhealthy  out  of  the  Town,  that  the  Partys  Sent 
out  are  all  fallen  Sick:  I was  obliged  to  Send  the  mate13  150  miles  off 
to  attend  Some  of  them:  Lieut* 1  Evans  and  Bentinck  are  come  back  half 
dead,  and  are  not  yet  recovered:  I have  heard  nothing  of  Lieut1  Philips, 
and  I expect  Soon  Lieut1  Hay  and  Jenkins  from  North  Carolina,  where 
there  is  little  or  nothing  to  be  done,  Partly  owing  to  the  odd  terms  upon 
which  their  Provincial  Troops  have  been  raised.  After  I had  Sent  Lieut1 
Billings  to  Governor  Dobbs  to  prevent  the  Imbarkation  of  the  two  Com- 
panies, I received  a Letter  from  his  Excellency  who  Says 

On  thursday  Lieut1  Hay  and  Jenkins  came  here  from  Willmington11 
to  try  what  Success  they  may  have  to  the  Northward,  for  they  have 
not  got  above  3,  or  4,  at  Willmington,  and  expect  few  or  none  upon 
the  inlisting  money  allowed  //3=St./  for  we  having  been  obliged  to 
give  £5—  our  Currency  to  Each  and  to  inlist  them  only  for  6 months, 
the  men  expect  as  much,  and  will  not  inlist  to  be  under  regular  dis- 
cipline for  4 years:  So  that  if  they  Should  not  meet  with  Success  you 
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will  consider  whether  to  keep  them  here  at  Expence,  for  we  have  no 
Law  in  this  Province  to  furnish  Quarters,  nor  Carriages,  nor  to  allow 
of  Ferriage  . . . thus  far  Governor  Dobbs'  letter. 

In  my  answer15  I represent  to  him  the  bad  consequences  of  inlisting  men 
for  So  Short  a time,  their  Services  not  answering  the  Expences  of  recruit- 
ing, Pay  and  Cloathing.  I hint  too  the  necessity  of  having  Some  regula- 
tions made  concerning  the  Quarters,  Carriages,  &c  in  case  any  Troops 
Should  march  in  or  thro’  that  Province  and  ask  the  favour  if  he  Should 
disband  the  two  Companies,  to  permit  our  officers  to  inlist  among  them. 

When  the  Sickly  Season  is  over,  I Shall  make  another  attemt,  but  I 
do  not  expect  to  be  able  to  compleat  the  five  Companies,  all  I can  hope 
for  it  to  repair  their  continual  losses.  The  air  has  been  So  much  infected 
that  even  the  Horses  died.  Lieut1  Bentinck  has  lost  four,  and  Ens. 
Jenkins  6.  These  misfortunes  and  the  abominable  Impositions  of  the 
inhabitants  upon  military  People,  for  want  of  any  Sort  of  regulations, 
renders  it  impossible  for  an  officer  to  be  employed  in  Recruiting  upon  his 
Simple  Pay,  and  they  are  all  indebted  to  me. 

I have  made  Governor  Littleton  Sensible  of  the  urgent  necessity  of 
putting  a Stop  to  Such  a Robbery,  by  a Law  to  fix  the  rate  to  be  pay’d 
by  the  Troops  for  vict. — when  the  Circumstances  do  not  permit  to  Send 
provisions  with  them,  and  I offer  to  pay  6d  St.  per  diem  /2d  more  than 
in  England,  which  the  men  can  afford,  as  they  receive  in  that  case  4d 
for  their  Provisions/. 

I have  desired  also  that  the  Several  Clauses  of  the  Act  of  Parliament 
relating  to  deserters,  harbourers  &c  be  put  in  Force;  as  also  to  establish 
by  Law  the  Quarters  for  the  Troops  marching  in  the  Province,  and  to 
Fix  the  Rates  of  Carriages  and  horses,  with  Power  to  impress  them  by 
Warrant,  and  to  enact  that  the  Troops  Shall  be  ferried  over  gratis. 

The  new  Assembly  is  at  last  Sitting,  and  will  I hope  agree  to  these 
So  necessary  measures. 

The  greatest  difficulty  consists  Still  in  Settling  the  Quarters  in  Town, 
the  eternal  Struggle  in  America:  My  reiterated  and  pressing  Sollicita- 
tions  on  that  Head  have  produced  no  other  Effect  yet  than  to  put  Some- 
times People  out  of  humour,  and  our  men  are  Still  without  any  Sort  of 
furnitures,  not  even  Straw  for  the  Americans,  What  could  be  got  having 
been  given  to  the  Highlanders. 

Since  the  arrival  of  that  Batallion  I have  felt  more  Sensibly  the  incon- 
veniencies  I foresaw  when  your  Lop  was  pleased  to  honour  me  with  this 
comand,  that  too  great  a tenderness  for  the  People,  and  too  Strict  an 
adherence  to  Forms  in  Such  Circumstances,  might  be  of  great  prejudice 
to  the  Troops. 
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This  Town  is  large,  and  not  much  crowded  with  white  People.  The 
Public  houses  being  few  and  bad,  if  the  men  had  been  divided  among 
the  Inhabitans  till  other  Quarters  could  have  been  provided  for  them, 
No  body  would  have  Suffered  much  by  it,  and  we  Should  naturally  have 
Saved  half  of  the  men  lost  by  death,  or  desertion. 

The  Barraks  are  not  yet  finished  for  want  of  Materials:  1 his  day  the 
Highlanders  have  187,  men  quartered  in  private  houses,  at  the  very 
instances  of  the  Inhabitants:  500  more  are  to  go  in  the  Barraks  and 
the  rest  remains  in  Scattered  houses,  Some  of  which  would  be  tolerable 
if  repaired  and  furnished.  The  Americans  are  part  in  Public  houses  and 
the  remainder  in  bad  Quarters:  The  Virginia  Company  is  out  of  the 
Town. 

I would  not  be  understood  by  this  to  throw  blame  any  where,  and 
Should  be  Sorry  that  any  thing  Should  alter  the  good  understanding  I 
have  maintened  here,  and  without  which  the  service  Would  Still  Suffer 
more,  but  So  much  I must  Say  in  my  own  justification,  that  it  is  not 
by  any  neglegt  or  want  of  care  in  me,  that  the  Troops  are  not  yet 
quartered  as  they  Should  be.  The  Governor  has  made  that  Point  the 
first  business  of  the  Assembly,  and  T expect  in  a few  days  a proper 
resolution  upon  it. 

I advised  the  Highlanders  to  make  use  of  the  Beds  they  had  on  board, 
till  their  quarters  could  be  ready,  but  they  declined  it,  being  half  rotten, 
and  not  clean.  We  have  been  obliged  to  hold  a General  Court  Martial, 
and  as  there  is  actually  no  opportunity  here  for  England,  I take  the 
Liberty  to  inclose  the  Proceedings  here,16  that  Mr  Appy  may  transmit 
them  to  the  Judge  Advocate  General17  in  London. 

I lay  before  your  Lop  the  Plan  of  this  Town,  and  harbour,  with  the 
fortifications  that  I have  directed  Lieu4  Hess  to  draw.18 

We  have  endeavored  to  dispose  the  Works  in  the  best  manner,  So  as 
to  require  a Small  number  of  men  for  their  defence. 

The  Marshes  are  impracticable  near  the  Rivers,  the  Part  on  the  lefft 
defended  by  one  Redout,  and  two  Towers,  the  Right  by  three  Redouts: 
and  the  only  weak  Part  of  the  Neck  will  be  Sufficiently  covered  by  the 
Horn  Work  Supported  by  the  five  Redouts  and  the  Intrenchment  behind. 

It  was  necessary  to  carry  out  the  Works  at  that  distance,  by  the 
following  Considerations. 

1st  To  take  the  advantage  of  that  Situation,  which  can  be  compleatly 
fortifyed  with  few  Works. 

2.  To  leave  a proper  space  for  new  Buildings,  as  the  Town  is  daily 
increasing. 
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3.  To  reduce  the  Ennemy  to  make  his  attaks  at  Such  a distance,  that 
the  Town  might  Suffer  little  by  a Siege. 

4.  To  have  room  for  another  Inclosure  made  of  Part  of  the  old  decayed 
Rampart,  and  the  new  Intrenchment  pointed  in  the  draught. 

This  Plan  has  been  approved  of  here  by  the  Governor,  and  the  Com- 
missioners of  Fortifications,  and  Shall  immediatly  be  put  in  Execution.19 

1 he  inlarging  of  Fort  Johnson  makes  an  odd  figure  in  the  draught, 
but  is  owing  to  the  ground  all  Surrounded  with  marshes. 

Notwithstanding  the  general  danger  of  the  Province,  as  long  as  the 
Town  lies  open,  it  has  never  been  possible  to  get  a Sufficient  number  of 
Negros  upon  the  Works,  tho’  they  are  pay’d  at  7S.  6d  this  Currency  per 
day:  Private  Interest  is  always  the  first  point  here,  and  Public  Spirit 
is  no  more  the  [than]  Second. 

1 he  Weather  being  now  moderate,  Col.  Montgomery  and  I have  pro- 
posed to  employ  Soldiers  on  the  new  Works,  in  order  to  lessen  the  Ex- 
pence of  the  Public,  and  tho’  the  Commissioners  had  offered  in  Summer 
to  pay  them  at  the  usual  rate  of  7S.  6d.  and  afterwards  at  5S.  We  have 
agreed  that  they  Should  work  6 hours  every  day,  for  3S.  6d.  or  6d  St.  to 
which  they  add  a gill  of  Rum.20 

I am  very  far  to  think  mySelf  a competent  Judge  in  matter  of  Fortifi- 
cations. But  I have  done  nothing  without  mature  reflection:  My  design 
has  been  to  make  the  best  of  the  Situation,  and  with  a few  Works,  and 
a moderate  Expence  make  this  Town  Sufficiently  Strong  to  be  easily 
defended  with  a Small  garrison. 

Your  LordShip  is  the  proper  Judge  how  far  this  Plan  may  answer  the 
End  proposed. 

I ask  pardon  for  this  tedious  long  Letter,  and  am  with  the  utmost  respect 
My  Lord

"Under  date  of  Oct.  10,  1757,  The  Journal  Kept  By  Commissioners  of  Fortifications  of

I received  the  favour  of  your  Letter  of  the  26th  August2  the  28th  of 
September.  Until  the  posts  are  better  regulated  it  will  be  impossible  to 
concert  any  Measures  from  this  place 

I had  the  10th  Ins1  his  Lops  orders3  to  send  back  to  Virginia  your  two 
Companies  as  soon  as  they  could  be  spared  here  under  Convoy  of  the 
Winchelsea  Man  of  War,  and  to  hire  the  Transports  at  the  Expence  of 
your  Province,  I cou’d  not  put  these  orders  in  Execution  for  several 
Reasons.  There  are  no  Transports  to  be  got  in  this  Town  at  any  rate. 
The  Man  of  War  has  Lost  all  her  Masts  in  a Storm,  and  will  not  be 
able  to  go  to  Sea  before  Three  Months. 

If  at  that  time  (i.e.  in  January)  his  Lop  think  proper  that  your  Provin- 
cials be  sent  back,  tho’  very  much  wanted  here,  I beg  the  favour  of  you 
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to  concert  the  necessary  measures  with  his  Lop  for  their  Transports: 

1 write  to  him  accordingly,4  considering  the  Impossibility  I am  in  to 
provide  for  it  in  this  place 

I have  been  obliged  to  send  one  of  your  Companies  to  Savannah  in 
Georgia,5  and  as  it  would  require  some  time  to  recal  them  here,  I should 
be  obliged  to  You  to  give  me  notice  of  the  Time  you  will  send  the  Trans- 
ports, that  I may  have  them  ready  to  be  embark’d. 

Col.  Stevens6  informs  you  of  the  Difficulty  they  have  been  under  for 
want  of  Pay;  I hope  that  by  this  Time  you  will  have  had  it  in  your 
Power  to  provide  for  it. 

We  have  no  News  here,  all  is  quiet  about  us;  I wish  sincerely  it  may 
be  so  with  you.

By  the  Pricilla 

Dear  Colonel 

I hope  you  have  received  my  Letters  with  the  Returns  of  June  July  & 
August.  I transmit  you  here  that  of  September.1 

We  have  been  very  unsuccesful  in  our  Recruits  All  the  partys  sent 
out  being  fallen  sick,  the  few  men  we  got,  run  away  as  soon  as  they  are 
closed,  & I begin  to  despair  of  compleating  the  five  Companies. 
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I expect  daily  Lieu1  Hay  & Jenkins  with  Some  Men  from  N Carolina. 
I have  sent  after  the  Arrival  of  the  Highlanders  Lieu*  Billing2  to  Govr 
Dobbs,  to  stop  the  Imbarkation  of  the  two  Companies,  and  as  they  were 
inlisted  for  6 Months  only,  I beg  his  Excellency  to  permit  him  to  get 
some  of  them,  in  case  they  should  be  disbanded. 

His  Lop  sent  me  an  order3  to  draaft  in  the  Americans  all  the  Supernum: 
of  the  Highland  Battalion,  and  I have  received  200  Setts  of  Arms  & 175 
Suits  of  Cloaths  for  them.4  But  there  was  no  occasion  for  it;  their  men 
dying  so  fast  here  that  they  have  already  not  a man  to  spare  after  they 
have  compleated  at  1000  Privates  tho’  they  had  113  Supern:  on  board 
when  they  left  Ireland. 

I have  received  also  the  Cloathing  for  the  five  Companies,  of  which 
I inclose  you  a Return,  as  likewise  of  the  Remainder  of  our  Stores.5 
Lieu*  Ourry  has  left  in  Philadelphia  some  Cloathing  belonging  to  us,  he 
cannot  give  me  any  Acc*  of  it,  but  says  that  it  has  been  forgotten  in 
the  Regiments  Store  in  Town.  I beg  you  wou’d  give  order  to  inquire 
into  it.6 

Our  Men  are  not  yet  quarter’d,  I have  had  more  trouble  about  it 
here,  than  we  had  at  Philadelphia.  The  New  Assembly  is  actually  sitting, 
& I expect  in  a few  Days  a proper  Resolution  upon  that  head.7 

I am  heartily  tired  of  these  eternal  Disputes,  which  makes  the  Service 
so  disagreeable  in  America. 

The  Transports  of  the  Highlanders  are  still  here  waiting  for  a Man  of 
War  to  convoy  them  home  agreeable  to  their  charter  Party.  We  expect 
his  Lop’s  orders  upon  it.  I wish  we  cou’d  get  order  to  rejoin  you,  and 
get  rid  of  this  unwholesome  Country. 

Now  that  the  heat  is  over  we  shall  begin  to  work  on  the  Fortifications 
& to  employ  Soldiers,  who  will  be  payd  at  6d  Stg  p day,  one  Gill  of  Rum, 
& work  six  hours. 

We  propose  to  keep  the  new  Cloathing  till  in  the  Spring,  & to  have 
the  Coats  fitted  out  this  Winter 

Two  Days  ago  Cap*  Lander  married  Miss  Simpson8  one  of  our  Beauties, 
I hope  it  will  spread  no  farther  as  there  is  no  great  Temptation. 

All  our  Officers  are  well,  Doctor  MacLeane9  has  been  very  useful  to  us.

BOUQUET  TO  LOUDOUN 

[Huntington  Library,  LO-4682,  A.  L.  S.]* 

Charles  Town  21st  8ber  1757. 

My  Lord 

Having  heard  to  day  that  the  Assembly  had  applied  to  the  Governor 
for  leave  to  adjourne  to  the  14th  9ber  next,  I waited  on  his  Excellency 
to  inquire  if  they  had  Settled  the  Quarters  for  the  Troops:  he  was  pleased 
to  acquaint  me  that  they  had  impowred  him  to  build  new  Barraks  for  a 
1000  men,  near  the  free  School,1  and  to  repair  the  Said  old  house,  actualy 
occupied  by  the  Virginians,2  for  the  accomodation  of  the  officers,  together 
with  the  old  Brick  Barraks.  But  as  to  the  furnitures,  the  assembly  would 
only  consider  of  it  when  they  Should  meet  again:  upon  which  I repre- 
sented to  him  in  the  Strongest  manner. 

That  Barraks  without  furnitures  could  be  of  no  use,  and  in  Supposing 
that  the  Assembly  would  grant  the  Said  necessarys — which  I did  not 
expect,  It  would  take  at  least  one  month  more  to  get  these  furnitures 
made  /Blankets,  and  Straw  Beds/  which  would  carry  us  to  the  latter 
End  of  December. 

That  it  was  not  possible  for  the  Troops  to  lay  So  long  without  any 
Sort  of  furnitures  in  their  bad,  and  open  Quarters,  Some  laying  upon  the 
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Ground  in  a Church  half  build.  Therefore  I desired  that  he  would  not 
permit  them  to  adjourn  untill  they  had  taken  a proper  resolution  upon 
it,  or  given  a plain  Refusal Refused. 

I proposed  then  to  his  Excell:  to  desire  the  House  to  impower  him  to 
lay  out  in  furnitures  the  money  granted  for  Barraks,  which  being  given 
to  the  men,  would  enable  them  to  wait  till  the  Barraks  could  be  build: 
That  in  Supposing  the  Assembly  to  be  Sincerely  disposed  to  quarter  the 
Troops,  they  would  not  refuse  that  the  most  pressing  necessarys  Should 
be  provided  first  Refused. 

I proposed  at  last  that  if  nothing  else  could  be  obtained  he  would  be 
pleased  to  See  Blankets  provided  for  the  whole,  or  at  least  for  the  High- 
landers, who  have  none,  and  who  being  the  more  Sickly  would  perish  if 
not  kept  warm,  in  a Country  where  the  most  Saving  People  upon  Earth, 
are  obliged  to  give  Blankets  to  their  Slaves,  Expence  that  they  would 
certainly  Suppress,  if  they  could  live  without  Refused 

The  Governor  having  found  that  none  of  the  above  demands  could 
be  proposed,  assured  me  that  he  was  in  hope  they  would  grant  all  these 
things,  at  their  first  meeting,  on  the  14th  of  9ber,  but  if  they  Should 
not,  he  would  See  then,  what  was  to  be  done. 

As  this  affair  will  appear  in  a very  Strange  light,  I have  desired  the 
Governor  to  explain  himself  to  your  Lop.  the  reasons  of  this  extraordi- 
nary management: 

For  my  Part,  My  Lord,  I feel  deeply  the  ill  usage  that  we  meet  here: 
I lay  the  facts  plainly  before  your  Lop.  without  any  reflection:  sorry  to 
See  the  Troops  Suffer  in  a good  Town  where  His  Majesty  has  a Governor, 
and  that  it  is  not  in  my  power  to  relieve  them. 

The  pretext  of  this  adjournement  is  that  Several  Members  have  not 
been  properly  returned,  and  that  they  are  not  a full  House,  tho’  they 
have  always  been  above  of  19  present,  who  by  the  Constitution  makes  a 
House,  and  if  their  resolutions  were  not  legal,  they  could  not  have  voted 
money  for  the  Barraks,  and  other  public  Expences. 

Having  acquainted  Col:  Montgomery  of  this  unexpected  delay  and  of 
the  little  appearance  of  getting  any  thing  done,  at  least  before  January, 
he  will  make  the  best  of  the  Beddings  they  had  on  board,  to  accomodate 
his  people,  but  the  Americans  will  be  reduced  this  Winter,  to  their  own 
Blankets  and  Kettles  which  art:  I See  with  reluctancy  wear  out,  as  there 
are  none  to  be  got  here  afterwards. 

Till  now  I had  expected  that  the  Troops  having  been  Sent  here  at  the 
request  of  the  Governor,  they  would  be  taken  care  of.  but  it  Seems  that 
People  in  this  Province  are  apt  to  believe  that  any  thing  is  well  enough 
for  officers  and  Soldiers. 
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I have  been  obliged  to  Settle  my  accounts  to  the  23d  8bre  in  Stead  of 
7ber,  not  being  otherwise  able  to  justify  them  as  the  Troops  are  always 
pay’d  for  two  months,  and  all  the  Receits  made  from  the  24th  Aug:  to  the 
Said  23d  of  October  If  for  the  future  the  accounts  Should  be  Kept  dif- 
ferently I Shall  conform  mySelf  exactly  to  any  other  form. 

I have  added  the  Account  of  the  Officers  Subsistance  tho’  it  has  nothing 
to  do  with  the  rest,  having  received  the  money  from  Col.  Young3  for  that 
Purpose.

BOUQUET  TO  PETERS

Charles  Town  22d  of  8ber  1757. 

Dear  Sir 

Since  my  arrival  here,  I designed  to  write  to  you  but  in  considering 
the  multiplicity  of  affairs  that  you  must  have  had  this  last  Summer,  I 
found  that  you  had  not  time  lefft  for  an  insignificant  Correspondence. 

I Suppose  you  at  present  more  at  leasure,  and  hope  that  you  will  let 
me  hear  what  you  do.  I am  far  from  being  Indifferent  to  what  happens 
in  your  Province,  I look  upon  it  as  my  mother  Country  in  America,  and 
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feel  myself  Still  prejudiced  in  its  favour:  I cannot  say  that  the  Soil  has 
any  Share  in  it,  for  I never  saw  anything  but  dirt  and  dust  in  and  about 
your  Town,  and  certainly  in  regard  to  Prospect,  this  Place  has  the  advan- 
tage, but  falls  very  Short  in  all  the  rest. 

The  heat  is  now  over.  The  Therm:  from  86°  the  whole  summer  is  fallen 
down  to  61°.  I have  kept  my  health  very  well  tho’  the  whole  Country  is 
Sick;  Our  men  die  very  fast,  and  we  have  lost  more  in  one  month,  than 
in  the  whole  Winter  at  Philada. 

I am  Sorry  to  find  by  the  Newspapers  that  your  Faction  Subsistes 
Still,  and  that  neither  time  nor  Circumstances  can  bring  union  among  you. 

The  disagreable  Share  that  your  office  gives  you  in  these  eternal  Squab- 
bles, makes  me  more  Sensible  how  much  they  are  vexatious  to  private 
Gentlemen,  and  hurtful  to  the  Public:  I expect  that  the  deputation1 
from  your  Assembly  to  London,  will  bring  matters  to  a Crisis,  and  make 
an  End  of  the  present  Divisions. 

We  are  not  exposed  here  to  those  Political  Storms,  but  the  Circum- 
stances are  ticklish  and  I would  not  answer  for  the  future.  There  is 
one  Thing  in  which  I am  perfectly  clear,  that  I would  be  again  with  you 
being  not  pleased  in  the  least  with  any  thing  here. 

Having  had  occasion  to  make  use  of  the  mathemat:  Instruments  you 
Saw  at  Philada  I found  I missed  the  feet  of  the  Theodolite,  and  Astro- 
nomical Quadrant.2  I hope  they  have  been  lefft  at  the  Surveyer’s  house,3 
if  not,  at  Mr.  Elliot’s.4  I Should  be  obliged  to  you  to  inquire  about  it, 
as  likewise  of  a little  Dog  which  my  Servant  lefft  behind,  that  used  to 
go  at  Mr  Allen.5  If  these  things  can  be  found,  I beg  the  favour  of  you 
to  Send  them  by  the  first  good  Wessell  for  this  Place.  My  respects  to  the 
Governor  and  all  friends  about  you:  If  I could  be  of  any  Service  to  you, 
I hope  you  would  employ  me.

The  Assembly  has  adjourn’d  to  the  14th  Novr  after  having  voted 
/1000"  Stg  for  Amunition,  and  a Fund  to  build  Barraks  for  a Thousand 
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Men;  But  they  have  declin’d  to  enter  in  any  Deliberation  upon  the 
Beddings  and  other  Furnitures,  without  which  the  Barracks  are  of  no 
Use.  We  are  extremely  displeased  to  be  so  much  neglected.  I have  Laid 
the  whole  proceedings  before  his  Lordship,8  and  Colonel  Montgomery 
has  applied  at  the  same  time  to  be  orderd  to  the  Northward. 

Our  Men  behave  now  very  well,  which  is  owing  to  the  Major’s9  being 
every  Day  with  them 

There  is  no  Danger  that  we  shall  fall  in  Love  wth  South  Carolina,  if 
we  had  any  Inclination  that  Way,  their  genteel  Proceedings  with  us 
would  soon  cure  us  of  it.  You  may  therefore  depend  upon  our  Readiness

[Charleston,  S.C.,  November  6,  1757] 
Sir, 

Since  my  last,  Colonel  Bouquet  has  taken  much  pains  to  put  the 
artillery  in  order  and  to  urge  the  governor  to  induce  the  assembly  of 
this  province  to  repair  and  enlarge  the  fortifications.  The  assembly  has 
granted  a sum  of  £ 1,000  sterling  for  this  purpose.1  Colonel  Bouquet 
ordered  me  to  make  a plan  for  it,  and  then  instructed  me  to  carry  it 
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out;  consequently  Fort  Johnson  which  is  [2]  miles  from  the  town  has 
been  enlarged  by  the  hornwork,  which  you  will  see  in  the  encolsed  plan.2 
The  town  will  be  put  in  order  and  the  other  works  connected  with  the 
old  ones,  in  accordance  with  the  plan.  Port  Royal,  which  is  76  miles  from 
here  on  the  frontiers  of  Georgia,  will  have  a fort3  according  to  the  en- 
closed plan.  Governor  Littleton,  Colonel  Bouquet,  and  I have  been  to 
Port  Royal  on  this  business.4  When  all  these  works  are  finished,  we 
shall  visit  the  other  forts  of  the  province,  and  shall  repair  them  or  con- 
struct other  works  as  occasion  may  require;  it  is  a pleasure  to  see 
with  what  alacrity  the  province  is  devoting  itelf  to  providing  for  all 
these  expenses.  The  governor  and  Col.  Bouquet  have  put  themselves  to 
much  trouble,  and  I expect  that  this  province  will  in  a short  time  be  in 
a good  state  of  defense,  but  it  will  always  require  a permanent  garrison, 
and  some  artillery  of  32  and  24  lb.  caliber;  those  of  18  lb.  are  the  largest 
that  we  have  at  the  present  time. 

The  regiment  of  Montgomery’s  Highlanders  arrived  here  safely,  con- 
sisting of  more  than  1100  men  all  very  robust,  and  zealous  to  learn  their 
work.  It  is  surprising  to  see  with  what  precision  the  least  of  the  soldiers 
hastens  to  do  his  duty,  considering  the  short  term  of  their  service. 

I have  the  pleasure  of  sending  you  the  plans  by  means  of  Major 
Tullikens,  not  having  dared  to  send  them  to  you  sooner  for  fear  that  they 
would  not  reach  you,  which  would  have  driven  me  to  despair. 

We  are  all  very  sorry  to  lose  Major  Tullikens,  who  is  a worthy  officer, 
and  very  courteous  to  all  his  subordinates;  however,  since  his  recall  is  to 
his  advantage,  we  are  obliged  to  submit  to  it  with  good  grace.5 

I expect  that  through  the  vacancy  of  three  colonels,6  I shall  soon  have 
occasion  to  congratulate  you  in  regard  to  a battalion,  which  I hope  to 
do  as  soon  as  possible. 

I hope  this  finds  you  in  the  best  of  health,  for  the  preservation  of  which 
constant  prayers  are  offered  by  one  who  has  the  honor  to  be  with  the

Mr  Stead  acquaints  me  that  43  of  the  Steers  sent  here 
died,  and  that  far  from  making  anything  of  them  he  has  been  obliged  to 
pay  to  bury  them,  he  promised  me  to  send  the  Acc1  of  the  Remaindr 
which  is  reduc'd  to  a Trifle 

The  Officers  & Recruits  are  arrived.4  I return  my  Sincere  thanks  to 
your  Excellency  for  the  money  advanced  to  them  & the  favour  of  your 
protection.  I beg  you  wou’d  let  me  know  how  I can  repay  the  sd  money. 

I refer  myself  to  Governor  Lyttletons  Letter3  for  the  Late  news  we 
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have  received;  they  are  constantly  so  bad,  that  it  would  be  better  not 
to  hear  them  at  all.

Dear  Sir 

I have  orders  from  Ld  Loudoun1  to  send  back  to  Virginia  the  Troops  of 
that  Province,  but  before  we  move  the  Company  from  Savannah,  I must 
beg  you  to  let  me  know  if  you  desire  & think  necessary  to  have  it  relieved 
by  a Company  of  the  Americans. 

Tho  We  have  a good  Number  of  Regulars  here,  the  Highland  Battalion 
being  a new  Corps,  & not  yet  formed,  cannot  be  employed  before  the 
Month  of  February  next. 

The  Regiment  of  this  Province,  has  not  yet  a 100  Men,  by  which  we 
are  for  the  present  reduced  to  the  Americans,  who  by  Sickness  are  not 
above  300  fit  for  duty.  Considering  besides  that  your  Province  is  unable 
to  provide  Bedding  & Utensils  for  a Company,  I wish  you  had  no  occa- 
sion for  Troops  this  Winter. 

As  soon  as  the  Carolina  Provincials2  will  be  raised,  I Shall  be  able  to 
relieve  the  Independent  Companies  on  the  Frontiers  and  to  send  you 
one  of  them,  as  they  wou’d  be  less  burdensome  to  You  than  the  Regulars, 
Accustom’d  to  have  Quarters  provided  with  all  Necessarys. 

But  I refer  entirely  to  your  Judgement  of  the  Matter,  & shall  conform 
myself  to  your  Determination.  If  you  Chuse  to  have  that  Company,  I 
shall  send  it  by  the  same  Vessels  that  you  will  employ  to  bring  back  the 
Virginians 

Cap1  Mercer3  who  will  have  the  honour  to  deliver  you  this  Letter,  has 
been  detained  here  by  Sickness.  I take  the  Liberty  to  recommend  him 
to  you. 
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I am  very  sorry  that  Circumstances  have  not  permitted  me  to  go  to 
Savannah;  But  as  soon  as  I shall  be  at  Liberty  to  dispose  of  my  Time,  I 
shall  give  myself  the  pleasure  to  wait  on  you.  I beg  the  favour  of  you 
to  forward  the  Inclosed  to  Cap*  Raymond  Demere4  at  Frederica,  he  has 
some  Invalids  to  send  to  Cha8  Town,  which  might  be  embarkd  with  the 
Virginians.

I hope  you  have  arrived  safely  at  your  fine  retreat1  where  I wish  you 
the  best  of  health,  and  quiet. 

Lieutenant  Gray2  informed  me  last  July  that,  since  the  Independent 
Companies  were  still  filled,  they  did  not  have  funds  to  replace  the  men 
who  has  been  discharged  or  recommended  to  Chelsea. 

I sent  this  information  to  Lord  Loudoun,3  who  in  reply  wrote  me  the 
following  paragraph:4 

“The  Captain  of  every  Independent  Company  is  obliged  to  Keep  his 
Company  Compleat,  if  he  had  no  other  Fund  than  the  Warrant  men 
allowed  him.  But  if  those  who  command  the  Carolina  Companies,  should 
represent  their  Case  as  singular,  please  to  call  for  a Return  of  the  Number 
of  these  Companies  for  five  Years  past,  and  you  will  be  satisf’d  that  suffi- 
cient Funds  are  not  wanting.  At  all  Events  you  will  order  these  Companies 
to  be  compleated  with  serviceable  Men,  with  all  expedition  & the  sooner 
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you  discharge  all  the  unserviceable  men,  the  Recruiting  Fund  will  be  the 
greater.” 

You  see  by  that,  Sir,  the  necessity  of  discharging  all  the  men  unfit  to 
serve,  and  sending  the  men  here  whose  long  service  has  earned  them  the 
right  to  be  recommended  to  Chelsea. 

The  company  of  Virginians  are  to  be  embarked  immediately  at  Savan- 
nah to  go  to  Charleston.5  You  can  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity 
to  send  me  all  the  invalids  who  ought  to  be  recommended  to  Chelsea. 

I have  no  doubt  but  that  you  will  make  every  effort  to  complete  your 
company  and  your  brother’s.6  Captain  Goldsmith7  will  look  after  his  own. 

For  my  part,  I am  endeavoring  to  put  you  on  the  same  footing  as  the 
rest  of  the  King’s  troops,  by  getting  provisions  for  you.  I expect  to  suc- 
ceed during  the  course  of  this  month,  and  by  this  to  facilitate  your 
recruiting. 

T should  be  obliged  to  you,  Sir,  if  you  would  give  me  at  your  leisure 
your  opinion  on  the  situation  at  Frederica,  and  whether  the  fort  is  worth 
repairing  or  if  it  would  be  expedient  to  abandon  it  and  build  another.8 

As  soon  as  my  time  is  my  own,  I propose  to  carry  out  my  intention 
of  visiting  Georgia.  I shall  be  delighted  to  have  the  pleasure  of  seeing 
you  in  your  home,  and  to  reiterate  the  assurances  of  esteem  and  con- 
sideration with  which  I have  the  honor  to  be,

Major  General  Webb1  being  appointed  to  Command  at 
New  York  it  is  Lord  Loudoun’s  Orders,  that  you  send  all  your 
Returns  to  New  York,  and  that  you  make  Duplicates  to  Gen- 
eral Webb,  during  his  Command  this  Winter,  writing  upon  the 
Back  of  the  Cover, — Returns. 

Albany  Whereas  Lord  Loudoun’s  several  Orders,  given  out  at 

26th  Novr  1757.  different  Times,  with  Regard  to  Officers  not  receiving 
Money  in  Lieu  of  provisions  has  not  produced  the  de- 
sired Effect  of  making  a Saving  to  the  Crown,  Lord  Loudoun 
therefore  orders,  that  all  those  Rations  that  are  not  taken  in 
Kind  from  the  Contractors,  are  to  be  paid  in  Money  from  the 
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Contingent  Account,  at  the  Rate  of  four  pence  Sterling  pr  Ration, 
as  the  Recruiting,  and  out  Parties  are  paid  at  present,  by  which 
there  will  be  a Saving  to  the  Crown  of  two  pence  Sterling  pr 
Ration 

Each  Regiment  is  to  keep  regular  Accounts  of  their 
Rations  received  in  Kind  from  the  Contractor,  that  they  may 
be  enabled  to  make  a just  Demand  of  their  four  pences  from 
the  Quarter  Master  General,  according  to  their  Effectives,  and 
the  Number  of  Rations  appropriated  to  each  person.  And  it 
is  the  Earl  of  Loudoun’s  further  Orders,  that  no  Contractor  or 
any  of  his  Deputies  do  issue  any  provisions  whatever  but  ac- 
cording to  His  Lordship’s  general  Orders,  or  according  to  the 
Orders  that  may  be  given  by  the  Commanding  Officer  of  any 
Body  of  Troops  detatched  from  him. 

This  Regulation  to  take  place  from  the  26th  Novr  1757 
& to  have  no  Retrospect. 

Lord  Loudoun  Orders  that  all  Officers  either  in  Camp, 
or  Quarters,  upon  Duty  or  not,  do  constantly  appear  in  their 
Regimentals,  or  uniforms;  Commanding  Officers  of  Corps  to  be 
answerable  that  this  Order  is  punctually  complied  with.

Lieu1  Colonel  Bouquet,  of  the  Royal  American  Regiment  Commanding 
Elis  Majestys  Troops  in  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  &ca  By  a particular 
Commission  from  His  Excellency  The  Earl  of  Loudon,  haveing  thought 
is  Expedient  to  call  together  Lieu*  Colonel  Montgomery,  Majors  Grant, 
Campbell,1  and  Tulliken,  being  the  Field  Officers  of  the  Garrison  of 
Charles-1  own,  in  order  to  consult  with  them  about  the  Steps  which 
were  necessary  to  be  taken  for  the  preservation  of  His  Majestys  Troops. 
He  told  them  that  he  must  enter  into  a good  many  Particulars  that 
they  might  be  the  better  able  to  judge  of  the  Disposition  of  many  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  with  regard  to  the  Army.  And  He 
then  proceded  to  Inform  them. 

That  Five  Companys  of  the  Royal  American  Regiment  arrived  in  this 
Harbour  the  15th  of  June,  landed  and  encamped  the  18th  as  it  was  not 
thought  proper  to  Quarter  them  in  Town,  Some  of  the  Soldiers  haveing 
been  seized  with  the  small  Pox  in  the  passage  from  Philadelphia. 

That  as  the  Troops  were  ill  supplied  with  Straw,  The  Camp2  full  of 
water,  and  the  Number  of  Sick  increasing  every  day,  He  applied  the 
26th  of  July  for  Quarters,  But  as  Things  had  not  been  provided  for  the 
Reception  of  the  Troops  & as  the  Rains  still  continued,  He  represented, 
the  29th,  to  the  Governor  that  there  was  an  absolute  necessity  to 
put  the  Men  under  Cover,  Upon  which  Four  bad  empty  Houses  were 
given  to  them  where  the  Men  were  obliged  to  ly  upon  the  Floor  till  the 
21st  of  September  when  160  Men  were,  after  repeated  remonstrances, 
Quarter’d  in  Publick  Houses;  The  remaining  Part  still  Continue  in  their 
first  Situation. 

That  no  Quarters  cou’d  be  obtain’d  for  the  Officers  till  the  2fI  of  August. 
That,  haveing  been  inform’d  that  the  First  Highland  Battalion  was 
off  the  Coast,  He  applied  to  the  Commissary  the  29th  of  August  to  pro- 
vide Quarters  for  them.  The  Battalion  landed  the  3'1  of  September,  with 
only  16  Sick  Men,  and  were  Quarter’d  in  a Half  finished  Church  without 
Windows,  in  Damp  Store-houses  upon  the  Quay,  and  in  empty  Houses 
where  most  of  the  Men  were  obliged  to  ly  upon  tbe  Ground  without  Straw 
or  any  sort  of  Covering:  Immediate  Sickness  was  the  Consequence  of  such 
a reception  after  so  long  a Voyage;  Towards  the  end  of  September,  Ac- 
cording to  the  Returns  of  the  Battalion,3  There  were  above  500  Sick;  and 
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tho  the  Regiment  lost  near  60  Men  in  less  than  three  Months,  still  greater 
Numbers  must  have  perish’d  if  some  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Town  had 
not  out  of  Compassion  received  near  200  of  them  into  their  Houses. 

That  tho’  the  Troops  continued  in  this  melancholy  Condition,  ill  pro- 
vided with  Straw,  without  Beding  or  Barrack  Utencills  of  any  kind,  He 
did  not  chuse  to  complain  as  the  New  Assembly  was  to  meet  the  of 
October,4  from  whom  great  things  were  Expected;  Haveing  Met,  after 
sitting  some  days,  They  came  to  a resolution  to  build  Barracks  for  a 
Thousand  Men,  Voted  a Sum  of  Money  for  that  Purpose,  And  then  with- 
out giving  any  Directions  about  provideing  the  Troops  with  Beding  and 
other  Barrack  necessarys  They  adjourn’d  From  the  21st  of  October  to 
the  14th  of  November. 

That  w[h]en  this  last  delay  was  bore  with  Patience  as  He  thought 
that  The  Gentlemen  of  the  Assembly  who  were  well  acquainted  with  the 
severity  of  the  weather  during  the  Winter  Season  in  this  Country,  cou’d 
not  think  of  suffering  His  Majesty’s  Troops  to  perish  for  Cold  as  they  had 
been  sent  into  the  Province  at  Their  request  and  for  Their  Protection; 
But  unfortunately  his  Expectations  had  been  too  Sanguine.  For  the  As- 
sembly after  meeting  according  to  Adjournment  have  been  pleased  to 
order  a Blanket  for  Two  Men  in  a Country  where  the  most  covetous 
Planter  finds  it  his  Interest  to  allow  One  to  the  most  despicable  Slave; 
They  have  likewise  Voted  Two  Cords  of  Wood  for  an  hundred  Effective 
Men  pr  Week,  Out  of  which  Provision  is  to  be  made  for  the  Hospitals 
and  Guard  Rooms:  This  Regulation  is  the  more  Extraordinary  as  it  has 
been  represented  to  them  that  less  than  half  a Cord  of  Wood  pr  Week  was 
not  Sufficient  for  a Mess  of  Eight  Men. 

1 he  Assembly  does  not  think  it  reasonable  to  make  any  Allowance  for 
Lodgeing,  Fire,  or  Candle  to  the  Field  Officers,  Captains,  or  the  Staff 
Officers,  but  They  have  been  pleased  to  Vote  One  Shilling  Sterling  pr  Day 
to  each  of  the  Subaltern  Officers  till  the  Barracks  were  finished,  And  be- 
fore they  acquainted  The  Governor  or  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the 
Troops  with  the  resolution  which  they  had  taken,  They  sent  to  inform 
the  Commissary  of  it,  who  notified  immediatly  to  all  Housekeepers  who 
had  Officers  Quarter’d  upon  them,  That  those  Gentlemen,  for  the  future, 
were  to  provide  Lodgeing  for  themselves. 

Haveing  Considered  the  above  Particulars  with  regard  to  the  State 
of  the  Troops  in  this  Province,  We  are  unanimously  of  Opinion  that  His 
Excellency  The  Governor  shoud  be  moved  to  Remonstrate  to  the  As- 
sembly, That  Numbers  of  the  Men  must  perish  during  the  Winter,  if  a 
Blanket  at  least  is  not  allowed  to  each  Man,  and  that  if  a greater  Quan- 
tity of  Wood  is  not  Voted  for  the  use  of  the  Troops,  It  will  be  absolutely 
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necessary  to  fix  upon  a proper  Place  where  the  Men  may  be  at  Liberty 
to  cut  Wood  for  Themselves. 

As  the  Assembly  has  thought  proper  to  exclude  Field  Officers,  Cap- 
tains, and  the  Staff  Officers  from  Quarters,  a Distinction  never  heard  of 
before  in  any  part  of  His  Majestys  Dominions  either  in  Europe  or  Amer- 
ica, As  the  Officers  of  all  Ranks  are  equally  entitled  to  be  Lodged;  It  is 
therefore  Our  Unanimous  Opinion  That  the  Subaltern  Officers  Shall  be 
order’d  to  receive  no  money  from  the  Province  upon  Account  of  Quarters 
And  that  All  Officers  belonging  to  the  Garrison  shall  be  directed  to  keep 
Possession  of  the  Lodgeings  which  were  alloted  to  them  by  the  Com- 
missary till  proper  Regulations  are  made  for  Quartering  the  Whole.

In  Consequence  of  the  above  Resolution  I waited  on  the  Governor  and 
having  represented  the  Necessity  of  an  Amendment  in  the  points  so 
justly  complain’d  of  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  send  a Message  to 
recommend  that  Matter  to  the  Consideration  of  the  Assembly.5  The 
consequence  of  which  was,  the  Addition  of  one  Cord  of  Wood  for  every 
hundred  Effective  Men,  and  one  Blanket  to  each  Man,  but  no  further 
provisions  have  been  made  for  the  Hospitals,  Guard  Rooms,  & Quarters 
for  the  Officers.

Six  Weeks  ago  I wrote  to  the  Earl  of  Loudoun3  to  represent  the  Im- 
possibility it  was  for  your  Province  to  furnish  the  Utencils  to  the  Troops 
necessary  for  your  safety,  & desired  his  orders  upon  it,  to  be  enabled  to 
defray  that  Expence  on  the  Government’s  Acc4  As  I have  yet  got  no 
answer,  it  is  not  in  my  Power  to  Act  for  the  present.  But  as  soon  as  I 
hear  from  his  Lop,  I shall  acquaint  you  of  it;  and  send  you  at  the  Gov- 
ernments Expence  another  Company. 

The  Officer  at  Fort  Augusta4  complains  of  want  of  Amunition,  If  you 
could  send  him  one  or  two  Barrels  of  Gunpowder,  I would  reimplace  them 
to  you,  if  you  choose  it. 

I congratulate  you  on  the  good  issue  of  yr  Treaties  with  the  Creeks,5 
it  was  a very  necessary  Work,  & which  I hope  will  be  of  great  Advantage 
both  for  your  Trade  and  Quiet.

LYTTELTON  TO  LOUDOUN

Charles  Town  Decr  10th  1757 

My  Lord, 

In  the  dispatch1  which  accompanies  this  I have  the  honour  to  acquaint 
your  Lordship  with  the  Provision  that  has  been  made  here  for  the  Accomo- 
dation of  the  Troops,  but  some  things  of  an  extraordinary  nature  have 
happen’d  relative  to  the  Subject  Matter  of  that  Letter,  which  I think 
it  necessary  to  inform  your  Lordship  of. 

In  the  Speech  which  I address’d  to  the  General  Assembly  at  the  open- 
ing of  this  Session,  I strongly  recommended  the  making  a proper  Provi- 
sion for  the  Accomodation  of  the  Troops  & enforc’d  what  I had  then  said 
by  a subsequent  Message.  On  the  1st  Instant  the  Lower  House  agreed 
to  Supply  the  Several  Articles  the  particulars  of  which  I have  enclos’d 
to  your  Lordship  in  my  dispatch,  excepting  only  that  they  had  allow’d 
but  one  Blanket  to  each  bed  & two  Cords  of  Wood  per  Week  to  each 
Company.  These  Resolutions  I communicated  to  Colonel  Bouquet  who 
thereupon  remonstrated  to  me,  that  whereas  a Sum  had  been  provided 
therein  to  be  paid  to  Subaltern  Officers,  it  was  necessary  that  all  the 
officers  Shou’d  be  quarter’d  without  distinction.  Secondly,  that  there 
shou’d  be  a Blanket  for  each  Man.  Thirdly,  that  more  Wood  shou’d  be 
given  to  the  Soldiers.  Fourthly  that  provision  shou’d  be  made  for  the 
Hospitals  of  Wood  Candle  & Vinegar.  Fifthly,  that  the  Guard  Rooms 
shou’d  have  Wood  & Candle,  & lastly,  that  the  Allowance  of  Wood  agreed 
to  be  given  to  each  officer  & receiv’d  by  the  Highlanders  shou’d  be  made 
good  to  the  Royal  Americans.  In  consequence  of  these  representations 
I sent  another  Message  in  which  I acquainted  the  House  “That  it  was 
requisite  that  Provision  shou’d  be  made  for  defraying  the  charge  of  lodg- 
ing all  the  officers  without  distinction.  Secondly,  that  instead  of  one 
Blanket  to  serve  two  Men,  one  Blanket  shou’d  be  furnished  for  each 
Man.  Thirdly,  that  the  quantity  of  Wood  propos’d  to  be  given  to  the 
Soldiers  shou’d  be  encreas’d,  & that  they  Shou’d  also  have  Small  Beer 
or  Rum  when  that  cou’d  not  be  procur’d.  Fourthly  that  a distinct  allow- 
ance of  Wood  Candles  & Vinegar  shou’d  be  allotted  for  the  Hospitals,  & 
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also  of  Wood  & Candles  for  the  Guard  Rooms;  And  I press’d  them  to 
consent  in  a very  strong  manner.  The  Wood  for  the  Royal  American 
Officers,  I omitted,  because  if  any  indemnification  was  to  be  applied  for, 
for  them,  I conceiv’d  the  properest  time  wou’d  be  when  a general  Tax 
Act  was  to  be  pass’d,  & the  Article  of  Small  Beer  or  Rum  instead  for  the 
Soldiers,  I added  myself  to  Colonel  Bouquets  Articles. 

I had  very  good  hopes  My  Lord  of  obtaining  all  or  the  greatest  part  of 
these  things;  but  while  the  Assembly  was  deliberating  upon  them,  Colonel 
Bouquet  thought  proper  without  my  previous  knowledge  or  consent  to 
treat  with  the  Speaker2  concerning  them  & after  wa[i]ving  all  of  them 
except  the  first  & the  Second  Articles  & with  respect  to  the  first,  agreeing 
that  a Sum  of  money  equivalent  to  the  rate  of  Lodging  might  be  accepted, 
he  made  three  Propositions  to  the  Speaker,  viz,  first  that  If  the  Assembly 
was  of  opinion  that  the  Province  cou’d  not  well  bear  the  Charge  of  Sup- 
plying the  Troops  they  shou’d  represent  to  your  Lordship  their  inability 
so  to  do  & desire  that  you  wou’d  please  to  recall  a part  of  them  or  Sec- 
ondly, That  they  shou’d  apply  to  your  Lordship  to  procure  an  Aid  from 
the  Crown  to  enable  them  to  Support  the  expence  of  them  or  thirdly  that 
they  shou’d  make  a provision  for  them  only  untill  such  time  as  your 
Lordship’s  Pleasure  cou’d  be  known  concerning  them.  Thus  my  Lord  he 
broke  my  measures  & render’d  the  subsequent  Resolutions  of  the  Assem- 
bly much  less  than  they  wou’d  otherwise  have  been,  for  it  was  impossible 
for  me  to  be  further  urgent  when  he  who  commanded  the  Troops  had 
taken  Such  a Part  & talk’d  a Language  so  suited  to  every  Man  that  might 
wish  to  be  economical  in  that  House.  These  Resolutions  are  indefinite 
without  limitation  of  Time  & there  is  nothing  said  therein  expressing  a 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  Assembly  that  your  Lordship  shou’d  recall  any 
of  the  Troops  or  procure  an  Aid  to  the  Province  from  the  Crown  to  enable 
it  to  support  them.  & of  the  two  Articles  which  Colonel  Bouquet  did  not 
give  up  to  the  Speaker  one  is  granted  viz.  The  Blanket  for  each  Man,  & 
with  respect  to  the  expence  of  lodging  the  Officers  If  your  Lordship  will 
please  to  acquaint  me  that  it  is  your  desire  that  the  Charge  of  it  shou’d 
be  defray’d,  as  soon  as  the  money  is  receivd,  out  of  that  portion  of  the 
fifty  thousand  pounds  granted  by  Parliament  for  the  three  Provinces  of 
North  & South  Carolina  & Virginia,  which  Shall  be  allotted  to  this  Prov- 
ince,3 I conceive  it  will  be  an  easy  expedient;  but  I shou’d  not  omit  to 
inform  your  Lordship  that  some  very  good  Barracks  are  now  actually 
fitting  up  for  officers  & the  Sum  of  a Shilling  Sterling  per  diem  or  seven 
Shillings  per  week  expressd  in  the  Resolution  of  the  Assembly  to  be  paid 
to  the  Subalterns  is  precisely  what  the  Commissary  has  hired  Lodgings 
for,  & may  be  so  applied  again. 
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It  is  a great  concern  to  me  to  find  myself  oblig’d  to  lay  Colonel  Bou- 
quet’s conduct  before  your  Lordship  & his  motives  for  it  may  not  perhaps 
appear  at  the  first  view;  But  there  is  one  circumstance  which  If  your 
Lordship  shall  please  to  consider,  it  will  I apprehend  clearly  explain  it. 
His  great  object  is  to  be  continued  in  Command  in  this  Province,  where 
he  is  endeavouring  to  acquire  Property.4  Had  the  Propositions  he  made 
to  the  Speaker  been  adopted  by  the  House  & your  Lordship  been  applied 
to,  in  consequence  thereof,  he  was  in  hopes  it  might  have  produced  the 
recall  of  the  Highlanders,  & untill  that  is  done,  he  cannot  think  himself 
secure  of  remaining  in  possession  of  the  Command,  but  I believe  were 
the  wishes  of  the  Province  to  be  of  any  weight  in  the  decision  of  that 
point,  they  wou’d  be  that  the  Highlanders  shou’d  remain  rather  than  the 
Americans  if  one  or  other  of  the  two  Corps  must  be  withdrawn,  because 
there  are  very  many  Scotch  Gentlemen  of  much  consideration  here,  Sev- 
eral of  whom  are  in  the  Council  & Assembly,  who  are  pleas’d  to  see  so 
many  of  their  Countrymen  engaged  in  the  protection  of  this  Colony,  & 
If  upon  a Peace  being  made,  the  Battalion  shou’d  be  reduced,  they  wou’d 
very  many  of  them,  perhaps  the  far  greatest  part,  become  Settlers  here, 
which  wou’d  be  a most  substantial  & lasting  benefit  to  these  Parts  that 
want  very  much  an  Addition  of  white  Inhabitants.  I am  sorry  to  say 
that  as  far  as  ever  my  Observation  cou’d  carry  me,  I have  remark’d 
Colonel  Bouquets  conduct  to  have  been  Squared  & measured  upon  all 
Occasions  by  his  views  of  establishing  himself  here  & have  seen  so  much 
of  Duplicity  & indirection  in  his  behaviour  that  it  is  impossible  for  me 
to  repose  that  confidence  in  him  which  I wou’d  earnestly  wish  to  do  in 
any  Man  appointed  by  your  Lordship  to  the  Command  of  the  Troops  in 
this  Province,  & which  the  interests  of  His  Majesty’s  Service  require.  Had 
he  not  interposed  in  this  late  Affair  in  the  manner  he  did  I trust  I had 
brought  the  business  to  a most  successfull  Issue,  & I hope  I have  not 
been  so  unprosperous  a Servant  of  the  King  in  this  Colony,  as  to  have 
afforded  him  grounds  from  former  miscarriages  of  measures  which  I un- 
dertook, to  interfere  in  this  in  the  way  he  did.  With  respect  to  the  matter 
of  fact  I am  authoriz’d  to  assert  it  as  well  from  the  Colonels  own  relation 
of  it  as  other  proof. 

I ask  your  Lordship’s  pardon  for  having  troubled  you  so  long  upon 
this  Subject  & am  with  the  greatest  respect

My  Lord 

I received  the  4th  of  9ber  the  Duplicate  of  your  Lops  Letter  of  the  12th 
Sber:1  The  want  of  opportunity,  and  the  wavering  Circumstances  in 
regard  to  Quarters,  have  not  permitted  me  to  answer  sooner. 

The  content  of  my  Letters-  must  for  the  greatest  Part  be  So  desagre- 
able  to  your  Lop.  that  I wish  I could  avoid  writing  at  all,  untill  all  occa- 
sions oi  complaints  might  be  removed,  which  I expect  from  time  and 
patience. 

I he  bearer  of  this  Major  Tulleken3  being  as  well  acquainted  as  myself 
with  our  present  scituation  I Shall  not  trouble  your  Lop  with  many 
details,  upon  which  I have  given  him  a memorandum. 

Capn  Hale  of  the  Winchelsea  being  here,  when  I received  your  Orders 
concerning  the  1 ransports  from  England,4  I applied  to  him,  and  desired 
he  would  put  them  in  Execution,  which  he  took  upon  himself  to  do. 
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Some  merchants  Ships  arrived  at  that  time,  and  reported  that  the 
Mermaid  man  of  War,  that  had  convoyed  them  was  to  come  in  this 
Harbour,  after  She  had  Seen  Some  Mast  Ships  in  Piscataway,5  and  that 
She  was  as  they  had  heard  to  convoy  these  Transports  home;  upon  that 
Intelligence  Cap1'  Hale  Suspended  his  orders  to  them,  hut  having  heard 
nothing  of  the  Fregatte  Since,  he  has  ordered  all  the  Captains  of  these 
Transports,  who  would  not  be  discharged  here,  to  Sail  without  Convoy 
for  England:  Six  of  them  have  refused  to  obey,  after  they  had  taken 
privately  the  opinion  of  Some  Members  of  the  Court  of  Admiralty  here, 
and  have  notified  their  refusal  by  a Letter  to  Cap11  Hale,  who  Sends  it 
with  the  whole  Proceeding  to  the  Navy  office.  As  he  gives  a full  account 
of  it  to  your  Lop,  I beg  leave  to  refer  to  his  Letter  on  that  Subject:6 
There  was  no  Agent  with  these  Transports,  nor  the  least  direction,  or 
Instruction  to  any  body. 

The  Virginia  Company  is  arrived  from  Georgia  and  I expect  in  the 
month  of  January  the  Transports  from  Virginia  to  Send  them  home,  and 
as  the  Coast  is  Seldom  free  of  Privateers,  Capn  Hales  will  See  them  in 
the  Capes,7  and  promises  to  be  ready  by  that  time. 

I beg  your  LordShips  indulgence  upon  the  delay  happened  in  the 
Execution  of  your  Orders,  nothing  can  make  me  more  uneasy,  as  not  to 
be  able  to  put  them  in  Execution  as  Soon  as  received,  which  has  been 
the  Case  with  these  Transports  and  the  Provincials. 

There  remain  about  60  men  of  the  Independents  in  Georgia:  The  re- 
mainder of  the  three  Companies  are  all  on  the  Frontiers,  where  they  can 
not  be  Spared  till  we  have  Provincials  to  relieve  them.  In  Stead  of  them 
I would  have  Sent  to  Savannah  one  Company  of  the  Americans,  if  there 
had  been  the  least  appearance  of  danger;  but  the  Governor  having  de- 
clared that  they  are  unable  to  furnish  any  Sort  of  Beddings,  or  utencils 
whatsoever;8  I have  judged  unnecessary  to  Send  them  before  the  Spring, 
as  we  are  always  in  time  to  give  them  Succur  if  wanted. 

By  the  treaties  they  have  lately  renew’d  with  the  Creeks,  they  are 
Safe  on  the  Land  Side,  and  by  the  new  fortification  of  the  Town,  they 
are  no  more  exposed  to  any  insult  from  Privateers. 

I have  intimated  to  the  Captains9  of  the  three  Independ1  Companies 
your  Lop’s  positive  orders  to  compleat  their  Companies;  they  have  no 
more  objections  as  to  the  necessary  money  but  they  alledge  the  impos- 
sibility of  getting  Men  in  the  3.  Southern  Provinces;  and  I am  Sorry  to 
see  by  our  own  repeated  Experiments  that  it  is  really  near  an  Impossi- 
bility to  find  good  men  here. 
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They  have  applied  to  me  for  leave  from  your  Lop  to  Send  an  officer 
to  the  Northward,  or  even  to  England,  or  Irland  for  Recruits,  both  of 
which  seems  to  me  impracticable. 

Lieut1  Outerbridge  has  also  applied  to  me  from  Fort  Augusta  to  trans- 
mit to  your  Lop  the  inclosed  Petition.10  his  Infirmities  render  him,  as  I 
hear,  unfit  for  the  Service. 

The  allowance  of  Provisions  for  the  Independents  that  your  Lop  was 
pleased  to  grant  being  under  the  just  Condition  that  the  Province,  in 
consideration  of  the  2d  Saved  them  Should  bear  the  Expence  of  Sending 
these  Provisions.  I have  lefft  the  management  of  that  Point  to  the  Gov- 
ernor to  be  proposed  when  he  Shall  think  it  more  convenient,  and  it  is 
Still  kept  Secret,  as  the  Circumstances  are  not  very  proper  to  negotiate 
any  thing  with  the  Assembly.  In  the  mean  while  their  men  in  the  remote 
Forts  are  Supplied  by  the  Province,  and  will  not  Suffer  at  all  by  this 
Short  delay. 

Since  my  last  Letters  of  the  16th  and  21st  8ber  Fort  Prince  George  in 
the  lower  Cherokees  has  been  compleatly  refitted,  and  Surrounded  with 
Stockadoes,  under  the  direction  of  Lieut1  Shaw,  who  has  well  executed 
his  Instructions11  to  that  purpose,  without  any  Expence  to  the  Province, 
the  Garrison  having  done  the  whole  Work.  That  reparation  has  pro- 
duced a good  Effect  upon  their  troublesome  Neighbours,  12  who  were 
grown  Insolent,  and  as  they  Saw  the  Fort  defenceless,  were  threatning 
every  day  the  Garrison  to  cut  their  throats,  and  to  drive  them  out  of 
their  Country.  They  are  now  become  mild  and  humble,  and  they  ask 
as  favours  the  Presents  that  they  used  to  extort  as  a tribute. 

I hear  that  the  numerous  Nation  of  Chocktaws13  begin  to  buy  goods 
from  our  Indian  traders,  and  Seem  disposed  to  give  up  the  French  Inter- 
est, Which  I believe  Signifies  nothing  more  than  the  unableness  of  the 
French  to  Supply  them. 

Our  new  Fortifications  go  one  with  good  Dispatch,  and  by  the  Bal- 
lance  made  the  5th  of  this  month,  there  remain  /9000=St:  for  the  Works 
in  and  about  Town,  exclusive  of  the  funds  granted  for  the  three  Forts, 
and  the  Powder  magazin  at  Dorchester.14 

As  to  the  Quarters  I dare  no  more  make  any  mention  of  them.  By  the 
inclosed  Resolution  of  the  Assembly,15  your  Lop  may  See  all  what  has 
been  done,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been  done.  The  officers  hav- 
ing all  an  equal  Right  to  their  Quarters,  I could  not  admit  of  the  distinc- 
tion that  the  Assembly  was  pleased  to  make,  and  by  the  advice  of  the 
Field  officers  of  the  Garrison,10  I have  taken  upon  me  to  keep  Possession 
of  the  real  Quarters  given  us  in  down,  untill  others  might  be  provided 
for  the  whole. 
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That  Resolution  Seems  not  to  be  agreable  here.  Notwithstanding  all 
the  Endeavours  of  the  Governor  who  has  done  his  utmost  in  this  last 
Session,  Such  are  the  delays  occasioned  by  the  unwillingness  of  this 
People,  that  we  cannot  expect  to  See  the  d roops  in  their  Quarters  before 
the  End  of  February  I Say  nothing  of  the  Bill,  your  Lop  will  be  better 
informed  by  the  Governor’s  Letter. 

I beg  leave  to  return  my  most  humble  thanks  for  your  LordShips 
Recommandation  in  my  favour.17  Tho’  the  Event  Should  prove  unsuc- 
cessful to  me,  I Shall  Still  preserve  the  deepest  Sense  of  that  mark  of 
your  Protection,  the  Continuation  of  which  I Shall  make  my  constant 
duty  to  deserve.

If  they  arrive  after  the  20th  January 
next  they  will  find  everything  ready  & they  shall  not  be  a moment  in 
Demurage  Cap1  Hale  of  the  Winchelsea  will  then  see  them  safe  in  the 
Capes  of  Virginia. 

Long  before  I left  Cha8  I own0  I heard  from  Mr  Stead6  that  he  had 

received  Bills  from  Virginia,  but  they  could  not  be  negotiated,  having 

only  two  Copies  of  each  Bill,  the  Merchants  refusing  to  take  any  without 

having  Six  Copies  of  the  same  Bill.  I suppose  that  he  has  written  to  you 

about  it,  but  if  he  has  not,  it  will  be  time  enough  to  Send  him  the  Said 

Copies,  or  other  Bills  with  the  Transports.

May  it  please  Your  Excellency. 

We  are  sorry  again  to  trouble  your  Excellency  with  a Complaint  of 
the  Soldiers  stationed  near  Broughtons  Battery.1  But  their  contine’d 
destruction  of  the  Fortification  Materials  will  not  suffer  us  to  be  silent. 
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Many  of  the  Barrows  & Fascines  have  already  been  destroyed  and  last 
Night  a party  of  the  Royal  Americans  have  burnt  some  of  the  Cedar 
Posts  four  of  which  is  equal  in  Value  to  a Cord  of  Wood.  The  Materials 
for  Works,  such  as  Posts,  Piles,  Plank,  &c.  were  directed  to  be  laid  near 
the  Guard  for  Protection,  but  what  we  Chiefly  complain  of  is,  That 
against  the  Remonstrance  of  Our  Overseers  they  have  partly  Stripp’d 
the  Shedd  of  its  Covering  which  was  built  to  save  them  from  the  Weather 
and  have  threatned  to  burn  both  it  & the  adjoining  Store  if  Wood  is 
deny’d  or  not  found  them.  This  threat  was  uttered  by  one  Jacob  Miller2 
a Dutch  Man  lately  inlisted.  This  Fact  we  are  able  to  bring  Proof  of 
when  called  upon,  and  we  are  thus  particular  That  Your  Excellency  may 
be  the  better  enabled  to  stop  the  progress  of  such  daring  Insolence  &

You  will  receive  along  with  this,  a Letter1  which  I thought  it  was  right 
to  write  in  the  Present  Situation  of  things  as  to  Quarters,  at  the  same  time 
I wou’d  have  you  Act  very  Tenderly  in  it,  and  must  beg  that  on  all 
occasions  you  will  take  care  as  far  as  Possible,  to  keep  up  that  good  Cor- 
respondance  between  You  and  Governor  Lyttleton,  and  from  the  nature 
of  the  People  of  the  Country,  I do  not  doubt  things  will  be  brought  about 
without  any  necessity  for  coming  to  Violence,  which  must  be  avoided  on 
all  occasions  if  Possible. 

I have  sent  you  some  of  the  drafts2  to  augment  your  Companys,  Part 
of  them  have  fallen  Sick,  which  Prevents  their  being  sent  to  you  at  Pres- 
ent, but  shall  be  sent  by  the  First  Opportunity.  Major  Robertson3  will 
acquaint  you  to  what  time  they  have  been  subsisted,  that  you  may 
Commence  their  Pay  from  that  time. 

I have  writ  to  Lieutenant  Col0  Montgomery1  [about  his]  Supernumer8 
and  showed  him  they  are  only  Subsisted  by  the  Agent,  who  must  be 
repaid  by  the  Corps  that  receive  them,  as  they  have  no  Pay  to  give  them, 
nor  will  the  Pay  Office  furnish  money  for  that  Purpose,  but  out  of  the 
Non  Effective  Fund  of  the  Regiments  that  receive  them. 

Pray  what  is  become  of  Mr  Atkins,5  for  I do  not  so  much  as  know  what 
Country  he  is  in,  wishing  you  the  Compliments  of  the  Season

Sir, 

On  the  25th  of  last  Month  I had  the  Favour  of  your  two  Letters  of  the 
16th  & 20th  of  October.2 

I am  sorry  to  find  the  Season  has  proved  so  very  unhealthy,  and  that 
Lieut.  Col0  Montgomery’s  Battalion  is  not  able  to  spare  you  any  Recruits 
by  their  Supernumeraries,  and  that  the  Success  in  Recruiting  has  been 
so  bad,  occasion’d  from  the  strange  Way  the  province  have  taken  of  rais- 
ing their  Men  for  their  Troops;  But  I shall  fall  on  another  Plan3  to  com- 
pleat  the  5.  Companies  of  the  Americans;  but  that  will  not  prevent  you 
from  raising  as  many  Recruits  as  you  possibly  can  in  the  mean  Time  and 
you  will  push  the  Independent  Companies  as  much  as  possible  to  corn- 
pleat  with  good  Men. 

As  to  the  paying  of  the  Highland  Battalion  I see  from  Lieut.  Col° 
Montgomery’s  Letter  they  do  not  understand  the  Nature  of  paying  the 
Troops  in  America,  but  propose  drawing  for  themselves.4  I must  desire 
you  will  explain  that  Matter  to  them  and  issue  their  pay,  in  the  same 
Manner  you  do  that  of  the  Royal  Americans,  to  their  Effectives  only. 
As  to  the  Officers  pay,  I have  Nothing  to  do  with  it  except  a Complaint 
comes  to  me  from  any  of  them  of  an  Injustice  being  done  them;  but  they 
are  at  Liberty  to  draw  for  themselves,  or  by  any  one  they  give  a Letter 
of  Attorney  to  for  that  purpose. 

Lieut.  Col0  Bouquet. 
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But  the  pay  of  the  Non  Commission'd  Officers  & Private  Men  are  pay’d 
at  the  pay  Office  to  Treasury  Contractors,  who  remitt  it  to  the  Deputy 
paymaster  General5  here  at  4s/Sd  the  Dollar,  from  where  tis  issued  to 
the  Troops  by  my  Warrant,  to  the  Effectives  only,  according  to  my  In- 
structions. So  that  if  they  were  to  draw  Bills  on  their  Agent,  they  must 
return  protested,  as  he  does  not  receive  the  pay  of  the  Regiment,  and 
can  have  no  Money  in  his  Hands  to  pay  them;  And  whatever  Saving 
there  may  be  in  paying  the  Dollar  at  4s/8a  Sterling  arises  to  the  Gov- 
ernment, after  paying  the  Allowance  the  Treasury  have  made  to  the 
Contractors  for  remitting  of  it.  So  that  it  will  be  idle  for  them  to  make 
any  further  Remonstrance  on  this  Subject,  as  they  can  be  on  no  other 
Footing,  than  that  the  Government  has  settled  for  the  whole  of  the 
Troops  in  North  America. 

I have  deliver’d  your  Receipt6  to  Mr.  Mortier,  for  the  ,£5000,  I sent 
you  to  supply  the  Highlanders  in  case  they  had  not  had  any  Credit  in 
London;  which  I was  lead  to  believe  from  M.  G.  Hopson’s  Charging  me 
with  the  pay  of  the  other  Highland  Battalion  from  the  7th  of  July.  Mr 
Hunter7  is  gone  home  to  Virginia,  where  he  will  probably  receive  your 
other  two  Duplicates  of  your  Receipt;  And  I have  directed  Mr  Mortier 
to  write  to  him  with  the  proper  Directions  for  Supplying  you  with  the 
Subsistance  of  the  Regiment,  and  that  it  shou’d  be  done,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible in  Specie. 

I come  now  to  the  Distress  you  suffer  in  that  Country  from  the  great 
Impositions  the  Troops  meet  with  every  where.  I have  seen  the  Pains 
Govr  Lyttleton  has  been  at  to  prevent  it  in  his  Province8  and  I shall  now 
write  to  Govr  Dobbs  in  North  Carolina,  and  shall  acquaint  them  that  by 
the  Act  of  Parliament,  Troops  marching  thro’  have  a Right  to  be  supply’d 
with  their  victuals  [at]  4d  Sterling  by  their  Landlords,  to  which  Rule  I 
must  confine  myself.  As  to  the  point  of  Quarters,  the  King  has  a Right  to 
it  for  h is  Troops  everywhere  without  paying  any  Thing  for  it,  & that  is 
a point  I neither  can  nor  will  give  up.  You  must  remember  I had  a Dis- 
pute on  that  Subject  last  Winter  both  here  and  at  Philadelphia  which 
you  know  I got  the  better  of,  and  have  since  had  the  Approbation  of  the 
King’s  Ministers  of  what  I did,  and  I will  follow  the  Same  Measures  in 
Carolina. 

Tis  very  extraordinary,  that  after  the  people  of  that  province  were 
sensible  of  the  Danger  they  were  in  from  their  Neighbours,  and  did  apply 
for  Troops  for  their  Defence,  that  as  soon  as  they  arrive,  they  shoud 
Deny  them  the  Common  Necessaries  of  Life,  which  they  are  by  Law 
bound  to  furnish  them,  and  wou’d  leave  them  to  perish  the  first  Winter, 
and  not  only  occasion  the  Death  of  so  many  of  their  Fellow  Subjects, 
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but  deprive  themselves  of  that  very  Aid,  they  stand  so  much  in  need  of, 
and  have  obtain’d  by  so  earnest  a Sollicitation. 

Quarters  I have  a Right  to  demand  for  the  King's  Troops,  and  yet  if 
there  are  proper  Barracks  for  the  Men,  properly  furnished  with  Accom- 
modation for  such  a Number  of  Officers,  as  are  necessary  with  them,  I 
like  them  better  than  Quarters  in  the  Town;  but  till  Barracks  are  made 
proper  for  the  Reception  of  Men,  and  Supplyed  with  all  the  necessary 
furniture  of  Barracks,  they  can  in  no  Shape  be  deemed  Quarters. 

Therefore,  tis  my  Orders,  that  in  Case  the  Assembly  have  continued 
obstinate  in  not  furnishing  the  Barracks  with  every  Requisite  of  Barracks, 
that  you  directly  demand  Quarters  in  Town,  for  as  many  of  the  Troops 
as  you  find  necessary,  either  for  the  Safety  of  the  Place  or  for  the  general 
Service  in  Carrying  on  the  War.  And  if  they  shou’d  continue  so  blind 
to  their  Duty,  in  complying  with  the  established  Laws,  not  to  mention 
the  Rules  and  Customs  established,  authorised,  and  justified  by  the 
Necessity’s  of  War  as  to  refuse  you  Quarters  on  your  Application,  they 
drive  me  to  the  disagreable  Necessity  of  giving  you  the  following  Order, 
which  is,  to  quarter  the  King’s  Troops,  by  your  own  Authority;  for  I 
dare  not  take  it  on  me,  either  to  answer  to  my  King  or  Country,  to  allow 
either  the  Rich  Province  of  South  Carolina  to  be  given  up  to  the  Enemy, 
nor  the  Troops  sent  for  its  Defence,  to  die  for  Want  of  Quarters,  and  be 
render’d  totally  unserviceable,  to  indulge  the  Humour  of  any  Sett  of  Men, 
especially  where  the  Consequences  of  it  are  so  manifest,  from  the  Deaths 
& Desertions  you  have  had,  from  the  inhuman  Treatment  the  Troops 
have  met  with,  and  at  the  same  Time,  when  the  Difficulties  you  meet 
with  in  the  South  putts  it  out  of  your  Power  to  make  up,  by  recruiting, 
those  Losses. 

As  to  the  200.  of  the  Virginia  Troops  that  are  with  you,  and  what  you 
mention  of  the  Steps  necessary  for  Transporting  them;  By  my  Letter  of 
Septr  9th  to  Govr  Dinwiddie,9  I have  directed  that  Virginia  shou’d  be 
at  the  Expence  of  bringing  them  back,  and  that  the  Lieut.  Govr  shou’d 
send  the  necessary  Orders  for  that  purpose  to  the  Commanding  Officer 
with  them;10  which  I must  suppose  he  has  done  before  this  Time,  except 
Mr  Dinwiddie’s  going  Home11  may  have  made  him  neglect  it  in  which 
Case,  I shall  write  by  this  Conveyance  to  the  Eldest  Councillor,12  and 
send  him  a Copy  of  that  Letter. 

When  that  part  of  the  Virginians  are  relieved  that  are  in  Georgia,  I 
desire  it  may  not  be  by  Lieut.  Col0  Montgomery’s  Battalion,  as  tis  neces- 
sary they  shoud  be  kept  together,  & I chuse  that  those  sent  to  relieve 
them  shou’d  be  either  of  the  Independent  Companys,  as  the  most  proper, 
or  if  they  cannot  be  come  at,  they  ought  to  be  of  the  South  Carolina 
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Regiment,  that  the  King's  Troops  may  be  kept  in  |a|  Situation,  to  act 
in  a Body  when  wanted  for  that  [purpose].

Extract  from  a letter  written  to  Captain  R.  Demere  at  Frederica,1 

December  25,  1757. 

Since  the  barracks  of  the  old  fort  of  Port  Royal2  are  to  be  demolished 
in  order  to  construct  new  barracks  in  the  fort  they  are  budding,3  your 
men  will  be  quartered  in  the  town;  but,  as  I intend  to  send  an  entire 
company  from  here,  you  can  make  arrangements  for  the  men  you  have 
there  as  you  think  best,  either  by  having  them  join  your  detachment  in 
Georgia  or  by  sending  them  back  to  Charlestown. 

I am  very  sorry  that  you  have  had  so  little  success  in  raising  recruits. 
This  is  such  an  important  and  indispensable  point  that  I can  only  urge 
you  to  employ  immediately  every  means  possible  to  complete  your 
companies. 
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In  a month  or  two,  I shall  send  a company  to  Georgia,  and  more  men 
if  it  should  be  necessary.  I am  waiting  on  letters  from  the  north  before 
going  in  order  to  go  there  myself  and  see  what  will  be  needed  for  the 
defense  and  security  of  that  province. 

I wrote  to  Lord  Loudoun  to  report  the  bad  condition  of  your  arms 
and  the  necessity  of  supplying  you  with  them.4  I hope  that  Governor 
Lllis  will  be  willing  to  lend  you  the  number  which  you  need  until  I have 
orders  about  this. 


Frederica,  whose  fortifications  were  in  a state  of  disrepair,  was  located  on  the  west  shore 
of  St.  Simons  Island  off  the  coast  of  Georgia.  A fire,  in  1758,  destroyed  most  of  the 
buildings  in  the  town.  In  the  1950’s  archaeological  excavations  were  begun  to  uncover 
the  rums  of  the  dead  town.  In  1956  Fort  Frederica  was  designated  by  Congress  for  devel- 
opment as  a national  monument.  New  York  Times,  Oct.  13,  1968.

N York  27  Decr  17583 

The  City  of  New  York  have  built  very  comfortable  Barrks  & have 
furnish’d  them  with  clean  Bedding,  with  a Large  wooden  Boul  and  three 
Platters  for  each  Mess.  Each  Room  has  a large  Table,  & sufficient  Num- 
ber of  wooden  forms  for  the  whole  Men  of  the  Room  to  sit  on  at  the  same 
time.  The  Town  furnishes  two  Load  (half  a Chord)  of  wood  every  week 
to  each  fire  place,  & Candles  for  the  Guard  Room. 

Where  there  are  not  Barracks,  the  Soldiers  & Officers  are  universally 
received  into  all  the  public  & private  houses  where  they  are  billeted,  & 
have  warm  beds  in  fire  houses,  Wood  & Necessaries  for  dressing  their 
Victuals. 

Lately  the  Assembly  at  Boston  judging  that  the  Act  against  Mutiny 
& Desertion  did  not  extend  to  this  Country  made  a Law  for  quartering 
Soldiers  upon  public  Houses,  with  a Clause  subjecting  any  Person  who 
shou’d  billet  Soldiers  upon  a private  House  to  a fine  of  fifty  Pounds. 

As  public  Houses  cannot  cover  the  hundred  part  of  our  Troops,  Lord 
Loudoun  considered  this  Step,  as  a Law  to  oblige  Ninety  Nine  parts  of 
His  Army  to  perish  in  Winter.  As  he  found  the  Precedent  contagious 
& likely  to  be  communicated  to  other  Provinces,  He  represented  this  in 
the  strongest  Manner,  & declared  himself  under  a Necessity  of  Marching 
a Large  Body  of  Troops  to  Boston.  Upon  which  the  Assembly  have 
retracted,  & declared  Themselves  ready  to  quarter  [ Soldiers ] T King’s 
Troops  as  is  practised  in  England,  or  other  Countrys  in  the  Times  of 
War  and  Danger. 

This  Measure  has  happily  put  an  End  to  the  Dispute  in  all  the  Neigh- 
boring Provinces,  and  as  the  Troops  are  quarter’d  without  partiality  or 
Affection,  they  are  universally  received  without  Murmuring,  & indeed 
they  have  hitherto  given  no  Cause  for  Complaints.

Your  Letters  on  this  Subject3  are  not  come  to  my  Hands,  but  from 
those  I have  seen,  tis  necessary  to  inform  you,  that  Mr  Hunter  has  my 
Orders  to  supply  you  with  the  Subsistence  of  the  15  Companies  with  you, 
that  is  the  5.  Companies  of  the  1st  Battalion  of  the  Royal  Americans, 
and  Lieut.  Col0  Montgomery's  Battalion  of  Highlanders;  and  from  him 
you  must  receive  your  Directions  for  negotiating  the  Bills  he  sends  you, 
as  those  Bills  are  drawn  in  Consequence  of  a Treasury  Contract,  with 
which  I do  not  Choose  to  interfere. 

But  in  Relation  to  your  paying  the  Contingencies  in  Stirling,  ’tis  neces- 
sary I shou  d explain  that  point  to  you;  l here  is  no  Money  comes  into 
your  Hands  but  at  4.  Shillings  and  8.  pence  the  Dollar;  therefore  you 
can  pay  it  at  no  other  Rate,  but  as  you  receive  it.  But  this  does  not 
prevent  your  Paying  any  Account  at  the  just  Sum  it  amounts  to;  For 
Example,  If  the  Currency  is  at  4.  Shillings  and  6.  pence  in  the  Country 
where  you  are,  and  the  Demand  made  is  for  100.  Dollars  at  that  Cur- 
rency, you  will  be  forced  to  pay  100.  Dollars  to  discharge  it  [so  that] 
the  Government  will  for  that  amount  be  charged  [wth]  Two  pences 
more  than  the  Man  acknowledges,  the  Receipt  for,  which  shou’d  be  noted 
in  the  Bottom  of  the  Account

Some  Directions  how  to  adjust  the  Quadrant1 
When  you  have  taken  Quadrant  out  of  the  Case  & Screwed  the  Pillar 
into  the  Cross  foot,  then  sett  the  level  on  the  Cross  on  the  top  of  the  Pil- 
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lar  work  with  bent  Cocks  to  keep  it  from  falling  having  a square  plate 
rounding  peice  one  way  & a 8 square  adjusting  Screw  with  rouned  head 
that  the  Level  may  Stand  Steady  on,  then  turn  the  Quadrant  about  so 
that  the  side  of  the  Quad1  stands  parralell  to  one  of  the  Crosses  of  the 
Foot  then  screw  or  unscrew  the  adjusting  Screws  in  the  said  legs  of  the 
Cross  till  the  bubble  stands  between  ye  Marks  on  the  Glass  then  turn 
the  Quadrant  90  degrees  and  adjust  the  bubble  in  the  Middle  in  like 
manner,  then  turn  to  the  former  and  Adjust  it  level  again  then  it  will 
turn  round  nearly  Level. 

Hang  on  the  Plummit  to  the  small  screw  on  the  back  of  the  Centre 
plate  and  Stretch  it  over  the  top  resting  it  in  a Notch  for  that  purpose  & 
the  Plummit  in  a Tumbler  of  Water  for  that  purpose  to  keep  it  Steady 
then  set  the  line  of  the  Quadrant  just  clear  of  the  Wire  by  means  of  the 
two  mill’d  heads  Screws  behind  the  Center  of  Gravity  of  the  Quad1  then 
with  a Glass  Examine  wether  the  wire  intersects  a dot  thus  • with  a 
dart  pointing  to  It  at  the  bottom  of  the  limb  of  the  Quad1  Which  if  not, 
Screw  or  unscrew  as  required  the  adjusting  screw  over  the  Right  hand 
Screw  which  holds  the  Quad1  to  the  Pedestal  till  it  intersects,  then  Exam- 
ine the  dot  with  a dart  Pointing  to  It  in  like  manner  Level  to  the  Centre 
of  the  Quad1,  which  if  the  wire  dont  Intersect  screw  or  unscrew  the  side 
small  screw  almost  at  the  top  of  the  Square  Plate  till  it  does,  these  two 
dots  intersecting  the  wire  at  the  same  time  the  Quad4  is  fit  for  takeing 
of  Altitudes. 

To  Examine  and  adjust  the  Line  of  Collimation.  Now  the  Plumb  line 
is  adjusted  look  thro  the  Telescope  while  the  hairs  Stands  at  0 degrees 
at  a good  remote  Object  that  Cuts  the  Horizontal  hairs,  then  unscrew 
the  two  short  Brass  Screws  which  holds  the  Quad4  to  the  Pedestal  & 
the  Mill’d  head  Screw  at  the  d'op  of  the  back  of  the  Quadrant,  then 
invert  the  Quad4  & put  the  two  brass  screws  with  thick  Collects  insted 
of  the  two  short  Brass  screws  to  the  Quadrant  and  Screw  it  to  the  Ped- 
estal in  the  inverted  Position  then  turn  the  Quad4  to  point  at  the  same 
Object,  and  put  the  notch’d  bitt  of  brass  over  the  dot  with  a Dart  point- 
ing there  to  on  the  Arch  hanging  the  Silver  Wire  thereto  on  the  fine  notch 
for  that  purpose  on  it,  making  the  Silver  Wire  intersect  that  Dot  & the 
Dot  on  the  Square  Center  plate  as  in  the  former  Experiment  and  at  the 
Same  time  taking  Care  that  the  Silver  Wire  is  Clear  of  the  Center  Plate 
which  may  be  remedied  as  in  the  former  Experiment  when  these  things 
are  done  look  at  the  former  Object  or  mark  to  see  if  It  intersects  which  if 
not  then  Screw  or  unscrew  the  two  Steel  Screws  of  the  Telescope  which 
Draws  the  Cross  hairs  up  or  down  one  half  of  the  Difference  and  the 
other  half  by  the  long  Adjusting  Screw  on  the  Arch,  then  Examine  what 
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Minute  or  Second  the  Nonius-  points  to  then  turn  the  Quad'  Direct 
and  Screw  it  with  the  two  Steel  Screws  & Examine  the  Silver  Wire  in 
like  manner  & look  at  the  Mark  or  Object  to  see  if  it  Stand  as  much 
on  the  other  Side  of  0 degrees  if  not  repeat  the  same  till  it  does  come 
Exact. 

Theres  a Key  with  Glasses  of  different  degrees  of  Darkness  to  hold 
before  the  Eye  peice  of  the  Telescope  when  looking  at  the  Sun  and  an 
Oval  Illuminator  for  the  object  End  of  Telescope  which  by  holding  a 
Candle  at  Certain  distances  you  may  give  what  quantity  of  light  the 
Stars  Will  bear.  And  likewise  when  you  look  at  the  Zenith  or  near  you 
may  Slide  the  Eye  cover  and  put  the  Cover  with  a Mettal  at  half  right 
Angles  on  and  You  may  Observe  without  Leaning. 

To  take  angles  Horizontal  you  must  unscrew  the  Mill’d  head  Screw 
on  the  Center  of  the  Quad'  and  Slide  the  Spring  at  the  Nonius  plate; 
and  then  the  Long  Screw  may  be  drawn  on  one  side  & the  Telescope 
may  be  Slid  of  the  Arch  & lifted  of  the  Center,  & the  other  Index  put  on 
in  the  Same  Manner,  then  unscrew  the  two  Screws  at  the  back  of  the 
Center  of  the  gravity  of  the  Quad'  and  turn  the  Quad'  up  Horizontal 
put  the  2 Screws  in  again  & Sett  the  Level  on  the  face  of  the  Quadrant 
& Screw  it  Level,  then  put  the  Telescope  with  Axis  on  and  You  may 
take  angles  as  far  as  90  Degrees  and  by  inverting  the  Telescope  end  for 
end  you  may  take  angles  of  any  Number  of  Degrees  of  the  Circle  what- 
ever at  one  fixing  which  is  a improvement  of  the  Quad'  making  it  equal 
to  a Circle.

That  the  Provisions  of  Bread  and  Flower  which  have  been  imported 
into  this  Province  for  the  use  of  the  Forces  now  doing  Duty  here,  have 
been  always  landed  without  an  Entry  or  paying  the  Duty  to  this  Time 
That  Mr  Benjamin  Stead  agent  for  the  Contractors — who  Supply  his 
Majestys  Forces  with  Provisions,  hath  informed  your  remonstrant,  that 
the  Public  Treasurer1  of  this  Province  hath  made  a demand  upon  him, 
for  the  Duty,  as  well  on  the  Provisions  which  have  from  time  to  time 
been  landed  & expended  in  this  Province,  as  on  those  which  have  been 
lately  imported  for  the  use  of  the  Forces,  and  are  not  yet  landed:  which 
duty,  his  Majesty  is  by  agreement  obliged  to  exemt  the  Contractors 
from  paying. 
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That  the  Said  Troops  being  Sent  hither  for  no  other  Purpose  but  the 
defence  of  this  Province,  & being  maintained  at  a very  great  Expence,  & 
the  Crown  of  Great  Brittain  having  never  been  Known  to  pay  any  duties: 
your  Remonstrant  conceives  that  the  Said  duties  ought  to  be  remitted. 

Therefore  your  Remonstrant  prays  your  Excellency  & Elonors,  to  remit 
the  duty  on  all  Such  Provisions  as  have  hitherto  been,  or  hereafter  Shall 
be  landed,  in  this  Province,  for  the  use  of  the  Virginia  Troops,  as  well  as 
those  upon  the  Brittish  Establishment,  or  to  take  Such  other  Steps  in 
the  present  Case,  as  to  your  Excellency  and  Honors  Shall  seem  meet.

I had  yesterday  the  Pleasure  of  your  Letter  of  the  21st  Insts1  and  was 
very  Glad  to  hear  that  you  are  well,  and  that  your  assembly  appears  So 
well  disposed  to  give  you  entire  Satisfaction  Such  dispositions  are  So 
Seldom  Seen  in  this  continent  that  they  appear  to  me  quitte  extraordinary. 

In  the  disposition  I made  lately  for  the  distribution  of  the  Troops  in 
Several  Posts;  One  Company  of  the  Highland  Battalion,  was  destined  for 
Savannah  But  as  I expect  dayly  orders  from  Lord  Loudoun  relative  to 
your  province,2  I defer  Sending  these  Troops  till  I receive  them. 
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His  Lop  has  been  pleased  to  allow  Provisions,  for  the  Independent 
Companies,  with  the  condition  that  the  Province  Should  take  upon  them- 
selves the  Expences  of  Carriages  for  the  Same  to  the  back  Settlements, 
which  has  been  agreed  by  this  assembly;  By  which  mean  these  Companies 
are  in  all  respect  upon  the  Same  footing  with  the  rest  of  his  Majesty’s 
Regular  Forces,  this  Regulation  is  to  take  Place  the  2d  of  next  month. 

As  I See  that  you  cannot  Supply  Fort  augusta  with  Powder,  I shall 
take  the  first  opportunity  to  Send  a Supply  from  hence  for  the  two  Forts.3 

I am  Still  very  Impatient  to  be  at  liberty  to  wait  on  you,  which  will 
be  I hope  next  month.

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Being  gone  lately  to  See  the  Works  at  Port  Royal  1 found  at  my  return 
that  I had  been  robbed  of  about  ^40  St:  and  which  grieved  me  more 
than  the  loss,  that  wicked  young  man  had  been  found  guilty  of  tbe  Crime. 
As  he  had  Seen  in  receiving  his  Pay  where  I kept  the  money,  and  had 
access  in  the  House,  he  found  means  to  open  my  Closet  with  a key  of  his 
own:  My  Clerc  who  had  received  the  money  perceived  the  Robbery,  and 
Spoke  of  it  to  Several  People:  Our  officers  having  taken  notice  that  Fesh 
had  paid  more  debts  than  his  Pay  could  afford  Suspected  him,  and  having 
called  him  to  an  account  how  he  came  to  the  money  he  had  laid  out,  he 
confessed  with  the  greatest  Stupidity  that  he  had  taken  in  my  Closet  a 
bundle  of  £90  Curr:  in  Paper:  but  for  the  rest  of  the  Sum  which  was  in 
Dollars  he  denied  absolutely  to  have  touched  any,  which  may  be  true,  as 
he  could  as  well  have  confessed  the  whole,  besides  that  it  does  not  appear 
by  the  Informations  taken,  that  he  had  laid  out  an)'  Dollars,  nor  had  any 
money  about  him. 

I beg  humbly  that  in  Consideration  of  his  family  Your  LordShip  may 
be  pleased  to  Save  him  the  Shame  of  a Trial,  and  to  receive  his  Commis- 
sion with  the  inclosed  resignation3

[Lancaster,  Jan.  29,  1758] 

My  Lord — 

Agreable  to  your  Lordships  orders  to  Colonel  Bouquet  for  my  joining 
the  five  Companies  here,1  I left  Charlestown  the  Twelve  day  of  December 
and  arrived  the  Twenty  fifth  Instant  at  Lancaster,  haveing  traveled  above 
Nine  hundred  Miles.  I humbly  hope  that  your  Lordship  will  excuse  my 
haveing  been  so  long  as  Six  weeks  on  the  road,  as  at  this  time  of  year 
the  waters  are  so  high  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  pass  them  at  all  times; 

I waited  at  Charlestown  for  five  weeks  after  haveing  received  your 
Lordships  orders,  hopeing  to  get  a Passage  by  Sea,  but  was  disapointed, 
no  vessels  of  any  sort  offering  for  the  Northward,  and  the  Merchants 
telling  me  they  had  no  prospect  of  geting  a ship  to  go  either  for  New 
York  or  Philadelphia  I was  obliged  to  travel  by  land.  Yet  do  [I]t  find 
My  Lord,  that  there  has  been  a ship  from  Charlestown  to  New  York  since 
my  leaving  it,  The  Master  of  which,  Notwithstanding  had  assured  me 
that  he  wou’d  not  sail  to  the  Northward,  but  should  go  either  for  the 
West  Indies  or  England. 

When  I left  Charlestown  I intended  by  the  desire  of  Colonel  Bouquet 
to  have  waited  upon  your  Lordship  at  New  York,  to  give  an  account  of 
many  things  which  Colonel  Bouquet  could  not  so  well  explain  to  your 
Lordship,  as  he  was  pleased  to  say,  by  letter.2  But  haveing  seen  Sr  John 
S1  Clair  in  Virginia,  he  advised  me  to  proceed  directly  here  assuring  me 
that  it  wou’d  be  more  agreable  to  your  Lordship,  and  which  I accord- 
ingly did; 

I must  here  beg  leave  to  trouble  your  Lordship  In  giveing  you  as  short 
an  account  as  in  my  power  of  what  Colonel  Bouquet  desired  I shou’d 
acquaint  your  Lordship  with; 

The  first  thing  he  desired  I shoud  acquaint  you  Lordship  with  is,  The 
Impossibility  of  Compleating  the  Companies,  badness  of  the  men,  neces- 
sity of  their  being  recruited  from  the  Northward;  My  Lord  there  is  no 
such  thing  as  geting  men  in  South  Carolina;  they  are  obliged  to  Send 
their  recruiting  Parties  three  hundred  miles  from  Charlestown  into  North 
Carolina,  where  if  the[y]  get  any  men,  they  no  sooner  join  the  regiment 
and  are  Cloathd  but  they  immediately  desert,  nor  have  they  the  least 
chance  of  ever  geting  them  again,  they  are  besides  My  Lord  the  worst 
that  perhaps  your  Lordship  ever  saw; 


+ Stricken  out. 
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The  next  thing  that  I am  to  represent  to  your  Lordship  is  the  case  of 
the  officers  who  have  been  on  the  recruiting  Service  to  the  Southward; 
They  are  Lieutenants  Phillips,  Bentinck,  Evans  and  Hay,  Ensign  Jenkins. 
The  great  and  unavoidable  expences  attending  those  Gentlemen  when 
on  the  recruiting  Service,  By  the  death  of  their  horses,  Sickness,  and  the 
dearness  of  every  thing  necessary  for  their  Support,  has  occasioned  all 
of  them  to  be  greatly  in  debt,  Notwithstanding  their  haveing  been  allowed 
Five  Pounds  Sterling  per  man  for  each  recruit.  More  in  Particular  Lieu- 
tenant Hay  and  Ensign  Jenkins,  those  two  Gentlemen  were  sent  as  far 
as  Newburn,  above  three  Hundred  Miles  from  Charlestown,  they  both 
of  them  My  Lord  had  the  fever  and  ague  for  Six  weeks.  Mr  Jenkins  lost 
four  horses,  and  Mr  Hay  was  likewise  at  a great  expence  in  Horses,  by 
this  means  My  Lord  when  they  returnd  wee  found  them  to  be  in  debt. 
Each  of  them  near  one  Hundred  Pounds  Sterling,  so  that  if  your  Lordship 
in  your  great  goodness  does  not  take  their  case  into  consideration,  I am 
affraid  they  will  be  arrested  for  debt.  It  was  for  these  reasons  My  Lord 
that  Colonel  Bouquet  was  obliged  to  order  in  all  the  Recruiting  Parties, 
and  intends  sending  out  no  more  till  Such  time  as  he  knows  your  Lord- 
ships  pleasure  on  that  head.  It  is  for  the  same  reasons  that  the  three 
independant  Compan’s  there  can  never  be  compleat,  and  likewise  that 
it  will  be  impossible  ever  to  Compleat  the  Provincial  Regiment; 

The  next  thing  Colonel  Bouquet  desired  I shoud  acquaint  your  Lord- 
ship  with,  was  an  account  of  Fort  Loudoun. 

Fort  Loudoun  My  Lord,  is  about  Five  Hundred  Miles  back  from 
Charlestown.  It  is  said  to  be  very  111  constructed,  Unfinished,  and  in 
case  of  an  attack  it  is  impossible  to  afford  the  Garrison  any  assistance, 
by  the  great  difficulties  ariseing  from  a number  of  narrow  passes,  and 
want  of  other  Forts  in  Communication.  Nor  have  they  ever  two  days 
Provision  in  the  Fort,  so  that  the  Indians  may  be  masters  of  it  at  any 
time; 

I was  next  to  represent  to  your  Lordship,  the  great  difficulty  Col: 
Bouquet  had  to  get  money  for  his  bills,  as  no  body  wou’d  Undertake  it 
under  two  per  Cent.  I acquainted  Colonel  Hunter  of  it  in  Virginia. 
Colonel  Hunter  told  me  he  had  wrote  to  Colonel  Bouquet3  by  your  Lord- 
ships  order,  that  he  might  give  the  two  Per  Cent. 

I had  orders  to  enquire  into  the  Military  state  of  North  Carolina  as  I 
pass’d  thro’  the  Province  and  to  acquaint  your  Lordship  with  it;  I can 
only  inform  your  Lordship  that  the  Militia  of  that  Province  amounts  to 
about  Twelve  Thousand  five  Hundred  men,  as  some  say.  But  Governor 
Dobbs  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Province4  are  of  Opinion  that  they  are 
not  so  Numerous,  Notwithstanding  some  returns  they  have  had  that 
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made  it  appear  so,  They  have  few  Arms  and  little  or  no  Amunition  or 
Artillery; 

The  two  Virginia  Companies  were  at  Charlestown  when  I left  it,  wait- 
ing for  transports.  Wee  could  get  no  such  thing  My  Lord,  as  Ships  at 
Charlestown  to  send  them  in.  But  Governor  Dinwiddie  had  given  orders 
for  the  takeing  up  of  Vessels  for  that  Purpose.  I believe  My  Lord  that 
Governor  Dinwiddie  sail’d  about  the  tenth  instant  for  England;5 

The  next  thing  I was  to  acqaint  your  Lordship  with,  was  the  Refusal 
of  the  Masters  of  the  transports  that  brought  over  Col:  Montgoneries 
Highland  Regiment  to  be  discharged;6  Captain  Hales  My  Lord  told  me 
he  had  wrote  to  your  Lordship  about  it  Particularly; 

As  Doctor  MacLeane  My  Lord  came  with  me,  haveing  Colonel  Bou- 
quets leave  to  attend  his  concern  at  Philadelphia  for  a short  time,  and 
will  be  soon  at  New  York,  I shall  refer  your  Lordship  to  his  account  of 
Medecines,7  which  greatly  exceeds  the  Surgeons  allowance,  occassioned 
by  the  Considerable  numbers  of  Sick,  and  which  Colonel  Bouquet  is  at 
a loss  how  to  pay; 

By  Colonel  Bouquets  desire  My  Lord,  I am  humbly  to  recommend  to 
your  Lordships  Notice,  Doctor  MacLeane  whose  great  care  and  most 
Constant  attendance  has  been  so  Beneficial  to  the  troops  in  that  Sickly 
Country.  That  he  has  afforded  the  greatest  Satisfaction  to  your  Lord- 
ships  Officers  and  Men  in  general; 

Colonel  Bouquet  desires  to  have  your  Lordships  Commands  In  regard 
to  the  Two  hundred  set  of  arms  and  Cloathing  your  Lordship  intended 
for  the  Draughts  wee  were  to  have  had  from  Colonel  Montgomery; 

I am  to  acquaint  your  Lordship  with  the  bad  state  of  the  arms  of  the 
three  Independent  Companies.  The  greatest  part  of  them  are  intirely 
Useless; 

I send  all  your  Lordships  letters  by  the  Post,  agreable  to  the  advice 
of  Colonel  Stanwix;

The  Deposition  of  John  Charles  Vian 
a French  Prisoner  born  at  New  Orleans, 
taken  at  Fort  Loudoun  in  South  Carolina 
the  30th  Jan-V  17581 

He  declares  that  the  Fort  L’ Assomption 2 was  built  the  latter  end  of 
May  1757:  It  is  built  by  La  belle  Riviere  on  a high  Island,  And  that  at 
twelve  Leagues  further  La  belle  Riviere  falls  in  the  Missisippi;  that 
Nothing  can  pass  unperceived;  That  it  is  a flat  Country,  good  Ground, 
k plenty  of  all  Game.  He  reckons  that  it  is  distant  from  this  Fort  about 
300  Leagues.  It  is  built  with  large  Puncheons,  a Square  Fort  with  four 
Bastions,  with  a piece  of  Cannon  in  each.  That  it  is  garrison'd  with  fifty 
Men,  Viz1  A Captain;  a Lieutenant  & 14  Private  Men,  the  rest  Militia. 
Having  asked  him  what  sort  of  Provision  they  had,  he  said  plenty,  such 
as  Beef,  Pork  k Flour  (sent  by  Water  from  New  Chartres)  that  the  Fort 
was  an  equal  Distance  from  Canada  & New  Orleans,  Viz*  500  Leagues, 
That  their  Dispatches  to  either  Place  were  made  in  a very  short  1 ime, 
as  they  were  forwarded  from  Town  to  Town.  Willing  to  know  what  sort 
of  Towns  they  had,  he  told  me  that  towards  Canada,  there  is  a Village 
50  Leagues  from  Fort  L’Assomption,  with  a small  Fort  Defended  by 
Militia  (from  whence  come  the  Boats  in  two  Days  with  Provisions) 
call’d  the  [Cap]  or  the  Illinois3  and.  Six  Leagues  further  is  a large 
Town,  called  New  Chartres,4  with  a stone  Fort  vastly  strong  Garrisond 
by  a Major,  150  Soldiers,  many  [Inhabitants  and]  Indians.  They  make 

much  [ in  the  sort  of  . . .]  [.  . . especially  . . .],  That  the 

French  had  been  there  three  Years  in  repairing  that  Fort,  & had  made 
it  very  strong.  That  the  Major  had  power  to  send  the  Militia  wherever 
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he  pleased.  At  a Mile  distant  from  the  Fort  are  Two  Villages,  One  to  the 
right  hand,  the  other  to  the  left.  At  15  Leagues  distance  is  a Fort  called 
the  Couachos,5  with  an  Officer  & 21  Men,  Many  Inhabitants  & Indians. 
Forty  Leagues  further  is  Fort  d’Epee,6  with  an  Officer  & 20  Men  many 
Inhabitants.  A hundred  & Fifty  Leagues  from  thence  is  a Fort  called 
S1  Joseph,7  where  the  Inhabitants  do  the  Duty;  and  between  Fort  d’Epee 
& S1  Joseph  are  settled  7 Nations  of  Indians.  150  Leagues  from  S‘  Joseph 
is  a Fort  calld  F*  Michae1  Manak,8  with  a Captain  & 200  Soldiers,  about 
500  Inhabitants  and  many  Indians.  But  he  says  that  he  has  been  no 
further  towards  Canada.  Willing  to  know  how  they  went  to  New  Orleans 
from  Fort  L’Assomption,  he  said  to  New  Chartres,  where  there  was  always 
plenty  of  Boats,  & were  going  very  fast  down  the  River.  There  was  a 
Fort  250  Leagues  towards  New  Orleans  calld  the  Arcansas9  with  an 
Officer  & 30  Soldiers,  and  all  the  Inhabitants  were  Militia.  And  from 
thence  were  many  Stone  Forts,  Towns,  Villages  & Indians,  and  a fine 
Country. 

Francis  Duquene  agrees  with  the  other  prisoner,  and  further  says,  that 
the  Governor  of  New  Orleans10  has  agreed  with  Three  Towns  of  Indians 
to  come  & settle  at  Fort  L’Assomption.  That  New  Chartres  supplies 
Fort  Duquene  with  Flour.

Sir 

I received  yesterday  the  favour  of  your  Letter  dated  Albany  the  16th 
9ber;  with  the  beating  orders,  recruiting  instructions,  and  general  orders 
of  the  15th  d0  concerning  the  accounts  of  the  recruiting  officers.1 

Those  relating  to  the  five  Companies  of  the  Roy1  Americans  are  in- 
cluded in  my  accounts2  Sent  to  the  Earl  of  Loudoun  but  those  of  the 
Highl  anders,  and  Independents  will  be  Sent  to  you,  when  they  have  any; 
there  was  none  before  Decr  last.  I have  ordered  Cap"  GoldSmith,  with 
Lieut1  Gray  and  Shaw  of  the  three  Independent  Companies  for  recruit- 
ing; but  expect  no  Success. 

These  Companies  will  be  Supplied  wth  the  King’s  Provisions  from  the 
2d  of  february  [next],!  and  this  Province  has  agreed  to  bear  all  the  Ex- 
pences  of  Carriages  to  the  back  settlements. 

Tho’  Barraks  are  building  for  the  Soldiers,  and  furnitures  have  been 
voted  we  are  Still  in  regard  to  Quarters  in  the  Same  situation  as  at  ye 
time  we  landed.  The  Winter  being  Soon  over  in  this  Country,  I don’t 
Care  much  if  we  get  Quarters  in  summer:  I am  now  fully  convinced  of 
the  tender  regard  which  has  been  paid  here  to  His  Majesty’s  Troops. 

I have  Seen  a Letter  from  Mr  Kilby  to  his  agent  Mr  Stead  acquainting 
him  that  the  Highland  Batt.  is  to  be  ordered  to  the  Northwards,3  which 
having  imprudently  been  Spread  here  unknown  to  me,  has  put  a Stop 
I hear  to  the  intention  of  the  Assembly  to  build  the  officers  Barraks. 

If  that  Regim1  is  removed,  the  remaining  forces  will  in  my  opinion  be 
insufficient  for  the  Protection  of  this  Province,  with  So  many  distant 
Forts,  that  we  cannot  avoid  keeping.  The  Independents  are  not  above 
200  serviceable  men,  and  the  Americans  are  not  compleat.  Tho’  we 
Should  give  up  Geor — there  remain  Still  three  Capital  Ports  on  the  Sea 
Shore  Charles  Town,  Port  Royal  and  George  Town,  which  are  to  be 
garrisoned. 

The  Carolina  Regiment  will  never  be  raised,  as  they  have  not  got  yet 
upwards  of  200  men,  most  of  them  of  the  worst  kind:  their  Cloathing  has 
been  ordered  in  England,  and  they  are  So  naked  that  they  can  not  be 
employed  upon  any  duty,  and  Scarce  be  exercised,  unless  the  Sun  Shines 
very  bright.

His  Excellency  the  Earl  of  Loudoun  having  been  pleased  to  grant 
Provisions  for  the  three  Independ1  Comp3  from  the  2d  of  this  Month,  in 
Stead  of  the  2d  p day  allowed  them  by  the  Province  they  are  thereby  upon 
an  equal  foot  with  the  other  Troops  of  his  Majesty,  & are  to  be  pd  at  the 
same  Rate.2 

Therefore  they  are  to  receive  from  the  2d  feby  for  their  pay  the  Dollar 
at  4/8d  Stg,  their  weekly  pay  being  3/5d  Deduction  made  of  one  penny 
for  the  paymaster  & Surgeon. 


Each  Cap4  is  allowed  3 Rations  p day 

Lieu18  & Ensigns  ...  2 Rations  each 

Non  Commissiond  Officers,  & private  Men  One  Ration  each. 


The  officers  who  choose  to  have  their  Rations  paid  in  Money,  are  to 
receive  from  me  4d  for  each  Ration  agreable  to  Lord  Loudoun’s  Orders. 

You  are  to  keep  a regular  Acc1  of  all  the  Rations  you  receive  in  kind,  & 
you  will  send  it  to  Town  every  Month. 


C.  8 February  1758 
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I desire  you'll  send  me  an  Exact  Return  of  your  Effectives.  Notwith- 
standing their  Provisions,  you  are  Still  to  encourage  the  Planting  of 
Corn  or  other  Provisions  by  the  Soldiers.  They  will  be  their  Property, 
but  in  Case  of  Necessity,  coud  be  of  great  Service  to  the  Garrison.

Sir, 

I have  writ  You  a Publick  Letter,1  in  which  I have  taken  no  Notice 
of  Your  Second  Letter,2  as  I chose  to  do  that  in  this  my  private  One.— As 
I find  from  Your  Letter,  that  Lieu1  Colonel  Bouquet,  looks  on  himself 
now  as  a proprietor  in  South  Carolina,  and  from  thence  is  taking  Meas- 
ures, to  Answer  his  private  Interest,  I have,  at  Your  desire,  removed 
him3  where  his  business  will  be  entirely  Military,  altho’  I at  first  had 

His  Excellency  Governor  Lyttleton. 
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thoughts,  of  bringing  the  Highlanders  away,  and  sending  You  the  entire 
first  Battalion  of  the  Royal  Americans;  And  1 must  beg,  that  You  will 
forward  their  Embarkation  as  much  as  possible,  as  the  Ships  that  bring 
them,  will  be  very  much  wanted  by  the  time  they  arrive  here. 

If  those  Ships  should  be  Sailed,  You  will  give  them  all  possible  Assis- 
tance in  procuring  others;  And  I must  likewise  beg,  that  You  will  procure 
them  Convoy:  If  Captain  Campbell,  in  the  Nightingale,  is  with  You 
and  is  ready  to  Sail;  that  will  Answer  very  well;  but  I beg  they  may  not 
be  detained,  and  that  You  will  send  Capt.  Hale,  or  any  other  Ship  that 
may  happen  to  be  with  You  at  the  time. 

As  to  the  Application  to  the  Cherokee  Indians,4  I am  afraid  Mr  Atkin 
will  be  dilatory  in  the  Execution  of  that  Affair,  except  You  will  be  so 
good  as  to  Spurr  him  on,  and  shew  him  that  without  dispatch,  the  whole 
Service  expected  from  this  Measure  will  be  lost;  And  that  You  will  take 
Measures,  to  get  as  great  a number  of  them  as  possible. — As  to  the 
Presents  that  are  necessary  to  give  them  on  this  occasion,5  I have  in  my 
Publick  Letter  desired,  it  may  be  from  the  Province;  And  that  is  realy 
what  the  Crown  expects:  but  in  case  You  are  not  able  to  carry  that  thro’, 
in  such  time  as  will  Answer  the  present  purpose,  I must  in  that  case  beg 
of  You,  to  furnish  them  either  to  Mr  Atkin,  or  by  yourself;  And  if  either 
You  yourself,  or  he  draws  on  me  for  the  Money,  it  shall  be  immediately 
Answered  and  replaced,  in  what  manner  You  chose  to  have  it  done. 

I must  beg  leave  to  recommend  Mr  Bird,0  the  bearer  of  the  Copy,  which 
goes  by  Sea,  as  a particular  friend  of  mine,  and  One,  that  is  Zealous  and 
Active  for  the  Publick  Service;  And  one  that,  from  the  best  Information, 
will  be  usefull  among  the  Indians,  and  will  be  willing  to  attend  Mr  Atkin, 
to  the  Meeting  for  that  purpose,  or  to  go  with  such  people  as  shall  be 
thought  proper,  if  Mr  Atkin  cannot  go;  And  after  the  point  is  fixed,  for 
as  many  as  can  be  collected  on  this  occasion,  will  attend  on  them,  and 
Conduct  them  to  Winchester,  in  order  to  prevent  their  making  delays 
by  the  way. 

As  this  Affair  is  of  the  utmost  Consequence,  I must  beg  leave  to  put 
it  entirely  into  your  hands,  to  remove  any  difficulties  that  may  happen 
to  occurr  on  the  Spot;  As  without  Your  Assistance  in  such  Cases,  as  I 
am  removed  at  such  a distance,  it  is  not  in  my  power  to  remedy  them 
in  such  time,  as  to  Answer  the  Intent.

I have  the  honour  of  your  Excellency’s  Last  Letter  of  the  8th  of  Jany 
with  one  inclosed  for  Mr  Stead,1  who  sends  you  the  final  Accta  for  the 
Steers,2  he  tells  me  that  generally  the  Hydes  & tallow  are  allowed  the 
Butcher  for  killing,  but  I refer  myself  to  his  own  Letter. 

I hear  from  Cap4  Paine3  that  some  of  ye  Provincial  Troops  have  been 
reduced,  & as  we  labour  still  under  great  difficulties  to  repair  the  Losses 
occasion’d  by  Death  & Desertion,  I have  proposed  to  Cap4  Paine  to  em- 
ploy his  Interest  to  raise  some  Recruits  in  Your  Province  for  the  Royal 
Americans.  He  is  disposed  to  comply  w4h  my  Request,  if  yr  Excy  wou’d 
consent  to  it. 
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As  I know  of  no  other  way  of  compleating  these  Comp3,  I heg  as  a 
great  favour  that  your  Excy  may  be  pleased  to  give  him  Leave  to  recruit 
for  us,  & to  countenance  him  by  the  necessary  Assistance.  He  shall  lay 
before  you  the  beating  Orders,  and  Instructions4  I give  him,  and  is  to 
make  no  use  of  them,  until  he  is  furnished  with  your  Exc-vs  Approbation. 

I have  given  to  Ll  Hay  a Bill  of  Exchange  drawn  in  favour  of  Mr 
Spaight,5  for  the  Advances  he  was  so  good  as  to  make  to  our  Officers. 

We  have  some  News  from  Europe  which  Cap4  Paine  will  communicate 
to  You,  the  most  surprizing  is  a Suspension  of  Arms  between  the  King  of 
Prussia  & the  French  to  the  month  of  April. 

I beg  to  be  rememberd  to  Major  Dobbs,  and  I am  with  great  Respect

I had  some  time  ago  the  pleasure  of  your  Last  of  the  17th  Decrl  and 
return  you  my  hearty  thanks  for  the  Explications  you  give  me  upon  the 
Manner  of  paying. 

As  nobody  had  before  Heard  that  Matter  to  me,  I did  not  keep  my 
first  Accts  of  Contingencies  in  Ster:  paid  at  the  Rate  of  4/8d  the  dollar 
but  charged  the  real  Sums  I had  paid  in  this  Currency  reducd  in  Sterl- 
ing at  700  pCent  as  I sold  the  Bills. 

I he  form  of  the  last  Accts2  will  I hope  be  right,  You  have  inclosed  the 
Copy  of  the  general  One  as  sent  to  Ld  Loudoun. 

1 he  profit  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  Bills  appears  clearly,  & I charge 
the  2 pCl  for  negotiate  only  for  the  sums  then  paid. 

In  the  Last  Letter  I have  from  his  Lop,3  I hear  that  you  have  been 
advised  to  Supply  me  with  the  pay  of  the  15  Comp3  in  this  province. 
You  will  see  that  at  the  25th  Decr  I had  in  my  hands  a Ballance  sufficient 
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to  pay  to  the  24th  of  March,  & I hope  before  that  Time,  to  receive  a New 
Supply  in  Bills  or  Cash. 

Besides  the  said  Subsistance,  a fund  is  necessary  for  the  Contingencies, 
as  Recruiting,  paying  of  Provisions  &ca 

I advised  you  that  I had  received  on  your  Account  2000  Effective 
Dollars  from  Mr  Bacot;1 2 3 4  he  promised  me  more,  but  have  received  nothing 
Since. 

By  the  Last  Letter  I received  from  Col0  Young5  he  had  not  received 
yet  his  Commission.  As  he  has  sent  me  yet  no  funds  for  the  future  Sub- 
sistance of  our  Officers,  I wish  you  cou’d  Supply  me  on  his  private  Ac- 
count for  that  separate  Branch,  to  save  him  the  trouble  of  sending  and 
to  me  of  receiving  different  Bills. 

I am  sorry  Governor  Dinwiddie  has  neglected  to  order  the  Transports 
for  your  Provincial  Troops;  Lord  Loudoun  has  wrote  to  the  President  of 
the  Council  on  that  Account,  and  I expect  them  daily.6 

The  News  you  was  so  good  as  to  send  me,  have  been  extremely  wel- 
come in  this  remote  Corner.  The  last  Packett  had  Letters  from  Calcraft, 
mentioning  a Suspension  of  Arms  to  April  next  between  the  King  of 
Prussia  & the  French,  which  must  be  very  disagreeable  in  England. 

This  Assembly  has  at  Last  provided  Quarters  for  the  Forces,7  which 
will  be  ready  next  month,  but  it  has  been  done  with  So  much  reluctance, 
& with  such  Symptoms  of  Disaffection  for  the  Troops,  that  we  think 
ourselves  very  Little  obliged  to  them.  There  remain  Still  some  points  to 
Settle,  in  which  I hope  We  shall  succeed,  & have  nothing  more  to  do 
with  them 

ff  your  Affairs  will  permit  you  to  write  me  Sometimes,  Nothing  could 
be  more  agreeable  to  me 

I wish  I coud  find  any  Opportunity  to  convince  you  of  my  sincere 
Regard  & Esteem.  I beg  you  will  remember  rne  to  your  Lady  & believe

Letter  from  L1  Mackintosh  at  Fort  Prince  George  dated 

the  17th  Feby  1758,  To  Col0  Bouquet  in  Cs  Town 

Sir 

When  Lieu1  Shaw  commanded  here,1  he  was  acquainted  by  His  Exy 
the  Governor,  and  I believe  by  you  Sir,2  that  this  Command  shoud  have 
Provisions,  Viz1  Beef  and  Flour  at  the  same  price  as  it  was  bought  in  the 
Settlements,  & that  the  province  was  to  be  charged  with  the  driving  of 
the  Cattle  & the  Carriage  for  Flour;  and  upon  receiving  the  Letters,  he 
had  all  the  Command  under  Arms,  & acquainted  them  with  the  same, 
Upon  which  they  were  all  very  well  satisfy’d  & I dare  say  prevented  sev- 
eral Desertions  intended  Since,  and  one  Peter  Crim3  was  appointed  to 
provide  this  Fort  & Fort  Loudoun  with  Provisions,  & upon  Crim’s  com- 
ing with  Cattle  (&  Lieu1  Shaw  just  going  away)  I gave  him  my  Note  of 
hand  for  what  the  Cattle  cost  in  the  Settlements  & a certificate  to  Mr 
Pinckney4  that  he  drove  so  many  head  of  Cattle  here  for  the  Use  of  this 
Fort,  and  the  same  to  those  that  brought  me  Flour.  But  Peter  Crim  not 
coming  here  with  more  Cattle  five  Weeks  after  the  time  he  appointed,  I 
was  afraid  the  Command  shou’d  be  reduced  to  Bread  & Water,  & there- 
fore sent  a Sure  Man  of  the  Command  to  the  Settlements  with  my  Note 
of  hand,  to  buy  Cattle  wherever  he  cou’d  find  them,  & he  & the  Bearer 
hereof  arrived  here  with  Cattle  when  we  had  but  one  Day’s  Provision 
within  the  Fort,  and  if  we  had  depended  upon  Crim,  we  had  certainly 
starved,  for  Crim  has  been  here  never  since  tho’  its  three  Months  ago 
And  the  Bearer  hereof  Andrew  Williamson,5  I gave  him  my  Note  of  hand 
for  Thirteen  Steers  that  he  brought  and  according  to  L1  Shaws  Directions 
charged  Mr  Pinckney  with  the  driving  of  them,  & upon  his  going  to 
Chas  Town  he  was  payd  my  Note  upon  Sight,  And  upon  his  applying 
to  Mr  Pinckney  he  was  desired  to  go  to  the  Treasurer6  & the  Treasurer 
told  him  he  had  no  Business  with  it,  & upon  his  coming  to  Mr  Pinckney’s 
again  Mr  Doyly7  told  him  he  was  with  the  Governor  & that  His  Excy 
woud  do  nothing  into  it  & desired  him  to  go  about  his  Business,  & that  I 
shoud  pay  him  for  the  whole  & the  Man  was  obliged  to  return  home 
without  being  payd.  I had  him  engaged  to  bring  me  Four  Thousand  W1 
of  Pork.  He  was  intended  not  to  bring  it  up,  had  not  that  I had  taken 
his  Obligation  for  an  hundred  pounds  in  Case  of  his  Nonperformance. 
He  has  brought  me  the  Pork  & T have  charged  Mr  Pinckney  with  the 
driving  of  the  Hogs.  Now  Sir  I beg  you’ll  please  take  it  into  Considera- 
tion & Let  me  have  your  Directions  by  Williamson  how  I am  to  behave, 
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that  if  the  Country  is  not  to  pay  for  driving  of  Provisions  here,  that  I 
may  charge  the  Command  with  the  driving  of  the  Cattle  that  is  eaten 
already  & the  whole  Cost  of  these  Hogs,  which  will  cost  a great  Deal  of 
Disaster  to  the  Command  as  they  are  grumbling  already  for  being  stopt 
Twenty  one  Shill3  p Muster,  for  field  Equipage  by  Cap*  Goldsmith  & L* 
Gray’s  desire,  & by  your  Orders  they  said,  & I do  assure  you  Sir  it  may 
create  a great  deal  of  bad  Consequence  if  they  are  to  be  Stopt  for  driving 
of  their  Provisions. 

I beg  you’ll  please  whatever  Time  am  to  be  relieved,  give  Orders,  that 
the  Officer  that  comes  here  may  take  the  Provisions  here  from  me,  & 
pay  me  the  same  Rate  as  they  cost  me.  And  there  must  be  always  a 
Stock  of  Provisions  here,  or  the  Officer  may  run  a Risque  of  starving  him- 
self & his  whole  Command.  I have  got  three  Centry  Boxs  made  & the

Fort  Loudoun,  February  21th  1758 
Sir. 

on  the  15th  ulltimate  arrived  here  the  little  Carpenter  and  the  great 
Warrior  of  Chotee,1  with  their  Party,  they  brought  with  them,  two 
Frenchmen,  and  Twictwee2  Indian  Women  Prisoners,  Six  Frenchmen’s 
and  Six  Twectwee  Indians  Scalps.  I reciv’d  them  with  all  the  Marcks 
of  Honour  & Freindship  I could,  by  Saluting  them  with  the  Fort’s  Guns, 
& having  the  Garison  under  Arms;  I provided  wictuals  to  refrech  them, 
the  young  Fellows  of  the  Gang,  encampt  just  by  the  Fort,  and  great 
many  of  the  Head  Men  staid  with  me  all  Night  in  the  Fort.  I could  have 
wish’d  to  reward  them  according  to  their  Merit;  the  little  that  they 
recived,  I gave  them  in  Such  Manner,  that  they  were  intirely  Satisfied. 
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[the  next  Day,]t  the  next  Day  the  Fort’s  Guns  by  the  little  Carpenter’s 
desire,  were  fired,  and  they  proceed'd  with  their  usual  Ceremonys  (on 
Such  Occasion)  to  their  Towns.  I would  have  given  a Price  for  the  Pris- 
oners, but  if  I had  mentioned  one  word  about  it,  then,  they  would  have 
Stroke  them  on  the  Head  that  Moment;  two  days  after,  the  little  car- 
penter came  to  the  Fort,  and  told  me  that  he  had  a Mind  to  redeem  Such 
French  Slave  and  desired  me  to  help  him,  mentioning  Such  & Such  Hung 
which,  I did.  he  thanck'd  me  and  said,  in  fourty  Days,  I intend  to  go 
to  Charlestown,  to  see  My  Brother  the  Governor;  I have  said  he,  many 
Things  to  Say  to  him,  we  have  great  many  Enemys  about  us,  and  you 
have  not  Powder  &:  Bullets  Enough  to  defend  your  Selves,  and  to  give 
us  to  assist  you,  I know  all  1 have  heard,  Said  he,  of  the  French  Designs, 
but  I shall  do  my  best  Endeavours  to  prevent  them,  he  said  many  other 
things  on  that  porpos  but  as  you  shall  see  him  soon  in  Charlestown,  you 
shall  hear  what  he  says,  a little  while  after  his  Arrival,  a young  Warrior 
with  twenty  young  Fellows  came  to  acquaint  me  that  such  a Day,  they 
intended  to  go  to  War  against  the  French,  and  that  they  were  going 
towards  their  Fort.3  Accordingly  on  the  appointed  day  they  came;  I gave 
them  a Bagg  of  Powder,  2 of  Bullets,  Knives,  Flints,  & war  Hatchet,  the 
little  Carpenter  who  was  present  gave  them  an  Extream  good  Talk,  Urg- 
ing them  as  much  as  possible  to  exert  themselves  against  their  Enemys, 
they  took  up  the  Hatchet  with  a Resolution  to  make  use  of  it,  against 
the  French  & their  Indians,  about  130  Cherakees  are  gone  lately  to  the 
assistance  of  Virginia  ...  as  to  Talico  People4  I can  venture  to  assure 
you,  Sir,  that  they  are  entirely  reformed,  and  behave  Extreanrly  well,  and 
Thanck  God  I at  present  live  in  great  Harmony,  and  Freindship  with 
all  the  nation,  it  is  very  well  that  it  is  So,  for  at  present  I have  no  Pro- 
visions of  Meat  kind,  I acquainted  the  Governor  the  30th  of  Decr  last 
that  I had  but  8 Barrels  of  Beef  left;  and  what  is  that  among  125  people. 
I am  very  certain  that  His  Excellency  has  been  disapointed  by  the  Man5 
that  he  had  ordered  to  supply  this  Place  with  Provisions,  for  the  Same  Man 
Wrote  to  me  last  Octr  last,  that  he  would  be  in  the  Fort  with  Cattle,  in 
a Month  after  the  Date  of  his  Letter,  but  I have  not  heard  from  him 
Since,  tho  I wrote  to  him  twice  or  three  times,  but  Thanck  God  I have 
Sent  to  Some  of  the  Indians  Towns,  and  when  the  Indians  heard 
that  the  Fort  wanted  Hoggs,  they  gave  the  preference  to  my  People, 
before  the  Traders,  this  Day  I have  recived  Eight  Hogs,  and  in  ten 
Days  I expect  nine,  and  two  Steers,  perhaps  more  I reakon  my  Self  very 
lucky  to  have  about  1400  or  1500  Bushels  of  Corn.  I have  had  several 
Accounts  by  Runners  from  the  southward  that  the  Body  of  Savannahs6 


t Stricken  out. 
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that  were  at  the  upper  Creeks  are  intending  to  move  very  soon  home  to 
their  own  nation  down  this  River,7  but  at  present  so  great  is  the  Freind- 
ship  of  these  people  here,  that  they  are  Constantly  talking  of  going  in  a 
great  Body  to  meet  them,  and  destroy  them,  if  they  go  they  will  require 
greadeal  [a  great  deal]  of  Powder  & Bullets.  I have  in  the  Magazin  but 
284  weight  of  Powder,  and  281  weight  of  Indian’s  Bullets  to  give  out  to 
them,  but  the  Governor  acquainst  me  that  there  is  greadeal  on  the  Path. 
I Send  you  inclosed  Sir,  the  Deposition  of  one  of  the  French  Prisoners,8 
the  other  is  a foolish  Fellow,  and  talks  out  of  the  way.  it  was  with  much 
Difficulty  that  I Saved  them,  from  being  nocked  on  the  Head,  as  one 
of  their  Warriors  was  Shot  on  the  Action,  as  I have  prevailed  on  the 
Carpenter  to  bring  him  along  with  him  to  Charlestown,  perhaps  you  may 
get  more  Things  from  him  and  Since  I have  seen  the  other  Prisoner  his 
Master  has  brought  him  to  me.  I am  with  great  Regard

Dear  Colonel 

On  the  first  of  this  Month,  I received  the  favour  of  your  last  of  the 
6th  December,1  The  Ship  Peggy  that  brought  it  having  been  lost  on  Cape 
Roman2 

That  unfortunate  Delay  has  put  it  out  of  my  power  to  execute  your 
Orders  concerning  the  Cloathing  you  want,  & the  new  Pattern  for  the 
Waistcoats. 

The  moment  I had  your  Letter,  the  fifty  Setts  of  Cloathing  with  the 
other  Art8  mentioned  in  the  inclosed  Return,3  were  pack’d  up  to  be  Sent 
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you  by  this  Vessel,  but  having  already  taken  in  it’s  Cargo,  & being  full 
I coud  never  prevad  on  the  Cap*  to  take  even  a Single  Cask,  tho’  I offered 
him  any  price  for  his  Freight.  I feell  all  the  Inconvenience  attending  this 
Dissapointm*  & that  it  will  be  too  late,  tho'  you  shall  receive  it  by  the 
first  Ship  that  goes  to  the  N°ward,  but  it  is  not  possible  to  do  better. 

Seeing  the  Season  so  far  advanced,  & our  old  Coats  in  Raggs,  I have 
been  obliged  to  give  out  the  new  Cloathing,  & more  than  half  of  the  Waist- 
coats were  made,  when  I recd  your  Directions.4  I order’d  immediately  to 
save  all  the  blue  Cloath  to  make  the  button  holes,  in  case  we  shoud  have 
the  good  Luck  to  join  you. 

We  begin  to  despair  to  go  back  to  Pensilvania,  as  two  Letters  from 
Neilson  & Kilby  to  the  Agent  for  Provisions  here,"’  mention  that  the 
Highld  Battn  is  intended  for  the  Northward. 

After  many  Struggles  we  are  finally  provided  wth  Quarters  & Utencils. 
The  Division  took  two  days  ago  Possession  of  the  new  Barracks.  500 
Highlandrs  are  also  provided  for,  & the  Barracks  for  the  Remainder  will 
be  ready  soon. 

The  Officers  are  not  yet  provided  for,  but  they  shall  I hope,  as  soon 
as  the  Assembly  meets  again.  His  Lop  has  been  graciously  pleased  to 
write  me  a Lett10  which  will  cut  short  all  future  Obstructions. 

You  will  See  by  the  inclosed  Returns7  that  we  increase  a little,  a few 
days  ago  we  received  1 Serj*  & 27  Draughts  by  the  Nightingale,  & 13 
more  will  be  sent  us. 

Part  of  the  Provincial  Troops  of  Nth  Carolina,  having  been  disbanded, 
I have  made  a Contract,  (agreeable  to  His  Lop’s  last  recruiting  Instruc- 
tions) with  a Cap*  of  that  Province,8  who  has  been  very  succesful  in 
raising  his  Compy  which  has  been  reduced,  & he  gives  me  hopes  to  corn- 
pleat  this  Division  in  a Short  Time. 

As  I see  by  your  Letter  that  you  are  over  compleat  I have  kept  in 
our  Rolls  the  Men  left  sick  at  Philadelphia  & Hamton.  Mr  Barnsly9  has 
forgotten  to  send  me  the  Names  of  the  Men  that  we  are  to  take  in  our 
Musters,  & I have  had  no  Return  of  the  first  Division  since  we  parted, 
which  may  occasion  some  Difficulties  for  the  pay  of  the  Men  you  have 
over  your  Compleat. 

Commissary  Pittcher10  has  with  Lord  Loudoun’s  consent  appointed 
Lieu*  Billings11  to  take  the  two  Musters  of  our  five  Comps  I wish  to 
receive  before  the  24th  April,  the  names  of  the  Men  who  are  to  be  mus- 
tered with  us,  that  they  may  appear  in  that  Muster. 

I hope  that  the  Major12  is  safely  arrived  at  Lancaster  with  Doctor 
McClean.13  We  have  not  heard  of  them  yet,  Permit  me  to  make  him 
here  my  best  Compliments,  I feel  every  Day  what  Assistance  I have 
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lost.  Our  Officers  behave  in  general  extremely  well,  there  is  a great  Union 
amongst  them.  They  desire  all  their  Respects  to  You. 

There  is  a Commission  vacant  by  the  Resignation  of  Ens11  Fasch,14 
sent  to  His  Lop.  That  young  Man  who  had  recd  a very  bad  Education, 
has  render’d  himself  unworthy  of  the  honour  he  had  received,  having 
robbed  me  of  some  Money,  during  a Journey  I made  to  Pl  Royal.  I have 
informed  at  length  my  Lord,15  of  that  disagreeable  Affair,  & beg  leave 
not  to  dwell  any  more  upon  such  an  obnoxious  Subject.

I had  long  ago  wished  to  See  this  Scheme3  executed,  and  as  an  indi- 
vidual of  the  gratified  Society,4  I return  you  my  hearty  thanks  for  the 
great  Share  I Suppose  you  have  had  in  promoting  So  usefull  & entertain- 
ing a Work. 

If  it  can  be  Supported  with  the  Same  Spirit,  I could  answer  that  it  will 
be  Superior  to  any  of  the  Kind  in  Europe.

If 
I am  exposed  to  no  other  disapointments  in  this  World  than  of  the  matri- 
monial Kind,  I Shall  have  little  occasion  of  complaint.  I wish  compleat 
happiness  to  the  Lady7  you  mention,  and  in  general  to  all  the  Sexe  in 
your  Town:  I was  well  aquainted  with  their  merit,  but  I must  own  that 
the  Comparaisons  I was  able  to  make  Since,  have  been  all  in  their  favour. 

I wish  you  Sincerely  happy,  and  I Shall  esteem  myself  So  as  long  as 
I Shall  preserve  the  good  opinion  of  my  friends — and  chiefly  of  Such  a 
distinguished  Judge  as  you.

‘William  Smith  (1727-1803),  who  received  a Doctor  of  Divinity  degree  from  Oxford 
in  1759,  was  one  of  the  charter  members  and  the  first  secretary  of  the  newly-reorganized 
American  Philosophical  Society  in  1769.  He  was  instrumental  in  founding  the  College 
of  Philadelphia,  now  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  in  1755,  and  became  the  first 
provost  of  the  college.  In  1757  he  established  The  American  Magazine  and  Monthly 
Chronicle  for  the  British  Colonies,  which  he  published  from  October,  1757,  through 
October,  1758.

relis’d  till  the  14th  of  Aug4  1757;  During  which  time  I receiv’d  neither 
pay,  nor  Cloathing,  so  hopes  your  honour  will  remember.

When  the  Assembly  of  this  Province  was  pleased  to  vote  (by  a Reso- 
lution of  the  house)1  a Shilling  a day  to  the  Subaltern  Officers  of  His 
Majesty’s  Troops  in  this  Garrison,  in  Order  to  provide  themselves  with 
Lodging,  Fire,  Candle  and  the  other  Necessaries  comprehended  under 
the  Denomination  of  Quarters,  having  at  the  same  Time,  either  omitted, 
declined  or  refused  to  make  any  Allowance  for  quartering  the  Field 
Officers,  Captains  and  the  Staff,2  I had  the  honour  upon  that  Occasion 
to  represent  to  your  Excellency,  that  according  to  the  Instructions  I 
had  from  the  Earl  of  Loudoun3  I was  not  at  Liberty  to  receive  Money 
for  quarters,  And  as  Officers  of  all  Ranks  were  equally  entitled  to  be 
lodged,  wherever  they  happen’d  to  be,  I took  the  Liberty  to  inform  you 
that  as  the  Assembly  had  made  a Distinction,  for  which  there  was  no 
Precedent  in  any  part  of  His  Majesty’s  Dominions  either  in  Europe  or 
America,  1 coud  not  in  obedience  to  His  Excellency  The  Ear!  of  Lou- 
doun’s Commands,  nor  in  Justice  to  the  d roops  sent  here  for  the  Protec-

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tion  of  the  Province,  agree  to  the  Regulations  which  had  been  made,  by 
the  House  of  Assembly  with  regard  to  Quarters.  Before  I was  informed 
of  the  Resolution  taken  by  the  Assembly,  the  then  acting  Commissary4 
acquainted  all  the  housekeepers  where  Officers  were  billeted  that  they 
were  to  pay  for  their  Lodgings,  from  the  30th  November  last,  and  that 
they  (The  Housekeepers)  were  to  expect  no  Allowance  from  the  Province 
after  that  Time;  Upon  which  to  prevent  a Number  of  Officers  being 
turned  out  of  their  Quarters,  I was  put  under  the  disagreeable  Necessity 
of  ordering  the  Officers  of  the  Garrison  to  keep  Possession  of  the  Rooms 
where  they  had  been  billeted  by  the  Commisary,  'till  proper  Quarters 
shoud  be  provided  for  the  whole. 

I think  it  my  duty  to  inform  your  Excellency  that  I had  the  honour 
to  receive  a Letter5  from  the  Earl  of  Loudoun,  by  His  Majesty’s  Ship 
Nightingale,  in  answer  to  one  I had  wrote6  to  his  Lordship,  with  regard 
to  the  Difficulties  which  the  Troops  laboured  under  for  want  of  Quarters 
in  this  Province.  His  Lop  in  that  Letter,  after  expressing  his  Surprize 
at  the  Conduct  of  the  Assembly  of  South  Carolina,  as  the  People  of  the 
Province  had  been  so  Sensible  of  their  Danger,  and  had  apply’d  in  so 
earnest  a Manner,  to  have  Troops  sent  for  their  Protection,  is  pleased 
to  add  “But  as  the  Kings  Troops  have  an  undoubted  right  to  Quarters 
every  where,  without  paying  anything  for  them,  that  is  a Point  which 
I neither  can,  nor  will  give  up.” 

I have  likewise  received  a Letter  from  the  Quarter  Master  General7  of 
the  American  Army,  who  informs  me  that  the  Troops  are  quarter’d  in  all 
the  Northern  Provinces  of  the  Continent,  and  that  the  Officers  of  all 
Ranks  are  billeted  in  private  houses  without  distinction,  Where  there  are 
not  a sufficient  Number  of  public  Ones.  And  that  they  have  good  Rooms 
properly  furnish’d,  with  an  allowance  of  Fire  Candle  and  Kitchin  Neces- 
saries. It  no  doubt  will  appear  reasonable  to  your  Excellency  to  put  the 
Troops  in  South  Carolina  upon  the  same  footing  with  those  who  are 
quarter’d  in  the  other  Parts  of  America,  which  cannot  be  said  to  be  the 
Case,  while  the  Officers  continue  in  their  present  State  of  Uncertainty. 
They  are  not  at  Liberty  to  pay  for  their  Lodgings,  and  the  LandLords 
have  no  reason  to  expect  an  Allowance  from  the  Province,  which  prob- 
ably may  Occasion  disagreeable  Disputes  amongst  the  Officers  and  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  Town,  if  proper  Measures  are  not  taken  to  prevent 
them. 

I must  beg  leave  to  insist  upon  having  all  the  Officers  quarter’d,8 
either  in  Barracks  properly  furnish’d,  or  in  the  Town,  And  when  your 
Excellency  is  pleased  to  take  the  Matter  into  your  Consideration,  I flatter 
myself  that  you’ll  think  it  reasonable  to  direct  a sufficient  Allowance  to 
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be  given  to  defray  the  Expences  of  such  Officers,  who  have  either  removed 
from  their  Quarters,  or  who  have  never  had  any  assigned  to  them  since 
they  came  into  the  Province.

I was  delayed  here  for  my  accounts  much  longer  than  I should  have 
wished.

Resolves  that  were  made  by  the  Lower  House  of  Assembly 
in  the  Province  of  Maryland  the  8"'  May  1758. 1 
Resolved  that  no  Person  is  punishable  for  obstinately  refusing  to  appear 
& serve  in  Arms  for  the  necessary  Defence  of  this  Province  by  Virtue  of 
that  Clause  ot  the  Act  for  Ordering  & Regulating  the  Militia  of  this 
Province  for  the  better  Defence  & Security  thereof  (admitting  it  were 
in  force)  which  vests  a power  in  the  Justices  of  the  Provincial  Court  to 
tine  & imprison  after  a Procedure  according  to  the  due  Course  of  Law  & 
Conviction  of  such  obstinate  Refusal  & Disobedience  as  aforesaid  except 
upon  a foreign  invasion. 

Resolved  That  agreeable  to  a reasonable  Construction  of  the  said  Act 
there  was  not  a foreign  Invasion  of  this  Province  in  December  last  when 
His  Excellency  the  Governor  with  the  Advice  of  His  Council  Ordered  the 
Companies  of  Militia  of  Queen  Annes  & Kent  Counties  to  march  to  the 
Western  Frontier;  nor  was  there  one  when  the  Companies  were  ordered 
out  from  Calvert  & Caecil  Counties  in  March  last. 

Resolved  that  upon  a foreign  Invasion  (supposing  there  is  not  any  Act 
of  Assembly  to  compel  them)  every  loyal  Subject  in  this  Province  who 
is  capable  (or  as  many  as  may  be  necessary)  ought  & it  is  the  Opinion 
of  this  House  would  take  up  Arms  with  the  Approbation  & Consent  of 
the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  Province  for  the  time  being 
for  the  necessary  Defence  thereof;  but  that  no  Person  is  compellable  to 
serve  in  Arms  after  such  Invasion  is  suppressed. 

Resolved  that  the  Governor  of  this  Province  setting  up  an  Authority 
under  the  Act  aforesaid  with  the  Advice  of  his  Council  to  march  the  good 
People  of  this  Province  to  the  Frontiers  thereof  whenever  he  & they  may 
be  apprehensive  of  a foreign  Invasion  is  not  warranted  by  the  said  Act 
& that  if  such  a Power  should  be  exercised  the  People  might  be  enslaved 
by  being  marched  as  often  to  & compelled  to  remain  as  long  on  the 
Frontiers  as  the  Governor  & his  Council  might  think  fit  while  their  help- 
less Families  were  perishing  at  home.

I was  So  much  incumbered  with  triffles  when  I lefft  the  Town  that  I 
had  no  time  to  wait  on  you,  and  am  obliged  to  beg  for  your  benediction 
at  a distance. 

I hope  to  meet  you  after  the  Campaign,  and  [the  time  . . .]t  find 
proper  time  for  a little  of  our  old  Small  Talcks  In  the  hurry  [I  was]  + 
I lefft  Several  things  unfinished  but  the  Chief  one,  is  a Pair  of  Trowsers 
that  Miss  Plumsted2  is  making  for  me.  Be  So  Kind  (as  a good  Chief 
Justice)  to  See  those  Breaches  made:  Smart  Riding  has  proved  so  fatal 
to  an  old  Pair  I had,  that  I am  confined  to  my  Room,  having  observed 
Some  Ladies  laugh  & blush[ing]t  at  the  Sight  of  my  Rags:  You  See  the 
necessity  of  a promt  relief,  which  I expect  only  from  Providence,  Miss 
Plumsted  and  you. 

My  present  misfortune  renders  me  (as  usual)  more  sensible  to  those 
of  other  People.  There  is  that  poor  Prisoner  McLeane3  who  is  in  great 
need  of  your  assistance.  I had  Some  hopes  to  See  him  extricated;  Mr 
Osbforne]4  Seeming  disposed  to  yield  to  his  natural  generosity,  if  his 
friends  did  aprove  of  it. 

If  between  you  and  Mr  Chew5  it  was  possible  to  engage  him  to  Sacrifice 
To  [McLea]t  McLeane 
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his  just  ressentiment  to  a much  more  noble  motive  The  actual  Service  of 
his  Country,  I Should  think  mySelf  extremely  obliged  to  him  and  to  you: 

I earnestly  beg  [that  favor  of  you  to  employ]!  your  good  offices  in  that 
affair:  The  Crime  was  great,  but  the  Devil  is  So  strong  the  Women  So 
pretty,  and  we  are  So  Weak,  that  it  is  not  quite  So  easy  to  be  always 
honest,  as  good  old  Women  will  think.6 

You  Gentlemen  of  the  Law  do  appear  to  us  military  Folks  in  a Strange 
light,  you  will  not  Suffer  One  [person]t  to  be  tried  twice  for  the  Same 
offence,  and  here  [you  find  one  man  . . ,]t  is  a man  fined  trouble  [enough] 
for  a crime  for  which  he  is  afterwards  [to  be]t  [from  the  Pulpit]  to  be 
damned  to  all  Eternity.  Is  that  fair?  Amongst  the  Roman  Catholics  his 
money  could  save  him  the  flames,  but  with  us  he  would  pay  to  no  purpose. 

Consider  the  thing,  and  I venture  to  Say  that  if  you  can  Save  him  the 
money  for  the  present,  he  will  take  his  Chance  for  the  future. 

After  Such  foolish  things  I am  ashamed  to  present  my  Respects  to 
your  Ladies,  but  offered  by  you,  I flatter  myself  they  [may]t  might  be 
acceptable. 

I propose  to  Set  out  Tuesday  for  Carlisle,  where  I Should  be  very  glad 
to  hear  a Word  of  you. 

Send  me  my  Breaches,  and  my  Prisoner  they  are  both  greatly  wanted. 
God  bless  you  my  Dear  Sir  I am  [most  Sincerely]!  more  than  any  body

views  & interests  had  upon  his  conduct  while  he  was  [there  do]f  here 
destroyd  that  good  understanding  which  I desired  to  have  preserv’d  with 
him.

Sir. 

As  it  is  now  time  to  form  our  Magazines  I must  therefore  give  you  the 
trouble  to  Contract  for  120  Waggons  to  be  ready  to  enter  into  the  Kings 
pay  at  Carlisle  by  the  first  of  June  in  order  to  transport  the  provisions 
from  thence  backwards  to  Rays  town,1  where  it  will  be  necessary  to 
have  storehouses  erected  for  the  covering  the  same,  and  a good  large 
spott  of  Ground  Capable  of  Containing  a body  of  Troops  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Stores.  For  this  purpose  one  Engineer  must  choose  a proper 
Spott  of  Ground  for  this  fort,  and  all  the  Carpenters  belonging  to  the 
troops  may  be  ordered  up  there  to  gett  it  execute  as  soon  as  possible 

Mr  Rhor2  setts  out  from  this  on  Sunday  to  receive  your  commands 
and  he  has  directions  along  with  him  from  Mr  Gordon,3  that  you  will 
alter  as  you  think  proper. 

As  I suppose  you  will  march  Col°  Armstrongs4  Reg1  to  Fort  Littletown 
and  Loudoun,5  upon  Mr  Burd’s6  people  comming  to  Carlisle  so  I fancy 
you  will  push  both  those  regts  forward  to  Raes  town,  leaving  at  proper 
distances,  escortes  for  the  provision  waggons,  and  carrying  forward  the 
3 additionall  Companys  of  Highlanders7  to  join  the  4 American  Com- 
panys8  at  Carlisle  whenever  any  of  the  provincialls  are  able  to  form  a 
body  at  Lancaster.  By  which  all  our  route  will  be  in  safety  for  our 
Convoys,  and  the  head  of  ane  army  formed  at  Raes  town,  Coverd  towards 
the  Alegany  mountain  and  west  branch  of  the  Susquehannah  by  the 
Cherokees,  who  you  will  Contrive  to  keep  constantly  employed  sending 
always  provincialls  with  them  when  a Scouting  to  keep  them  in  Spirits; 
and  if  you  want  more  troops  for  this  service,  part  of  Col0  Washingtons 
regt0  may  be  orderd  to  join  you,  and  the  rest  orderd  to  Fort  Cumberland. 

You  have  271  tents  that  went  from  this,  so  you  may  make  use  of  a 
part  of  them  for  those  people  who,  must  be  coverd  in  some  manner  at 
Raes  town,  but  as  they  are  all  the  tents  we  have  you  will  deal  them 
out  with  a parcimonious  hand. 

I have  given  Mr  Hoops  all  the  Instructions10  about  the  Waggons  that 
occurred  to  me  and  have  settled  the  wages  of  those  people  who  are  to 
have  the  charge  of  the  Waggons. 

To  a Waggon  Master  who  has  the  charge  of  40  Waggons  five  Shillings 
P day.  Three  of  those  divisions  to  be  under  the  Charge  of  one  Waggon 
Master  to  whom  the  other  3 Waggon  masters  are  to  report  the  State 
and  Situation  of  their  Waggons,  when  any  accident  happens.  This  per- 
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son  to  have  ten  Shillings  a Day,  and  therefore  must  be  ane  Intelligent 
Carefull  man,  who  can  keep  one  exact  register  of  the  Waggons  Horses 
&c  [in  on]t  with  the  value  putt  upon  them  at  the  first  appreciation, 
So  that  if  any  thing  be  distroyed  by  the  ennemy,  The  price  to  be  payed 
may  be  known.  But  all  this  I have  spoke  of  fully  to  Mr  Hoops.  So  shall 
not  trouble  you  any  more  at  this  present  writing. 

Be  so  good  as  leave  Directions  for  Mr  Rhore  in  case  you  go  from  Carlisle 
before  that  he  Arrives 

I need  not  recommend  the  endeavouring  to  get  particular  Intelligence

I receiv’d  yesterday  your  Letter  of  the  20th  by  Mr  Hoops,  who  brought 
the  £ 10,000=  to  Cap1  Young;1  he  is  gone  this  morning  to  Harris’s  ferry, 
and  Shall  clear  the  Troops  as  far  as  this  supply  will  Extend:  To  Save 
time  I have  directed  him  to  Stay  at  Carlisle  where  one  Officer2  of  the 
Highlanders  would  carry  him  the  £ 10,000  remaining  with  an  Escort 
I beg  you  will  acquaint  the  Comissioners3  of  this  measure,  that  they 
may  give  their  Directions  accordingly  to  the  Gentleman  who  is  to  bring 
that  Sum  at  Lancaster: 

As  the  forming  the  Magazines  at  Rays  Town  will  be  a hard  Service 
for  the  Waggons,  and  disable  them  in  Part,  I have  agreed  with  Hoops 
to  take  in  Pay  180  Waggons  at  15/.  per  day  as  usual,  without  Contract, 
60  of  this  County,  60  of  York,  and  60  of  Reading:  They  are  to  be  at 
Carlisle  the  first  of  June,  and  proceed  in  five  Days  to  Rays  Town.

In  the  meantime  we  Shall  go  on  with  the  Contract  for  the  number  of 
Waggons  necessary  for  the  Expedition  which  are  to  be  kept  ready  in 
3 days  notice  after  the  first  of  June,  and  enter  in  Pay  when  wanted. 

As  I do  not  understand  Indian  affairs,  I have  taken  in  the  Service 
George  McGuy6  a man  well  recommended  /tho’  perhaps  Disagreeable  to 
the  Commissioners/  I was  obliged  to  allow  him  12Sh-  this  Currency  per 
day  for  the  time  he  shall  be  employed:  we  can  not  do  without  him. 

Cap1  Bosomworth  has  already  Sent  up  Trent7  but  has  made  no  agree- 
ment wth  him. 

I shall  take  also  in  Pay  one  Black  Smith,  and  if  the  Master  Carpenter 
and  Ship  builder  is  not  up  by  this  time,  I beg  he  may  be  Sent  to  me  as 
Soon  as  possible  to  direct  the  Carpenters  of  the  Regiments. 
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A Gun  Smith  has  already  been  Sent  to  Winchester,  there  will  be  Work 
for  another  at  Carlisle  or  Rays  Town  and  I shall  endeavour  to  have  him, 
for  the  reparation  of  the  arms  for  Indians. 

They  want  Still  a number  of  Light  fusils,8  as  they  will  not  use  heavy 
Musquets,  that  art.  will  be  I suppose  difficult  to  provide. 

The  3 additional  Companies  have  here  300  bad  Pistols  if  Col.  Mont- 
gomery would  let  you  have  them.  I think  they  would  Suit  the  Indians 
very  well.  The  Battoes  employed  for  the  Provisions  of  Fort  Augusta0 
being  no  longer  wanted  there,  I have  ordered  them  at  Harris’s  ferry,  for 
the  Service  of  the  Troops  and  Provisions,  as  they  have  only  two  Flatts 
on  Each  Side  to  ferry  over  the  Waggons. 

I have  bought  here  a few  things  wanted  for  the  Construction  of  the 
forts,  which  will  be  paid  by  Mr  Hoops,  as  Instruments  to  make  Shingles, 
Rope,  more  nails  fit0. 

The  Indians  Goods  Should  not  be  packed  up  in  So  large  Cases,  they 
break  all  to  Pieces  as  they  cannot  be  properly  placed  upon  the  Waggons. 

I wish  the  Commissioners  would  establish  immediatly  the  Post  between 
Philad3  and  Rays  Town,  and  Send  their  Horses  and  Expresses  up  with- 
out delay. 

Serjeant  Morton10  did  not  give  an  Invoice  of  the  different  articles  to 
Lieut4  Ourry:  We  have  it  only  for  The  Indian  Goods  and  Tools,  but 
nothing  for  the  6 Hogsheds  of  Rum.  fit0. 

N"  3.  of  the  new  Tents  is  missing. 

As  there  is  no  accomodation  upon  the  Road  from  Philad3  for  a great 
number  of  men  I think  that  it  would  be  more  convenient  for  the  Battn 
of  Highlanders,  If  you  would  order  them  to  march  up  in  3 Divisions  at 
one  days  distance. 

I have  aproved  of  one  Price,11  for  Waggon  Master  General  at  10s’1 
per  Day,  he  is  a proper  man  for  the  Service.  The  3 or  4 men  to  be  em- 
ployed under  him  must  be  [.  . . .]t  People  of  Some  Sway,  and  2 at  least 
Germans  I shall  appoint  them  before  the  first  of  June. 

In  the  Contract  for  the  Waggons,  we  Shall  leave  out  /if  possible/ 
the  art.  of  6 gallons  of  Oats,  which  would  prove  very  heavy  for  the 
Government. 

Mr  FIoops  thinks  that  Some  other  little  alterations  are  to  be  made  in 
the  Said  Contract,  of  which  you  will  have  a Copy: 

The  two  Companies  of  the  Americans  are  arrived  wth  the  Detachm4 
of  Highlanders. 

The  first  will  Set  out  Wednesday  for  Carlisle;  Two  Deserters  of  the 
2d  Battn  of  R.  A.  have  been  arrested  here,  I beg  you  would  give  me  your 


t Stricken  out  and  illegible. 
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orders  about  them.  They  are  strong  young  fellows,  and  this  is  their  first 
Desertion;  I shall  leave  them  in  Jayl  here,  they  can  be  carried  up  by  the 
two  other  Companies,  to  be  tried  or  forgiven  as  you  will  think  proper. 

An  Express  from  Sir  John  went  down  last  night  I have  not  Seen  him,  but 
hear  that  the  Cherokees  have  brought  in  Some  french  Prisoners.  I wish 
it  may  be  true. 

I Shall  have  the  Returns  and  Intelligences  directed  to  me  at  Rays  Town 
to  forward  them  to  you. 

I set  out  to  morrow  morning,  and  Shall  be  at  Carlisle  Wednesday; 
No  time  will  be  lost  in  erecting  the  Fort  at  Rays  Town,  where  the  Store 
houses  Shall  be  ready  to  receive  the  Provisions  for  the  Time  fixed  wth 
Hoops 

Captn  Gordon  Should  Send  me  a Copy  of  the  Stores  laid  at  the  different 
Posts  that  I may  carry  them  forward. 

I leave  here  the  two  6 Pounders,  having  nobody  fit  to  carry  them  up, 
and  collect  together  the  Several  things  belonging  to  them,  which  lies  all 
scatered  in  the  State  house. 

I shall  have  the  Pleasure  to  write  you  from  Carlisle  where  Mr  Rhor 
will  find  directions.

P:  S:  I hear  that  the  Waggons  which  are  to  be  contracted  for  at 
Philad®  are  to  carry  only  1500  Weight.  I am  afraid  this  is  an  Indulgence 
of  Mr  Irwin12  unknown  to  you;  It  would  be  a bad  precedent  as  we  Shall 
make  them  carry  two  thousand  in  these  Counties;  and  there  ought  to 
be  no  difference.

I have  the  pleasure  of  yours  of  the  20th  from  Lancaster,  and  as  I sup- 
pose Mr  Hoops  mett  you  there  do  not  doubt  but  you  have  settled  the 
Waggons  to  be  taken  into  the  service  in  the  back  countrys,  as  I gave 
him  all  the  necessary  Instructions  that  I could  think  off. 

I have  a letter  from  Sir  John  Stclair  from  Winchester  this  morning.  He 
says  the  Cherokees  are  Impatient  and  want  to  go  home,  but  I hope  they 
will  with  prudent  manadgment  be  persuaded  to  Stay. 

I have  told  him  that  you  was  to  push  Col.  Armstrongs  and  Burds  Regtsl 
forward  towards  Raestown  in  order  to  build  the  Fort  and  Store  houses 
& have  desired  Washingtons  Bat"  to  be  ready  to  join  you  after  sending 
a reinforcement  to  Fort  Cumberland. 

Let  me  know  what  is  wanted  from  this,  that  it  may  be  provided,  and 
pray  make  ane  Apology  for  me  to  Col°  Armstrong  and  Mr  Young2  for 
not  answering  their  letters,  but  I am  blind  writing. 

I have  desird  Sir  John  after  settling  things  at  Winchester  to  go  and 
join  you. 
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No  fresh  advice  of  Col0  Montgomery;3  nor  of  our  Stores  from  New 
York.4 

Admiral!  Boscawen5  with  the  fleet  and  Army  was  to  sail  from  Hallifax 
this  day  senight  last6 

I can  not  say  when  I can  leave  this,  so  shall  be  glad  to  hear  from  you.

Philadelphia  25th  May  1758 


Sir 

I Was  yesterday  favoured  with  your  letter  of  the  22d  May  from  Lancas- 
ter and  approve  of  the  steps  you  have  taken  in  having  engaged  into  the 
Service  the  people  you  think  proper.  I therefore  shall  not  take  upon  me 
to  give  you  any  particular  directions,  as  you  are  the  properest  judge, 
being  immediately  upon  the  Spot. 
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I have  enclosed  you  a return1  of  what  things  were  at  Lancaster,  and 
Fort  Loudoun,  tho  several  of  the  Stores  have  been  carryed  away  from 
those  places  since  the  return  was  given  me,  but  I send  it  you  as  the  best 
Information  that  I can  give. 

I likewise  enclose  a list1  of  the  goods  sent  up  in  the  Waggons  under 
Quarter  Master  Oury’s  care  the  Waggoners  receipt  I shall  send  to  the 
Command8  officer2  at  Lancaster,  with  directions  to  endeavour  to  recover 
the  Tents  that  are  Missing  in  Bale  N°  3.3 

I have  ordered  the  Master  Carpenter  to  sett  out  to  morrow  to  join 
you  where  ever  you  may  be,  there  will  at  the  same  time  leave  this  place 
a Waggon  loaded  with  presents  for  the  Indians,  to  the  care  of  the  Com- 
manding Officer  at  Lancaster  who  will  have  orders  to  putt  them  in  store 
there,  or  forward  them  to  you,  in  case  the  other  Indian  Goods  are  gone 
forward. 

Your  Making  a provision  for  a Generali  Hospital  at  Rae's  Town  is 
very  right  it  will  in  the  meantime  always  answer  for  some  use  or  other. 
And  as  you  have  made  no  demand  of  Garden  Seeds  being  sent  from  this 
place,  I take  it  for  granted  that  you  can  provide  yourself  in  the  Frontiers. 

The  Commissioners  have  agreed  to  the  expence  of  Horses  for  Expresses 
being  fixed  at  Different  posts  between  this  and  Rae’s  Town.  The  execu- 
tive paFt  rests  with  the  Governour,  who  is  just  now  fixing  the  different 
Stages,  so  that  I expect  the  thing  will  be  done  immediately. 

Cap1  Hay4  arrived  here  last  night  the  ship  with  the  Stores  from  New 
york  may  be  expected  daily  as  I think  we  may  likewise  do  the  High- 
landers from  S°  Carolina,  but  since  you  left  us  we  have  had  no  accounts 
of  them.  Admiral  Boscawen  was  to  sail  with  the  Fleet  from  Hallifax  as 
last  Tuesday  was  Sen’night,  nine  days  ago,  and  by  this  time  there  is  no 
doubt  of  his  being  before  Louisbourgh.5  I am  extreamly  concerned  to 
learn  by  my  last  from  Sr  John  S1  Clair  that  the  anxiety  and  uneasiness 
of  the  Indians  at  Winchester  continues  to  encrease,  that  sixty  of  them 
were  about  to  sett  out  for  their  own  Country,  that  many  more  were  in 
the  same  disposition,  and  he  could  not  promise  himself  any  expectations 
of  being  able  to  detain  them,  notwithstanding  all  the  encouragement  he 
could  give  them,  by  the  number  of  troops  assembling,  and  the  liberal 
presents  made  them.  I therefore  must  desire  that  you  will  order  Cap1 
Bossomworth6  to  Winchester,  as  I look  upon  his  being  there  to  be  very 
necessary  in  our  present  desolate  Situation  /without  Mr  Atkins  or  any 
one  manadger/  to  dispose  of  the  Indians  to  their  proper  destinations 
agreeable  to  the  disposition  fixed  upon  by  you  and  me. 

In  two  days  I shall  be  able  to  send  from  hence  103  light  fuzee’s  fit  for 
Indians,  and  likewise  300  heavy  firelocks  which  will  be  sent  to  you  at 
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Carlisle,  from  which  you  will  take  as  many  of  the  light  fuzee’s  as  will  be 
necessary  to  Arm  those  Indians  at  Carlisle  who  are  not  yet  provided,  the 
remainder  you  will  forward  with  the  heavy  firelocks  to  Winchester,  with 
proper  escorts,  as  Sr  John  Sf  Clair  writes  very  pressingly  for  Arms  to  be 
sent  to  that  place. 

I have  been  out  of  order  So  could  not  write  you  myself,  but  save  as 
many  of  the  light  fuzees  as  possible  for  to  Content  the  Indians  at 
Winchester.

J’ay  trouve  igy  35  Cherokees,  il  y en  a 25  autres  qui  Sont  en  Party 
depuis  20  Jours,  et  ils  commencent  d’etre  inquiets  Sur  leur  Compte;  Ce 
Party  avoit  un  Serjeant  et  quelques  Soldats  avec  Eux,  qu’ils  ont  obliges 
de  retourner  voulant  etre  Seuls. 

J’ay  parle  ce  matin  a leurs  Chefs,  et  les  ai  mis  de  fort  bonne  humeur. 
La  petite  Verole  est  en  Ville,  et  pour  leur  Surete,  j’ay  tache  de  les  engager 
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a marcher  a Shippensburg,  mais  ils  ne  veulent  pas  partir  que  leur  Party 
ne  Soit  rentre: 

Ceux  de  Shippensburg  Se  Sont  tres  mal  conduit  ayant  Saisi  les  Presens 
par  force,  tout  est  accomode  et  le  Capne  Bosomworth  vous  en  rend  Compte. 
J'ay  envoye  des  Provisions  pour  les  500  que  Sr  John  a fait  marcher  a ce 
Poste:  J'auray  beaucoup  de  Peine  a les  nourrir  faute  de  Chariots  jusqu'a 
ce  que  les  notres  arrivent.  Le  Sheriff  de  Carlisle7  est  un  Paresseux,  Je 
Pay  mis  en  Campagne  pour  presser  tous  les  Chariots  des  Environs.

Tous  ces  magis- 
trates de  Villages  meritent  d’etre  reprimanded  pour  leur  Indolence,  et 
pour  ne  faire  aucun  usage  de  leur  autorite.

Vous  voyez  dans  quelle  Situation 
Sont  nos  affaires,  je  n’ay  jamais  rien  vu  de  pire,  a moins  que  vous 
n’engagies  les  Comissionaires  a Sortir  de  leur  Letargie,  ou  que  vous  ne 
pourvoyies  vous  meme  a mettre  leurs  Troupes  en  Etat  de  Servir,  nous 
ne  pouvons  nous  flatter  d’aucun  Succes.

[TRANSLATION] 

Sir, 

I arrived  here  yesterday  morning.  The  Susquehanna  is  so  much  swelled 
by  the  latest  rains  that  it  took  nearly  three  days  to  ferry  thirty  wagons 
across,  with  much  trouble  and  danger.  The  creek1  that  must  be  crossed 
before  reaching  Harris’s,  was  so  deep  that  all  the  baggage  was  in  the 
water.  I cannot  tell  yet  whether  the  powder  was  damaged  (nine  barrels 
got  wet). 

A couple  of  rafts  would  also  be  needed  to  carry  over  the  wagons  at 
Harris’s  Ferry,  but  we  have  neither  time  nor  workmen  to  build  them. 

The  wagons  will  be  divided,  as  has  already  been  done,  to  cross  on  the 
different  ferries,  which  will  not  avoid  the  loss  of  much  time  until  the  river 
goes  down. 

Bird’s  battalion2  has  not  yet  arrived;  I expect  it  within  two  days.  It 
is  impossible  to  make  any  plan  or  to  accomplish  anything  with  these 
troops  as  long  as  they  remain  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioners. 

I find  their  battalions  in  the  utmost  confusion.  Their  guns  are  entirely 
unfit  for  use,  more  than  three  fourths  unfit  to  fire,  the  wood  in  pieces, 
and  the  screw-plates  attached  to  the  barrels  with  string. 

They  have  no  tents,  neither  the  officers  nor  the  soldiers.  Not  a single 
kettle,  axe,  or  tomahawk.  No  ammunition  or  provisions,  and  no  one  to 
furnish  them.  Mr.  Hoops  is  obliged  to  feed  them,  and  keeps  a separate 
account  of  his  distributions. 

The  Commissioners  have  provided  nothing  for  the  wagons  used  in 
transporting  their  sick  and  their  baggage.  I have  had  the  officers  give 
certificates  to  the  wagoners.  If  the  Commissioners  refuse  to  pay  them, 
these  men  will  be  discouraged  from  entering  the  service  voluntarily.  It 
seems  that  they  ought  either  to  transport  the  officers’  baggage,  or  to 
give  them  baggage  money;  otherwise  they  will  be  unable  to  march. 

You  can  judge  whether  I am  in  a position  to  take  post  at  Reas  Town, 
when  the  troops  are  without  arms  or  equipment.  However,  we  must 
advance,  because  the  wagons  will  he  here  the  1st,  2nd,  and  3rd  of  fune, 
and  they  must  be  put  to  use. 
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I shall  provide  whatever  we  may  be  in  need  of,  as  well  as  I can.  I have 
ordered  200  tin  kettles  at  Lancaster,  and  300  tomahawks  here — each 
soldier  will  need  one,  as  we  have  no  bayonets — with  two  axes  for  each 
company  in  order  to  cut  wood  and  clear  the  ground  for  camping. 

It  is  only  the  guns  which  I cannot  provide.  It  would  take  more  than 
three  months  to  repair  them,  and  still  they  would  be  completely 
worthless. 

The  new  guns  that  Bird  had  received,  burst;  and  not  a soldier  dares 
to  fire  them.  The  rest  are  old  rusty  muskets  as  heavy  as  two  of  our 
guns.  If  guns  fit  for  service  are  not  provided  without  delay,  we  shall 
certainly  receive  a setback. 

There  are  a thousand  guns  at  Philadelphia;  and  there  could  not  be  a 
more  urgent  occasion  to  use  them.  They  can  take  the  old  guns  to  fill 
up  their  arsenal. 

Monday  the  29th,  Armstrong  and  Bird  will  march  for  Fort  Loudoun 
and  Littleton,  to  which  we  will  move  the  stores;  but  I cannot  advance 
a step  further  until  I receive  these  guns. 

I have  ordered  two  companies  of  new  recruits  from  this  neighborhood 
to  be  stationed  here,  and  to  serve  to  escort  provisions  to  Shippensburg. 

I have  left  a hundred  men  at  Harris’s  ferry,3  who  ought  to  be  relieved 
by  the  new  companies  of  Ashton  and  Singleton,4  which  are  filled;  and  I 
have  written  to  these  captains5  to  get  their  soldiers  to  bring  their  own 
arms,  which  I would  have  evaluated  and  paid  for  by  the  government  if 
they  were  lost  in  the  service,  and  not  because  of  any  fault  or  negligence 
on  their  part. 

All  these  new  recruits  are  getting  debauched  in  the  taverns.  If  you 
find  it  expedient  to  take  them  away,  I believe  that  the  companies  which 
are  filled  should  go  to  Lancaster  and  form  a chain  as  far  as  Carlisle,  where 
they  can  easily  be  assembled  as  soon  as  tents  are  procured;  and  the  best 
men  can  be  chosen  to  fill  the  two  battalions  and  march  ahead,  using  the 
rest  as  escorts  and  laborers. 

Since  it  is  uncertain  that  we  will  receive  guns,  wouldn’t  you  think  it 
proper  to  ask  all  who  have  them,  or  who  can  get  them,  to  bring  them  on 
the  above  conditions,  granting  them  payment  for  their  use  after  the 
campaign? 

I wrote  to  Sir  John  St.  Clair6  to  have  Washington’s  regiment  march  to 
Fort  Cumberland,  and  as  soon  as  we  are  able  to  advance  to  Reas  Town, 
400  men  of  that  corps  will  be  employed  in  cutting  the  road  of  communi- 
cation between  the  two  posts,  and  will  come  to  join  us. 

I do  not  know  how  much  ammunition  there  is  at  Fort  Cumberland, 
but  I understand  that  there  was  a great  deal  used  everywhere,  and  that 
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there  is  a lack  of  bullets  and  lead.  The  difference  in  caliber  of  the  provin- 
cials’ guns  is  a great  inconvenience,  since  they  have  no  molds,  and  our 
bullets  cannot  be  used  in  them. 

Col.  Armstrong  believes  that  we  may  soon  be  attacked.  The  French 
have  now  gathered  all  their  Indians  together;  and  for  lack  of  food  and 
presents  to  give  them,  they  could  not  keep  them  inactive  very  long,  and 
would  be  obliged  to  march  against  us,  if  we  do  not  advance  upon  them. 

I found  35  Cherokees  here;  there  are  25  more  who  went  out  on  a war 
party  twenty  days  ago,  and  they  are  beginning  to  be  uneasy  about  them. 
This  party  had  a sergeant  and  some  soldiers  with  them,  whom  they  com- 
pelled to  return,  as  they  wished  to  be  alone. 

This  morning  I spoke  to  their  chiefs,  and  put  them  into  a very  good 
humor.  There  is  smallpox  in  the  town,  and  for  their  safety  I tried  to 
persuade  them  to  go  to  Shippensburg,  but  they  did  not  wish  to  leave 
until  their  party  had  returned. 

Those  in  Shippensburg  behaved  very  badly,  seizing  the  presents  by 
force.  Everything  is  settled,  and  Captain  Bosomworth  is  giving  you  an 
account  of  it.  I have  sent  provisions  for  the  500  that  Sir  John  has  had 
march  to  that  post.  I shall  have  much  trouble  feeding  them  for  want 
of  wagons  until  ours  arrive.  The  sheriff  of  Carlisle7  is  an  idler.  I put 
him  to  work  impressing  all  the  wagons  of  the  neighborhood.  I beg  you 
to  complain  about  him  to  the  Governor.  All  these  village  magistrates 
deserve  to  be  reprimanded  for  their  slackness,  and  for  making  no  use  of 
their  authority. 

The  roads  between  Lancaster  and  Harris’s  ferry  are  very  bad.  I have 
made  sharp  complaints  about  them  to  the  magistrates  of  Lancaster.  I 
hope  that  they  will  have  them  repaired  and  widened. 

The  bad  humor  of  the  Cherokees  makes  a council  with  their  chiefs 
indispensable.  I should  like  to  have  your  orders  in  that  regard,  but  this 
matter  is  so  urgent  that  I shall  be  obliged  to  call  them  together  at  Fort 
Loudoun  next  Thursday.  I shall  try  to  arrange  some  settlement  with 
them  in  regard  to  the  parties  they  are  to  send  out,  and  devise  means  for 
getting  prisoners. 

They  must  advance  with  us  toward  Reas  Town  to  protect  us  while 
that  post  is  being  built. 

As  soon  as  I get  there,  I shall  have  the  terrain  reconnoitered  where 
the  new  road  is  to  run.  The  men  who  know  it  best  believe  that  it  must 
be  made  to  fall  lower  than  the  forks. 

The  party  of  Indians  who  were  sent  in  pursuit  of  the  enemies  who  com- 
mitted the  last  outrages,  returned  too  soon  without  accomplishing  any- 
thing. They  found  the  track,  and  one  child  killed  and  scalped;  but  as 
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the  land  was  rocky  and  mountainous,  they  could  not  follow  their  foot- 
prints. Since  the  infantry  escorts  march  too  slowly,  I could  wish  that 
you  would  send  me  some  of  your  light  cavalry.  We  can  no  longer  move 
a step  without  an  escort,  as  there  are  several  small  parties  of  enemy  In- 
dians all  around  us.  I shall  give  them  chase,  as  soon  as  I can  dispose  of 
our  indocile  brothers. 

The  difficulties  of  the  ferries,  and  the  mountainous  road  between  Lou- 
doun and  Littleton,  will  oblige  us  to  divide  the  wagons  into  units  of 
thirty  instead  of  forty,  appointing  temporary  wagon  masters  for  each 
division. 

Bird’s  battalion  lost  several  men  by  desertion.  I believe  it  will  be 
necessary  for  you  to  have  a bulletin  printed,  to  inform  every  individual 
of  the  penalties  inflicted  by  the  Act  of  Parliament  against  Harbourers,  &c. 

I have  sent  a notice  to  all  the  ferries  not  to  transport  any  man  sus- 
pected of  belonging  to  the  army,  unless  he  has  a passport;  and  offering 
twenty  shillings  sterling  for  each  deserter  who  is  arrested. 

As  soon  as  the  provincials  are  assembled,  I shall  inform  them  of  the 
articles  of  war,  with  the  assurance  of  being  hung  without  mercy  if  they 
desert. 

Whisky  will  be  just  as  good  for  the  laborers  as  rum.  While  awaiting 
yours  orders,  I have  instructed  Mr.  Hoops  to  send  me  twenty  hogsheads 
of  it,  at  two  shillings  per  gallon. 

I am  too  far  away  from  Sir  John  to  get  money;  I beg  you  to  send  the 
paymaster8  or  one  of  his  men  in  order  to  pay  for  the  wagons  and  other 
expenses. 

I am  expecting  Rhor  within  two  days.  At  Lancaster  he  will  have  met 
Ensign  Heydeler9  of  the  Provincials,  who  has  served  five  years  in  the 
artillery  at  Woolwich.  I have  ordered  him  to  bring  the  two  6-pounders, 
with  all  their  train.10  Mr.  Hoops  will  furnish  him  with  horses;  and  he 
will  have  the  necessary  escorts. 

Sir  John  had  ordered  a quantity  of  hay  for  Shippensburg.  As  I see  no 
necessity  for  making  such  a great  outlay  for  carting,  I have  counter- 
manded it,  as  there  is  enough  grass  everywhere.  However,  if  you  think 
we  ought  to  have  some,  I beg  you  to  give  me  your  orders. 

Col.  Armstrong  tells  me  that  you  have  given  Captain  Callender11  the 
contract  for  pack  horses.  He  is  a very  useful  man  because  of  his  knowl- 
edge of  the  country;  and  I am  very  glad  for  him  to  have  some  profit, 
providing  he  does  not  handle  it  personally;  but  it  will  be  time  enough 
to  consider  that  when  you  have  us  move  from  Reas  Town.  The  provin- 
cial soldiers  who  have  been  in  the  service  of  the  Indian  traders  will  be 
well  suited  to  load  and  conduct  the  horses. 
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No  news  from  the  frontiers.  You  see  in  what  a situation  our  affairs 
are.  I have  never  seen  anything  worse.  Unless  you  persuade  the  Com- 
missioners to  abandon  their  lethargy;  or  unless  you  yourself  attend  to 
putting  their  troops  into  condition  for  service,  we  cannot  hope  for  any 
success. 

The  men  are  very  good,  but  we  need  arms  immediately,  and  ammunition. 

I hope  that  the  express  has  been  arranged  for. 

I am  with  the  greatest  respect, 

Sir, 

P.S.  The  Americans  will  be  here  Saturday.  I shall  keep  them  here 
until  further  orders.  I despair  of  being  able  to  send  you  the  detailed 
report  of  what  these  men  need.  They  do  not  know  either  the  number 
of  their  men  here,  nor  what  they  need.  We  shall  have  a very  fine  army 
here.  Their  slowness  in  everything  will  be  the  death  of  me.

Whereas  His  Majesty’s  Service  requires  that  a Detachment  of  the  new 
Levies  be  stationed  at  Harris’s  Ferry;  You  are  hereby  required  and 
directed  to  march  Your  Company  immediately  to  the  said  Post,1  where 
you  will  be  joined  by  Cap1  Singleton’s  Company.2  You  are  to  relieve  the 
Detachment  actually  there  under  the  Command  of  Cap1  Garraway,3  who 
is  to  march  to  Carlisle  with  his  men.  You  are  to  follow  such  Orders  & 
Directions  as  he  shall  give  you  for  the  Guard  & Escort  of  the  Beeves  & 
Waggons  passing  towards  Carlisle. 

And  as  a sufficient  Number  of  Arms  cannot  yet  be  provided  for  your 
men,  you  are  hereby  desired  to  engage  them  to  take  their  own  Fuzees  or 
Rifles  (with  Ammunition)  which  Fuzees  or  Rifles  shall  be  appraised  & 
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in  Case  they  shall  happen  to  be  [ taken ]+  lost  or  destroyed  on  real  Service, 
they  shall  be  paid  by  the  Crown.

Dear  Sir 

Imagining  you  would  be  desirous  to  know  what  Answer  Mr  Osborne1 
made  to  your  Proposals  in  my  favour,  I take  this  oppertunity  of  acquaint- 
ing you  of  the  strange  & insolent  manner  in  which  he  behaved  to  Doctor 
Russell;2  who  could  get  no  conference  with  him  ’till  yesterday,  tho’  he 
called  three  several  times;  when  he  did  vouchsafe  to  speak  he  demanded 
why  Doctor  Russell  should  interest  himself  so  much  in  my  favour;  Mr 
Russell  then  mentioned  your  Name,  and  the  General’s,3  adding  that  the 
Law  had  severely  taken  its  Course,  that  the  fine  was  more  than  I could 
pay,  and  that  keeping  me  confined  when  there  was  a probability  of  my 
being  serviceable  in  the  Campaign  was  hurting  the  Service;  to  all  which 
he  made  him  this  very  unaccountable  reply;  that  Colonel  Bouquet  he 
respected;  that  as  for  the  General  he  was  under  no  manner  of  Obligation 
to  him,  He  doubted  not  that  the  Colonel  had  his  own  reasons  for  desiring 
Mr  McLeanes  Liberty;  that  he  had  formerly  offered  Proposals,  and  my 
Friends  who  formerly  thought  those  Proposals  unreasonable  might  now 
bear  me  out  as  well  as  they  could.  Mr  Russell  expressed  his  Surprise 
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at  this  Answer's  being  so  foreign  to  the  Purpose;  & so  far  from  what  he 
expected,  demanding  if  he  had  no  terms  to  propose,  and  was  answered 
that  He  was  hurried  by  business  but  if  Mr  Russell  would  call  in  a Week 
he  should  know  farther;  upon  which  Mr  Russell  convinced  that  his  sole 
aim  was  to  add  Imprisonment  to  the  fine  by  these  Delays,  left  him 
abruptly,  not  a little  chagrined  at  the  Reception  he  had  met  with,  to 
let  me  know  that  I had  nothing  to  depend  on  from  that  Quarter. 

I hope  you  will  pardon  me,  and  accept  my  thanks  for  the  trouble  I 
have  given  you  in  this  Affair;  I am  now  endeavouring  to  make  up  the 
money,  that  as  my  Confinement  affords  such  Satisfaction  to  my  Enemy, 
it  may  be  of  as  short  duration  as  possible.  I am  with  great  Gratitude

Persons  or  Person  properly  authoriz’d  by  General  Forbes  to  enter  into 
written  Contracts  with  them  agreeable  to  the  Advertisem4  publish’d  by 
Franklin  & Hall,3  and  I’m  persuaded  they  will  not  Stir  till  that  is  done. 
I had  engaged  some  of  them  on  my  own  Credit  to  help  to  haul  the  Pork 
from  Maryland,  & the  other  Provisions  purchas’d  in  this  County,  as  far 
as  Carlisle,  but  think  they  will  not  be  willing  to  go  farther  than  Carlisle. 
Sr  John  said  when  here  that  70  Was  enough,  or  there  might  have  been 
more.  However  I shall  send  Copies  of  Coll.  Boquet’s  Orders4  to  the 
several  Magistrates  of  this  County,  that  they  may  be  made  publick,  and 
also  to  the  Governor,  that  he  may  apply  to  General  Forbes  least  there 
should  be  a Disappointment;  I shall  be  glad  to  know  when  Mr  Hoops 
expects  to  have  the  Flour  at  my  Mill  ready.

Sir, 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  hear  of  your  being  appointed  to  Act  on  this 
Quarter;  I am  confident  we  Shall  have  Success  under  the  Conduct  of  so 
Vigilant  & discreet  officers. 

The  only  difficulty  seems  with  me  to  lie;  in  Supplying  the  Men  with 
provisions,  and  getting  at  the  place;  through  so  many  defiles,  and  difficult 
passes;  with  which  the  Enemy  is  So  intimatly  acquainted. 

I have  often  reflected  on  the  dismal  Situation  of  the  Grand  Detach- 
ment, under  Command  of  the  Brave  General  Braddoclc,  for  want  of  Pro- 
visions, about  three  days  before  the  Engagement.  They  depended 
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entirly  upon  a Convoy  which  I carryd  up  to  them,  escorted  by  one 
hundred  men;  and  I think  it  was  a hundred  to  One,  that  even  the  Enemy 
permitted  Us  to  join  the  General;  We  came  up  with  His  Excillency  in 
the  Evening  of  the  Sixth  of  July,  & next  morning  were  attackd  in  the 
Rear,  by  upwards  of  three  hundred  French  & Indians,  who  had  been 
detachd  from  Fort  du  Quesne,  then  about  twenty  miles  distant,  on  pur- 
pose to  intercept  the  Convoy. 

At  the  Same  time,  Flour  was  So  Scarce  at  Col.  Dunbar’s  Camp1  that 
he  could  not  have  Spar'd  another  Supply  to  the  General  Before  he  had 
recei'd  it  from  Fort  Cumberland;  So  that  Even  Successfull,  we  Should 
have  been  distressed  before  a fresh  Supply  Could  have  Arriv’d. 

The  Number  of  Waggons  to  Carry  flour  for  So  many  men  Must  be 
Very  Considerable;  as  the  Mountanous  & broken  Road  will  prevent  the 
Teams  drawing  any  great  Weieght,  especially  as  Forage  will  be  Scarce. 

When  I march'd  for  Carolina  No  person  was  better  acquainted  with 
the  Situation  of  the  Enemy,  in  the  Country  we  are  going  to  Act  in,  What 
Alterations  have  happend  Since,  I cannot  Relate  with  Certainty. 

The  Virginians  are  almost  Compleat,  but  have  depended  on  the  Gov- 
ernment for  Arms  & Tents  &c. 

Col.  Bird2  is  expected  here  on  Sunday,  attended  by  Sixty  Warriors, 
We  heard  from  him  at  Bedford  Court  House.  What  Numbers  are  Ex- 
pected to  follow  I cannot  say. 

I shall  be  glad  to  hear  how  the  Col:  Relishes  his  Indian  Jaunt. 

Several  Small  parties  of  the  Indians  are  returned  home,  & If  Judge  right, 
we  are  in  danger  of  losing  more,  unless  they  are  employd  one  way  or 
Other.  Sr  John  S1  Clair  takes  all  possible  pains  to  keep  them  in  good 
Temper

Last  night  I received  a Letter1  from  General  Lorbes  of  the  23rd  of 
May  acquainting  me  that  he  sent  up  to  Carlisle  271  lents  and  that  he 
had  bespoke  200  more,  & that  1 might  get  some  of  these  already  sent, 
from  Col0  Bouquet,  for  Col0  Washington’s  people,  and  that  the  rest  were 
to  be  sent  up  as  soon  as  finished. 

In  Obedience  to  the  General’s  Order  to  me,  I must  desire  you  will 
send  me  114  Tents  on  Thursday  the  1st  of  June  to  be  that  day  at  Col0 
Fritter’s2  2 Miles  from  the  Mouth  of  Connegogee.3  I shall  order  a De- 
tachment from  hence,  to  be  there  to  receive  them  they  are  for  5 Comp58 
of  100  men  each  of  Col"  Washington’s  Regt4  and  a Compy  of  artificers  of 
the  like  number  of  the  2d  Virga  Reg15  who  March  from  this  to  Strengthen 
Lort  Cumberland  which  is  so  necessary  on  this  urgent  occasion. 

I shall  order  5 Compys  of  Col°  Washington’s  & a Compy  of  Artificers 
of  the  same  numbers  to  March  from  hence  so  as  to  be  at  Shippensbourg 
by  [the]t  Munday  the  5th  of  June  I hope  by  that  time  you  will  be  able 
to  provide  them  with  Tents,  otherwise  they  cannot  March  on  according 
to  our  Commanding  General’s  Intentions.  I shall  do  all  I can  to  send  a 
Body  of  Indians  from  hence  along  with  them,  but  on  them  I cannot 
depend  as  they  are  conscious  to  themselves  of  their  bad  Behaviour  in 
Pensylvania  I beleive  they  will  not  return  to  that  Province  but  will  Join 
the  army  from  Fort  Cumberland. 

I expect  Col0  Byrd  with  the  1st  Division  of  his  Indians  tomorrow  Eve- 
ning.6

I had  the  pleasure  of  receiving  your  Letter1  of  the  26th  Ins1  which 
gives  me  pleasure  to  hear  of  your  arrival  at  Carlisle;  I had  the  Honour 
of  sending  you  an  Express  this  morning;  which  will  set  all  our  affairs  in 
their  true  light  to  you;  and  show  you  the  Plan  I have  gone  on,  to  expe- 
dite the  Service,  as  much  as  lies  in  my  power. 

I am  glad  our  Magazins  will  be  compleat  the  3ni  You  will  have  from 
this,  at  Shippensbourg  the  5 Compys  of  Col°  Washington’s  Reg1  the  4th 
or  5th  of  June,  with  one  hundred  Carpenters.  I am  not  able  to  send  up 
the  other  5 Compys  so  soon  to  Fort  Cumberland,  for  many  reasons,  first, 
Col°  Washington  does  not  return  from  Wdliamsbourg  till  the  7th  and 
5 Compys  of  his  Reg1  have  not  joined.  So  soon  as  I get  4 of  them  joined 
and  Tents  from  you  I shall  send  them  up  to  Fort  Cumberland  with  the 
necessary  Orders,  but  they  must  not  stay  there,  for  the  scarcity  of 
Provisions. 

I am  labouring  hard  to  get  Col0  Byrds  Reg1  in  order,  Arms,  Blanketts, 
Kettles  and  Tents  /not  to  mention  Cantines/  are  the  only  thing  they 
want.  I labour  hard  to  get  them.  I shall  order  L1  Bassett2  to  Shippens- 
bourg with  the  Entrenching  Tools,  which  I ordered  out  of  Fort  Frederick, 
when  the  small  Pox  broke  out  there,  you  shall  have  them  with  the  5 
Compy9  and  I shall  likewise  Consign  to  the  Cap1  of  Artificers3  a small 
N°  of  axes  for  his  Compy. 

I am  not  anxious  about  the  cutting  the  Road  to  Rays  Town  from 
Fort  Cumberland,  it  may  be  done  in  4 days,  or  in  2,  if  the  two  Ends  are 
gone  upon  at  the  same  time;  but  I am  afraid  you  will  have  a deal  of 
work,  from  Fort  Loudoun,  to  Rays  Town,  which  I am  afraid  will  be 
Troublesome. 

I have  Men  and  Horses  for  the  Troops  Shall  by  Saturday  next  get 
arms,  but  Sadies  and  Bridles  I expect  from  Philadelphia.  I hope  I shall 
be  able  to  put  the  whole  in  motion  by  the  9th  of  June  and  sooner  if  pos- 
sible, then  my  intentions  are  to  have  an  interview  with  you  if  you  have 
no  Orders  to  the  contrary. 

Col0  Byrd  came  here  with  57  Indians.4  I have  now  280  Indians  includ- 
ing Col0  Byrds,  but  I cannot  say  I shall  be  able  to  lead  them  all  out  to

Sir 

I have  the  favour  of  yours  of  the  25th1  and  agree  with  you  in  the  things 
you  complain  of,  and  shall  do  every  thing  in  my  power  to  relieve  them, 
for  which  purpose  I have  this  day  applyed  to  the  Commissioners  in  a very 
peremptory  manner,  to  order  all  the  necessary  arms  and  Accoutrements 
for  those  Companys  directly,  which  they  have  complyed  with,  and  all 
the  Demands  made  from  Col:  Armstrong  and  Burds  Regts  are  to  be  forth- 
with sent  up  to  Carlisle  except  the  Bell  tents  that  I shall  order  to  be 
provided. 
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I he  light  horse  to  the  number  of  80  will  sett  out  on  Wednesday  morn- 
ing, under  the  Care  of  Cap*  Armstrong2  with  Saddles  Briddles  &c  so  you 
will  gett  them  mounted  as  soon  as  you  please.  Mow  that  Armstrongs  and 
Burds  Battalions3  are  to  be  Compleated  I know  not,  but  I should  think 
it  right  to  Draught  the  new  Levys  to  Compleat  them. 

Blanketts  are  scarcely  to  be  gott,  unless  wee  take  a kind  of  French 
Blanketts  made  of  owl  & Hair4  which  wee  must  take  rather  as  want. 

The  Arms  goes  of  Wednesday  likewise  and  every  thing  that  I can  gett 
for  your  use  or  Conveniency. 

You  certainly  have  heard  from  S‘r  John  Sffilair,  so  need  not  say  any 
thing  from  that  quarter,  only  I am  doing  every  thing  in  my  power  to 
gett  the  Virginia  people  in  order  as  soon  as  possible. 

You  will  let  the  Officers  know  that  they  are  to  provide  their  own  tents, 
and  that  I shall  try  all  in  my  power  to  gett  their  Baggage  carried  or 
Baggage  money  from  the  province. 

The  Hatchetts  Tomahacks,  & camp  accoutrements  are  all  bespoke. 

I send  off  Mr  Gordon5  with  all  the  working  tools  on  Wednesday,  with 
42  Barrells  of  powder,  so  there  must  be  a store  provided  at  Carlisle  or 
some  where  else.  I should  think  Shippensburgh  as  it  is  on  the  road  to 
Winchester.  The  Horses  for  the  different  stages  are  to  be  sent  of  Directly, 
but  wee  must  provide  the  men  to  ride  them  who  may  be  upon  the  footing 
of  Guides. 

I am  affraid  Washingtons  reg*  is  not  yet  in  a Condition  to  march  to 
Fort  Cumberland,  but  I shall  send  them  tents  &c  immediatly. 

I hope  that  the  Indians  are  now  in  better  humour  and  that  you  will 
be  able  to  persuade  them  to  cover  you  at  Raes  town 

The  three  companys6  of  the  Lower  Countys7  begin  their  march  for 
Lancaster  to  morrow,  and  the  2 Companys  of  Ashton8  &c  go  from  this 
on  Wednesday,  and  as  I shall  send  all  the  other  companys  up  that  way 
directly  I think  your  chain  may  be  Compleated  from  Lancaster  to  F : 
Littleton,  and  so  to  Raes  town. 

I have  spoke  to  the  Governour  about  the  roads  & he  is  to  give  orders, 
but  it  will  not  be  amiss  that  the  Inhabitants  be  again  rememberd  to  do 
their  duty. 

I hope  your  difficulty  about  the  Waggons  will  be  removed  by  Mr  Hoops, 
but  if  the  people  will  not  be  convinced  of  what  is  right  I would  contract 
immedeatly  for  the  number  that  you  can  employ  in  the  transport  of  pro- 
visions; and  I think  it  right  that  Mr  Hoops  furnish  provisions  where  wee 
can  not  gett  it  from  the  province,  but  you  must  order  no  body  to  take 
more  than  one  Ration. 
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I shall  send  you  a letter  of  Creditt,  or  money  by  the  Waggons  that 
go  from  this  with  the  arms  and  Ammunition  on  Wednesday  and  I shall 
putt  one  Advertisement  into  the  papers  about  deserters  &c.9 

I do  not  remember  to  have  ever  spoke  about  Callendar  having  the 
providing  of  Bats  horses,  and  as  I have  orderd  the  Waggons  to  carry 
pack  Saddles  I think  wee  may  use  the  waggon  horses  for  that  purpose 
So  would  not  be  in  haste  in  engaging  of  Bats  horses,  and  it  is  more  than 
probable  that  Sir  John  may  have  spoke  for  them  from  some  other  person. 

Mr  Peters  has  just  shewn  to  me  a letter  from  Mr  Shippen10  of  Lancaster, 
by  which  I see  that  the  country  people  have  not  had  the  180  Waggons  y1 
you  want  for  the  present  transport  explained  to  them,  to  be  no  part  of 
the  Contract.  He  also  says  that  they  Complain  of  the  ten  days  Forrage 
as  likewise  of  the  great  price  that  they  are  to  pay  for  drivers,  I have 
made  Mr  Peters  write  to  Mr  Shippen  and  Mr  Stevenson  upon  that  head, 
and  have  desired  that  they  would  not  force  me  into  rough  measures,11 
but  do  their  duty  in  procuring  things  easily,  as  I have  done  every  thing 
for  the  ease  of  the  Inhabitants.  [They  ought  to  be  told  . . .]+ 

No  Artillery  Store  ship,  nor  no  Highlanders.  Col:  Bird12  is  now  at 
Winchester  as  I suppose  with  about  60  Indians,  and  the  Little  Carpenter 
with  200  more  follow  him,  I hope  this  will  keep  the  others  quiet  and  easy. 

I send  you  ane  order13  Enclosed  to  Col0  Armstrong  for  compleating 
the  light  troops,14  but  as  they  may  not  know  much  of  that,  you  will  give 
the  necessary  orders,  and  Compleat  those  men  taken  from  the  2 old  Bat- 
talions from  the  New  Levys.  and  I fancy  there  may  be  severalls  in  the 
new  levys  more  proper  for  horse  men,  than  those  of  the  old  Regte  in  which 
case  they  are  to  be  taken. 

There  will  be  a necessity  for  some  good  guides  to  attend  us,  so  if  Sir 
John  has  not  engaged  such,  you  will  be  so  good  as  to  make  enquiry.

[TRANSLATION] 

Sir, 

Civil  authority  is  so  completely  nonexistent  in  this  county1  that, 
after  all  the  efforts  I have  made  for  four  days,  I have  been  able  to  obtain 
only  eight  wagons  up  to  the  present  time.  As  the  farmers  ignored  the 
orders  of  the  sheriff  and  his  constables,2  I appealed  in  writing  yesterda}^ 
to  the  magistrates  for  press  warrants.3  You  will  find  their  reply  enclosed.4 

I had  them  summoned,  and  insisted  that  instead  of  prayers  and  exhorta- 
tions they  give  good  warrants  in  conformity  with  the  last  act  of  the  as- 
sembly. They  asked  for  time  to  deliberate,  and  after  thinking  it  over 
carefully,  they  told  me  they  would  send  press  warrants  by  the  con- 
stables, which  the  countrymen  have  refused  to  obey. 
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Messrs.  West  and  Alrich5  still  wished  to  dissuade  me  from  sending 
out  soldiers;  but  as  there  would  be  no  more  government  if  civil  authority 
is  not  respected,  I ordered  them  to  send  three  constables  with  orders,  in 
case  of  refusal,  to  seize  the  persons  of  the  said  countrymen,  and  I had 
each  warrant  backed  by  an  officer  and  twenty  soldiers  of  the  provincial 
troops,  with  orders  to  act  with  all  the  moderation  and  prudence  that  the 
circumstances  would  permit.  I am  hoping  to  get  at  last  the  25  wagons 
I have  asked  for,  and  that  I will  be  able  to  furnish  provisions  to  the 
Cherokees  and  the  garrison  of  Fort  Littleton,  where  they  have  had 
nothing  but  flour  for  two  days. 

I had  the  cattle  taken  to  Shippensburg  and  Fort  Loudoun  for  the  In- 
dians, and  fourteen  wagons — six  from  Lancaster — left  this  morning  with 
provisions.  These  people  seem  so  obstinate  and  so  unfriendly,  the  magis- 
trates are  so  weak  and  so  afraid  of  displeasing  the  country  folk,  that  the 
service  which  may  depend  on  them  will  be  totally  neglected  as  soon  as  I 
have  gone. 

I believe  that  Sir  John  would  be  needed  to  dispatch  the  convoys  to 
Fort  Littletown,  from  which  I will  forward  them  to  the  post  of  the  Juniata 
and  Reas  Town,  as  soon  as  I receive  arms  and  kettles. 

The  two  battalions  of  the  province6  ought  to  be  put  in  order.  Every- 
thing is  still  in  great  confusion,  and  nothing  else  can  be  expected  from 
a troop  which  is  always  separated,  and  most  of  whose  officers  have  no 
notion  of  the  service. 

Burd  arrived  yesterday.  The  men  are  very  good,  but  the  guns,  as  I 
have  informed  you,7  are  for  the  most  part  unfit  for  use.  As  soon  as  they 
are  a little  settled,  they  will  march  to  Fort  Loudoun.8 

Armstrong  is  leaving  tomorrow  for  Littleton.  I have  been  obliged  to 
give  them  a part  of  the  kettles  intended  for  the  Indians,  which  will  be 
replaced  by  those  I am  expecting  from  Lancaster.  They  will  repair  the 
roads  which  are  bad  beyond  Shippensburg. 

I have  been  obliged  to  send  an  order  to  Captain  Hunter9  near  York  for 
him  to  march  with  his  company  which  is  filled  to  Teaves  ferry,10  in  order 
to  supply  guards  for  the  cattle,  and  escorts  for  the  wagons  which  cross 
there. 

Fortunately,  the  500  Cherokees  have  not  yet  arrived  at  Shippensburg. 
They  would  have  risked  going  unfed  because  of  the  perversity  of  these 
people. 

Captain  Bosomworth  has  gone  to  await  them  there.  This  delay  will 
give  me  time  to  receive  your  orders  about  the  conference  with  their  chiefs, 
in  which  I would  propose  three  principal  points: 
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To  persuade  them  by  convincing  reasons  to  wait  without  impatience 
until  all  the  preparations  for  the  expedition  are  made. 

Not  to  insist  on  presents  until  the  expedition  is  finished,  because  they 
would  be  only  a burden  to  warriors  who  should  be  loaded  only  with  their 
guns. 

Finally,  to  cooperate  with  us  in  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the 
safety  of  our  communications  by  apportioning  their  men  to  the  posts 
that  we  designate,  and  continually  sending  out  parties  to  get  news  of 
the  enemy,  and  to  try  to  take  prisoners. 

I had  a German  peasant11  brought  here  who  was  taken  prisoner  last 
year,  and  taken  to  Venango,  etc.  I am  enclosing  his  deposition. 

The  man  is  very  stupid,  and  speaks  only  rude  German.  I did  not  think 
it  necessary  to  send  him  to  you.  He  is  almost  dead  of  hunger,  having 
lived  on  grass  for  several  days. 

1 just  now  received  a letter  from  Mr.  Hoops12  which  informs  me  that 
he  hopes  very  easily  to  obtain  the  180  wagons  f have  asked  from  the 
three  counties,  but  not  as  soon  as  I expected  them. 

This  man  is  very  energetic,  and  I am  well  satisfied  with  him. 

If  you  have  the  contract  for  the  provisions,  I beg  you  to  let  me  have 
a copy  of  it.  The  flour  does  not  seem  to  be  all  of  the  same  quality;  a 
part  is  what  is  called  Meal;  but  all  that  I have  seen  is  good  of  its  kind. 

Here  there  is  a Mr.  Wood,13  commissary  of  supplies,  who  has  charge 
of  the  stores. 

Captain  Young14  will  finish  paying  Burd’s  battalion  tomorrow,  and 
will  leave  Wednesday  for  Harris’s,  where  he  will  pay  the  boatmen.  There 
are  ninety  of  them.  It  would  be  convenient  to  keep  some  of  them  to  be 
used  on  the  ferries  until  the  troops,  supplies,  and  artillery  have  crossed 
the  river.  The  rest  would  make  good  men  to  load  and  drive  the  pack 
horses. 

At  this  ferry  there  are  four  iron  4-pounder  cannon,  whose  carriages 
are  in  Philadelphia,  and  600  cannon  balls.  They  were  intended  for  Fort 
Augusta.15 

I understand  that  this  fort  is  not  in  a condition  to  defend  itself  with 
the  small  garrison  remaining  there.  It  is  a post  of  very  great  importance, 
and  difficult  for  us  to  reach.  It  could  not  be  assisted  in  case  of  attack; 
and  if  the  enemy  seized  it,  it  could  ruin  us.  I beg  you  please  to  consider 
whether  it  would  not  be  wise  to  reinforce  it  with  new  recruits,  and  to 
send  a commander  there  in  a position  to  be  responsible  for  the  post. 

The  confidence  with  which  you  have  honored  me16  makes  me  hope 
that  you  will  not  disapprove  of  my  taking  the  measures  which  seem 
necessary  for  the  good  of  the  service  in  urgent  cases,  without  waiting 
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for  your  orders.  I was  obliged  to  take  upon  myself  today  a delicate 
matter,  which  would  not  permit  waiting  for  your  reply.  If  I have  erred, 
I hope  that  you  will  pardon  me  for  it  because  of  the  motive  and  the 
circumstances. 

I did  not  state  that  the  provincials  had  lost  men.  I believed  that  these 
might  be  some  deserters  from  the  regular  troops  who  feared  the  junction 
of  the  troops,  and  I was  the  more  convinced  of  it  when  our  soldiers  recog- 
nized several  of  them  who  had  remained.  As  the  number  seemed  con- 
siderable and  terror  began  to  prevail  among  them,  I was  afraid  that  they 
would  not  only  flee,  but  that  they  would  take  other  soldiers  with  them. 

To  quiet  this  agitation,  I had  the  two  battalions  paraded  under  arms, 
and  I promised  them  to  obtain  pardon  for  all  the  deserters  who  would 
immediately  declare  themselves,  and  that  they  should  serve  this  cam- 
paign in  the  corps  where  they  were.  About  twenty  of  them  presented 
themselves,  not  counting  those  who  are  in  the  detachments.  As  soon  as 
I have  the  list  of  them  all,  I shall  send  it  to  you,  so  that  you  may  have 
the  kindness  to  confirm  this  pardon,  which  had  a very  good  effect  and 
spread  joy  everywhere.  I have  also  found  some  deserters  from  Canada,  of 
French  nationality.  I do  not  think  these  men  can  be  trusted  very  much, 
as  they  always  have  a fleur  de  lis  in  their  hearts  or  on  their  shoulders. 
It  would  be  as  dangerous  to  send  them  back  as  to  keep  them;  but  if 
leave  were  granted  those  who  wished  it,  the  worst  characters  would  go 
away  and  the  rest  could  be  kept. 


Carlisle,  May  30,  1758 

The  chief17  of  the  Catawbas18  came  here  to  see  me  and  find  out  if  we 
were  starting  to  move,  as  his  people  are  beginning  to  get  impatient.  I 
showed  him  our  troops,  and  that  we  were  marching  to  join  them.  He 
promised  to  hold  his  men,  and  to  have  others  come. 

Col.  Burd  brought  a Mohawk19  who  has  been  attached  to  him  for  a long 
time  and  follows  him  everywhere.  He  is  a man  of  whom  use  can  be 
made,  in  order  to  send  him  somewhere. 

Permit  me  to  repeat  that  I fear  for  Fort  Augusta.  If  that  post  were 
taken,  it  would  stir  up  an  outcry  against  us,  for  the  Quakers  consider 
it  the  key  of  the  province. 

Captain  Trump20  who  commands  there  is  not  suitable  for  that  duty. 
The  garrison  of  150  men  is  made  up  of  the  worst  of  the  battalion.  The 
arms  are  worthless,  and  they  have  only  104  bullets. 

Experience  makes  me  feel  the  necessity  of  having  a good  supply  of 
shoes  for  the  army,  besides  the  three  pairs  which  each  soldier  ought  to 
carry  including  the  ones  on  his  feet.  The  dew  in  the  woods  makes  the 
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leather  as  supple  as  old  linen,  and  as  the  roads  are  stony,  a pair  of  shoes 
is  in  pieces  in  a week. 

The  provincials  have  no  medicine  chest,  and  no  arrangement  for  trans- 
porting their  tents  and  baggage;  and  the  officers  have  neither  tents  nor 
the  money  to  buy  them. 

I hired  a good  gunsmith  here  with  his  apprentice  at  one  ecu21  per 
day,  a skillful  farrier  with  his  apprentice  at  one  ecu  per  day  for  the  two. 
That  will  suffice  for  the  present  with  the  carpenter  who  is  coming  from 
Philadelphia. 

There  are  several  parties  of  Cherokees  in  the  field,  some  of  them  absent 
for  six  weeks  in  the  neighborhood  of  Fort  Duquesne.  They  have  orders 
from  Wohabache22  not  to  return  without  prisoners  or  scalps.  The  party 
from  here  has  not  yet  returned,  but  those  who  remain  promise  to  go  with 
me  and  are  still  well  disposed. 

I shall  go  to  Fort  Loudoun  as  soon  as  I see  our  convoys  on  the  march 
and  I am  sure  of  our  provisions. 

I hope  that  you  will  finally  have  news  of  our  artillery. 

Rhor23  was  so  busy  helping  me  that  he  could  not  send  Captain  Gordon 
the  returns  of  what  he  has  here.  I shall  write  to  him  at  the  earliest 
opportunity.

P.  S.  I learn  that  five  of  the  provincial  deserters  were  arrested  at  Reading. 
Some  new  recruits  might  bring  them  to  the  regiment,  if  you  wish  to  give 
the  order. 

Col.  Burd  brought  a prisoner  here,  Green,24  a deserter  from  his  regi- 
ment, who  previously  deserted  from  Ottway25  and  the  Americans.  He 
seems  a good  one  to  make  an  example  of.

Carlisle,  May  30,  1758. 
Sir, 

After  I had  closed  my  letter,1  I received  the  enclosed2  from  Sir  John; 
and  in  consequence  I am  sending  the  114  tents  to  Col.  Pretters;3  but 
unless  I receive  the  200  from  Philadelphia,  I cannot  supply  the  other  five 
companies  which  Sir  John  expects  to  send  to  Shippensburg.4 

Following  your  orders  enabling  me  to  make  use  of  Washington’s  regi- 
ment, I had  written  to  Sir  John5  to  have  him  send  the  entire  regiment 
to  Fort  Cumberland,  to  leave  the  number  necessary  for  its  defence  in 
the  fort,  and  that  I would  send  orders  for  the  rest  to  join  me,  cutting  the 
road  from  Cumberland  to  Reas  Town  on  their  march.  This  still  seems  to 
me  the  best  arrangement.  My  express  left  four  days  ago,  and  I have  not

yet  received  any  reply.  I wrote  again  today6  to  Sir  John  that  if  the  five 
companies  and  that  of  the  artificers  intended  for  Shippensburg  have  not 
gone  when  he  receives  my  letter,  he  should  have  them  march  to  Fort 
Cumberland,  according  to  my  first  directions. 

To  avoid  any  confusion  in  orders  in  the  future,  permit  me  to  ask  you 
to  send  through  me  the  orders  you  may  find  it  necessary  to  send  to  St. 
Clair,  so  that  the  service  will  not  suffer.  The  bad  conduct  of  the  Indians 
in  Virginia  and  their  impatience  obliges  us  to  advance  as  far  as  Reas 
Town,  to  get  them  away  from  the  settlements.  That  makes  the  consign- 
ment of  arms  for  the  provincials  still  more  urgent. 

I shall  also  write  Sir  John7  to  make  every  effort  to  persuade  the  In- 
dians to  join  us  at  Fort  Loudoun,  where  I shall  try  to  encourage  them 
as  much  as  I can.

Camp  at  Carlisle  30th  May  1758 


Sir 

I began  my  March  of  Wednesday  last  the  24th  Currtt  with  Two  hun- 
dred Men  of  that  Garrison,1  leaving  behind  One  hundred  & Thirty  & 
four  Officers,  Captain  Trump2  Commands,  & Inclosed  you  have  Copy 
of  my  Instructions3  to  that  Gentleman,  I have  mention’d  to  Col0  Bouquet 
the  Necessity  of  augmenting  that  Garrison  from  the  new  Levies  to  at 
least  300  Men  and  he  is  of  the  same  Oppinion,  and  I must  begg  of  Your 
Honour  that  my  Officers  & Soldiers  be  releived  as  it  makes  a great  want 
in  my  Battalion  130  at  Fort  Augusta  and  20  at  Fort  Allen.4 
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I arrived  here  on  Sunday1 2 * 4 5 6  Noon  where  I found  Col"  Bouquet  (a  very 
agreeable  Gentleman)  before  I left  Fort  Augusta  there  was  fourteen  Days 
constant  Rain  which  render'd  my  March  hitherto  almost  impracticable. 

I had  the  Honour  to  receive  your  very  agreeable  Favour  of  the  16th 
Currt6  on  my  March  at  Harris’s7  my  Duty  and  Inclination  was  equally 
forcive  on  me  to  have  wrote  you  sooner  but  it  was  really  out  of  my  power 
for  which  I begg  your  Excuse,  There  was  nothing  at  all  in  that  Affair 
you  mention  That  shou’d  have  happin’d  between  Mr  Taafe8  and  Gishaty,9 
Gishaty  marched  with  me  here  & was  very  well  received  by  the  Cherokees 
& Catawbas. 

About  five  Minutes  before  I march’d  from  Augusta,  I observed  a White 
Man  floating  down  the  West  Branch  on  a piece  of  Bark,  I sent  & took 
him  up,  he  proved  to  be  a Dutchman10  That  was  taken  Prisoner  last  Fall 
nigh  to  Reading  & had  made  his  Escape  from  an  Indian  Town  above 
Venango,  I brought  him  with  me  to  this  place  and  Col0  Bouquet  took  his 
Deposition11  & sent  it  to  the  General  to  which  I begg  Leave  to  refer  Your 
Honour. 

I begg  Leave  to  Recommend  Cap*  Hambright  and  Lieu1  Allisson12  to 
Your  Honour  for  the  Light  Horse  of  my  Battalion  and  think  them  ex- 
treamly  well  qualifyed  for  that  Duty  I wou’d  likewise  recommend  Cap1 
Clayton13  as  Quarter  Master  to  the  Battalion,  I have  appointed  him  untill 
Your  Honours  pleasure  is  known  he  acts  in  that  Station  with  an  unde- 
fatigable  Application. 

I have  sent  my  Indian  acco11  to  the  Pay-Master14  I am  with  great

Shippenburg  30th  May  1758. 

Sir/ 

I reca  your  favor1  by  Capt  Ward2  and  with  regard  to  Carrying  the 
Indians  to  Fort  Loudoun3  who  are  on  their  March  to  this  Place,  don’t 
think  it  by  any  means  advisable  to  attempt,  but  after  they  have  been 
here  a day  or  two  am  of  Opinion  it  would  be  very  right  to  proceed  to 
Fort  Loudoun;  The  Indians  are  not  yet  come  from  Winchester  nor  can 
I get  any  Intelligence  of  them  which  gives  me  Reason  to  believe  they 
have  not  set  out  at  the  time  Sr  Jn°  S4  Clair  mentions  or  have  gone  a 
different  Rout  that  is  by  Fort  Frederick  & Loudoun,4  in  that  case  I have 
sent  directions  for  them  to  remain  at  the  latter  untill  I go  to  them.  Capt 
Trent5  came  here  last  night  with  Wahatchee  & a Party  of  25  Warriors,  he 
is  a great  Warrior  and  a very  leading  Man  in  the  Nation  therefor  we  must 
take  the  greatest  Care  of  him.  I am  glad  you  have  ordered  up  some  Rice 
it  will  be  very  acceptable  to  the  Indians  & must  desire  that  you  will  Order 
all  the  Indian  Presents  to  be  brought  here  as  soon  as  possible  which  there 
is  an  absolute  Necessity  of  making  a shew  of,  in  order  to  Satisfy  the 
Indians  that  we  have  Provided  the  necessary  Goods  for  them  during  the 
Campaign.  Pray  don’t  omit  doing  this  with  all  dispatch  as  I find  it  will 
have  a good  Effect.

Sir. 

Yours  of  the  25th  Ins11  I reed  late  last  Night.  To  set  at  Liberty  the 
Soldiers  detained  in  the  Prison  of  this  County,  agreeable  to  your  Request, 
would  give  me  Pleasure,  were  it  in  my  Power;  and  ’tis  not  my  Fault,  that 
every  thing  possible  in  Favour  of  the  Prisoners,  has  not  long  since  been 


done. 

Cap1  Hamilton,2  of  Coll0  Armstrongs  Battalion,  applied  to  me  the  12th 
Instant  to  have  these  Men  released;  I directed  him  to  cause  the  Witnesses 
for  and  against  the  Prisoners  to  attend  at  York  any  Day;  and,  that  after 
Examination,  I would  discharge  the  Prisoners,  or  release  them  on  Bail, 
as  the  Law  or  the  Facts  would  direct.  Cap1  Hamilton  assured  me  this 
should  be  done,  and  by  a Letter  from  Coll0  Armstrong,  bearing  Date  the 
16th  Instant,  He  informed  me,  that  he  had  sent  Captain  Hamilton  to 
York  County  on  that  Errand,  and  that  He  (Cap1  Hamilton)  was  the 
Bearer  of  that  Letter:  The  Letter  I reced  five  Days  after,  by  another 
Hand,  from  Marsh  Creek,3  but  saw  nothing  of  Cap1  Hamilton,  nor  any 
Witnesses. 

I have  Cognizance  of  such  Offences,  as  a Justice  of  Oyer  and  Terminer,4 
under  Oath  to  Act  according  to  Law;  and  Colonel  Armstrong  is  in  the 
same  Commission  with  me,  and  under  the  same  Oath,  and  well  knows 
that  I cannot  determine  before  I examine  the  Witnesses,  which  I am  ready 
to  do  any  Day. 

What  [Officers]!  Offers  have  been  made  by  the  Officers,  to  indemnify 
the  wounded  Man,  [n]for  to  whom  they  have  been  made,  I know,  Not: 
But  I am  very  sure  no  Offers  of  any  kind  were  ever  made  to  me,  & there- 
fore I never  had  it  in  my  Power  to  accept.  ’Tis  doubtless  proper  to  make 
reasonable  Satisfaction  to  the  injured  Person,  and  that  Person  only  has 
the  Power  of  accepting  or  refusing  such  officers,  and  not  the  Magistrates. 

I have  sent  old  Creighton  (a  Soldier)  with  a Letter  to  Mr  Watson, 
requesting  him  to  use  his  Influence  with  the  wounded  Man  to  release 
the  Offence  on  reasonable  Terms  and  in  Case  that  can’t  be  procured  to 
bring  the  Witnesses  before  me  as  soon  as  he  can.  I am,  with  due  Respect,

Sir. 

About  nine  o Clock  last  Night  I rece’d  your  Favour1  inclosing  your  In- 
structions to  Cap1  Hunter;2  The  Instructions  I have  forwarded  to  him, 
under  Cover,  this  Morning,  by  Express. 

I am  afraid  it  is  not  in  his  Power  to  march  his  Men  as  soon  as  you 
expect;  altho’  I believe  his  Company  is  full,  I am  almost  certain  his  Men 
have  not  ten  Firelocks,  they  have  no  Ammunition,  Canteens,  Knapsacks, 
Blankets  or  Tents,  nor  in  short  any  Accoutraments  whatsoever:  They 
have  no  Regimentals,  and  many  of  them  little  Cloathing  of  any  Kind; 
half  of  em  have  not  rece’d  their  Bounty,  and  not  a Farthing  of  Advance 
to  purchase  Cloathing:  I have  advanced  upwards  of  1 50  of  my  own 
Money  least  the  Business  of  recruiting  should  be  retarded.  There  are  no 
Orders  what  their  Uniform  shall  be,  nor  whether  they  may,  every  Man 
buy  the  Colour  he  chuses:  I have  written  three  times  to  Philadelphia, 
complaining  of  these  Things,  but  have  rece’d  no  Answer.  I am  told,  our 
provincial  Commissioners  have  Arms  enough  in  the  State  House  at  Phila- 
delphia, if  so,  I am  astonished  they  are  not  sent  up  to  the  Men.  I can’t 
conceive  what  this  province  means,  by  raising  Men,  and  suffering  them 
to  spend  so  much  Time,  without  Cloaths  and  Accoutraments,  when  his 
Majesty’s  Service  so  much  wants  them.  Our  Commissioners  must  know 
this  to  be  the  Case,  because  they  know,  they  have  neither  sent  the  Money, 
nor  the  Arms. 

I am  sorry  to  tell  you,  that  little  Success  has  hitherto  attended  my 
Endeavours  to  procure  Waggons  for  transporting  the  Provisions  to  the 
frontier  Garrisons  of  this  Province. 

The  People  say  they  are  willing  to  do  every  thing  they  can,  but  that 
they  are  afraid  of  being  ill  treated:  by  what  I can  learn  amongst  them, 
this  Jealousy  arises,  from  some  Unfair  Usage,  which  they  alledge,  some  of 
’em  have  formerly  rece’d  from  Officers  in  the  Army. 

The  Justices  are  now  sending  out  fresh  Orders  among  the  Inhabitants, 
which  I hope  will  have  the  desired  Effect. 
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Any  Thing  in  my  Power  to  forward  the  Expedition,  or  to  Oblidge  you, 
You  may  depend  I shall  chearfully  undertake,  and  am,

Dear  Sir 

I received  the  Honour  of  your  two  Letters  of  the  27th  & 28tb  Ins1  I have 
detained  your  Express  since  Yesterday  to  expect  the  return  of  mine  who  is 
arrived  this  afternoon 

The  114  Tents1  you  required  of  Col.  Washington’s  Regiment  will  be 
to  morrow  morning  I hope  at  Col.  Pritters:2  To  compleat  that  Number 
I was  Obliged  to  take  some  back  again  from  tbe  two  Battalions  I have 
with  me,  and  have  not  one  left  for  the  Detachment  of  Col.  Stephens, 
untill  I receive  the  200  ordered  at  Philadelphia  as  you  acquaint  me  that 
they  cannot  March  without,  they  must  Necessarily  stay  as  long  as  I 
cannot  send  them. 

I do  not  want  that  reinforcement  at  present  I hope  to  be  able  with 
the  troops  we  have  here  to  take  post  at  Rays  Town,  and  it  is  at  that 
place,  that  I desire  the  Junction  could  be  made  they  will  be  an  incum- 
brance upon  us,  by  the  accessory  Number  of  Waggons  they  shall  want  to 
proceed  to  Reas  Town  without  mentiong  our  Provisions,  and  the  tents, 
in  a Country  where  you  know  there  is  not  the  least  Cover 

I see  that  you  have  great  Scarcity  of  Provisions  but  if  it  is  Possible 
to  Supply  the  whole  Regiment  of  Washington  for  a short  time  at  Cum- 
berland, I beg  you  will  send  them  all  there:  they  coud  begin  to  cut  the 
road  as  far  as  they  can  do  it  without  danger  and  Join  me  at  Reas  Town 
as  soon  as  I shall  be  able  to  get  there:  that  part  of  the  Regiment  intended 
for  the  security  of  the  Fort  wou’d  find  Cover  in  the  Barracks,  and  the 
rest  wou’d  make  use  of  the  114  Tents,  I have  sent  Yesterday.  As  you 
are  a better  Judge  being  upon  the  spott  I leave  it  intirely  to  you  to 
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march  them  wherever  you  think  more  convenient,  but  instead  [ofj  going 
to  Shippensburgh,  you  will  send  them  to  Fort  Loudo[un]  in  Cumberland 
County,  and  the  Commanding  officer3  of  these  600  Men  is  to  take  direc- 
tions from  Henry  Pollan4  living  near  the  Temporary  line,5  or  in  his 
absenc[e]  from  any  Sensible  Person  about  his  House,  for  the  nearest  and 
Best  Waggon  Road,  from  said  Pollins,  or  the  Widow  Magaws  to  Fort 
Loudoun,  Shippenburg  being  out  of  the  way. 

I have  Provisions  for  them  at  Fort  Loudoun,  but  none  at  Shippens- 
burgh, having  ordered  the  Stores  to  be  removed  to  Lyttleton. 

I informed  Yesterday  the  General  of  what  I writ  you  about  sending 
the  whole  Regiment  to  CumberF  Captain  Bosomworth  will  [start]  out 
to  morrow  for  Winchester,  where  he  must  try  if  he  can  persuad[e]  your 
Indians  to  go  to  Fort  Loudoun,  to  receive  the  Presents  which  are  ready 
there  for  them.  If  that  measure  miscarries,  we  are  in  a bad  Scituation 
The  General  Writes6  me  that  he  will  send  103  light  fusees,  & 300  heavy 
Musquets  which  I am  to  forward  to  Winchester,  but  they  are  not  arrived 
Shall  forward  the  light  Fusees  immediately  to  Fort  Loudoun,  where  all 
the  Indians  Presents  are  already;  if  you  want  Still  the  300  heavy  musquets 
at  Winchester;  I beg  you  will  let  me  know  it  that  I may  send  them  to 
you  if  they  arrive  before  you  march;  We  have  here  a Sufficient  Quantity 
of  Axes  and  Intrenching  Tools  to  clear  the  Road  towards  Reas  Town, 
and  fortyfy  that  Part,  So  you  may  send  those  [up]t  you  have  either  by 
Fort  Cumberland,  or  to  Fort  Loudoun,  as  you  will  think  most  Convenient. 

I send  you  inclosed  the  return"  of  Stores  in  Winchester,  as  Given  me 
by  the  General,  I want  Powder  and  Balls  chiefly,  the  rest  to  be  forwarded 
when  it  will  be  Possible:  keeping  still  there  some  Powder  and  Shott  for 
Indians:  I can  Judge  by  the  Difficulties  I labour  under  of  the  weight[th]t 
which  lies  upon  you,  our  Troops  are  in  the  same  Scituation  as  yours, 
a General  deficiency  of  [some]t  every  thing  we  meet  with  great  ob- 
structions in  getting  the  Waggons  chiefly  from  York  County  which  added 
to  the  Extraordinary  swell  of  Susquehana  retards  us  Extreamly  in  ad- 
vancing the  Magazines  I have  given  Orders  upon  your  Letter  to  Mr 
Hoops  to  get  the  Hay  you  ordered  and  I gather  what  I can  come  at  in 
this  Neighbourhood.  The  forwardness  of  your  Troop  of  Horses  gives  me 
great  Satisfaction  you  have  done  a great  Deal  to  put  So  many  rusty 
Springs  in  motion,  I wish  I cou’d  meet  you  but  I see  no  Possibdity  untill 
we  are  Setled  at  Reas  Town  I intend  to  leave  this  Place  on  Munday 
next8  but  shall  not  be  able  to  proceed  from  Lyttleton  unless  I receive

Winchester  May  31st  1758 

My  Dear  Colonel 

This  Letter  I have  given  to  Ll  Col1  Stephen  who  is  to  march  from 
this  place  to  morrow  morning,  with  five  Companys  of  the  1st  Virginia 
Reg1  of  about  80  Effective  Rank  and  File,  & the  first  Company  of  Arti- 
ficers of  the  2d  Reg1  who  are  compleat.  There  are  40  Men  of  Colonel 
Washingtons  Reg1  who  are  either  Sick  or  not  able  to  march  who  are 
left  here  in  fort  Loudoun  with  a very  carefull  Officer.  At  meeting  I shall 
satisfie  you,  why  I have  not  compleated  that  Battalion,  and  I hope  you 
will  not  attemp  to  do  it  from  the  2d  untill  I see  you. 

There  are  a great  Scarcity  of  Captains  in  the  1st  Division.  Cap*  Mercer1 
is  Lieu1  Col0  to  the  2d  Reg1  and  has  a Company  in  the  1st  Cap1  Stewart2 
is  equiping  40  Horse,  & the  Cap13  of  the  1st  Company  of  Carpenters  is 
still  out  recruiting,  he  shall  join  you  so  soon  as  he  comes,  which  will  be 
in  5 Days.  I have  given  the  Company  of  Artificers  19  hand  Hatchets, 
and  the  like  Number  of  Kettles,  I have  only  11  more  left  of  each.  I have 
alloted  them  a Waggon  with  40  felling  Axes  & 10  Broad  Axes  with  a grind- 
stone. You  may  give  them  a proportion  of  other  Tools  for  Pioneers  to 
make  up  the  Waggon  load. 

I have  reserved  the  Same  Number  for  the  2d  Company.  The  5 Com- 
panys of  Col1  Washingtons  Reg1  will  want  Llatchets,  and  both  them 

Col1  Bouquet 
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and  the  Artificers,  Tents,  which  if  you  have  ready  for  them,  they  are 
fit  for  Service.  I have  not  been  able  to  get  at  the  Powder  Horns  which 
I had  made  for  the  Indians,  Bosomworth  has  got  them  some  where,  so 
that  as  far  as  they  will  go  give  them  to  the  2d  Virga  Reg*  if  there  are 
more  of  them  left,  than  will  equip  500,  send  them  to  this  place.  Please 
to  get  Receipts  for  those  you  deliver  out.  Youll  be  surprized  to  see  the 
Men  I have  Armed,  without  Bayonetts,  I need  make  no  other  excuse 
to  you,  than  to  tell  you  that  I have  none  to  give  them. 

I have  order’d  Lieu*  Bassett4  with  the  Entrenching  Tools  to  join  you. 
So  soon  as  these  People  are  marched,  I shall  labour  hard  to  equip  four 
Compys  more  of  the  2d  Virginia  Reg*  and  send  them  to  you  by 
Compys  under  Major  Peachy.5  I cannot  send  Col1  Byrd  to  you  as  all 
the  Cherokees  have  resolved  never  more  to  go  to  Pensylvania,  on  Ac- 
count of  the  Soldiers  of  fort  Loudoun,  taking  up  arms  against  them,  by 
Cap*  Trents6  Instigation.  I shall  endeavour  to  get  the  Cataubas  to  march 
with,  or  follow  L*  Col1  Stephens:  So  that  you  see  the  necessity  of  my 
sending  Col1  Byrd  w*  the  other  half  of  his  Reg*  and  his  Indians  to  fort 
Cumberland,  as  likewise  Col1  Washington  with  his  other  half  Battalion. 
I do  not  think  I shall  be  able  to  acomplish  this,  in  less  than  9 Days, 
and  it  will  require  7 days  March,  in  all  16  Days  before  they  can  reach 
fort  Cumberland. 

But  if  this  Disposition  shou’d  not  answer  yours,  let  me  know  it,  and 
I shall  send  you  more  Troops  from  hence  as  they  are  ready.  I dare  not 
send  the  Troops  to  fort  Cumberland  in  divisions,  for  there  they  can  not 
stay  on  account  of  the  Scarcity  of  Provisions.  What  I can  send  from  this 
on  receiving  your  Answer,  will  be,  Majr  Lewis7  w*  his  Compy  and  Cap* 
McNeils8  Company,  both  of  the  Is*  Reg*  they  come  in  here  on  Saturday 
from  Augusta.9  But  I do  not  expect  Cap*  Woodward10  from  Roanoake 
for  some  time. 

I have  this  instant  received  a Letter  from  M1'  President  Blair  acquaint- 
ing me  that  he  will  not  dismantle  the  Govre  house  at  Williamsbourg  of 
the  Kings  Arms,  all  I can  infer  from  his  Stupid  Letter,  is  that  he  wants 
them  in  order  to  make  War  on  the  Cherokees.  He  has  required  of  me 
a Compy  of  Veterans  (as  he  calls  them)  to  garison  a fort  in  the  Cherokee 
Country,  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Assembly.  I shall  write  to  His  Honour 
that  he  may  have  100  Men  of  Col1  Washingtons  Reg*  that  are  short  of 
Compliment,  for  2000  were  ordered  Compleat  by  the  same  Assembly 

I shall  leave  Brigdr  fforbes  & Elis  Honour  to  settle  the  Affair  of  Arms; 
but  if  I had  imagined  that  His  Majesty  had  so  an  unworthy  Servant  as 
Mr  Blair  is,  I shoud  have  taken  an  other  method  of  coming  at  the  Arms, 
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but  I have  not  time  for  that  at  present:  Surely  when  the  Ministry  sent 
these  Arms  over  they  never  were  intended  for  adorning  the  Govrs  House. 

I must  therefore  beg  you  will  send  me  300  Arms  to  the  ferry  at  the 
mouth  of  Conegogee,  and  tell  me  the  day  I am  to  send  for  them  to  that 
place. 

I have  got  a Letter  from  Cap1  Bosomworth,  and  he  has  wrote  to  Captn 
Gist1 2 3 4 * * 7 8 9 10 11  for  many  Indian  things,  I do  not  know  for  who  they  are  for,  I 
dread  we  shall  not  have  one  Indian  of  the  Cherokees  left,  but  those  who 
came  with  Col1  Byrd;  he  must  have  his  directions  what  to  do  from  you, 
for  I cannot  tell  him  as  he  can  be  of  no  Service  here.

Sophy  Hall,2  [read?]3  in  May,  1758, 
at  10  o’clock  in  the  evening. 

My  dear  Colonel, 

I take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  give  you  my  news  and  inform 
you  of  what  is  happening  here,  about  which  I should  have  a thousand 
things  to  tell  you;  but,  to  be  brief,  I shall  send  you  only  an  outline  which 
in  itself  will  be  enough  for  you  to  discover  the  rest.  Here  I have  been  for 
five  weeks  in  my  solitude  (I  consider  it  solitude  when  I am  away  from 
the  pleasant  people  of  the  city),  for  those  gentlemen  are  still  living  in 
the  house  which  you  gave  up  to  them,  two  vessels  directed  to  them  hav- 
ing arrived  since  your  departure,  one  twenty-gun  ship  of  Mr.  Haynes 
with  a cargo  amounting  to  about  1700  barrels  of  rice,  and  the  other  of 
the  London  firm,4  with  the  result  that  their  work  deprives  me  of  the 
great  pleasure  of  seeing  them.  To  make  up  for  it,  I rely  on  the  library, 
my  harpsichord,  and  other  amusements  of  the  country  from  which  I 
have  not  been  distracted  by  anyone  whatever,  except  once  by  Colonel 
Montgomery  and  some  visits  from  Major  Grant,  who  dined  with  us  last 
Sunday.  We  often  spoke  of  you,  as  you  can  imagine.  I congratulate  you 
on  the  fact  that  he  will  soon  join  you,  for  his  departure5  is  near  (and 
even  this  very  evening  which  obliges  me  to  write  in  haste). 

The  menagerie  and  the  garden  (although  they  are  not  yet  finished, 
thank  God,  and  lack  a gardener)  are  my  morning  and  evening  amuse- 
ments which  bring  me  regretful  reminders  of  the  past  and  the  wish  that 
it  might  be  recalled.  I shall  not  go  into  detail  about  the  plantations,  as 
those  gentlemen  have  no  doubt  already  written  to  you  about  the  prob- 
ability of  both  being  very  fine.  I cannot  express  the  joy  I felt  in  reading 
the  New  York  paper,  to  learn  of  your  promotion,6  as  I knew  when  you 
left  here  that  you  deserved  it. 

I trust  that  this  will  not  make  you  forget  Sophy  Hall  and  your  friends 
who  await  you  there  at  the  end  of  the  campaign,  wishing  for  you  the 
greatest  success  in  it.  Of  the  two  warships  which  were  to  come,  only 
one  arrived  with  fifteen  merchant  vessels  by  which  I received  the  bad 
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news  of  the  loss  of  the  one  dear  friend  I had,  Madame  Chabanelle,  who 
died  eight  months  ago,  which  made  me  feel  for  the  first  time  how  deeply 
the  death  of  a friend  is  felt.  Alas!  I did  not  need  that  to  increase  my 
afflictions,  which  have  not  lessened  since  you  sailed.7  If  it  is  true  that 
one  can  get  used  to  anything,  I should  be  accustomed  to  it. 

If  you  see  my  brother,  please  give  him  my  love.  Mr.  Dellient,8  who 
is  with  me,  begs  to  present  his  very  humble  respects.  Time  not  permit- 
ting me  to  say  anything  further,  since  you  surely  have  had  enough  to 
bore  you,  I am,  my  dear  Colonel,  with  all  my  heart,

Apparently  Bouquet’s  letter  had  contained  instructions  for  Bosomworth  to  conduct  the 
Indians  to  Fort  Loudoun,  Pa.,  immediately  upon  their  arrival  at  Shippensburg  from 
Winchester,  Va.
